fympathy were excited by his own injuries and 
the oppreflion of the<;ihriftian name ; he mingled 
his tears with thofe oif the patriarch, and ear- 
neftly enquired, if no hopes of relief could be 
entertained from the Greek Emperors of the 
Eaft. The patriarch expofed the vices and 
weaknefs of the fucqeffors ot Conftantine. " I 
** will roufe," exclaimed the hermit, " the 
** martial nations of Europe in your caufe ;*' 
and Europe was obedient to the call of the her- 
mit. The aftonifhed patriarch difmiiTed him 
with epiftles of credit and complaint, and no 
fooner did he land at Bari, than Peter haftened 
to kifs the feet of the Roman pontiff* His (la- 
ture was fmall, his appearance contemptible ; 
but his eye was keen and lively ; and he pof- 
feffed that vehemence of fpeech, which feldom 
fails to impart the perfuafion of the foul (2). 
He was bom of a gentleman's family (for we 
rauft now adopt a modern idiom), and his mi- 
litary fcrvice was under the neighbouring counts 
of Boulogne, the heroies of the .firft crufade. 
But he foon relinquiihed the Iword and the 
world ; and if it be true, that his wife, how- 
ever noble, was aged and ugly, he might with- 
draw, with the left reluftance, from her bed to 
a convent, and at length to an^ hermitage* In 
this auftere folitude, his body v^as emaciated, 
his fancy was inflamed } whatever he wifhed, he 
believed; whatever he believed^ he Jaw in 
dreams and revelations, f'rom Jeriifalem, the 
pilgrim returned an accomplifhed £anatic ; but 
as he excelled in the popular madnefs of the

limesi pope Urban the fecond received him as 
a prophlst, applauded his glorious defign, pro- 
mifed td l\ippof t it in la general council, and en- 
couraged hihi to proclaim the deliverance of the 
Holy Land. Invigorated by the approbation of 
.the {>ontifF, this zealous miffionary traverfed, 
with fpeed and fuccefs, the provinces of Italy 
land France. His diet was abftemious, his prayers 
long and fervent, and the alms which he re- 
ceived with one hand, he diftributed with the 
other : his head was bare, his feet naked, his 
ineagre body was wrapt in a coarfe garment ; 
he bore and difplayed a weighty crucifix ; and 
the afs en which he f bde, was fanftified in the 
public eft by the fervicc of the mail of God. 
He preached to innumerable crowds in the 
churdheis, the ftreets, and the highways ; the 
hermit entered with equal confidence the palace 
land the cottage ; and the people, for all was 
people, ivas impietuoufly moved by his call to 
repentance' and arms^ When he painted the 
fuffet'ing^ of the natives and pilgrims of Pa- 
ieftine, every heart was melted to compaffion ; 
every breaft glowed with indighationj when he 
challenged the >)iral-ribrs of the age to defend 
thetf b^ethf-en and refcue their Saviour: his 
ignorance of art and language was compenfated 
by fighs, ahd teiars, ahd ejaculations ; and Peter 
fujpplied the deficieiMiy 6f teafon by loud and 
freiquesit appeals to Chrift and his Mother, to 
the feints and angels of paradife, with whom he 
had perfonally converfed* The moft perfefl: 
orator of Athens might have envied the fuccefs 
of his eloquence : the ruftic enthufiafi: infpired 
the paffions vC^hich he felt, apid Chriftendom ex- 
pelled with impatiencje the counfels and decrees 
of the fupreme pontiff.

on the confines of Afi^, rather than to expeA 
them in the heart of Europe. At the fad tald 
of the mifery and perils of their Eaftem brethren 
the affembly burft into tear? : the moft eager 
champions declared their residinefs to march ; 
and the Greek ambafladprs were difpiiffed with 
tibe afiurance of a fpeedy and powerful fuccour. 
The relief of Conftantinople was included in 
the larger ;md moft diftant projed: x>f the deli- 
verance of Jerufalcm ; but the prudent Urban 
adjourned the final dpcifion to a fecpnd fynod, 
wnich he propofed to celebrate in fome city of 
France in the autumn of the f?tme year. The 
fliort delay would propagate the flam^ of en-* 
thufiafm ; and his firmeft hope was in a nation 
of foldiers (8), ftill proud of the preTeminence 
of their name, and ambitious to emulate their 
hero Charlemagne (9), who, in the popular 
romance pf Turpin(io), hjtd atchieved the 
conquefl of the Holy Land. A latent motive 
pf affection or vanity might influence the choice 
of Urban : he was himfelf a native of France, 
a monk of Clugny, and the firft of his country- 
men who afcended the throne of St. Peter. 
The pope had illuftrated his family and pro- 
vince }

Tince ; nor is there perhaps a mor^ exquifite 
gratification than to revifit, in a confpicu- 
ous dignity, the humble and laborious fcenes 
of our youth. 

It may occafion fome furprife that the Roman Coundi of 
pontiff fhould ered, in the heart of France, the a^^S55. 
tribunal from vrheiice he hurled his anathemas November.* 
againft the king. But our furprife will vanifli 
fo foon as we form a juft eftimate of a king of 
France of the eleventh century (ii), Philip 
the firft was the great-grandfon of Hugh Capet 
the founder of the prefent race, who, in the 
decline of Charlemagne's pofterity, added the 
regal title to his patrimonisd eftates of Paris and 
Orleans. In this narrow compafs, he was pof- 
fcffcd of wealth and jurifdiftion ; but in the 
reft of France, Hugh and his firft defcendants 
were no more than the feudal lords of about 
fixty dukes and counts, of independent and 
hereditary power (12), who difdained the con- 
troul of laws and legal affemblies, and whofe 
difregard of their fovereign was revenged by the 
difobedience of their inferior vaffals. At Cler- 
mont, in the territories of the count of Au- 
vergne(i3), the pope might brave with im- 
punity the refentment of PWlip ; and the coun- 
cil which he convened in that city was not Jefs 
numerous or refpedable than the fynod of Pla- 

centia

efentia (i4). Befides his court and council of 
Roman cardinals, he was fupported by thirteen 
strchbiihops and two hundred and twenty-five 
biihops ; the number of mitred prelates was 
Computed at four hundred ; and the fathers of 
the church were bleffed by the feint*, and en- 
lightened by the dodors of the age. From the 
adjacent kingdoms, a ttiartial tram of lotds and 
knights of power and renown, attended the 
<iounciI (15), in high expeftation of its re-^ 
folves ; and fuch was the ardour of zeal and 
curiofity, that the city was filled, and many 
thoufands, in the month of November, ercded 
their tents or huts in the open field* A feffiou 
of eight days produced fome uftfuLor edifying 
canons for die reformation of manners ; a fevere 
cenfure was pronounced againfl the licence of 
private war; the truce of God (16) was con- 
firmed, a fufpenfion of hoftilities during foul* 
days of the week ; women and priefts were placed 
N under the fafeguard of the church ; and a pro-* 

teftion of three years was extended to hufband^ 
men and merchants, the defencelefs viftims of 
military rapine. But a law, however venerable 
be the fandion, cannot fuddenly transform the 
temper of the times ; and the benevolent eflForts 
of Urban deferve the lefs praife, fince he la- 
boured to appeafe fome domeflic quarrels that 
he might fpread the flames of war from the

From the fyftdd of 
Pl^centia, the tumour of his great dcfign had 
gone forth imong the nations : the clergy oft 
their return hs^a preached in ^very diocefe the 
itierit and glory of the deliverslnce of ihe Holy 
Land; and whi?n the pope afcended it lofty 
icatfold in th^ t^arket-place of Clermont, his 
eloquence wa^ addreffed to a well prepared and 
impatient audience. His topics were bbvious, 
his exhortation was vehement, his fuccefs in- 
evitable. The orator was interrupted by the 
Ihout of thoufands, who with one voice, and itt 
their ruftic idiom, exclaimed aloud, " God 
^* wills it, God wills it (17).'' '< It is indeed 
^ the will of Odd," re|)lied'the pope ; ^^ and 
** let this memorable word, the infpiratfoA 
^ furely of the Holy Spirit, be for ever adopted. 
^* as your cry of battle, to animate the devo- 
^ tion and c^ourage of the champions of Chrift.* 
^' His crofs is the fymbol of your falvation ; 
^* wear it, a red, a bloody crofs, as an ex« 
^ temal mark oh your breafts or fhoulders, as 
^* a pledge of your iacred and irrevocable en- 
** gagement.'* The propofal was joyfully ac- 
cepted ; great numbers both of the clergy and 
laity imprelfed on their garments the fign of

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at their head. This dangerous honour was 
declined by the more prudent fucceflbr of 
Gregory, who alleged the fchifm of the church, 
and the duties of his paftoral ofEce, recom* 
mending to the faithful, who were difqualified 
by fex or profefSon, by age or infirmity, to aid, 
with their prayers and alms, the perfonal fer- 
vice of their robufl brethren. The name and 
powers of his legate he devolved on Adhemar 
bifhop of Puy, the firft who had received the 
crofs at his hands. The foremofl of the tem- 
poral chiefs was Raymond count of Thouloufe, 
whofe ambafTadors in the council excufed the 
abfence, and pledged the honour, of their 
mafter. After the confeilion and abfolu- 
tion of their fins, the champions of the crofs 
were difmiifed with a fuperfluous admonition to 
invite their countrymen and friends ; and their 
departure for the Holy Land was fixed to the 
feftival of the Affumption, the fifteenth of Au- 
gufl, of the enfuing year (19).

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allows the fligfitieft provocation, the mod difputa- 
ble right, ai^ a fufficient ground of nation^ hofti<^ 
lity. iBut the name and nature of an holy war 
demands a more rigorous fcrutiny ; nor can we 
haftily believe, jhat the fervants of the Prince of 
peace would unfheathe the fwprd of deftruftion, 
unlefs the motive were pure, the quarrel legitif 
matie, and the ijciceflity inevitable, The policy of 
an aftion may be determined from the tardy 
ieffons of experience j but, before we ad, pur 
confcience fhoujd be fatisfied of the juftice and 
propriety of our enterprife. Ir the age of the 
crufades, the Chriftiaps, both of the Eaft and 
Welt, were perfuaded of their lawfulnefs and 
merit ; their arguments are clouded by the 
perpetual abufe of fcripture and rhetoric ; but; 
they feem to infill on the right of natural and 
jreligious defence, their peculiar title to the 
Holy Land, and the impiety of their Pagan and 
Mahometan foes (20). L The right of a jufl; 
defence may fairly include our civil and fpiritual 
allies : it depends on the exiftence of danger j 
and that danger muft be eftimated by the two^ 
fold confideration of the malice, and the power, 
of our enemies. A pernicious tenet has been 
imputed to the Mahometans, the duty of ex-^ 
tirpating all other religions by the fword. This 
charge of ignorance and bigotry is refuted by 
the Koran, by the hiftory of the Mufulman 
conquerors, and by their public and legal to- 
leration of the CJiriftian wqrlhip. But it can- 
not be denied, that the Oriental churches are 
depreffed under their iron yoke j that, in peace

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afld war, they aflfert a divine ahci ihdefeafible 
cidrim of univerfal empire ; and that, in thetr 
Wthodox creed, the unbeHerihg nations are 
Continually threatened with the lofe of religion 
or liberty. In the eleventh century, the vifto- 
rious arms of the Turks prefented a real and 
urgent apprehenfion of thefe Ibffes. They had 
fubdued in lefs than thirty years the kingdoms 
of Afia, as far as Jerufalcm and. the Helleipont ; 
and the Greek empire tottered on the verge of 
deftruftion. Befides an honeft fympathy for 
their brethren, the Latins had a right and in- 
tereft in the fuppbrt of Conftantinople, the moft 
important barrier of the Weft ; and the privi- 
lege of defence muft reach to prevent, as well 
as to repel, an impending aiTauU. But this 
falutary purpofe might have been accompHDied 
by a moderate fuccour ; and our calmer reafon 
muft difclaim the innumerable hofts and remoti 
operations, which overwhelmed Afia and de- 
populated Europe, II. Paleftlne could add 
nothing to the ftrength or fafety of the Latins ; 
and.fanaticifm alone could pretend to juftify the 
conqueft of that diftant and harrow province. 
The Ghriftians affirmed that their inalienable 
title to the promifed land had beeft fealed by 
the blood of their divine Saviour : it was then* 
right and duty to refcue their inheritance front 
the unjuft poffeffors, who profaned his fepulchre, 
and oppreffed the pilgrimagel of his difciples. 
Vainly would it be alleged that^ the pre- 
eminence of Jerufalein, and the fanftity of 
Paleftine, have been aboliflied with the Mofaic 
law ; that the God of the Ghriftians is not a 
local deity, and that the recovery of Bethlcm 
or Calvary, his cradle or his tomb, will not 
atone for the violation of the moral precepts of

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the gofpel^ Such argumenU glance, afide Ccmn 
ti^ leaden ihield of luperftition ; iiid the rel^^ 
gipw% mind will mot eafily relinqmi^ its hold 
on the iacred ground of myftery and miracle. 
Ill, But the holy wars which have been waged 
in every climate of the globe, from Egypt to 
Livonia, and from Peru to Hihdoftan, require 
the fupport of fome more general and. flexible 
tenet* It has been often fup4)ofed9 and Ibme- 
times aiSrmed, that a difference of religion is a 
Vfoxthy caufe of hollility; that obftinate un» 
believers may be fhdn of fuJ&dued by the cham^ 
pioaa. of the crofs ; and that grace is^ the fole 
fountain of dominion as well as of mercy. 
Above four hunidred yeara .before the iirft 
crufade, the eaflem and wefteni provinces of 
thei RomaB empire had been acquired about 
the fame time, and in the fame manner^ by the 
Barbarians of Germany and. .Arabia. Time 
and treaties .hadrlegitimated the oon^uefls of the 
Cbrifliaii Franks :; but in the; eyes of their 
lubjeds and neighbours, theMahomietan princes 
were ftill tyraplis and :ufurper$^ who, by the 
arnis. of war or xebeliion, mig^t.be lawfully 
driven from their unlawful pofii3ffion.(2i)« 
- As the manners. of the Chriftians were re- spiritual 
laxed, their dafcipliheof penance (22) va$ en.|^2j;j^;,^ 
ferced; and with the multiplication of Tms, the 
remedies were multiplied.

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. .pared the work of atonement. In the middle 
ages, the bifhops and priefts interrogated the 
criminal; compelled him to account for his 
thoughts, words, and adions *, and pfefcribed 
the terms of hi;$ reconciliation with God. But 
as this difcretionary power might alternately be 
abufed by indulgence and tyranny, a rule of 
difcipline was framed, to inform and regulate 
•the Spiritual judges. This mode of legiflation 
.was invented by the Greeks ; their penitehtials 
(23) were tranflated, or imitated, in the Latin 
church ; and, in the time of Charlemagne, the 
clergy of every diocefe were provided with a 
code, which they prudently concealed from the 
knowledge of the vulgar* In this dangerous 
eftimate of crimes and pimifhments^ each cafe 
was fuppofed, each difference was rentarkdd^ by 
the experience or. penetration of the monks ) 
fome fins are enumerated which innocence could 
not have fufpeded, and others which reafofi 
cannot believe ; and the more ordinary offences 
of fornication and adultery, of perjury stnd 
facrilege, of rapine and murder, were expiated 
by a penance, which, according to the various 
circumftances, was prolonged trom forty days 
to feven years. During this term of moi-tifi- 
cation, the patient was healed, the criminal waft 
abfolved, by a falutary regimen of fafts and 
prayers : the diforder of his drefs was expreflivc 
of grief and remorfe ; and he humbly abftained 
from all the bufmefs and pleafure of focial life* 
But the rigid execution of thefe laws would 
have depopulated the palace, the camp, and the 
city : the Barbarians of the Weft believed and

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trembled; but nature often rebelled againft 
principle ; and the magiftrate laboured without 
effedi to enforce the jurifdidlion of the prieft. 
A literal accompliihment of penance was indeed 
impra&icable ; the guilt of adultery was mul- 
tiplied by daily repetition j that of homicide 
might involve the maffacre of a whole people ; 
each ad was feparately numbered; and, in 
thofe times of anarchy and vice, a modeft (in- 
ner might eafily incur a debt of three hundred 
years. His infolvency was relieved by a com- 
mutation, or indulgence : a year of penance was 
appreciated at twenty-fix yiMi (24) of filver, 
about four pounds fterling, for the rich; at 
three folidi, or nine fhilliflgs, for the indigent : 
and thefe alms were foon appropriated to thp 
ufe of the church, which derived, from the re- 
demption of fins, an inexhauftible fource of 
opulence and dominion. A debt of three hun- 
dred years, or twelve hundred pounds, was 
enough to impoverifli a plentiful fortune ; the 
fcarcity of gold and filver was fupplied by the 
alienation of land ; and the princdy donations 
of iPepin and Charlemagne are exprefsly given 
for the remedy of their foul. It is a maxim of 
the civil law, that whofoever cannot pay with 
his purfe, muft pay with his body ; and the 
praftice of flagellation was adopted by the 
monks, a cheap, though painful, equivalent. 
By a fantaftic arithmetic, a year of penance 
was taxed at three thbufand laflies (25); and

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to brave the laws and elude the punilhment ^of 
their crimes (32). 
IxSttTir ^^ Thefe motives were potent and numerous : 
when we have fingly computed their 'weight on 
the mind of each mdividual, we muft add the 
infinite feries, the multiplying powers of exam- 
ple and fafliion. The firft profelytcs became 
the warmeft and moft effe£hial miflibriarieft of 
the crofs : among their friends and countiTmeh 
they preached the duty, the merit, and the re* 
compence, of their holy vow; and the moft 
reluftant hearers were infenfiWy drawn within 
the whirlpool of perfuafion and -authority. 
The martial youths were fired by the reproach 
or fufpicion of cowardice ; the opportunity of 
vifiting with an army the fcpulcnre of Chrift, 
was embraced by the old ^nd infirm, by wo- 
men aiid children, who confulted rather their 
zeal than their ftrength;; tind thofe who: in the 
evening had derided the folly of their compa-* 
nions, were the m6ft eager, the eiifuing day, 
to tread in their footfteps.' The ignor^ce, 
which magnified the hdpes^ diminifhed the* pe- 
rils, of the enterprife. Since'the Turki&.coh- 
queft, the paths of pilgrimage-were obliterated; 
the chiefs themfelves had an imperfeft notion of 
the length of the way and theoftate-crf their ene- 
mies ; and fuch was Ae-ftupidity of the people, 
that, at the fight of the firft city or caftle be-, 
yond the limits of their knowledge, they were 
ready to aflc whether that was not the Jertifa- 
|em, the term and objeffc of their labours. Yet 
the more prudent of the crufaders, who were 
not fure that they flipuld be fed from heaven

"with a fhower of quails or manna, provided 
themfelves mth thofe precious metals, which^ 
in every country, are the reprefcntatives of 
every commodity. To defray, according to 
their rank, the expences of the road, princes 
alienated their provinces, nobles their lands 
and caftles, peafants their cattle and the in- 
ftrUments of huibandry. The value of pro- 
perty was depreciated by the eager competition 
of multitudes ; while the price of arms and 
horfes was railed to an exorbitant height by 
the wants and impatience of the buyers (33). 
Thofe who remained at home, with fenfe and 
money, were enriched by the epidemical dif- 
eafe : the fovercigns acquired at a cheap rate 
the domains of their vaflals j and the ecclefiaf- 
tical purchafers completed the payment by the 
affurance of their prayers. The crofs, which 
was commonly fewed on the garment, in cloth 
or filk, was infcribed by fome zealots oh their 
(kin : an hot iron, or indelible liquor, was ap- 
plied to perpetuate the mark; and a crafty 
monk, who fhewed the miraculous impreflion 
on his breaft, was repaid with the popular ve- 
neration, and the richeft benefices of Palef- 
tme (34). 

The fifteenth of AugufL had been ^^^^^^^^hTfirft 
the council of Clermont for ^ the departjxre ofCTufadca^l, 
the pilgrims: but the day was antiGipated '^y March °'^' 
the thoughtlefs and needy v crowd of plebeians ; u^y, ice.

Their rear was again preffed by an herd of two! 
hundred thoufand, the moft ftupid and favage. 
reftife of the people, who mingled with their 
devotion a brutal licence of rapine, proftitution, 
and drunkennefs. Some counts and gentle* 
fnen, at the head, of three thouland horfe, at- 
tended the motions of the multitude to partake 
in the fpoil; but their genuine leaders (may 
we credit fuch fqUy ?) wepre a goofe and a goat, 
who were carried ih the front, and to whom^ 
dbefewprthy Chtiftifms.afcribed an infufion of 
the divine fpirit (35). Of thefe, and of other

Ii^ ti^e trading cities of the 
Mpfelle fi^d the ^ine, their colonies were 
numerous and rich i and they enjoyed^ under 
t|ie pjoteftion of th? emperor and tne bilhops, 
t|ie Iree exerdfe of their xeM^pn{^6)* At 
Verdnm, Trey£s, Mentz^. Spirits, Worms, 
a»any thoufands of that unhappy people were 
pillaged and maflacred (37) ; nor h^d they felt 
a more hletody ftroke |ince the perfecution of 
Hadrian- A remnant wiis faved by the firm- 
nefs of their bifhops, who accepted a feigned 
aod tranfient converfion j but the more obfti- 
nate Jews Qppofed their fan^icifm to the fanati- 
cifm of the Chriflians, barricadoed their houfes, 
and precipitating thcmfelve§, the^r families, and 
their wealth, into the rivers or the flames, dif- 
^ppointed the malice, or at leaft the avarice, of 
th^ir implacable foes. 

Between the frontiers of Auftria and the feat Their dc- 
of the Byzantine monarchy, the crufaders were h™^,!^''* 
compelled to traverfe an interval of fix hundred and Afia, 
miles ; the wild and defolgite countries of Hun-^*^* "^^ " 
gary(58) and Bulgaria.

covered with morafles.and forefts, which fpread 
to a boundlefs extent, whenever man has ceafed 
to exercife his dominion over the earth. Both 
nations had imbibed the rudiments of Chriftia- 
nity ; the Hungarians were ruled by their na« 
tive princes ; the Bulgarians by a lieutenant of 
the Greek emppror ; but, on the flighteft pro- 
vocation, their ferocious nature was rekindled, 
^nd ample provocation was afforded by the 
diforders of the firft pilgrims. Agriculture 
mud have beqn unfkilfui and languid among a 
people, whofe cities were built of reeds and 
timber, which were deferted in the fummer 
feafon for the tents of hunters and fhepherds. 
A fcanty fupply of prpvifions was rudely de- 
manded, forcibly feized, and greedily coiir 
fumed ; and on the firft quarrel, the crufaders 
gave a loofe to indignation and revenge. But 
their ignorance of the country, of war^ and of 
difciplme, expofe^ them to every fnare. ' The 
Greek praefed of Bulgaria commanded a reeu* 
lar force; at the trumpet of the Hungarian 
king, the eighth or the tenth of his martial 
fubjefts bent their bows and mounted on horfe- 
back; their policy was infidious, and their re- 
taliation on thefe pious robbers was unrelent- 
ing and bloody (39). A)x)ut a third of the 
nsuted fugitives, and the herpait Peter was of 
the number, efcaped to the Thracian moun- 
tains J and the emperor, who refpefted the pil- 
grimage

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grimage and fuccour of the Latins, condu£led 
them by fecure and eafy journies to Conftanti- 
nople, and advifed them to await the arrival 
oi their brethren. For a while they remem- 
bered their faults and loiTes ; but no fooner 
were they revived by the hofpitable entertain- 
ment, than their venom was again inflamed ; 
they ftung their benefador, and neither gardens, 
por palaces, nor churches, were fafe from their 
depredations. For his own fafety, Alexius 
allured them to pafs over to the Afiatic fide of 
the Bpfphorus; but their blind impetuofity 
foon urged them to defert the ftation which he 
had affigned, and to rufh headlong againft the 
Turks, who occupied the road of Jerufalem. 
The hermit, confcious of his fhame, had with- 
drawn from the can>p to Conftantinople ; and 
iiis lieutenant, Walter the Pennylefs, who was 
worthy of a better command, attempted with- 
out fuccefs. to introduce fome order and pru- 
dence among the herd of favages. They fe- 
parated in queft of prey, and themfelves fell an 
eafy prey to the arts of the fultan. By a 
rumour that their fpremoft companions were 
rioting in the fpoils of his capital, Soliman 
tempted the main body to defcend into the 
plain of Nice ; they were overwhelmed by the 
Turkifh arrows ; and a pyramid of bones 
(40) informed their companions of the place 
of their defeat. Of the firft crufaders, three 
hundred thoufand had already periftied, before 
a fmgle city was refcued from th^ infidels, be- 
fore

The chief* None of the great fovereigns of Europe em- 
M^^ barked their perfons in the firft crufade. The 
emperor Henry the fourth was not difpofed to 
obey the fummons of the pope : Philip the firlt 
of France was occupied by his pleafures ; Wil- 
^liam Ruftis of England by a recent eonqueft j 
the kings of Spain were engaged in a domeftic 
war againfl: the Moors ; and the northern mo- 
narchs of Scotland, Denmark (42), Sweden, 
and Poland, were yet ftrangers to the paflions 
and interefts of the South. The religious ar- 
dour was more ftrongly felt by the princes of 
the fecond. order, who neld an important place 
in the feudal fyftem. Their fituation will natu- 
rally caft under four diftinft heads the review 
of their names and charafters ; but I may ef- 
cape fome needlefs repetition, by obferving at 
once, that courage and the exercife of arms are 
the common attribute of thefe Chriftian adven- 
turers. L The firft rank both in war and council 
I. Godfrey is juftly due to Godfrey of Bouillon ; and happy 
ofBouiUon-^^yld it have been for the crufaders, if they 
had trufted themfelves to the fole conduft of 
that accomplifhed hero, a worthy reprefentative 
of Charlemagne, from whom he was defcended 
in the female line. His father was of the noble 
race of the counts of Boulogne : Brabant, the 
lower province of Lorraine (43), was the inhe- 
ritance of his mother ; and by the emperor's 
bounty, he was himfelf invefted with that ducal 

title,

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title, which has been improperly transferred to 
his lordfliip of Bouillon in the Ardennes (44). 
In the fervice of Henry the fourth, he bore the 
great ftandard of the empire, and pierced with 
his lance the breaft of Rodolph, the rebel king : 
Godfrey was the firft who afcended the walls of 
Rome ; and his ficknefs, his vow, perhaps his 
remorfe for bearing arms againft the pope, con- 
firmed an early refblution of vifiting the holy 
fepulchre, not as a pilgrim, but a deliverer. 
His valour was matured by prudence and mode« 
ration ; his piety, though blind, was fmcere ; 
and, in the tumult of a camp, he pradifed the 
real and fiditious virtues of a conven:t. Supe* 
rior to the private fadions of the chiefs, he re- 
ferved his enmity for the enemies of Chrift ; 
and though he gained a kingdom by the attempt, 
his pure and diiinterelled zeal was acknowledged 
by his rivals. Godfrey of Bouillon (45) was 
accompanied by his two brothers, by Euftace 
die elder, who had fucceed^d to the county of 
Boulogne, and by the younger, Baldwin, a 
charader of more ambiguous virtue. The duke 
of Lorraine was alike celebrated on either fide 
of the. Rhine : from his birth and education he 
was equally converfant with the French and 
Teutonic languages : the barons of France, 
Germany, and Lorraine, affembled their vaf- 
fals ; and the confederate force that marched 
under his banner was compofed of fourfcore 
thoufand foot and about ten thoufand horfe.

the amiable qualities of a ptivate man. became 
the eflentiad defers of a fovereign. Jor the 
trifling fum of ten thoufand marks, he mort* 
gaged Normandy during his abience to the 
Englifii ufurper (47) ; but his engagement and 
behaviour in the holy war^ announced in Ro- 
bert a reformation of manners, and reftoced 
him in fome degree to the public efteem. 
Another Robert was cbunt <>f Flanders, a royal 
province, which, in this century, gave ihret

(49'). III. In the fouth of France^ the c6m-ni. Ray- 
maind was affiime^ by Adhemar, bifliop of Puy, Thoioufc 
die pope'fr legiafteS aftd by Rayihdnd, count of 
St. iGilies and Tiioldufe; who added- Ae prouder 
titles of duke of ^Narbohne and tnaniuis of 
Vr<^mct. 'fhe'f<>fm^^was a refpeftable pre- 
lac^^ aUke qualiUdd foff this world and the next. 
The fatter was a Veteran warrior, who had 
fbttghi againft the'^^acens of Spain, tod who 
confecrated his 4eciimng age, hot only to the 
deliverance, but to the perpetual fervice, of the 
holy fepulchre. His experience and riches 
gave him a fti-ong afcendant in the Chtiftian

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Chivalry. Bctween the age of Charlemagne and that of 
the crufades, a revolution had taken place 
among the Spaniards, the Normans, and the 
Frencn, which was gradually extended to the 
reft of Europe. The fervice of the infantry 
was degraded to the plebeians; the cavalry 
formed the ftrength of the armies, and the 
honourable name of miles^ or foldier, was con- 
fined to the gentlemen (55) who ferved on 
horfeback, and were inverted with the charadler 
of knighthood. The dukes and counts, who 
haid ufurped the rights of fovereignty, divided 
th^ provinces among their faithful barons : the 
barons diftributed amoog their vaiTals the fiefs 
or benefices of their jurifdiAionj and thefe 
military tenants, the peers of each other and of 
their lord, compofed the noble or equeftrian 
order, which difdained to conceive the peafant 
or burgher as of the fame fpecies with them- 
felves. The dignity of their birth waf preferved 
by pure and equal alliances ; their fons alone, 
who could produce four quarters or lines of an- 
ceftry, without fpot or reproach, might legally 
pretend to the honour of knighthood ; but a 
valiant plebeian was fometimes enriched and 
ennobled by the fword, and became the father 
of a new race. A fmgle knight could impart, 
according to his judgment, the charader which 
he received ; and the warlike fovereigns of 
Europe derived more glory from this perfonal 
diftinftion, than from the luftre of their diadem. 
This ceremony, of which fome traces may be 

found

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found in Tacitus and the woods of Germany (56), 
was in its origin fimple and profane ; the candi- 
date, after fome previous trial, was invefted 
with his fword and fpurs ;• and his cheek or 
ihoulder were touched with a flight blow, as an 
emblem of the laft affront, which it was lawful 
for him to endure. But fuperftition mingled in 
every public and private aftion of life ; in the 
holy wars, it fanflified the profeffion of arms ; 
and the order of chivalry was aflTimilated in its 
rights and privileges to the facred orders of 
priefthood. The bath and white garment of 
the novice, were an indecent copy of the rege- 
neration of baptifm : his fword, which he of- 
fered on the altar, was blefled by the minifters 
of religion ; his folemn reception was preceded 
by fads and vigils ; and he was created a knight 
in the name of God, of St. George, and of St. 
Michael the archangel. He fwore to accom- 
plifli the duties of his profeflSon; and educa- 
tion, example, and the public opinion, were 
the inviolable guardians of his oath. As the 
champion of God and the ladies (I blufli 
to unite fuch difcordant names), he devoted 
himfelf to fpcak the truth ; to maintain the 
right; . to protedfc the diftrefled; to praftife 
courtefy^ a virtue lefs familiar to the ancients ; 
to purfue the infidels ; to defpife the allurements 
of cafe and fafety; and to vindicate in every 
perilous adventure the honour of his charafter. 
The abufe of the- fame fpirit provoked the illi- 
terate knight to difdain the arts of induftry and 
peace; to efteem himfelf the fole judge and 
avenger of his own injuries ; and proudly to 
negleft the laws of civil focjcty and military 
D 2 difcipline.

ftitution(58). 
March of Such Were the troops, and fuch the leaders, 
to^CoSian- "^ho affumcd the crofs for the deliverance of the 
tinopic, holy fepulchre. As foon as they were relieved 
Auguft??- by the abfence of the plebeian multitude, they 
A.^i>. 1097, encouraged each bther, by interviews and mef- 
^^' fages, to accompUih their vow and haften their 
departure. Their wives and fifters were de- 
firous of partaking the danger and merit of the 
pilgrimage ; their portable treafures were con- 
veyed in bars of filver and gold ; . and the 
princes and barons were attended by their equi- 
page of hounds and hawks to amufe their lei- 
fure and to fupply their table. The difficulty of 
procuring fubfiftence for fo many myriads of 
men and horfes, engaged them to feparate their 
forces ; their choice or fituation determined the 
road ; and it was agreed to meet in the neigh- 
bourhood of Conftantinople, and ^ from thence 
to begin their operations againft the Turks. 
From the banks of the Meufe and the Mofelle, 
Godfrey of Bouillon followed the dired way of 
Germany, Hungary^ and Bulgaria: and, as 
long as he exercifed the fole command, every 
ftep afforded fome proof of his prudence and 
virtue. On the confines of Hungary he was 
flopped three weeks by a Chriftian people, to 
whom the name, or at leaft the abufe, of the 
crofs was juftly odious. The Hungarians ftill 
fmarted with the wounds which they had re^

they had abulied the rij^t of defence and reta- 
,Iiation ; and they had reafon to apprehend, a 
fevere revenge from an hero of the fame nation^ 
and vho was engaged in the fame caufe. But^ 
after weighmg the motives and the events, the 
virtuous duke was content to pity the crimes 
and misfortunes of his worthlefs brethren ; and 
his twelve deputies, the meffengers of peace, 
requefted in his name a free pafTage and an 
equal market. To remove their fufpicions, 
Godfrey trufted himfelf, and afterwards his 
brother, to the faith of Carloman king of Hun- 
gary, who treated them with a fimple but hof- 
pitable entertainment : the treaty was fandified 
by their common gofpel ; and a proclamation, 
undar pain of death, reftrained the animofity 
and licence of the Latin foldiers. From Au- 
flria to Belgrade, they traverfed the plains of 
Hungary, without enduring or offering an in- 

i'ury; and the proximity of Carloman, who 
lovered on their flanks with his numerous ca- 
valry, was a precaution not lefs ufeful for their 
fafety than for his own. They reached the 
banks of the Save ; and no fooner had they 
pafled the river, than the king of Hungary re- 
flored the hoftages, and faluted their departure 
with the faireft wiflies for the fuccefs of their 
enterprife. 'With the fame condufl: and'difci- 
pline, Godfrey pervaded the woods of Bulgaria 
and diQ frontiers of Thrace ; and might con- 
gratulate himfelf, that he had almojft reached 
the firft term of his pilgrimage, without draw- 
ing his fword againft.a Chriftian adverfary. 
After an eafy and pleafant journey through V 
Lombardy,. from Turin to Aquileia, Raymond 
and his provincials marched forty days through 

the 
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the favage country of Daltiutn(59) and Sda^- 
yonia. The weather was a perpetual fog ; the 
land wa8 mountainous and defolate ; the nadivet 
were eitho: fugitive or hoilile : loofe in their 
religion and government, they refufed to fur* 
nifli provifions or guides ; murdered the ftrag^ 

filers; and exercifed by night and day the viei* 
ance of the count, who derived more fecufity 
from the punifhment of fome captive robberi 
than from his interview, and treaty with the 
prince of Scodra(6o)^ His marcn betwe^i 
Dura2zo and Conftantindple was haraiTed^ with^ 
out being flopped, by the peaiants and foldiers 
of the Greek emperor ; and the fame faint anc) 
ambiguous hoftility was prepared for the re-» 
mainmg chiefs, who paflfed the Adriatic from 
the cpaii of Italy. Bohemond had arms and 
veflels, and forefight and difcipline; and his 
ilame was not forgotten in the provinces of £pi^ 
. rus andTheflaiy* Whatever obflacles he e|t^« 
countered were futmounted by his tnilitary con-^ 
duft and the valour of Tancred ; and if the 
Norman prince aSefied to fpare the Oreeks, he 
gorged his fpldiers with the full plunder of 
an hei'etical caftle (6i)« The nobles of France

accufed. From ih^ Alps to ApuUa the march 
of Hugh the great, of the two Roberts, and of 
Stephen of Chartres, through a wealthy coun* 
try, and amidft the applauding Catholics, was 
a devout or triumph4^t progrefs : they kiffed the 
feet of the Roman pontiff 3 and the go}deft 
ftandstfd of St. Peter was delivered to the bro» 
ther of the French monarch (62). But in ihU 
vifit of piety and pleafure, they neglefted to fe- 
^ure the feafon, and the means, of their em« 
barkation : the winter was infenfibly lod i their 
troops were fcattered and corrupted in the 
towns of Italy, They feparately accompliihed 
tl^eir pa^lage, regardlds of fafety or dignity: 
and within nine months froin the feaft of the 
A^umption, the day appoint€d by Urban, aU 
the Latin princes had reached 'Con(tant;inople» 
^ut the count of Vermandois was produced ai 
a captive ; his fbremi^ft v^els were fcattered by 
a tempeil ; and his perfon, againfl the law of 
nations, was detained by tlit lieutenants of 
Alexius, Yet the arrival of Hugh had been 
announced by four^and-twpnty knights in gpK 
den armour, who commanded the emperor to 
revere the general of the Latin Chriftian?, the 
brother of t^e Kjn^ of kings (^63).

December ter ; the Ganges was turned into his grounds, 
lof; ^ay. ^^^ ^^^ ^^'^ ^^^ cottage were fwept away by 
the inundation. Such was the fortune, or at 
leaft the apprehenfion, of the Greek emperor 
Alexius Comnenus, whofe name has already 
appeared in this hiftory, and whofe conduft is 
fo differently reprefented by his daughter 
Anne (64), and by the Latin writers (65). In 
the council of Placentia, his ambafladors had 
folicited a moderate fuccour, perhaps of ten 
thoufand foldiers : but he wa3 aftonilhed by the 
approach of fo many potent chiefs and fanatic 
nations. The emperor fluftuated between hope 
and fear, between timidity and courage ; but 
in the crooked policy wMch he miftook for 
wifdom, I cannot believe, I t:annot difcern, that 
he malicioufly confpired againft the life or ho- 
nour of the French heroes. The promifcuous 
multitudes of Peter the. hermit, were favage 
hearts, alike deftitute of humanity and reafon : 
nor was it poflible for Alexius to prevent or 
deplore their deftruftion. The troops of God-

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frey and his peers were lefs contemptible, but 
not lefs fufpicious, to the Greek emperor. Their 
motives might he pure and pious ; but he was 
etjually alarmed by his knowledge of the am- 
bitious Bohemond, and his ignorance of the 
Tranfalpine chiefs : the courage of the French 
was blind and headftrong; they might be tempt- 
ed by the luxury and wealth of Greece, and 
elated by the view and opinion of their invin- 
cible ftrength ; and Jerufalem might be forgot- 
ten in the profpeft of Conftaniinople. After a 
long march and painful abftinence, the troops 
of Godfrey encamped in the plains of Thrace ; 
they heard with indignation, that their brother, 
the count of Vermandois, was imprifoned by 
the Greeks ; and their reluftant duke was com- 
pelled to indulge them in fome freedom of re- 
taliation and rapine^ They were appeafed by 
the fubmiflion of Alexius ; he prpmifed to fup- 
ply their camp; and as they refufed, in the 
raidft of winter, to pafs the Bofphorus, their 
quarters were affigned among the gardens and 
palaces on the (bores of that narrow fea- But 
an incurable jealoufy ftill rankled in the minds 
of the two nations, who defpifed each other as 
flaves and Barbarians. Ignorance is the ground 
of fufpicion, and fufpicion was inflamed into 
daily provocations : prejudice is blind, hunger 
is deaf; and Alexius is accufed of a defign to 
ftarve or affault the Latins in a dangerous poft, 
on all fides encompaffed with the v/aters (66)^ 
Godfrey founded his trumpets, burft the net,

The fame 
policy was rqpeated with the fucceeding chiefs, 
who were fwayed by the example, and wdaken*- 
ed by the departure, of their foremoft cdmpa»- 
nions. By his ikill and diligence, Ale^us pre- 
vented the uniofi of any two of the ^confederate 
armies at die fame moment under the wsdis of 
Conftantinople J and before the feaft of the 
pentecoft not a Latin pilgrim was left on the 
coaft of Europe, 
He obtain! lli0 fame arms which threltiened Europe^ 
ff",^^^«; might deliver Afia, and repel the Turks from 
i^er^ the neighbouring fhores of the Bofphorus and 
Hellefpont. The fair provinces from Nice to 
Antipch were the recent pattimony of the Ro* 
man emperor ; and his ancient aiid perpetual 
claim ftill embraced the kingdoms of Syria and 
Egypt. In his enthufiafmj Alexius indulged, 
or affefted, the ambitious hope of leading his 
new allies to fubvert the thrones of the Eaft : 
but the calmer dilates of reafon and temper 
difTuaded him from expofmg his royal perfon to 
the faith of Hnjkhown ai>d lawlefs Barbarians. 

His 
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His prudence^ or hk pf ide, was content with 
extorting from the French princes an oath of 
homage md fidelity, and a fc^emn promife, that 
they would either reftore, or hold, their Afiatic 
conquefts, as the humble and loyal vaffals of 
the Roman empire. Their independent fpirit 
>Kas fired at the mention of this foreign and vo- 
Juntary- fervitude : they fucceffively yielded to 
the dextrous application of gifts and flattery ; 
and the firft profelytes became the rnofl eloquent 
and effieftual miffionaries to multiply the com- 
panion^ of their fhame* The pride of Hugh of 
Vermandois was ibothed by the honours of his 
captivity ; and in the brother of the French 
king, the example bf fubmifEon was prevalent 
and weighty. In the mind of Godfrey of 
Bouilfen every human confideration was fubor- 
dinate to th& glory of Gad and the fuccefs of 
the cru£ule. He had firmly refilled the temp- 
tations c^ Bohemond and Raymond, who urged 
the attack and conqueft of ConftantinopI^. 
Aiiexlua efteemed his virtues, defervedly named 
him ^ champk>n of the empire, and dignifi** 
ed his^ homage with the filial name and the rites 
of adoption (67). The hatrful Bohenjond was 
received a$ a tirue an^ ancient ally ; and if the 
emperoi^ reminded him of former hofliltties, it 
was onty to praife the valour that he had dif- 
played, aad the ^lory that he had acquired, in 
the fields: of Durazzo and Lariffa. The fon of 
Gttiicard was lodged and entertained, and 
ierved vdih Imperial pomp : one day, as he 
pafllbd thr<^]ki^ the gallery of the palace, a door 
was catelefefy left open to expofe a pile of gold

ambitious mifer, " might not be atchieved by

*' your own," replied a Greek jattendanti who 
watched the motions of his foul ; and Bohe- 
mond, after fgmd- hefitation, condefcended to 
accept this magnificent prefent. The Norman 
was flattered by the aflurance' of an* indepen- 
. dent principality, and Alexitis eluded, rather 
than denied, his daring, demand of the oiEce 
of great domeftic, or general, of the Eaft* 
The two Roberts, the Ion of the conqueror 
of England, and the kinfman of three 
queens (68), bowed in their turn before the 
Byzantine throne. X private letter iof- Stephen 
or Chartres attefts his admiration of the empe- 
ror, the mod excellent and liberal of men, 
who taught him to believe that he was a favou-v 
rite, and promifed to educate and eftablifh his 
youngeft fon. In his (outhefn province, the 
count of St. Giles and Tholoufe faintly recog- 
nized the fupremacy of the king of France, a 
^ prince of a foreign nation and language. At 

the head of an hundred thoufand men, he de- 
clared, that he was the foldier and fervant of 
Chrift alone, and that the Greek niight be fa- 
tisfiedwith an equal treaty of alliance and fricnd- 
Ihip. His obftinate refiftance. enhanced the va- 
Jue and the price of his fubmiflion; and he 
flione, fays the princefs Anne, ambng the. Bar- 
barians, as the fun amidft the fl:ars of heaven.

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His difguft of the noife and infolence of the 
French, his fufpicions of the defigns of Bohe- 
mond, the emperor imparted to his faithful 
Raymond ; and that aged ftatefman might clear- 
ly difcern, that however falfe in friendfhip, he 
was fmcere in his enmity (69), The fpirit of 
chivalry was laft Jubdued in the perfon of Tan- 
cred ; and none could deem themfelves dilho- 
noured by the imitation of that gallant knight. 
He difdaincd the gold and flattery of the Greek 
monarch ; affaulted in his prefence an infolent 
patrician; efcaped to Alia in the habit of a * 
private foldier ; and yielded with a figh to the *^ 
authority of Bohemond and the intoreft of the 
Chriftian caufe. The beft and moft oftenfible 
reafon was the impoffibility of palfing the fea 
and accoitiplilhing their voWy;without the licence 
and the veffels of Alexius ; out they cherifhed a 
fecret hope, that as foon as they trod the conti- 
nent of Afia, their fwords^buld obliterate their 
fliame, and diflblve the engagement, which on 
his fide might not be very faithfully performed. 
The ceremony of their homage was grateful to 
a people who had long fiiice confidered pride as 
the fubftitute of power. High on his throne,' 
the emperor fat mute and immoveable : his ma- 
jefty was adored by the Latin princes j. and they 
fubmitted to kifs either his feet or liis knees, 
an indignity which their own writers ^e 
aftiamed to confefs and unable to deny (70).

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infoience of Private or public intereft fupprefled the fflur-

reproof of Baldwin ptovoked him to exclaim, 
m his barbarous idiom, ^^ Vfh& is this ruftic, 
*^ that keeps his feat, while fo many valiant 
*^ captains are ftanditig round him?*' The 
emperor maintained his filence, diflembled hi$ 
indignation, and queftioned hie interpreter ccm-* 
ceming the meaning of the words^ which he 
partly fufpefted from the univer&l language df 
gefture and countenance. Before the departure 
of the pilgrims, he endeavoured to learn the 
name and condition of the audacious baron.

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prudent adyice for his condu& in the Turkifli 
warfare ; and hiftory repeats with pleafure this 
lively example of the manners of his age and 
country. 

The conqueft of Afia was undertaken and Their «- 
atchieved by Aleirander, with thirty-five thou- ^bS, 
fand Macedonians and Greeks (73); and his ^^'097, 
beft hope was in the ftrength and difcipline of ^* 
his phalanx of infantry. The principal force 
of the crufaders confifted in their cavalry ; and 
when that force was muftered in the plains of 
Kthynia, the knights and their martial at- 
tendants on horfeback amounted to one hun- 
dred thoufand fighting men, completely armed 
with the helmet and coat of mail. The value 
of thefe foldiers deferved a flrift and authentic 
account ; and the flower of European chivalry 
might furnifh, in a firfl effort, this formidable 
body of heavy horfe. A part of the infantry 
might be enrolled for the fervicfe of fcouts, 
pioneers, and archers ; but the promifcuous 
crowd were loft in their own diforder ; and we 
depend not on the eyes or knowledge, but on 
the belief and fancy, of a chaplain of count 
Baldwin (74), in the eftimate of fix hundred 
thoufand pilgrims able to bear arms, befides 
the priefts and monks, the women and children, 
of the Latin camp. The reader ftarts; and 
before he is recovered from his furprife, I (hall 
add, on the fame teftimony, that if all who 
took the crofs had accomplifhed their vow.

Under this oppreffion of faith, 
I derive fome relief from a more fagacious and 
thinking writer (^75), who, after the fame re- 
view of the cavalry, accufei the credulity of the 
prieft of Chartres, and even doubts whether the 
Cifalpine regions (in the gwgraphy of a French- 
man) were fufEcient to produce and pour forth 
fuch incredible multitudes. The cooled fcep» 
ticifm will remember, that of thefe religious 
volunteers great numbers never beheld Con- 
ftantinople and Nice. Of enthufiafiji the in- 
fluence is irregular and tranfient : many were 
detained at home by reafon or cowardice, by 
poverty or weaknefs ; and many were repulfed 
by the obftacles of the way, the more infuper- 
able as they were unforefeen to th^fe ignorant 
fanaticSi The favage countries of Hungary 
and Bulgaria were whitened with their bones : 
their vanguard was cut in pieces by the Turkifh 
fultan ; and the lofs of the firft adventure by 
the fword, or climate, or fatigue, has already 
bjeen ftated at three hundred thoufand men. 
Yet the myriads that furvived, that marched, 
that prefled forwards on. the holy pilgrimage, 
were a fubjefit of aftonifhment to themfelves 
and to the Greeks. The copious energy of her 
language finks under the efforts of the princefs 
Annp (76) : the images of locufts, of leaves and 
flowers, of the fands of the fea, or the (lars of 
heayen, imperfeQ:ly reprefent what {he had

Of 
their troops, the moft numerous portion were 
natives of France : the Low Countries, the 
banks of the Rhine, and Apulia, fent a power- 
ful reinforcement : fome bands of adventurers 
were drawn from Spain, Lombardy, and Eng- 
land (77) ; and from the diftant bogs and 
mountains of Ireland or Scotland (78) iffued 
fome naked and faVage fanatics, ferocious at 
home but unwarlike abroad. Had not fuper- 
ftition condemned the facrilegious prudence of 
depriving the pooreft or weakeft Chriftian of 
the merit of the pilgrimage, the ufelefs crowd, 
with mouths, but without hands, might have 
been ftationed in the Greek empire, till their 
companions had opened and. fecurcd the way of 
the Lord.

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pious watr£ite s^gabft the Turkiih fultan. His 
kingdom of Roum cxtcnEkdcd from the Hellef-* 
pout to the couAnes of Syria, imd barred the 
pilgrimage of Jcndalcm : his name was Kilidger 
Arflan, or Soliman (So), of the race of Seljuk, 
aiui foQ of the firft conqueror ; and in the 
4efence of a land which the Turks confidered 
as their own, he deferred the pratfe of his 
enemies, by whom alone he is known to pofr 
tcrity. Yielding to the firft impulfe of the tor-- 
rent, he depofited his family and treasure in 
Nice ; retired to the mountains with fifty 
thoufand horfe ; and twice defcended to affault 
the camps or quarters of the Chriftian bcfiegers, 
which formed an imperfe^ circle of above fix 
mites. The lofty and folid walls of Nice were 
coyered by a deep ditch, and fianked by three 
hundred and feventy towers ; aild on the verge 
of Chriftendom, the Mo£tems were trained in 
arms and inflamed by religion, 3cfore this 
city, the French princes occupied their ftations, 
and profecuted their attacks without corrcf- 
pondence or fubordination : emulation prompt- 
ed their valour ; but their valour was fuHied 
by cruelty, and their emulation degenerated 
into envy and civil difcord^ In tlie fiege of 
Nice, the arts and engines of antiquity were 
employed by the Latins ; the mine find the 
battering-ram, the tottiotfe, and tlie bdfry or

In the fpace 
of feven weeks, much labour and blood were 
expended, and fome progrefs, efpecially by 
count Raymond, was made on the fide of the 
befiegers. But the Turks could protraft their 
refiftance and fecure their ^efcape, as long as 
thev were mailers of the lake (82) Afcanius, 
which ftretches feveral miles to the weftward of 
the city. The means of conquefl were fupplied 
by the prudence and induftry of Alexius ; a 
great number of boats was tranfported on 
fledges from the fea to the lake ; they were 
filled with the moft dextrous of his archers ; 
the flight of the fultana was intercepted ; Nice 
was invefted by land and water ; and a Greek 
emiflary perfuaded the inhabitants to accept his 
matter's proteftion, and to fave themfelves, by 
a timely furrender, from the rage of the favages 
of Europe, In the moment of vidtory, or at 
leaft of hope, the crufaders, thirfl:ing for blood 
and plunder, were awed by the Imperial banner 
that dreamed from the citadel; and Alexius 
guarded with jealous vigilance this important 
conquefl:. The murmurs of the chiefs were 
flifled by honour or interefl; ; and after an halt 
of nine days, they direded their march towards 
Phrygia under the guidance of a Greek general, 
whbm tjiey fufpeded of a fecret connivance 
with the fultan. The confort and the principal 
fervants of Soliman had been honourably re- 
fliored without ranfom ; and the emperor's ge«

Soliman was rather provoked than difmayed ^»«'« ^^ 
by the lofs of his capital: he adntoniflied his a^'S.^'oT;, 
Aibjedls and allies of thii.ftrahge invafidn ofK^y4. 
the weftern Barbarians ; thie Turkifli emirs 
obeyed the call of loyalty or religion ; the 
Turkman hords encamped round his ftandard j 
and his whole force is loofely flated by the 
Chtiftians'at two himdred, or even three hun- 
dred and fixty, thoufand horfe. Yet he pa- 
tiently waited till they had left behind them the 
fea and the Greek' frontier; and hovering 
on the jBanks, obferved their carelefs and 
confident progrefs in -two columns beyond the 
view *of each other.- -Some miles before they 
could teach Dorylseilm in Ehrygia, the leftj-and 
leaft. numerous, diviiion was furprif^pd, and 
attacked', arid almoft epprefled, by the Tur^jfli 
cavalry (84}. The heat of the weather, the 
clouds of . arrows, "and 'the barbarous onfet, 
overwhelmed the cAifadefs ; thev- loft their 
order and confiderice, and^ the famting fight 
was fuftained by the pei-fonal valour, rather 
thati by the military tohduft, of Bbhemond, 
Tancred, and Robert of Normandy. They 
were Tevived by the- welcome banners of Duke 
Godfrey,' who flew 'M^ their fuccours with the 
count of Vermandois,' and fixty. thoufand horfe ;

Widiout a moment's paufe, they 
formed in new order, and advanced to a fecond 
battle. They were received with equal refo- 
lution ; and, in their common difdaln for the 
unwarlike people of Greece and.Afia, it was 
confefled on both fides, that the Turks and the 
Franks were the only nations entitled to the 
appellation of foldiers (85), Their encounter 
was varied and balanced by the contrail of arms 
and difcipline ; of the dire£i; charge, and wheel- 
ing evolutions ; of the couched hnce, and the 
brandifhed javelin ; of a weighty broad-fword, 
and a crooked fabre ; of cumbrous armour, 
and thin flowing robes ; and of the long Tartar 
bow, and the arbali/i or crofs-bow, a deadly 
weapon, yet unknown to the Orientals ^86). 
As long as the horfes were freih and the quivers 
full, Soliman maintained the advantage of the 
day ; and four thoufand Chriftians were pierced 
by the Turkiih arrows. In the evening, fwift- 
nefs yielded to flrength; on either fide, the 
numbers were equal, or at leaft as great as any 
jground could hold, or any generals could ma- 
nage ; but in turning the hills, the laft divifion 
of Raymond and his pravmckils was led^ per-^ 
ba|>s without defign^ on the rear of an exhauft?^ 
ed enemy } and (h^ }on^ conteit was d^termin«.

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ed* Befides a namelefs and unaccounted muU 
titude, three thoufand Pagan knights were ilain 
in the battle and purfuit ; the camp of Soliman 
was pillaged; and in the variety of precious 
fpoil^ the curiofity of the Latins was amufed 
with foreign arms and apparel, and the new 
afpe6: of dromedaries and camels, llie im- 
portance of the viftory was proved by the hafty 
retreat of the fultan : referving ten thoufand 
guards of the relics of his army, Soliman eva- 
cuated the kingdom of Roum, and haftened to 
implore the aid^ and kindle the refentment^ of 
his Eaftern brethren. In a march of five hun- March 
dred miles, the crufaders traverfed the Lefler J^^^^f;" 
ATia, through a waited land and defcrted towns, Juiy--scp-' 
without finding either a friend or an enemy. '^*^"'^^^- 
The geographer (87) may trace the pofitipn of 
Doryiaeum, Antioch of Pifidia, Iconium, Ar- 
chelais, and Germanicia^ and may compare 
thofe clailic appellations with toe modern 
names of Efliifliehr the old city, Akfliehr the 
white city, Cogni, Erekli, and Marafh. As the 
pilgrims paifed over a defert, where a draught 
of water Is exchanged for filver, they were tor- 
mented bv intolerable ihirfl: ; and on the batiks 
of the firfi rivulet, their hade and intemperance 
were flill more pernicious to the diforderly 
throng. They climbed with toil and danger the 
fteep and flippery fides of mount Taurus : many 
of the foldiers cad away their jirms to fecure 
their footfteps : and had not terror preceded 
^eir van, the long and trembling file might

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have been driven down the precipice by an 
handful of Tefolute enemies. Two of their 
moft refpeftable chiefs, the duke of Lorraine 
and the count of TJioloufe, were carried in 
litters: Raymond was raifed, as it is faid by 
miracle, from an hopelefs malady ; and God- 
frey had been torn by a bear, as he purfued 
that rough and perilous chace in the mountains 
of Pifidia. 
fiaWwii!^ To improve the general confternation, the 
Irinctam ^o^fi^ of Bohemond and the brother of God- 
ofEdeffa, frey were detached from the main army with 
io^*yiii ^^^^ refpeftlve fquadrons of five, and of feven, 
hundred knights. They ovef-ran in a rapid 
career the hills and fea-coaft of Cilicia, from 
Cogni to the Syrian gates * the Norman ftandard 
was firft planted on the walls of Tarfus and 
Malmiftra ; but the proud injuftice of Baldwin 
at length provoked the patient and generous 
Italian; and they turned their confecrated 
fwords againft each other in a private and pro- 
fane quarrel. Honour was the motive, and 
fame the reward, of Tancted; but fortune 
fmiled on the more felfifh enterprife of his rival 
(88). He was called to theaffiftance of a Greek 
or Armenian tyrant, who had been fuffered 
under the Turkifli yoke to reign over the Chrif- 
tians of Edeffa. Baldwin accepted the cha^ 
rafter of his fon and champion ; but no fooner 
was he introduced inta the city, than he in-' 
flamed the people to the maffacre of hii' father, 
occupied the throne and treafure, extended his

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conquefts over the hills of Armenia and the 
plain of Mefopotamia, and founded the fir ft 
principality of the Franks or Latins, which fub- 
fifted fifty-four years beyond the Euphrates 
(89V 

Before the Franks could enter Syria, the '"^'^Te "f 
fummer, and even the autumn, were complete- A^ir/^^? 
ly wafted: the fiege of Antioch, or the k-oax^h^nu 
paration and repofe of the army during the w^'^^''* 
winter feafon, was ftrongly debated in their 
council : the love of arms and the holy fepuU 
chre urged them to advance ; and reafon per- 
haps was on the fide of refolution, fince every 
hour of delay abates the fame and force of the 
invader, and multiplies the refourci^s of defen- 
five war. The capital of Syria was proteded 
by the river Orontes ; and the iron bridge, of 
nine arches, derives its name from the mafly 
gates of the two towers which are conftrufted 
at either end. They were opened by the fword 
of the duke of Normandy : his viftory gave 
entrance to three hundred thoufand crufaders, 
an account which may allow fome fcope fo? 
loflcs and defertion, but which clearly detefi:^ 
much exaggeration in the review, of Nice. Ii> 
the defcription of Antioch (90), it is not' eafy 
to define a middle term between her ancicrij 
magnificence, under the fucceffofs of Alexander 
and Auguftus, and th^ modern afpeQ: of Tiirkiih 
defolation. The Tetrapolis, or four cities, if 
they retained their name and pofition, muft 

have 
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have left a large vacuity in a circumference of 
twelve miles ; and that meafure, as well as the 
number of four hundred towers, are not per- 
feftly confiftent with the five gates, fo often 
mentioned in the hiftory of the fiege. Yet 
Antioch muft have ftill flouriflied as a great and 
populous capital. At the head of the Turkilh 
emirs, Baghifian, a veteran chief, commanded 
in the place : his garrifon was compofed of fix 
or feven thoufand horfe, and fifteen or twenty 
thoufand foot : one hundred thoufand Modems 
are faid to have fallen by the fword ; and their 
numbers were probably inferior to the Greeks, 
Armenians, and Syrians, who bad been no 
more than fourteen years the (laves of the houfe 
of Seljuk. From the remains of a folid and 
ftatqly wall, it appears to have arifen to the 
height of threefcore feet in the vallies ; and 
wherever lefs art and labour bad been appUed> 
the ground was fuppofed to be defended by the 
river, the morafs, and the mountains. Ifot* 
withftanding thefe fortifications, the city had 
been repeatedly taken by the Perfians, the 
Arabs, the Greeks, and the Turks ; fo large 
a circuit muft have yielded many previous 
points of attack ; and in a fiege that was form*- 
ed about the middle of Oftober, the vigour of 
the execution could alone juftify the boldnefs 
of the attempt* Whatever ftrength and valour 
could perform in the field was abundantly dif- 
charged by the champions c^ the crofs : in the 
frequent occafions of fallies, of forage, of the 
attack and defence of convoys, they were often 
vi£toriou$ ; and we can only complain, that 
their exploits arc fometimes enlarged beyond 
the fcale of probability and truth. The fword 

of 
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of Godfrey (91) divided a Turk from the 
ihoulder to the haunch ; and one half of the 
infidel fell to the ground, while the other was 
tranfported by his horfe to the city gate. As 
Robert of Normandy rode againft his antago- 
nift, " I devote thy head," he pioufly ex- 
claimed, " to the daemons of hell ;" and that 
head was inftantly cloven to the bread by the 
refiftlefs ftroke of his defcending faulchion. 
But the reality or the report of fuch gigantic 
prowefs (92) muft have taught the Moflems to 
keep withiii dieir walk ;- and againft thofe walls 
of earth or ftone, the fword and the lance were 
unavailing weapons. In the flow and fucceffive 
labours of a fiege, the crufaders were fupine 
and ignorant, without (kill to contrive, or mo- 
nkey to purchafe, or induftry to ufe, the artifi- 
d2d engines and implements of afiault. In the 
oonqudl of Nice, they had been powerfully 
aHiAed hj the wealth and knowledge of the 
Greek emperor : his abfence was poorly fup- 
ptied by fome Genoefe and Pifan v-eflels, that 
were attraded by religion or trade to the coaft 
of Syria : die ftores were fcanty, the return 
precarious, and the communication difiicult and 
dangerous. IndcAence or wcakncfs had pre- 
vented the Franks from invefting the entire

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circuit ; arid the perpetual freedom of two gate^ 
relieved the wants and recruited the garrifon of 
the city. At the end of feven months, after 
the ruin of their cavalry, and an enormous lofs 
by famine, defertion, and fatigue, the progrefs 
of the crufauers was imperceptible, and their 
fuccefs remote, if the Latin Ulyffes, the artful 
and ambitious Bahemond, had not employed 
the artns of cunning and deceit. The Chriftians 
of Antioch were numerous and difcontented J 
I^hirouz, a Syrian renegado, had acquired the 
favour of the emir and the command of three 
towers ; and the merit of his repentance dif-* 
guifed to the Latins, and perhaps to himfelf, 
the foul defign of perfidy and treafon. A fe- 
rret correfpondence, for their mutual intereft, ' 
Was foon eftabliflied between Phirouz and the 
prince of Tarento : and Bohemond declared in 
the council of the chiefs, that he could deliver 
(be city into iheir hands. But he claimed the 
fovereignty of Antioch as the reward of his 
fervice ; and the propofal which had been re- 
jefted by the envy, was at length extorted from 
the diftrefs, of his equals. The nodurnal fur- 
prife was executed by the French and Norman 
princes, who afcended in perfon the fcaling- 
kdders that were thrown from the walls : their 
flew profelyte, after the murder of his too fcru- 
pulous brother, embraced and introduced the 
. fervants of Chrift ; the army ruflied through 
the gates ; and the Moflems foon found, that 
although mercy was hopelefs, refiftance was 
impotent. But the citadel ftill refufed to fur- 
rerider ; and the vifltors themfelves were fpeedi- 
ly encompaffed and befieged by the innumer- 
able forces of Kerboga, princle of Moful, who, 
S^itb twenty-eight I'urkilh eiriirs, advanced to 

the 
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the deliverance of Antioch. Five-and-twenty 
days the Chriftians fpent on the verge of de- 
tlruQdon; and the proud lieutenant of the ca- 
liph and the fultan left them only the choice of 
fervitude or death (93 )• In this extremity they viaory of 
collefted the relics of their ftrcngth, faliied from dcn^*^ 
the town, and in a fingle memorable day anni-^.D. io?8, 
hilated or difperfed the hoft of Turks and Ara-''^^^*' 
bians, which they might fafely report to have 
confifted of fix hundred thoufand men (94)* 
Their fupernatural allies I Ihall proceed to con- 
fider : the human caufes of the vifiory of An* 
tioch were the fearlefs defpair of the Franks j 
and the furprife, the difcord, perhaps the errors, 
of their unfkilful and prefumptuous adverfaries. 
The battle is defcribed with as much diforder 
as it was fought ; but we may obferve the tent 
of Kerboga, a moveable and fpacious palace* 
enriched with the luxury of Afia, and capable 
of holding above two thoufand perfons ; we 
may diftinguifli his three thoufand guards, who 
were cafed, the horfes as well as the men, in 
complete fteel. 

In the eventful period of the fiege and de* Their fa- 
fence of Antioch, the crufaders were alternate- dlftrefl' t 
ly exalted by victory or funk in ^defpair ; either Antioch. 
fwelled with plenty or emaciated with hunger.

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A fpeculative reafoner might Juppofe, that their 
faith had a ftrong and ferious influence cmi their 
praftice ; and that the foldiers of the croft, the 
deliverers of the holy fepulchre, prepared them- 
felves by a fober and virtuous life for the daily 
contemplation of martyrdom. Experience blows 
avay this charitable iUuiiont and feldom does 
the hiftory of profane war difplay fuch fcenes of 
intemperance and proftitution as were exhibited 
under the walls of Antioch. The grove of 
Daphne no longer flouri(hed ; but the Syrian 
air was ftill impregnated with the fame vices ; 
the chriftians were feduced by every temptati- 
on (95) that nature either prompts or rq)ro- 
bates ; the authority of the chiefs was defpil^ed; 
and fermons and edids were alike fruitlefs 
againft thofe fcandalous diforders, not Irfs per- 
nicious to military difcipline, than repugnant to 
evangelic purity. In the firft days of the fiege 
and the poffeffion of Antioch, the Franks con- 
fumed v?^ wanton and thoughtlefs prodigsdity 
the frugal fubfiftence of weeks and months : 
the defolate country no longer yielded a fupply ; 
and from that country they were at length ex- 
cluded by the arms of the befiering Turks. 
Difeafe, the faithful companion of want, was 
envenomed by the rains of the winter, the fiim- 
mer heats, unwholefome food, and the clofe 
imprifonment of multitudes. The piftures of 
famine and peftilence are always the fame, and 
always difguftful; and pur imagination may 
fugged the nature of their fufferings and thdr 
refources. The remains of treawre or fpoil 
were eagerly lavifhed in the purchafe of the

three marks of filver for a goat and fifteen for 
a lean camel (96), the: count of : Flanders was 
reduced .to beg a dinner, and duke Godfrey to 
borrow an horfe. Sixty thpufand horfes had 
been reviewed in the camp-: befofe the end of 
the fiege they were diminifhed to two thoufahd, 
and.fcarcely two hundred fit for fervice. could 
be muftered on the day. of -battle. Weaknefs of 
body, and terror of mind, extinguilhed the ar- 
dent ^nthufiafm of the pilgrims ; and every 
motive of honour aAd religion was fubdued by 
thedefire of life (97). Among the chiefs, three 
heroes npiay be found withmit fear or reproach : 
Godfrey of .Bouillon was fupported by his niug- 
naninious. piety;. Boheitiond by ambition and 
intereft ; afid Tancred declared, in the true fpi- 
rit of chiys^y, that, as long as. he was at the 
head of forty knights, he would never relinquifli 
the enterprife of Paleftinc. But the count of 
Tholoufe and Provence wflLsfufpefted of a vo* 
luntary, indifpofition ; the, duke of .Normandy 
was recalled from the fea^fcore by the cenfures 
of the church ; Hugh the Great, though he led 
the vaaiguard of the battle,, embraced an ambi*- 
guous opportunity of returning to France ; and 
Stephen count of Chartres bafely deferted the 
(tandard which he bor^, and the council in which

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he prefided. The fbidierg were difcouraged by 
the flight of William vifcount of Melun, fur- 
named the Carpenter^ from the weighty ftrokes 
of his axe ; and the £dnt8 were fcandali&d by 
the fail of Peter the Hermit, who, after arming 
Europe againft Afia, attempted to efcape from 
the penance of a neceflary iiSi. Of the multi- 
tude of recreant warriors, the names . (fays an 
hiflorian) are blotted from the book of Itfe ; 
and the opprobrious epith^ of the rope-dancers 
was applied to the deierters who dropt ki the 
night from the walls of Antioch. The emperor 
Alexius (98), who feemed to advance to the 
fiiccour of the Latins, was difmayed by dbe af- 
furance of their hopelefs condition, lliey ex<« 
pe&ed their £Ette in filent defpair; oaths and 
punifhments were tried without tS&di ; and to 
roufe the foldiers to the defence of the walls, it 
was found neceflary to idi fire to thek <}uar- 
tcrs. 
Legend of For theb iahration and viftory, they were in- 
Lan^*^ debtcd to the fame fanaticifm which had led 
them to the brink of ruin. In fuch a caufe, 
and in fuch an army, vifions, proj^ecies, and 
miracles, were frequent and familiar. In the 
diflxefs of Antioch, they were repeated widi 
unufual energy and fuccefs : St. Ambrofe had 
aflured a pious ecclefiaftic, that two years of 
trial mufl precede the feafon <^ deliverance and 
grace ; the deferters were flopped by the pre- 
fence and reproaches of Chrift himfelf j the 
dead had promifed to ariie and combat with their 
brethren ; the Virgin had obtained the pardon 
of their fins; and their confidence was revived

and might furely h^ fH^v^^^i but a pious fraud 
Is feldom produced by the cool confpiracy of 
iBany peribns; mi a voJunt«iy impoftor might 
depend on the fuf^oft of the wife and the cre- 
dulity of the people. Of the diocefe of Mar- 
jeilles, there w^s n prieft of low cunning and 
lodie manners, «nd his name was Peter Bartho- 
lemy- He prefeHted himfelf at the door of the 
COuncilH^hamber, to difclofe an apparition of 
j5t. A^rf w, which had been thrice reiterated 
in hi$ ileep* with a dreadful menace, if he pre- 
fumed to fuppreis the cdmmands of heaven* 
'' M Antioch/' faid the apoftle^ '« in the 
" church of my brother St. Peter, neat the high 
** altar, is conceal^ the fteel hefed of the lance 
♦•^ that pierced the fide of our redeemer. In 
<^ three day^^ that uiftrument of eternal, and 
*^ now of temporal, falvatioh, wiH be manifeft- 
^* ed to his difctples. Search and ye ftall find: 
^ bear It aloft in battle ; and that myftic wea- 
*^ pon ffwdil penetrate the foiik of the milcre- 
*' aoits.'' TTie pope's legate, the bi&op of 
Puy, aflfeded to liften wSh coldnefs and dif- 
trultl but Ae revelation was ea^rly actfcpted 
by count Raymond^ whom his faithfiil fubjeS, 
in the nam^ of die apoftle, lad chofen for the 
guardian of the hcdy lance. The e^eriment 
^a$ refoIved{ and on the third day, after a due 
preparation of prayer and falling, the prieft of 
Al^rfeiUes intr^uced twelve trufty fpe^btors, 
aJkiong whom were the count and his chaj^ain; 
abd ihe church-doors were barred againft the 
impetuous multitude. The ground was opened 
in the appointed place ; but the workmen, who 
F 2 relieved 
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relieved each other; dug to the depth of twelve 
feet without difcovering the objeft of their 
fearch. In the evening, when dount Raymond 
had withdrawn to his poft, and the weary affift- 
ants began to murmur, Bartholemy, in his 
ihirt, and without his ih^es, boldly deficended 
into the pit ; the darknefs of the hour and of 
the place enabled him to fecrete and depofit the 
head of a Saracen lance ; and the firft found, 
the firft gleam, of the fteel, was faluted with a 
devout rapture. The holy lance was drawn 
from its recefs, wrapt in a veil of filk and gold, 
and expofed to the veneration of the crufaders ; 
their anxious fufpenfe burft forth in a general 
ihout of joy and hope, and the defponding 
troops were again inflamed with the enthufiafm 
of valour. Whatever had been the arts, and 
whatever might be the fentiments of the chiefs, 
they ikilfuUy improved this fortunate revolution 
by every aid that difcipliiie and devotion could 
afford. The foldiers were difHiifled to their 
quarters with an injunftipnto fortify their minds 
and bodies for the approaching iconfiid, freely 
to beftow their laft pittance on themfelves and 
their horfes, and to expeft with the dawn of 
day the (ignal of viftory. On the feftival of 
St. Peter and St. Paul, the gates of Antioch 
were thrown open ; a martial' ]^alm, *^ Let the 
** Lord arife, and let his enemies be fcatter<ed!'' 
was chaunted by a proceflSon of priefts and 
monks; the battle array was marfhalled^ in 
twelve divifions, in honour of the twelve 
apoftlcs ; and the holy;lance, in the abfenceof 
Raymond, was entrufted to the hands of his 
chaplain. The influence of this relic or trophy 
was felt by the fcrvants, and perhaps 4jy the 

^emics^ 
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enemies^ of Chrift(99); and its potent energy 
wa^ heightened by an accident, a ftratagem, or 
a rumour, of a miraculous complexion. Three Ccieftiai 
knights, in white garments and refplendent ^"***^ 
arms, either iffued, or feemed to iffue, from 
the hills : the voice of Adhemar, the pope's 
legate, proclaimed them as the martyrs St. 
George, St. Theodore, and St. Maurice ; the 
tumult of battle allowed no tim.e for doubt or 
fcrutiny ; and the welcome apparition dazzled 
the eyes or the imagination of a fanatic army* 
In the feafon of danger and triumph, the reve- 
lation of Bartholemy of Marfeilles was unani- 
moufly afferted ; but as foon as the temporary 
iarvice was accompliflxed, the perfonal dignity 
arid liberal alms which the count of Tholqufe 
derived from the cuftody of the holy lance, 
provoked the envy, and awakened the reafon, 
of his rivals. A Norman clerk prefumed to 
lift, with a philofophic fpirit, the .truth of the . 
legend, the circumftances of the difcovery, and 
the charafter of the prophet ; und the pious 
Bohemond afcribed their deliverancfe to the me« 
rits and interceffion of Chrift alone: For a 
while, the Provincials defended their national 
palladium with clamoUrs and arms ; and new 
vifions condemned to death and hell the profane 
fceptics, who prefumed to fcrutinife the truth 
and merit of the difcovery. The prevalence of 
incredulity compelled -the author to fubmit his 
life and veracity to the judgment of God. A 
pile of dry faggots, four feet high, and four- 
teen long, was erefted in the midft of the 

camp;

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cimp i th^ flames burnt fiercely to the deva^ 
tion of thirty cubits ; and a narrow padi of 
twelve inches was left for the perilous trial* 
The unfortunate prieft of Marfeilles traverfed 
the fire with dexterity and fpeed ; but his thighs 
and belly were fcorched by the intenfeheat; he 
expired the next day; and the logic of believing 
minds will pay fonie regard to his dying pro«> 
teftations of innocence and truth. Some e£*' 
forts Were made by the Provincials to fubftitute 
a crofs, a ring^ or a tabernacle, in the place of 
the holy lance, which foon vaniihed in comempt 
and oblivion (loo). Yet the revelation of An«> 
tioch is gravely aflerted by fucceeding hUlorians j 
and fuch is the progrefs of credulity, that mi* 
racles, moft doubtful on the fpot and at the 
moments will be received with implicit fmth 
at a convenient diftance of time and fpace«

gurcUefs» of the true objed of their allegiance. 
The twettty*eight emirs, who marched with the 
ftandard of Kexboga, were his rivals or ene« 
mies ; their hafty levies were drawn from the 
towns and tents of Mefopotamia and Syria ; 
and the Turkiih veterans were employed or con- 
iumed in die civil wars beyond the Tigrils. The 
calipb of Egypt embraced this opportunity of 
wealuie& and difcord, to recover his ancient 
pofleiBons ; and his fultan Aphdal befieged Je« 
yufalem and Tyre, expelled the children of 
Onok, and reftored in Paleftine the civil and 
eeelefiaftical authority of the Fatimites(ia2)* 
They heard with aftoniihment of the vafl: armies 
of Chriftians that had pafled from Europe to 
jfiia, and rejoiced in the fieges and battles which 
brdke the power of the Turks, the adverfarie» 
•f their fed and monarchy. But the fame 
Chnftiana were the enemies of the prophet; 
and frcHn the overthrow of Nice and Antiodi, 
the motive of their enterprife, which "^as gra** 
dually underftood, would urge them forwards 
to tb^ banks of the Jordan^ or perhaps of the 
!NiIe« An intercourfe of epiftles and embaffies, 
which rofe and fell with the events of war, was 
maintained between the throne of Cairo and the 
camp o( the Latins ; and their adverfe pride 
was the refuk of ignorince and enthufiafm. 
The miniilers of Egypt declared in an haughty, 
orinimuated in a milder,, tone, that their fO'< 
vereign^ the true and lawful commainder of the 
fdthfol, had rcfcued Jeru&leoai from the Turk-

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ifli yoke ; and that the pilgrims, if they would 
divide their numbers, and lay afide their afms^ 
ihould find a fafe and hofpitable reception at 
the fepulchre of Jefus. &i the belief of their 
loft condition, the caliph Moftali defpifed their 
arms . and imprifoned their deputies : the con- 
queft and vidory of Antioch prompted him to 
folicit thofe formidable championa with gifts of 
horfes and filk robes, of vafes, and purfes of 
gold and filver ; and ' in his eftimatfe of thteir 
merit or power, the firft place wa« uffigned to 
Bohemond, and the fecond to Godfrey. In 
either fortune, the anfwef of the crufaders was 
' firm and uniform : they difdained to enquire 
into the private claims or poffeffions of the' fol- 
lowers of Mahomet: whatfoever was his name 
or nation, the ufurper of- Jerufalem • was their 
\ enemy; and inftead of jbrefcribing the mode 
and teritis of their pilgrimage, it was only by a 
timely furrender of the city and protinct, their 
facred right, that he could deferve their alli- 
ance, of deprecate their impending and irre* 
fiftiblc attack (103). • . '

^ay.* '°^^' Kerboga. The zeal and courage of the cru- 
faders were chilled in the; moment 4>f -vidoryc 
and, inftead of marching to improve the- con- 
ft^rnation, they haftily difperfed to enjoy the 
luxury, of Syria, The caufes of this ftrange 
delay may be found in the want of ftrehgth 
arid fubordination.

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many thoufands of; every rank had been loft 
by famine, ficknefs, and defertion : the fame 
abufe of plenty had been productive of a third 
famine; and the alternative of intemperance 
and diftrefs, had generated a peftilence, which 
fwept away above fifty thoufand of the pil- 
grims. Few were able to command, and none 
were willing to obey : the domeftic feuds, 
which had been ftifled by conimon fear, were 
agam renewed in ads, or at leaft in fentiments^ 
of hoftility ; the fortune of Baldwin and Bo- 
hemond excited the envy of their companions ; 
the braveft knights were enlifted for the de- 
fence of their new principalities; and count 
Raymond exhaufted his troops and treafures in 
an idle expedition into the heart of Syria. The 
winter was confumed in difcord and diforder ; £ 
a fenfe of hononr:and religion was rekindled in 
dieipring; and the private foldiers, Jefs fuf- 
ceptible of ambition and jealoufy, awakened 
with angry clamours the indolence of their 
chiefs. In the month of May, the relics of iTieir

Laodicea; about forty thoufand Latins, ofA. 0.1099, 
whom- no more than fifteen hundred horfe, and JJ^J^^ 
twenty thoufand foot,. were capable' of imme- 
diatie fervice. Theiri eafy marchijwas. continued 
b^ween mount Libaniis and theifea-fhore; their 
wants were liberally fupplied by the coafting 
traders of Genoa and Pifa; and tfey drew 
large contributions from the emir^ of Tripoli, 
Tyrey Sidon, Acre, and Caefarca, whd granted 
a free paiTage, and promifed to follow the ex- 
ample of Jerufalem. From Caefarea they ad-

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the hnadc hope of battering down the walls 
without engines, and of fcaling them without 
ladders* By the dint of brutal force, they 
burft the firfl: barrier, but they were driven 
back with ihame and flaughter to the camp : 
the influence of vifion and pro[diecy was deaden- 
ed by the too frequent abufe of thofe pious 
ftratagems ; and time and labour were found 
to be the only means of vidory. The time of 
the fiege was indeed fulfilled in forty days, but 
they were forty days of calamity and anguifh. 
A repetition of the old complaint of famine 
may be imputed in fome degree to the voracious 
or diforderly appetite of the Franks ; but the 
ftony foil of Jeruialem is almoft deftitute of 
water; the fcanty fprings and hafty torrents 
were dry in the fummer feafon ; nor was the 
third oi the befiegers relieved, as in the city, 
by the artificial fupply of ciftems and aqueduds. 
Ine circumjacent country is equally deftitute 
of trees for the ufes of fhade or building ; but 
fome large beams were difcovered in a cave by 
the crufaders : a wood near Sichem, the en- 
chanted grove of Taffo(io9), ^''^^ ^^^ down: 
the neceilary timber was tranfported to the camp 
by the vigour and dexterity of Tancred ; and 
the engines were framed by fome Genoefe 
artifts, who had fortunately landed in the har- 
hour of Jaffa* Two moveable turrets were 
conftruded at the expeqce, and in the ftations, 
of the duke of Lorraine and the count of Tho- 
loufe, and rolled forwards with devout labour, 
not to the moft accefiible, but to the moft 
negleded, parts of the fortification.

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mond's tower was reduced to aflies by the fire 
of the befieged, but his colleague was more 
vigilant and fuccefsfiil ; the enemies were driven 
by his archers from the rampart; the draw- 
bridge was let down ; and on a Friday at three 
in the afternoon, the day and hour of the Paf- 
fion, Godfrey of Bouillon ftood viftorious on 
the walls of Jerufalem. His example was fol- 
lowed on every fide by the emulation of valour J 
and about four hundred and fixty years after 
the conqueft of Omar, the holy city was refcued 
from the Mahometan yoke. In the pillage of 
public and private wealth, the adventurers had 
agreed to refpeO: the exclufive property of the 
firft occupant ; and the fpoils of the great 
mofch, feventy lamps and maffy vafes of gold 
and filver, rewarded the diligence, and dif- 
played the generofity of Tancred. A bloody 
f^crifice was offered by his miftaken votaries to 
the God of the Chriftians : refiftance 'might 
provoke, but neither age nor fex could molhfy, 
their implacable rage: they iiidulged themfelves 
three days in a promifcuous maffacre(iio) ; 
and the infeftion of the dead bodies produced 
an epidemical difeafe. After feventy thoufand 
Moflems had been put to the fword, and the 
harmlefs Jews had been burnt in their fyna- 
gogue, they could ftill referve a multitude of 
captives, whom intereft or laffitude perfuaded 
them to fpare. Of thefe favage heroes of the 
crofs, Tancred alone betrayed fome fentiments 
of compaflion ; yet we may praife the more 
felfifh lenity of Raymond, who granted a capi- 
tulation and fafe conduct to the garrifon of the 

citadel.

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Roberts, the duke of Normandy (114) and the 
count of Flanders, preferred their f^r inheri- 
tance in the Weft to a doubtful competition or 
a barren fceptre. The jealoufy and ambition 
of Raymond were condemned by his own fol- 
lowers, and the free, the juft, the unanimous 
voice of the army, proclaimed Godfrev of 
Bouillon the firft and moft worthy of the cnam- 
pions of Chriftendom. His magnanimity ac- 
cepted a truft as full of danger as of glory j 
but in a city where his Saviour had been 
crowned with thom«, the devout pilgrim re- 
jefted the name and en%ns of royalty ; and the 
founder of the kingdom of Jerulalem conteqted 
himfeif with Ae modcft title of Defender and 
Baron of the Holy Sepulchre.

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plans or blacks^ who were armed with flails 
or fcourges of iron, the Barbarians of the South 
fled on the firft onfet, and afforded a pleafmg 
comparilbn between the adive valour of the 
Turks and the floth and effeminacy of the 
natives of Egypt. After fufpending before the 
hply fepulchre the fword and flandard of the 
fultan, the new king (he deferves the title) 
embraced his departing companions, and could 
retain only with the gallant Tancred three hun- 
dred knights, and two thoufand foot foldiers, 
for the defence of Paleftine. His fovereignty 
was foon attacked by a new enemy, the only 
one agai^fl; whom Godfrey was a coward. 
Adhemar, bifliop of Puy, who excelled both in 
council and aftion, had been fwept away in the 
lafl plague of Antioch : the remaining eccle- 
fiaftics preferved only the pride and avarice of 
their charafter; and their feditious clamours 
had required that* the choice of a bifhop fliould 
precede that of a king. The revenue and 
jurifdidion of the lawful patriarch were ufurped 
by the Latin clergy : the exclufion of the 
Greeks and Syrians was juftified by the re- 
proach of herefy or fchifm(ii6); and, under 
the iron yoke of their deliverers, the Oriental 
Chriftians regretted the tolerating government 
of the Arabian caliphs. Daimbert, archbifliop 
of Pifa, had long been trained in the fecret 
policy of Rome : he brought a fleet of his 
countrymen to the fuccour of the Holy Land, 
and was infl:alled, without a competitor, the 
fpiritual and ten^oral head pf the church. The

(1. ix. c. 15—18. X. 4'. 7. 9.), who aXferts witH' marvellou* candour the 
independeuce of the conquerors and kings of Jerufalem. 
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fceptre which had been acquired by the toil 
and blood of the viftorious pilgrims ; and both 
Godfrey and Bohemond fubmitted to receive at 
his hands the inveftiture of their feudal pof- 
feffions. Nor was this fufficieiit ; Daimbert ^ 
claimed the immediate profierty of Jerufalem 
and Jaffa : inftead of a firm arid generous re* 
fufal, the hero negociated with the prieft ; a 
quarter of either city was ceded to the church ; 
and the modeft bifhop was fatisfied with an 
eventual reverfion of the reft, on the death of 
Godfrey without children, or on the future 
acqiiifition of a new feat at Cairo or Da- 
mafcusi 

Without this indulgence, the conqueror The king- 
would have almoft been ftripped of his infant rXiem. 
kingdom, which confifted only of Jerufalem ad. 
and JaflFa, with al>out twenty villages and towns *°^^"" ^' 
of the adjacent country ( 1 1 8). Within this 
narrow verge, the Mahometans were ftill lodged 
in fome impregnable caftles ; and the hufband- 
man, the trader, and the pilgrim, were ex- 
pofed to daily aiid domeftic hoftility* By the 
arms of Godfrey himfelf, and of the two Bald- 
wins, his brother and eoufin, who fuceeeded to 
the throne, the Latins breathed with more eafe 
and fafety ; and at length they equalled, in the 
extent of their dominions^ though not in the 
millions of their fubjefts, the ancient princes of 
Judah and Ifrael (^ ^9)- After the reduftion of

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of a monaftic and military life, which fanaticifm 
might fuggeft, but which policy muft approve. 
The flower of the nobility of Europe afpired to 
wear the crofs, and to profefs the vows, of 
thefe refpedlable orders; their fpirit and dif- 
cipline were immortal ; and the fpeedy donation 
of twenty-eight thoufand farms, or manors ( 1 30), 
enabled them to fupport a regular force of 
cavalry and infantry for the defence of Palef- 
tine. The aufterity of the convent foon eva- 
porated in the exercife of arms : the world was 
fcandalized by the pride, avarice, and corrup- 
tion of thefe Chriftian foldiers ; their claims of 
immunity and jurifdiftion difturbed the har- 
mony of the church and ftate ; and the public 
peace was endangered by their jealous emula- 
tion. But in their moft diffolute period, the 
knights of the hofpital and temple maintained 
their fearlefs and fanatic charafter : they ne- 
glected to live, but they were prepared to die, 
in the fervice of Chrift ; and the fpirit of chi- 
valry, the parent and oflfspring of the crufades, 
. has been tranfplantcd by this inftitution from 
the holy fepulchre to the ifle of Malta (131).

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French kingdom are derived from the pureft 
fource of equality and juftice* Of fuch laws, 
the firft and indifpenfible condition is the affent 
of thofe, whofe obedience they require, and for 
whofe benefit they are defigned. No fooner 
had Godfrey of Bouillon accepted the office of 
fupreme magiftrate, than he folicited the public 
and private advice of the Latin pilgrims, who 
were the beft ikilled in the ftatutes and cuftoms 
of Europe. From thefe materials, with the 
counfel and approbation of the patriarch and 
barons, of the clergy and laity, Godfrey com- 
pofed the assise of Jerusalem (132), a 
precious monument of feudal jurifprudence. 
The new code, attefted by the feals of the 
king, the patriarch, and the vifcount of Jeru- 
falem, was depofited in the- holy fepulchre, 
enriched with the improvements of fucceeding 
times, and refpeSfuUy confulted as often as 
any doubtful queftion arofe in the tribunals 
of Paleftine. With the kingdom and city, 
all was loft (133) : the fragments of the written 
law were preferved by jealous tradition (134) 
and variable praSice till the middle of the 
thirteenth century : the code was reftored 
by the pen of John d!Ibelin, count of Jaffa, 
N one

final revifion was accoihpliihed iA the -fcdt tfaifi- 
teen hundred and fixty-nine, for the ufe of the 
Latin kingdom of Cyprus (i36). 
Court of The juftice and freedom of the conftitutiba 
peers. viiere maintained by two tributials of utie(|ual 
dignity, which were inftituted by Godfrey of 
Bouillon after the conqueft of Jetufalem. The 
king, in perfon, ptefided in die upper-court, 
the court of the barons. Of thefe. the four 
tnoft confpicuous Mt^erc the prince of G^dilee^ 
the lord of Sidon aiid Csdarea, and the countt 
of Jaffa and Tripoli, who, perhaps "With the 
conilable and matfhal(i37), were in a fpeci^ 
manner the compeers eind judges of each othet. 
But all the nobles^ who held their lands imv 
' mediately of the crown, were entitled and bouhd 
to attend the king's court; and each baron 
exercifed a fimilar jurifdi£kioti in the fubordinatc 
affemblies df his own feudatories.

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combat was the privilege of the aocufer, whd^ 
except in a charge of treafon, avenged his per^ 
fonal injury, or the death of thofe perfons 
whom he had a right tp reprefent ; but where* 
ever, from the nature of the charge, teftimoay 
could be obtained, it was neceffary for him to 
produce witnefTes of the fad. In civil cafes, 
the combat was not allowed as the means of 
eftablilhing the claim of the demandant; but 
he was obliged to prpduce witneffes who had, 
•or affumed to have, knowledge of the faft. 
The combat was then the privilege of the de- 
fendant 5 becaufe he charged the witnefs with 
an attempt by perjury to take away his right. 
He came therefore to be in the fame (ituation 
as the appellant in criminal cafes. It was not 
then as a mode of proof that the combat was 
received, nor as making negative evidence 
(according to the fuppofition of Mojitcfquieu) 
(139) 5 but in every cafe the right to offer bat-« 
tie was founded on the right to purfue by arms 
the redrefs of an injury ; and the judicial com* 
bat was fought on the fame principle, and with 
the fame fpirit, as a private duel. Champions 

-were only allowed to women, and to men 
maimed or paft the age of fixty. The confe* 
quence of a defeat was death to the perfon 
accufed, or to the champion. or witnefs, as well 
as to the accufer himfelf ; but in civil cafes, 
the demandant Vas puni(hcd with infamy and 
the lofs of his fuit, while his witnefs and cham^ 
pion fuffered an ignominious death. In many 
cafes it was in the option of the judge to award

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or to refufe the combat : but two are fpecified, 
in which it was the inevitable refuh of the chal- 
lenge j if a faithful vaffal gave the lie to his 
compeer, who unjuftly claimed any portion of 
their lord's demefnes ; or if an unfuccefsful 
fuitor prefumed to impeach the judgment alid 
veracity of the court. He might impeach them, 
but the terms were fevere and perilous : in the 
fame day he fucccffively fought all the members 
of the- tribunal, even thofe who had been ab^- 
fent : a fingle defeat was followed by death and 
infamy \ and where none could hope for vic- 
tory, it is highly probable that none would 
adventure the trial. In the Aflife of Jerufalem, 
the legal fubtlety of the count of Jaffa is more 
laudably employed to elude, than to facilitate, 
the judicial combat, which he derives from a 
principle of honour rather than of fuperfti- 
tion,(i4o). 

Among the caufes which enfranchifed Ae^^^"*^^^ 
plebeians from the yoke of feudal tyranny, the "^^ 
inftitution of cities and corporations is one of 
the moft powerful ; and if thofe of Paleftine 
are coeval with the firft crufade, they may be 
ranked with the moft ancient of the Latin 
world. Many of the pilgrims had efcaped from 
their lords under the banner of the crofs ; and 
it was the policy of the French princes to tempt 
their ftay by the affurance of the rights and 
privileges of freemen* It is exprefsly declared 
in the Aflife of Jerufalem, that after inftituting, 
for his knights and barons, the court of peers,

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in which he prefided himfelf^ Godfrey of Bouil- 
ion eftabliihed a fecond tribunal^ in which his 
perfon was reprefented by his vifcoimt. The 
jurifdiftion of this inferior court extended over 
thi2 burghers of the kingdom ; and it was cool- 
pofed of a feleft number of the moft difcre^ 
and worthy citizens, who were fwom to judge;^ 
according to the laws, of the anions and for- 
tunes of their equals (141). In the conqueft 
and ifettkment of new cities, the example of 
Jerufalem was imitated by the kings and their 
great vaflals j and above thirty fimilar corpol-a* 
tioris were founded before the iofs of the Holy 
syiiant. Land. Another clafs of fubje&s, the Syrian 
(142), or Oriental Chriftitos, were opprefled 
by the zeal of the clergy, and protefted by die 
toleration of the ftate. Godfrey liftened to 
their reafonable prayer^ that they might be 
judged by their own national laws. A thk-<i 
court was inftituted for their ufe, of limited 
and domcftic jurifdiftion : the fworn membets 
were Syrians, in blood, language, and rdigion ; 
but the office of the prefident (in Arabic^ 4rif the 
raisj was fometimes exercifed by the vifcount 
Villains and of the city. At an immeafurable diftance be- 
^*''*'*- low the mbies^ the burgeffes^ and the Jircfii^gers^ 
the Aflife of Jerufalem condefcends to m^ntioti 
the< villains zxsAJlaves^ the peafants of the 4wid 
and the captives of war, who were almoft 
equally considered as the objeds of property*

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CHAP. LIX. 

Prefervation of the Greek Empire. — Numbers^ 
Pajfage^ and Events of the Second and Third 
Crufades. — St. Bernard. — Reign of Saladin in 
Egypt and Syria. — His Conqueji of yericfalem. 
— Naval Crufades. — Richard the Ftrji of 
England. — Pope Innocent the Third ; and the 
Fourth and Fifth Crufades.

Bucccfsof TN a ftyle lefs grave than that of hiftory, I 
A. d"io97 -^ fl^ould perhaps compare the emperor Ale^^- 
— 1118. ius(i) to the jackall, who is faid to follow the 
fteps, and to devour the leavings, of the lion. 
Whatever had been his fears and toils in the 
paffage of the firft crufade, they were amply 
recompenfed by the fubfequent benefits which 
he derived from the exploits of the Franks. 
His dexterity and vigilance fecured their firft 
conqueft of Nice ; and from this threatening 
ftation the Turks were compelled to evacuate 
the neighbourhood of Conftantinople. While 
the crufjders, with blind valour, advanced into 
the midland countries of Afia, the crafty Greek 
improved the favourable occafion when the 
emirs of the fea-coaft were recalled to the 
ftandard of the fultan. The Turks were driven 
from the ifles of Rhodes and Chios : the cities

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of Ephefus and. Smyrna, of. Sardes, Philadel^ 
phia, and Laodicea, were reftored to the em- 
pire, which Alexius enlarged from the Hellef- 
pont to the banks of the Maeander, and the 
rocky (hores of Pamphylia. The churches re- 
fumed their fplendour ; the towns were rebuilt 
and fortified ; and the defert country was peo-i 
pled with colonies of Chriftians, who were 
gently removed from the more diftant and dan- 
gerous frontier. In thefe paternal cares, we 
may forgive Alexius, if he forgot the deliver- 
ance of the holy fepulchre ; but, by the Latins, 
he was ftigmatized with the foul reproach olF 
treafon and defertion. They had fwom fidelity 
and obedience to his throne ; but he had pro- 
mifed to affift their enterprife in perfon, or, at 
leaft, with his troops and treafures : his bafe re- 
treat diffolved their obligations ; and the fword, 
which had been the inftrument of their viftory, 
was the pledge and title of their juft indepen- 
dence. It does not appear that the emperor 
attempted to revive his obfolete claims over the 
kingdom of Jerufalem (2) ; but the borders of 
Cilicia and Syria were more recent in his pof- 
feflion, and more acceffible to his arms. The 
great army of the crufaders was annihilated or 
difperfed ; the principality of Antioch was left 
without a head, by the furprife and captivity of 
Bohemond : his^ranfom had oppreffed him with 
a heavy debt ; and his Norman followers were 
infufficient to repel the hoftilities of the Greeks 
and Turks. In this, diftrefs, Bohemond em- 
braced a magnanimous refolution, of leaving

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the defence of Amioch to hia kinfmanj th^ 
faithful Tancred ; of arming the Weft againft 
the Byzantine empire, and of executing the 
defign (which he inherited from the kifoRs soatd 
example of his father Guifcard« His embarka^ 
tion was chndeftine : and if we may cre^t a 
tale of the princefa Anne, he pafTed the hoftilc 
fea, clofcly feoreted in a coffin (3)» But hia re-» 
ception in France was dignified by the puUic 
applaufe, and his marriage with the king'a 
daughter: his return waa glorioua, fiace 3i« 
braveft fpiriis of the age c^Ufted under his vc* 
teran command ; and he repafied the Admtic 
at the head of five thoufand horfe and forty 
thoufand foot, aflembled from the moft remote 
cKmates of Europe (4). The ftrength of Du* 
razzo, and prudence of Alexius^ the progrefs 
of famine, and approach of Winter^ eluded 
bis ambitious hopes ; and the venal confederates 
were feduced from his ftandard. A treaty of 
peace (5) fufpended the fears of the Greeks; 
and they were finally delivered by the death erf" 
an adverfary, whom neither oatl^ could bind, 
nor dangers could appal, nor profperity could 
fatiate. His children fucceeded to the princi- 
pality of Antioch; but the boundaries were 
ftri£Uy defined, the homage waa clearly ftipuf^ 
lated, and the cities of Tarfus and Malmillra 
were reftored to the Byzantine emperors. Of

cwcuit from Trcbiaond to the Syrian gates. 
Tbe Seljukiau dynafty of Roum (6) was fepa* 
rated on all &les £rom the fea and their Muful- 
maa brethren ; the power of the fultans was • 
Ibakeft by the vidories, and even the defeats of 
the Fraoks ; aad. after the lois of Nice, they 
removed their throne to Cogni or Iconium, an 
objfeuFe and inbjid town above three hundred 
mlks horn Conflantinople (7). Inflead of 
trembling for their capital, the Comnenian 
princes waged an offenfive war againil the 
Turks, and the firJft crufade prevented the fali 
of the dscHning empire. 

la the twelfth century, three great emigra- Expedrtions 
tions marched by land froipi the Weft to the the fiHtcru- 
rettef of Paleftine. The foldiers and pilgrims ^*dc, 
of Lombardy, France, and Germany, were the L^cond** 
excited by the example and fuccefc of the firft °[j ^^^^^ 
crufade (8).

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A grand divifion of the third crufade was led 
by the emperor Frederic Barbaroffa (10), who 
fympathifed ix-iih his brothers of France and 
England in the common lofs of Jerufalem; 
I'hefe three expeditions may be compared in 
their refemblance of the greatnefs of numbers, 
their paffage through the Greek empire, and 
the nature and event of their Turkifh warfare^ 
and a brief parallel may fave the repetition of a 
tedious narrative. However fplendid it may 
feem, a regular ftory of the crufades would ex^ 
hibit the perpetual return of the fame caufes 
and effeds ; and the frequent attempts for the 
defence or recovery of the Holy Land, would 
appear fo many faint and unfuccefsful copies of 
the original. 
Their num. I. Of the fwarms that fo clofely trod in the 
footfteps of the firft pilgrims, the chiefs were 
equal in rank, though unequal in fame and me^ 
rit, to Godfrey of Bouillon and his fellow ad^ 
venturers. At their head were difplayed the 
banners of the dukes of Burgundy, Bavaria^ 
and Aquitain : the fifft a defcendant of Hugh 
Capet, the fecond a father of the Brunfwick 
line: the archbifhop of Milan, a temporal prince^ 
tranfported, for the benefit of the Turks, the 
treafures and ornaments of his church and pa- 
lace ; and the veteran crufaders, Hugh the Greats 
and Stephen of Chartres, returned to confum- 
mate their unfini^d vow- The huge and dif*

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orderly bodies of their followers moved for- 
wards in two columns ; and if the firft con- 
fided of two hundred and fixty thoufand per- 
fotis, the fecond might poffibly amount to fixty 
thoufand horfe, and one hundred thoufand 
foot (11 )• The armies of the fecond crufade 
might have claimed the conqueft of Afia : the 
nobles of France and Germany were animated 
by the prefence of their fovereigns ; and both 
the rank and perfonal charaders of Conrad and 
Louis, gave a dignity to their caufe, and a dif- 
cipline to their fo^rce, which might be vainly 
eitpedbed from the feudatory chiefs. The ca- 
valry of the emperor, and that of the king, 
was each compofed of feventy thoufand knights 
and their immediate attendants in the field (12); 
and if the light-armed troops, the peafant in- 
fantry, the women and children, the priefts and 
monks, . be rigoroufly excluded, the full account 
will fcarcely be fatisfied with four hundred 
thoufand fouls. The Wefl, from Rome to 
Britain,, was called into aftion ; the kings of 
Poland and Bohen[iia obeyed the fummons of 
Conrad ; and it is affirmed by the Qreeks and 
Latins, that in the pafTage of a flreight or river j 
the Byzantine agents, after a tale of nine hun- 
dred thoufand, defifted from the endlefs and 
formidable computation (13). In the third cru-

But when the Turk^ 
k^d been driyen from Nice and the fea-coaft, 
when tfee Byiantine princes no longer dreaded 
the dyiant Snltans^ of Cogni, they fek with 
ptitisr indigrtation the free and frequent paffage 
of the wcftern? Barbarians, who violated the 
majefty, and endangered the fafety, of the em- 
pire. The fecond daxd third crufedes were un- 
d^taken uhdcr the reigii of Manuel Comnenus 
amid i&ac Aitgelais.' Of the fc^mer, thepaflions 
were always impetnous, aind often malevolent ; 
a»d the natbtal union of a- cowardly and a mif- 
ehicvous temper was exemplified in the latter, 
whoy wMiout merit or nuercy*, could punifti a 
tyrant,, and occupy his throrle; It was* fecretly, 
and perhaps tacitly,, refolv^cd by th^ prince and 
people td deftroy, or at leafll to difcourage, the 
pitgrimsy by every fpecies of injury and oppref- 
&bn ;: and their \lrant of prudence and difci- 
jkUne contimiaily sdSfoided the preten<?e or the 
opportunity. The Weftem monarchs had fti- 
ptdated a fafe paflage and fair market in the 
eotmtry dS their Gtiriftian brethren ; the treaty 
had been ratified by oaths and hoftages ; and the 
pooreft foldier of Fredericks army was furniflied 
with three m^rks 6f filverto defray his expenfes 
on the road. But every eng^^ement was vio- 
bffed by tteachery and injuftice; and the com- 
pfadbts of the Latins are atteiled by the honeft 
H 2 coiifeffioa 
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confefllon of a Greek hiftorian, who has dared 
to prefer truth to his country (i6). Inftead of 
an hofpitable reception, the gates of the cities, 
both in Europe and Afia, were clofely barred 
againft the crufaders ; and the fcanty pittance 
of food was let down in bafkets from the walls* 
Experience or forefight might excufe this timid 
jealoufy ; but the common duties of humanity 
prohibited the mixture of chalk, or other poi- 
fonous ingredients, in the bread ; and fhould 
Manuel be acquitted of any foul connivance, 
he is guilty of coining bafe money for the pur- 
pofe of trading with the pilgrims. In every ftep 
of their march they were (lopped or mifled : the 
governors had private orders to fortify the pafles 
and break down the bridges againfl them : the 
ftragglers were pillaged and murdered ; the 
foldiers and horfes were pierced in the woods by 
arrows from an invifible hand ; the fick were 
burnt in their beds ; and the dead bodies were 
hung on gibbets along the highways/ Thefe 
injuries exafperated the champions of the crofs, 
' who were not endowed with evangelical pati- 
ence ; and the Byzantine princes, who had pro- 
voked the unequal conflid, promoted the em- 
barkation and march of thefe formidable guefts- 
On the verge of the Turkifli frontier Barbaroffa 
fpared the guilty Philadelphia (17), rewarded 
the hofpitable Laodicea, and deplored the hard 
neceffity that had ftained his fword with any 
drops of Chriftian blood. In their intercourfe

anxious trial. They might boaft that on the 
firft interview the feat of Louis was a low ftool, 
befide the throne of Manuel ( 1 8) ; but no foon- 
er had the French king tranfported his army 
beyond the Bofphorus, than he refufed the 
offer of a fecond conference, unlefs his brother 
would meet him on equal terms, either on the 
fea or land. With Conrad and Frederic, the 
ceremojiial was ftill nicer and more difficult : 
like the fucceflbrs of Conftantine, they ftyled 
themfelves emperors of the Romans (19); and 
firmly maintained the purity of their title and 
dignity. The firft of thefe reprefentatives of 
Charlemagne would only converfe with Manuel 
on horfeback in the open field ; the fecond, by 
palling the Hellefpont rather than the Bofpho- 
rus, declined the view of Conftantinople and 
its fovereign. An emperor, who had been 
crowned at Rome, was reduced in the Greek 
epiftles to the humble appellation of Rexy or 
prince of the Alemanni ; and the vain and fee-, 
ble Angelus affefted to. be ig^norant of the name 
of one of the greateft men and monarchs of 
the age. While they viewed with hatred and 
fufpicion the Latin pilgrims, the Greek empe- 
rors maintained a ftriflt, though fecret, alliance 
with the Turks and Saracens. Ifaac Angelus 
complained, that by his friendfliip for the great

A juft opinion may be formed of their know*- 
ledge and humanity ; of their knowledge ham 
the defign of fubduing Pcrfia and Choiafan in 
their way to Jeru&Jem : of their humanity from 
the mafiacre of the Chriftian people^ a friendly 
city, who came out to meet them with {Naihns 
and croffes in their hands. The arms of Con- 
rad and Louis were lefs cruel and imprudent 5 
but the event of the fecond crufade was ftill 
more ruinous to Chriftendora; and the Greek 
Manuel is accufed hy his own fubjeiS:* of giv^ 
ing feafonabie intelligence to the fultian, and 
treacherous guides to the Latin prince** In^ 
ftead of cruihing the cpmmon foe^ by a double 
attack at the fame time but on different fide&, 
the Germans were urged by emulation, and the 
French were retarded by jealoufy. Louis had 
fcarcely pafed the Bofphorus when he was met 
by the returning emperor, who had loft the 
greateft part of his army in glorious, hut ua- 
fuccefsful, adion on the banks of the Maean^ 
den The contrail of the pomp of his rival 
haftened the retreat of Conrad : the defertion 
. of his independent vaffals reduced him to^ his 
. hereditary troops; and he borrowed fome Greek

But inftead of purfuii^g his 
ejtpedition by landj he y^as rejoiced to (heltfe? 
the relics of his sirmy in the friendly fea-port of 
Satalia. From thence he embsp-ked fc>r Anti- 
och ; but fo penurious^ was the fupply of Grefek 
yeflelsj that they could, onty afford room' for his 
^Sini^t« and nobler; and the plebeian crowd of 
iirfamry wa3. left to, perifh at the focft df the 
Pamphyiian hills.

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barked for Europe vniih the perfpnal faifie of 
piety and courage; but the Orientals had braved 
thefe potent monarchs of the Franks, with 
whofe names and military forces they had been 
fo often threatened (22). Perhaps they had ftill 
more to fear from the veteran genius of Fre-r 
deric the firft, who in his youth had ferved iii 
Afia under his uncle Conrad. Forty campaigns 
in Germany and Italy had taught BarbaroiTa to 
command ; and his foldiers, even the princes 
of the empire, were accuilomed under his reign 
to obey. As fpon as he loft fight of Philadel- 
phia and Laodicea, the laft cities of the Greek 
frontier, he plunged into the fait and barren 
defert, a land (fays thehiftorian) of horror and 
tribulation (23). During twenty days, every 
ftep of his fainting and fickly march was be- 
fieged by the innumerable hords of Turk-, 
mans (24), whofe numbers and fury feemed 
after each defeat to multiply and inflame. The 
emperor continued to ftruggle and to fuffer j 
and fuch was the meafure of his calamities, that 
when he reached the gates of Iconium, no 
more than one thoufand knights were able to 
ferve on horfeback. By a fudden and refolute 
aflault, he defeated the guards, and ftormed the 
capital of the fultan (25), who humbly fued

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for pardon and peace. The road ^as now 
open, and Prederic advanced in a career of 
triumph, till he was unfortunately drowned in 
a petty torrent of Cilicia (26). The remainder 
of his Germans was confumed by ficknefs and 
(dcfertion ; and the emperor's fon expired with 
the greateft part of his Swabian vaffals at the 
liege of Acre. Ampng the Latin herpes^ 
Godfrey of Bouillon and Frederic Barbaroffa 
.could alone atchieve the paffage of the Leffer 
Afia ; yet even their fuccefs was a warning ; 
,and in the laft and moft experienced age of the 
crufadcs, every nation preferred the fea to the 
toils and perils of an inland expedition (27). 

The enthufiafm of the firft crufade is a na- obfiinaqr 
tural and limple event, while hope was frefli, °hufi^m of 
danger untried, and enterprife congenial to thecruiadc*. 
the fpirit of the times. But the obftinate pcr- 
feverance pf Europe may indeed excite bur 
pity and admiration ; that no inftruftion fhould 
have been drawn* from conftant and adverfe 
experience; that the fame confidence fhould 
have repeatedly grown from the fame failures ; 
that fix fucceeding generations fliould have 
ruflied headlong dovni the precipice that was 
open before them ; and that men qf every con- 
dition Ihould have ftaked their public and 
private fortunes, on the defperate adventure 
of poffeffing or recovering a tomb-ftoue two 
thoufand piiles from their country. In a period

Sation of pilgrim warriors for the defence ot 
e Holy Land ; but the feven great arhiclments 
or crufades were excited by fome impefiding or 
recent calamity: the nations were moved by 
the authority of their pontiffs^ and the example 
of their kings: their zeal was kindled, and 
their reafon was fiknced, bv the voice of their 
charaaer holy orators ; and among thefe, Bernard (28). 
Str^?° the monk, or the faint, majr claun the . inoft 
nard, honourable place. About eight years before 
,^^l?i53.the firft conqueft of J^rufakm, he was born of 
a noble family in Burgundy; at the age of 
three-and- twenty, he buried himfelf in the mo- 
naftery of Citcaux^ then in the primitive fer- 
vour of the inftitution ; at the end of two years 
he led forth her third colony, or daughtef , to 
the valley of Clairvaux (29) in Champagne; 
and was content, till the hour of his deadb, 
with the humble ftation of Abbot of his dwh 
community. A philofophlc age . has abolifhed, 
with too libaral and indifcriminate difdain, the 
honours of thefe fpiritual heroes. The meaneft 
among them are dlftingulflied by fome energies 
of the mind ^ they were at leaft fuperior to their 
votaries and difciples) and, in me race of fu-

Iwh numbers contended. In fpeech, in writing 
ia a^ion, Bernard ftood high above bis rivsus 
9iid cosutemporaries ; his compofitions are not 
devoid uf wit and eloquence ; and be feems to 
have preferved as much reafon and humanity as 
naay be reconciled with the character of a faint. 
In a iecular life, be would have ihared the 
ieventh part of a private inheritance j by a vow 
4>f poverty and penance, by clofing bis eyes 
Hgninft the vifible world (30), by the refufisil of 
^1 ecclefiaftical dignities, the abbot of Clair- 
vtun became the oradc of Europe, and the 
foimder of one hundred and fixty cosivents. 
Princes and pontiffs trembled at the freedom of 
bh apK^oUcal cenfures : France,. England, and 
Milaa,. confulted and obeyed his judgment in 
a fchifm of the church v the debt was^ repaid by 
the graiiitude of Innocent the fecond ; and his 
{atodXot Eugetiius the third was the friend and 
difciple of the holy Bernard, It was in the 
proclamation of the fecond crufade that he fhone 
BSi the miflkmary and prophet of God, who 
caUed the nations to the defence of hi* holy 
fiq»uld)re(3.i). At the parliament of Vezelay 
h^ :^fcc before the king ; and Louis the fe- 
vcnth, wirii hia noble?, received their croffes 
imm his hand. The abbot of Clairvaux then 
inarched to the lefs eafy conqueft of the emperor

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Conrad : a phlegmatic people, ignorant of his 
language, was tranfported by the pathetic ve- 
hemence of his tone and geftures ; and his pro- 
grefs, from Conftance to Cologne, was the 
triumph of eloquence and zeal. Bernard ap- 
plauds his own fuccefs in the depopulation of 
Europe; affirms that cities and cafties were 
emptied of their inhabitants ; and computes, 
that only one man was left behind for the con- 
folation of feven widows ( ^2}. The blind fa- 
natics were defirous of elefting him for their 
general ; but the example of the hermit Peter 
was before his eyes ; and while he afiured the 
Crufaders of the divine favour, he pnidently 
declined a military command, in which failure 
and viftory would have been almoft equally dif- 
graceful to his charafter(33). Yet, after the cala- 
mitous event, the abbot of Clairvaux was loud- 
ly accufed as a falfe prophet, the author of the 
public and private mourning ; his enemies ex-- 
ulted, his friends bluflied, and his apology was 
flow and unfatis&dory. He juitifies his obe- 
dience to the commands of the pope ; expatiates 
on the myfterious ways of providence ; imputes 
the misfortunes of the pilgrims to their own 
fins ; and modeftly infmuates, that his miifion 
had been approved by figns and wonders (34).

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Had the fa£t been certain, th^ argument would 
be degifive; and his faithful difciples, who 
enumerate twenty or thirty miracles in a day, 
appeal to the public affemblies of France and 
Germany, in which they were performed {^5^. At 
the prefent hour, fuch prodigies i^ill not obtain 
credit beyond the precinds of Clairvaux ; but 
in the preternatural cures of the blind, the 
lame, and the fick, who were prefented to the 
man of God, it is impoflible for us to afcertain 
the feparate fliares of accident, of fancy, of im- 
pofture, and of fiftion. 

Omnipotence itfelf cannot efcape the mur- Progrefs of 
murs of its difcordant votaries ; fmce the fame ^^ ^''^*^*^' 
difpenfation which was applauded as a deli- 
verance in Europe, was deplored, and perhaps 
arraigned, as a calamity in Afia. After the 
lofs of Jerufalem, the Syrian fugitives diffufed 
their conftemation and forrow : Bagdad mourn- 
ed in the duft ; the cadhi Zeineddin of Damaf- 
cus tore his beard in the caliph^s prefence ; and 
the whole divan (hed tears at his melancholy 
tale (36), But the commanders of the faithful 
could only weep ; they were themfelves captives 
in the hands of the Turks : fome temporal power 
was reftored to the laft age of the Abbaffides ; 
but their humble ambition was confined to Bag- 
dad, and the adjacent province. Their tyrants, 
the Seljukian fultans, had followed the common 
law of the Afiatic dynafties, the unceafing round 
of valour, greatnefs, difcord, degeneracy, and 
decay : their fpirit and power were unequal to 
the defence of religion ; and, in his diftant

kingdom of Damafcus to t;hat of Aleppo, and 
waged a lc«ig and fiiccefsful war againft the 
Chriftian®. of Syria ; he l^read his ample reign 
fiMxn the Tigris to the IKlc, and tlje Abbaffides 
iiewarded their faiAful ferva^t with all the titles 
and prerogatives' of royalty. The Latins thenv- 
Mvesi were compelled- to own th^ wifdom and 
courage, and even the jttftit^ ancj' piety, of this 
implacable adverfery (46)-. In his life and go-^ 
^esumen^ the holy warrior revived the zeal and 
fe»pKci'ty of. the firft caliphs. Gold and filk 
were batnilhed from hi* palace ; the ufe of winci 
jlconv his dominions; the public i;evehue was 
fcr«pul6u#y applied to the public fervice ; and 
AefimgaLhotifehpld of Nourjeddin. was main- 
tai^Red from his le^timafe fllare of the fpoit 
whkh he vefted' in the purchafe of a private,

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His chamber of juftice was the terror of the 
great and the refuge of the poor. Some years 
after the fuhan's death, an opprefled fubjcfl 
called aloud in the ftreets of Damafcus, "*' O 
'' Noureddin, Noureddin, where art thou now ? 
'* Arife, arife, to pity and protedl us !** A 
tumult was apprehended, and a living tyrant 
bluftied or trembled at the name of a departed 
monarch. 
Conqusft of By the arms of the Turks and F*ranks, the 
^^urks Fatimites had been deprived of Syria. In 
A. D. ' Egypt, the decay of their charafter and in- 
"^^'^^^^•fluence was ftill more effential. Yet they were 
ftill revered as the defcendants and fucceffors of 
the prophet; they maintained their invifible 
ftate in the palace of Cairo ; and their perfon 
was feldom violated by the profane eyes of fub- 
jefts or ftrangers. The Latin ambaffadors (41) 
have defcribed their own introduftion through 
a feries of gloomy paffages, and glittering por- 
ticoes : the fcene was enlivened by the warbling 
of birds and the murmur of fountains : it was 
enriched by a difplay of rich furniture, and 
rare animals : of the Imperial treafures, fome-. 
thing was fhewn, and much was fuppofcd ; and 
the long order of unfolding doors was guarded 
by blacK foldiers and domeftic eunuchs. The 
fanftuary of the prefence chamber was veiled 
with a curtain ; and the vizir, who conduced 
the ambaffadors, laid afide his fcymetar, and 
proftrated himfelf three tim^s on the ground ; 
the veil was then removed ; and they beheld the 
commander of the faithful, who fignified his

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pleafure to the firfl: flave of the throne. But 
this Have was his mafter : the vizirs or fultans 
had ufurped the fupreme adminiftration of 
Egypt ; the claims of the rival candidates were 
decided by arms ; and the name of the moil 
worthy, of the Ibrongeft, was inferted in the 
royal patent of command. The fa&ions of 
Dargham and Shawer alternately expelled each 
other from the capital and country; and the 
weaker fide implored the dangerous protedion 
of the fultan of Damafcus or die king of Jeru* 
lalon, the perpetual enemies of the fed and 
monarchy of the Fatimites. By his arms and 
religion, the Turk was moft formidable ; but 
the Frank, in an eafy direSt march, could ad- 
vance from Gaza to the Nile ; while the inter- 
mediate fituation of his realm compelled the 
troops of Noureddin to wheel round the fkirts 
of Arabia, a long and painful circuit, which 
expofed them to thirit, fatigue, and the burning 
winds of the defert. The fecret zeal and am- 
bition of the Turkifh prince afpired to reign in 
Egypt under the name of the Abbailides ; but 
the reftoratipn of the fuppliant Shawer was the 
oflenfible motive of the firil expedition ; and 
thefuccffs was entrufled to the emir Shiracouh, 
a valiant and veteran commander. Dargham 
was oppre^d and flain; but the ingratitude, 
the jealpufy, the juft.apprchcnfions, of his more 
fortunate rival, foon provoked him to invite 
the king of Jerufalem to deliver Egypt from his 
infolerit benefadors. To this union, the forces 
of Shiracouh were unequal ; he relinquifhed 
the premature conqueft j and the evacuation of 
Belbeis or Pelufmm was the condition of his 
fafe retreat. As the Turks defiled before the 
enemy, and their general clofed the rear, with 
a vigilant eye, and a battle-axe in his hand, a

" power to begin the attack/* replied the in- 
trepid emir ; " but reft affured, that not one 
*' of my foldiers will go to paradife till he has 
*' fent an infidel to hell." His report of the 
riches of the land, the eflPeminacy of the natives, 
and the diforders of the government, revived 
the hopes of Noureddin ; the caliph of Bagdad 
applauded the pious defign; and Shiracouh 
defcended into Egypt a fecond time with twelve 
thoufand Turks and eleven thoufand Arabs. 
Yet his forces were ftill inferior to the con- 
federate armies of the Franks and Saracens ; 
and I can difcern an uhufual degree of imilitary 
art, in his paffage of the Nile, his retreat into 
Thebais, his mafterly evolutions in the battle 
of Babain, the furprife of Alexandria, and his 
marches and counter-marches in the flats and 
valley of Egypt, from the tropic to the fea. 
His conduft was feconded by the courage of his 
troops, and on the eve of adtion a Mama- 
luke(42) exclaimed, " If we. cannot wreft 
*' Egypt from the Chriftian dogs, why do we 
*' not renounce the honoiurs and rewards of the 
*' fultan, and retire to labour with the peafents, 
** or to fpin with the females of the haram ?" 
Yet, after all his efforts in the fidd (43), after 
the obftinate defence of Alexandria (44), by 
/ his

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his nephew Saladin, an honourable capitulation 
and retreat concluded the fecond enterprife of 
Shiracouh; and Noureddin referved his abilities 
for a third and more propitious occafion. It 
was foon offered by the ambition and avarice 
of Amalric or Amaury, king of Jerufalem, 
who had imbibed the pernicious maxim, that 
no faith (hould be kept with the enemies of 
God. A religious warriour, the great mafter 
of the hofpital, encouraged him to proceed ; 
the emperor of Conftantinople, either gave, or 
promifed, a fleet to zSt with the armies of 
Syria ; and the perfidious Chriflian, unfatisfied 
with fpoil and fubfidy, afpired to the conqueft 
of Egypt. In this emergency, the Moflems 
turned their eyes towards the fultan of Da-^- 
mafcus; the. vizir, whom danger entompaffed 
on all fides, yielded to their unanimous wiflies, 
and Noureddin feemed to be tempted by the 
fair offer, of one third of the revenue of the 
kingdom. The Franks were already at the 
gates of Cairo ; but the fuburbs, the old city, 
were burnt on their apj^roach ; they were de- 
ceived by an infidioiis:»egociation ; and their 
veffelswere unable to/urmount the barriers of 
the Nile. They prudently . declined a conteft 
with the Tutks, in thcihidft of an hoftile 
countiy: and Amaury retired into Paleftine, 
with the fliame and reproach that always adhere 
to unfuccefsful injuftice. After this deliverance, 
Shiracouh was inveftcd with a robe of honour, 
which he foon ftained with the blood of the 
unfortunate Shawer. For a while, the Turkilh 
emirs condefcended to hold .the oiBce of vizir ; 
but this foreign conqueft precipitated the fall 
of the Fatimites themfelves ; and the bloodlefs 
change was accomplifhed by a meflfage and a 
word. The caliphs had been degraded by their 
I 2 own 
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own weaknefs and the tyranny of the vizirs : 
their fubje£ts blufhed, when the defcendant and 
fucceflbr of the prophet prefeiited his naked 
hand to the rude gripe of a Latin ambaffador ; 
they wept when he fent the hair of his women, 
a fad emblem of their grief and tferror, to 
End of the excite the pity of the fultan of Damafcus. By 
Kphr^^'the command of Noureddin, and thefentencc 
A.D.ii7i,of the doftors, the holy names of Abuheker, 
Omar, and Othman, were folemnly reftored : 
the caliph Mofthadi, of Bagdad, was acknow* 
ledged in the public prayers as the true com- 
mander of the raithful ; and the green livery of 
the , fons of AH was exchanged for the black 
colour of the Abbaffides. The laft of his rac^, 
the caliph Adhed, who furvived only ten days^ 
expired in happy ignorance of ^ his fate ; his 
treafures fecured the loyalty of the foldiers and 
(ilenced the murmurs of the fe£t:aries ; and in 
all fubfequent revolutions, Egypt has never 
departed from the orthodox tradition of the 
Moflems (45.)

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refemblance of name, (ituation, and manners, 
feem to i4entify them with the Carduchlans of 
the Greeks (47) ; and they ilill defend againfl: 
the bttom^ Porte tjiie antique freedom which 
they ailbrted againft the fuccefTors of Cyrus. 
Poverty and ambition prompted them to em- 
brace die profeffion of mercenary loldiers : the 
Service of his father and uncle prepared the 
reign of the great Saladin (48) ; and the fon 
of Job or Ayub, a fimple Curd, magnanimoufly 
fmiled at his pedigree, which flattery deduced 
from the Arabian caliphs (49). So unconfcious 
was Noureddin of the impending ruin of his 
houfe, that he conftrained the reluctant youth 
to follow his uncle Shiracouh into Egypt : his 
m.ilitary character was eftablifhed by the defence 
of Alexandria ; and if we may believe the 
Latins, he folicited and obt?iined from the 
Chriftian general the profane honours of knight- 
hood (50). On the death of Shiracouh, the 
office of grand vizir was beftowed on Saladin, 
as the youngeft and lead powerful of the emirs ; 
but with the advice of his father, whom he in- 
vited to Cairo, his genius obtained the afcendant 
over his equals, and attached the army to his 

perfon

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perfon and intereft. While Noureddin lived, 
thefe ambitious Curds were the moft humble 
of his flaves ; and the indifcreet murmurs of 
the divan were filenced by the prudent Ayub, 
who loudly protefted that at the command of 
the fultan he himfelf would lead his fon in 
chains to the foot of the throne. ♦^ Such lan- 
*' guage," he added in private, '' was prudent 
'' and proper in an affembly of your rivals ; 
*' but we are how above fear and obedience ; 
** and the threats of Noureddin fhall not extort 
^* the tribute of a fugar-cane." His feafon- 
able death relieved them from the odious and 
doubtful conflia : his fon, a minor of eleven 
years of age, was left for a while to the emirs 
of Damafcus ; and the new lord of Egypt was 
decorated by the caliph with every title (51) 
that could fanftify his* ufurpation in the eyes of 
the people. Nor was Saladin long content 
with the poffeffion of Egypt ; he defpoiled the 
Chriftians of Jerufalem, and the Atabeks of 
Damafcus, Aleppo, and Diarbekir : Mecca 
and Medina acknowledged him for their tem- 
poral proteftor : his brother fubdued the diftant 
regions of Yemen, or the happy Arabia ; and 
at the hour of his death, his empire was fpread 
from the African Tripoli to the Tigris, and 
from the Indian ocean to the mountains of 
Armenia. In the judgment of his character, 
the reproaches of treafon and ingratitude ftrike 
forcibly on our minds, impreffed, as they are, 
with the principle and experience of law and 
loyalty. But his ambition may in fome mea- 

fure

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fure be excufed by the revolutions of Afia (52), 
which had erafed every notion of legitimate 
fucceffibn ; by the recent example of the Ata- 
beks therafelves ;• by his reverence to the fon 
of his benefaftor, his humane and generous 
behaviour to the collateral branches ; by their 
incapacity and his merit ; by the approbation 
of the caliph, the fole fource of all legitimate , 
power; and, above all, by the wifhes and 
intereft of the people, whofe happinefs is the 
jirft objeft of government. In his virtues, and 
in thofe of his patron, they admired the An- 
gular union of the hero and the faint ; for both 
Noureddin and Saladin are ranked among the 
Mahometan faints ; and the conftant meditation 
of the holy war appears to have fhed a ferious 
and fober colour over their lives and a<Sions. 
The youth of the latter (53) was additled to 
wine and women ; but his afpiring fpirit foon 
renounced the temptations of pleafure, for the 
graver follies of fame and dominion : the gar- 
ment of Saladin was a coarfe woollen ; water 
was his only drink ; and, while he emulated 
the temperance, he furpafled the chaftity, of 
his Arabian prophet. Both in faith and prackice 
he was a rigid Mafulman ; he ever deplored 
that the defence of religion had not allowed 
him to accomplifh the pilgrimage of Mecca ; but 
at the ftated hours, five times each day, the fuUan 
devoutly prayed with his brethren :Uh'e invo- 
luntary omiffion of fading was fcrupuloufly re- 
paid ; and his perufal of the Koran, on horfe- 
back between the approaching armies, may be 
' quoted

quoted as a proof, however oftentadous, of 
piety and courage (54). The fuperftitious 
doftrine of the fed of Shafei was the only iludy 
that he deigned to encourage ; the poets were 
fafe in his contempt ; but all profane fcience 
was the objeft of his averfion ; and a phiio-^ 
fopher, who had vented fome fpeculative no- 
velties, was feized and ftrangled by the com- 
mand of the royal faint. The juftice of his 
divan was accemble to the meaneft fuppliant 
againft himfelf and his miniflers ; and it was 
only for a kingdom that Saladin would deviate 
from the rule of equity. While the defcen- 
dants of Seljuk and Zenghi held his flirrup 
and fmoothed his garments, he was affable and 
patient with the meaneft of his fervants. So 
boundlefs was his liberality, that he diftributed. 
twelve thoufand horfes at the fiege of Acre ; 
and, at the time of his death, no more than 
forty.feven drams of filver and one piece of 
gold coin were found in the treafury ; yet in 
a martial reign, the tributes were diminiftied, 
and the wealthy citizens enjoyed without fear 
or danger the fruits of their induftry. Egypt, 
Syria, and Arabia, were adorned by the royal ^ 
foundations of hofpitals, colleges, and mofchs ; 
and Cairo was fortified with a wall and citadel ; 
but his works were confecrated to public ufe 
(,55)9 ^OT did the fultan indulge himfelf tn a 
garden or palace of private luxury. In a fa- 
. natic age, himfelf a fanatic, the genuine virtues 
of Saladin commanded the efteem of the Chrif- 
tians : the emperor of Germany gloried in his 

friendfhip :

mite caliphs and the fultans of Damafcus were 
tempted to facrifice the caufe of their religion 
to the meaner confiderations of private and 
prefcnt advantage. But the powers of Egypt, 
Syria, and Arabia, were now united by an 
hero, whom nature and fortune had armed 
againft the Chriftians. All without, now bore 
the moft threatening afpeft ; and all was feeble 
and hollow in the internal ftate of Jerufalem. 
After the two firft Baldwins, .the brother and 
coufin of Godfrey of Bouillon, the fceptre 
devolved by female fucceffion to Melifenda, 
daughter of the fecond Baldwin, and her huf- 
band Fulk, count of Anjou, the father, by a 
former marriage, of our Englifli Plantagenets. 
Thedr two fons, Baldwin the third and Amaury, 
i^ged a ftrenuous, and not unfuccefsful, war 
againft the infidels ; but the fon of Amaury, 
Baldwin the fourth, was deprived, by the le- 
profy, a gift of the crufades, of the faculties 
both of mind and body. His fifter Sybilla, the 
mother of Baldwin the fifth, was his natural 
heirefs : after the fufpicious death of her child, 
fhe crowned her fecond huiband, Guy of 
Lufignan, a prince of a handfome perfon, but 
of fucb bafe renown, that his own brother

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Jeffrey was heard to exclaim, " Since they 
'* have made him a king, furely they would 
*' have made me a god!" The choice was 
generally blamed ; and the moft powerful vaf- 
lal, Raymond count of Tripoli, who had been 
excluded from the fucceffion and regency, en- 
tertained an implacable hatred againft the king, 
and expofed his honour and confcience to the 
temptations of the fultan. Such were thie 
guardians of the holy city ; a leper, a child, a 
woman, a coward, and a traitor : yet its fate 
was delayed twelve years by fome fupplies from 
Europe, by the valour of the military orders, 
and by the diftant or domeftic avocations of 
their great enemy. At length, on every fide 
the finking ftate was encircled and preffed by 
an hoftile line ; . and the truce was violated by 
the Franks, whofe exiftence it protefted. A 
foldier of fortune, Reginald of Chatillon, had 
feized a fortrefs on the edge of the defert, from 
whence he pillaged the caravans, infulted Ma- 
homet, and threatened the cities of Mecca and 
Medina. Saladin condefcended to complain ; 
rejoiced in the denial of juftice ; and at the 
head of fourfcore thoufand horfe and foot, 
invaded the Holy Land. The choice of Tiberias 
for his firft fiege was fuggefted by the count of 
Tripoli, to whom it belonged ; and the king of 
Jerufalem \^as perfuaded to drain his garrifons, 
and to arm his people, for the relief of that 
important place (59). By the advice of the 
perfidious Raymond, the Chriftians were be- 
trayed into a camp defUtute of water : he fled 

on

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on the firft onfet with the curies of both na- 
tions (60) : liufignan was overthrown with the 
iofs of thirty thoufand men ; a^d the wood of 
the true crofs, a dire misfortune ! was left in 
the powet of the infidels. The royal captive 
was condufted to the tent of Saladin ; and as 
he fainted with thirft and terror, the generous 
viftor prefented him with a cup of Iherbet 
cooled in fnow, without fufFering his compa- 
nion, Reginald of Chatillon, to partake of this 
pledge of hofpitality and pardon. " The per- 
^* fon and dignity of a king,** faid the fultan, 
*' are facred ; but this impious robber muft 
*' inftantly acknowledge the prophet, whom he 
^' has blafphemed, or meet the death which he 
*' has fo often deferved.** On thje proud or 
confcientious refufal of the Chriftian warrior, 
Saladin ftruck him on the head with his fcy- 
metar, and Reginald was difpatched by the 
guards (61). The trembling Lufignan was fent 
to Damafcus to an honourable prifon and fpeedy 
ranfom ; but the victory was ftained by the 
execution of two hundred and thirty knights of 
the hofpital, the intrepid champions and mar- 
tyrs of their faith. The kingdom was left 
without a head ; and of the two grand mafters 
of the military orders, the one was flain and 
the other was a prifoner. From all the cities, 
both of the fea-cpaft and the inland country, 

the

oaobcr 1. iflg to Europe and Afia, would rekindle the laft 
fparks of enthufiafm ; and that, of fixty thou- 
fand ChrifUans, every man would be a foldier, 
and every foldier a candidate for martyrdom. 
But queen Sybilla trembled for herfelf and her 
captive hufband ; and the barons and knights, 
who had efcaped from the fword and chains c^ 
the Turks, dMplayed the fame faftious and fel- 
fiih fpirit in the public ruin* The mod nume- 
rous portion of the inhabitants was compofed 
of the Greek and Oriental Chriftians, whom 
experience had taught to prefer the Mahome- 
tan before the Latin jckt (63) ; and the holy 
fepulchre attraded a bafe and needy crowd, 
without arms or courage, who fubfifted only on 
the charity of the pilgrims. Some feeble and 
hafty efforts were made for the defence of Je- 
rufalem ; but in the fpace of fourteen days, a 
vidorious army drove back the fallies of the 
befieged, planted their engines, opened the 
wall to the breadth of fifteen cubits, applied 
their fcaling-Iadders, and ereded on the breach 
twelve banners of the prophet and the fultan. 
It was in vain that a bare-foot proceffion of the 
queen, the women, and the monks, implored 
the Son of God to fave his tomb and his inhe- 
ritance

ritance from impious violation. Their fole hope 
was in the mercy of the conqueror, and to the 
firft fuppliant deputation that mercy was fternly 
denied. " He had fworn to avenge the pa- 
*' tience* and long-fuflFering of the Moflems ) 
^* the hour of forgivenefs was elapfed, and the 
*' momient was now arrived to expiate in blood, 
" the innocent blood, which had been fpilt by 
*^ Godfrey and the firft crufaders.** But a def- 
perate and fuccefsfut ftruggle of the Franks ad« 
monifhed the fultan that his triumph was not 
yet fecure ; he liftened with reverence to a fo« 
lemn adjuratioto in the name of the common fa* * 
ther of mankind ; and a fentiment df human 
fympathy mollified the rigour of fanaticifm and 
conqueiu He confented to accept the city, and 
to fpare the inhabitants. The Greek and OrU 
ental Chriftians were permitted to live under 
his dominion; but it was ftipulated, that in 
forty days all the Franks and Latins ihould eva* 
cuate Jerufalem, and be fafely conducted to the 
fea-ports of Syria and Egypt ; that ten pieces 
of gold ihould be paid for each man, five for 
each woman, and one for every child % and that 
thofe who were unable to purcbafe their free- 
dom fliould be detained in perpetual flavery. 
Of fome writers it is a favourite and invidious 
theme to compare the humanity of Saladin with 
the malTacre of the firft crufade. The difference 
would be merely perfonal ; but we Ihould not 
forget that the Chriftians had offered to capitu- 
late, and that the Mahometans of Jerufalem 
fuflained the laft extremities of an affault and 
ftorm. Juftice is indeed due' to the fidelity with 
which the Turkifh conqueror fulfilled the con- 
ditions of the treaty ; and he may be defervedly 
praifed for the glance of pity which he caft on 

the 
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the mifery of the vanquiflied. Inilead of a ri* 
gorous exa&ion of his debt^ he accepted a fum 
of thirty thoufand byzants, for the ranfom of 
feven thoufand poor; two or three thoufand 
more were difmified by his gratuitous clemency; 
and the number of flaves was reduced to eleven 
or fourteen thoufand perfons. In his interview 
with the queen, his words, and even his tears, 
fuggefted the kindeft confolations ; his liberal 
alms were diftributed among thofe who had 
been made orphans or widows by the fortune of 
war ; and while the knights of the hofpital were 
in arms againfl: him, he allowed their more pi-^ 
ous brethren to continue, during the term of a 
year, the care and fervice of the fick. In thefe 
ads of mercy the virtue of Saladin deferves our 
admiration and love : he was s^bove the neceflicy 
of diflimulation, and his flern fanaticifm would 
have prompted him to diflemble, rather than to 
afFed, this profane compaflion for the enemies 
of the Koran* After Jerufalem had been deli<» 
vered from the prefence of the ftrangers, the 
fultan made his triumphant entry, his banners 
waving in the wind and to the harmony of 
martial mufic. The great mofch of Omar, 
which had been converted into a church, was 
again confecrated to one God and his prophet 
Mahomet ; the walls and pavement were purifi- 
ed with rofe water ; and a pulpit, the labour 
of Noureddin, was ereded in the fanfituary. 
But when the golden crofs that glittered on the 
dome was cafl down, and dragged through the 
ftreets, the Chriftians of every feft uttered a 
lamentable groan, which was anfwered by the 
joyful Ihouts of the Moflems. In four ivory 
chefts the patriarch had coUeded the crofTes, the 
images, the vafes, and the relics, of the holy 

place: 
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place : they were fcized by the conqueror, who 
was defirous of prefenting the caliph with the 
trophies of Chriftian idolatry. He was per- 
fuaded however to entruft them to the patriarch 
and prince of Antioch ; and the pious pledge 
was redeemed by Richard of England, at the 
expence of fifty-two thoufand byzants of 
gold (64)- 

The nations might fear and hope the imme- '^^^ ^^ 
diate and final expulfion of the Latins fromfer,*^' ^ 
Syria ; which was yet delayed above a century ^•^- '**^* 
after the death of Saladin (6^\ In the career 
of viftory, he was firft checked by the refiftance 
of Tyre ; the troops and garrifons, which had 
capitulated, were imprudently condufted to the 
fame port : their numbers were adequate to 
the defence of the place ; and the arrival of 
Conrad of Montferrat infpired.the diforderly 
crowd with confidence and union. His father, 
a venerable pilgrim, had been made prifoner in 
the battle of Tiberias ; but that difafter was un- 
known in Italy and Greece, when the fon was 
urged by ambition and piety to vifit the inheri- 
tance of his royal nephew, the infant Baldwin. 
The view of the Turkifli banners warned him 
from the hoftile coaft of Jaflfa ; and Conrad was 
unanimoufly hailed as the prince and cham- 
pion of Tyre, which was already befieged by 
the conqueror of Jerufalem. The firmnefs^ ^ 
his zeal, and perhaps his knowledge of a ge- 
nerous foe, enabled him to brave the threats of

parent be expofed before the walls, he himfelf 
would difcharge the firft arrow, and glory in 
bis defcent from a Chriftian martyr (66). The 
Egyptian fleet was allowed to enter the harbour 
otTyre; but the chain was fuddenly drawn, 
and five gallies were either funk or t^en : a 
thoufand Turks were flain in a faliy ; and Sa- 
ladin, after burning his engines, concluded a 
glorious campaign Ify a diigriiceful retreat to 
Damafcus. He was foon affailed by a more 
formidable tempeft. The pathetic narratives^ 
and even the pidures, that reprefented in lively 
colours the fervitude and profanation of Jem-* 
falem, awakened the torpid fenfibility of Eu- 
rope: the emperor, Frederic Barbarofla, and 
the kings of France ^nd England, aifumed the 
crofs 'y and the tardy magnitude of their ar« 
maments was anticipated by the maritime dates 
of the Mediterranean an(i the Ocean. The 
Ikilful and provident Italians iiril embarked in 
the (hips of Genoa, Pifo, wd Venice. They 
were fpeedily followed by the moll eager pil- 
grims of France, Normandy, ^nd the Weftern 
Ifles. The powerful fuccour of Flandef s, Frife, 
and Denmark, filled near an hundred veilels \ 
and the northern warriors were diftinguiihed in 
the field by a lofty ft^ture and a ponderous 
battle-axe (67). Their encre?ifiii^ multitudes 
could no lunger be confined within the walls.of 
Tyre, or remain obt^ii^nt to the ; voice of Cw-

1 189, 
fpace, the forces of Europe and Afia. ^ever Ng- 
did the fiame of enthufiafm bum with fiercer juiy." " '* 
and more deftrudive rage ; nor could the true 
believers, a common appellation, who confed- 
erated their own martyrs, refufe fome applaufe 
to the miftaken zeal and courage of their ad« 
verfaries. At the found of the holy trumpet, 
the Moflems of Egypt, Syria, Arabia, and the 
Oriental provinces, affembled under the fervant 
of the prophet (68) : his tamp was pitched and 
removed within a few miles of Acre ; and he 
laboured, night and day, for the relief of his 
brethren and the annoyance of the Franks.. 
Nine battles, not unworthy of the name, were 
fought in the neighbourhood, of mount Car- 
mel, with fuch^ viciilitude of fortune, that in 
one attack, the fultan forced his way into the 
city ; that in one fally, the Chriftians penetrated 
to the royal tent. By the means of divers and 
pigeons, a regular correfpondence was main- 
tained with the befieged : and, as often as the 
fea wais left open, the exhauiled garrifon was 
withdrawn, and a frefh fupply was poured ii;ito 
the place. The Latin camp was thinned by fa-

mine, the fword, and the climate; but the 
tents of the dead were repleniflied with new pil- 
grims, who exaggerated the ftrength and fpeed 
of their approaching countrymen. The vulgar 
was aftoniihed by the report, that the pope him* 
felf, with an innumerable crufade, was advanced 
as far as Conftantinople. The march of the 
emperor filled the Eafl with more ferious alarms; 
the obftacles which he encountered in Afia, and 
perhaps in Greece, were raifed by the policy of 
, Saladin ; his joy on the death of Barbaroffa was 

meafured by his efteem; and the Chriflians 
were rather difmayed than encouraged at the 
fight of the duke of Swabia and his way-worn 
remnant of five thoufand Germans. . At length, 
in the fpring of the fecond year, the. royal Reels 
of France and England caft anchor in the bay 
of Acre, and the fiege was more vigoroufly pro- 
fecuted by the youthful emulation of the two 
kings, Philip Auguftus and Richard Plantage- 
net. After every refource had been tried, and 
every hope was exhaufted, the defenders of 
Acre fubmitted to their; fete ; a capitulation was 
granted, but their lives and liberties were taxed 
at the hard conditions of a ranfom of two hun- 
dred thoufand pieces of gold, the deliverance 
of one hundred nobles and fifteen hundred in- 
ferior captives, and the reftoration of the wood 
of the holy crofs. Some doubts in the agree- 
ment, and fome delay in the execution, re- 
kindled the fury of . the Franks, and three 
thoufand Moflems, almoft in the fultan's view, 
were beheaded by the command of the fangui- 
nary Richard {6g^. By the conqueft . of Acre,

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the Latin powers acquired a ftrong town and a 
convenient harbour ; but the advantage was 
moft dearly purchafed. The minifter and hif- 
torian of Saladin computes, from the report of 
the enemy, that their numbers, at different pe- 
riods, amounted to five or fix hundred thou- 
fan4 ; that more than one hundred tboufand 
Chriftiaris were flain ; that: a far greater num- 
ber was loft by difqafe or fhipwreck ; and that a 
fmall; portion of this mighty hoft could return 
in fafety to their native countries (70).; 

Philip Auguftus, and Richard the firft, are Richard of 
the only kings of France and England, who p"fj^|;f;;° 
have fought under the fame banners; but the a. d.' 
holy fervice, in which they were enlifted, was ^^^^' ''^** 
inceffantly difturbed .by their national jealoufy; 
and the two fa&ioM, .which they protefted in 
Paleftine, were more averfe to each other than 
to the common enetny. In the eyes, of tl^ 
Orientals the French monarch was fupqrior in 
dignity and power ; and in the emperor's ab- 
fence, the Latins revered him as their tempo- 
ral chief (71). His exploits were not ade- 
quate to his fame. Philip was brave, but the 
ftatefman predominated in his charader; he 
was foon weary of . facrificing his health and 
,K z intereft

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intereft on a barren co<dt; tbe iUrrende^ of 
Acre became the fignal of his depattut'e ; nor 
could he juftify this unpopular defertion, by 
leaving the duke of Burgundy^ with five hun- 
dred knights and ten thoufahd foot, for the 
fervice of the Holy Land. The king of Eiig* 
land, though inferior in dignity, furpaiT^d Ins 
rival in wealth and military renowh (72) ; and 
if heroifm be confined to brutal and ferocious 
valour, Richard Plaiitagenet wiH ftaiid high 
among the heroes of the age. The memory of 
CiBur de Lion, of the lion-hearted prince^ was 
long dear and glorious to his £ngli& ikb- 
je£ts ; afnd, at the diftance of fixty yeats, it 
was celebrated in ptovetbial iayings by the 
grftttdfons of the Turks and Sarace^^ againit 
whoni bd had fought: his tremendous name 
Was employed by the Syrian Inothers to filenee 
their infants ; and if an hotfe fuddenly ftarted 
from the way, his fid6r \^a8 wont to eKclaini, 
<* Doft diou thmk kiiig Richard is in that 
** befli (73) ?*' His crtielty to the Mahos&ietans 
was the eifed of temper aM z^al ; but I can- 
not believe that a foldier, fo free atid fearlefs 
in the ufe of his lahce^ would have defeended 
to whet a dagger againfl: his vaKaiit brother 
Conrad of Montferrat, who was flain at Tyre 
by fome fecret aiTaffins (74).

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render of Acre, and the departure of Philip, 
the king of England led the crufaders to the 
recovery of the feaco?ift} and the cities of 
Caefarea and Jaffa wqre added to the frag- 
ments of the kingdom of Lufignan. A nuirch 
of one hundred miles from Acre to Afcalon, 
was a great and perpetual battle of eleven 
days. In the diforder of his troops, Sfdadin 
remained on the field with feventeen guards, 
without lowering bis flandard, or fufpending 
the found of his brazen kettle-drum : he again 
rallied and renewed the charge ; and his 
preachers or heralds called aloud on the uni- 
tarians^ manfully to (land up againft the Chrif- 
tian idolaters. But the progrefs of the& idola- 
ters was irrefiftible : and it was only by demo- 
liihing the walls and buildings of Afcalon, 
that the fultan could prevent them from occu- 
pying an important fortrefs on the confines of 
Egypt. During a fevere winter, the armies 
flept ; but in the fpring, the Franks advanced 
within a day's march of Jerufalem, under the 
leading flandard of the Englifh king ; and his 
aftive fpirit intercepted a convoy, or caravan, 
of feven thoufand camels. Saladin (75) had 
fixed his flation in the holy city; but the city 
was flruck with conflernation and difcord : he 
£ifled ; he prayed ; he preached ; he offered to 
ihare the dangers of the fiege ; but his Mama- 
lukes, who remembered the fate of their com- 
panions at Acre, prcffed the fultan with loyal 
or feditious clamours, to referve his perfon and 
their courage for the future defence of the

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religion and empire (76). The moflems were 
delivered by the fudden, or, as they deemed, 
the miraculous, retreat of the Chriftians (77) ; 
and the laurels of Richard were blafted by the 
prudence, or envy, of his companions. The 
hero, afcending an hill, and veiling his face, 
exclaimed with an indignant voice, '* Thofe 
" who are unwilling to refcue, are unworthy 
** to view, the fepulchre of Chrift !" After his 
return to Acre, on the news that Jaffa was fur- 
prifed by the fultan, he failed with fome mer- 
chant veffels, and leaped foremoft on the beach ; 
the caftle was relieved by his prefence ; and 
fixty thoufand Turks and Saracens fled before 
his arms. The difcovery of his weaknefs pro- 
voked them to return in the morning; and 
they found him carelefsly encamped before the 
gates, with only feventeen knights and three 
hundred archers. Without counting their 
numbers, h^ fuftained their charge ; and we 
learn from the evidence of his enemies, that 
the king of England, grafping his lance, rode 
furioufly along their front, from the right to 
the left wing, without meeting ah adverfary 
who dared to encounter his career (78). Am

During thefe hoftilities, a languid and te- His treaty 
dious negociation (79) between the Franks and^^^'^^^^'P*^" 
Modems, was darted and continued, and bro- a d. 1192, 
ken, and again refumed, and again broken. ^^P'^'^^^*'''- 
Some afts of royal courtefy, the gift of fnow 
and fruit, the exchange of Norway hawks and 
Arabian horfes, foftened the afperity of reli- 
gious war : from the viciflitude of fuccefs, the 
monarchs might learn to fufpeft that Heaven 
was neuter in the quarrel ; nor, after the trial 
of each other, could either hope for a decifive 
viftory (80). The health both of Richard and 
Saladin appeared to be in a declining date ; 
and they refpedively fuffered the evils of dif- 
tant - and domedic warfare : Plantagenet was 
impatient to punidi a perfidious rival who had 
invaded Normandy in his abfence ; and the in- 
defatigable fultan was fubdued by the cries of 
the people, who was the viftim, and of the 
foldiers, who were the indruments, of his mar- 
tial zeaL The fird demands of the king of 
England were the reditution of Jerufalem, Pa- 
ledine, and the true crpfs ; and he firmly de- 
clared, that himfelf and his brother pilgrims 
would end their lives in the pious labour, ra- 
ther than return to Europe ^dth ignominy and 

remorfe.

But the eonfcience of Saiadin re- 
fufed, without fome weighty compenfation, to 
reftore the idols, or promote the idolatry, of 
the Chriftians : he afferted, with equal firmnefs, 
his religious and civil claim to the fovercignty 
of Paleftine j defcanted on the importance and 
fandity of Jerufalem ; and rejefted all terms of 
the efiablifhment, or partition, of the Latins. 
The marriage which Richard propofed, of his 
fifter with the fultan's brother, was defeated by 
the difference of faith : the princefs abhorred 
the embraces of a Turk ; and Adel, or Sapha-* 
din, would not eafily renounce a plurality of 
wives. A perfonal interview was declined by 
Saiadin, who alleged their mutual ignorance of 
each other's language ; and the negociation was 
managed with much art and delay by their in- 
terpreters and envoys. The final agreement 
was equally difapproved by the zealots of both 
parties, by the Roman pontiff and the caliph of 
Bagdad. It was flipulated that Jerufalem and 
the holy fepulchre fhould be open, without 
tribute or vexation, to the pilgrimage of the 

^ Latin Chriftians ; that, after the demolition of 
Afcaloia, they fhould inclufively poflefs the fea- 
coafl from Jaffa to Tyre ; that the count of 
Tripoli and the prince of Antioch fhould b« 
comprifed in the truce ; and that, during three 
years and three months, all hoftilities fhould 
ceafe. The principal chiefs of the two armies 
fwore to the obfervance of the treaty ; but the 

. monarchs were fatisfied with giving their word

ing death, which happened at Damafcus; but March 4. 
they feem ignorant of the equal diftribution of 
his alms among the three religions (81), or of 
the difplay of a fhroud, inftead of a ftandard, 
to admonifh the Eaft of the inftability of hu- 
man greatnefs. The unity of empire was dif- 
folved by his death j his fons were opprefled by 
the ftronger arm of their uncle Saphadin ; the 
hoftile interefts of the fultans of Egypt, Da- 
mafcus, and Aleppo (82), were again revived; 
and the Franks or Latins ftood, and breathed, 
and hoped, in their fortreffes along the Syrian 
coafl. 

The nobleft monument of a . conqueror's innoccmtii. 
fame, and of the terror which he infpired, is,,j«.fai5, 
the Saladine tenth, a general tax, which was 
impofed on the laity, and even the clergy, of 
the Latin church for the fervice of the holy wan 
The practice was too lucrative to expire with 
the occafion ; and this tribute became the foun- 
dation of all the tithes and tenths on ecclefiafti- 
cal Benefices, which have been granted by the 
Roman pontiffs to Catholic fovereigns, or re- 
ferved for the immediate ufe of the apoftolic 
fee (83). This pecuniary emolument muft have 
tended to encreafe the intereft of the popes in 
the recovery of Paleftine ; after the dc?ith of

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Saladin they preached the crufade, by their 
q)iftles, their legates, and their miffionaries ; 
and the accomplifhment of the pious work 
might have been expefted from the zeal and 
talents of Innocent the third (84). Under 
that young and ambitious prieft, the fucceflbrs 
of St. Peter attained the full meridian of their 
greatnefs ; and in a reign of eighteen years, he 
exercifed a defpotic command over the empe- 
rors and kings, whom he raifed and depofed ; 
over the nations, whom an interdict of months 
or years deprived, for the offence of their ru- 
lers, of the exercife of Chriftian worfhip. In 
the council of the Lateran he afited as the eccle- 
fiaftical, almoft as the temporal, fovereign of 
the Eaft and Weft. It was at the feet of his 
legate that John of England furrendered his 
crown ; and Innocent may boaft of the two 
moft fignal triumphs over fenfe and humanity, 
the eftablifliment of tranfubftantiation, and the 
origin of the inquifition. At his voice, two 
crufades, the fourth and the fifth, were under- 
taken ; but, except a king of Hungary, the 
princes of the fecond order were at the head of 
the pilgrims ; the forces were inadequate to the 
defign ; nor did the effefts correfpond with the 
hopes and wiflies of the pope and the people. 
The f(mrth The fourth crufade was diverted from Syria to

or Roman empire by the Latins will form the 
proper and important fubjed of the next chap- 
Thc fifth, 'ter.

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Franks were landed at the eaftern mouth of the 
Nile. They reafonably hoped that Paleftine 
muft be fubdued in Egypt, the feat and ftore- 
houfe of the fultan ; and, after a fiege of fix- 
teen months, the Moflems deplored the lofs of 
Damietta. But the Chriftian army was ruined 
by the pride and infolence of the legate Pela- 
gius, who, in the pope's name, aflumed the 
charafter of general : the fickly Franks were 
ehcompaffed by the waters of the Nile and the 
Oriental forces ; and it was by the evacuation 
of Damietta that they obtained a fafe retreat, 
fome conceffions for the pilgrims, and the tar- 
dy reftitution of the doubtful relic of the true 
crofs. The failure may in fome meafure be 
afcribed to the abufe and multiplication of the 
crufades, which were preached at the fame time 
againft the Pagans of Livonia, the Moors of 
Spain, the Albigeois of France, and the kings 
of Sicily, of the Imperial family (86). In thefe 
meritorious fervices, the volunteers might ac- 
quire at home the fame fpiritual indulgence, 
and a larger meafure of temporal rewards ; and 
even the popes, in their zeal againft a domeftic 
enemy, were fometimes tempted to forget the 
diftrels of their Syrian brethren. From the lafl 
age of the crufades they derived the occafional 
command of an army and revenue ; and fome 
deep reafoners have fufpefted that the whole 
enterprife, from the firft fynod of Placentia,

pontifF(87). 
Theempc- The perfous, the families, and eftates of the 
n.'^^'^ptlef-pi'grin^s, were under the immediate protedion 
tiric, of the popes; and thefe fpiritual patrcms foon 
A.D. iaz8. ^i^jj^gj |^}jg prerogative of direding their opera- 
tions, and enforcing, by commands and cen- 
fures, the accompUmment of their vow. Fre- 
deric the fecond (88), the grandfon of Barba- 
rofla, was fucceffively the pupil, the enemy, 
and the vi£Um, of the church. At the age of 
twenty-one years, and in obedience to his 
guardian Innocent the third, he affumed the 
crofs ; the fame promife was repeated at his 
royal and imperial coronations ; and his mar-f 
riage with the heirefs of Jerufalem for ever

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l>ound him to defend the kingdom of his fon 
Conrad. But as Frederic advanced in ag6 and 
authority, he repented of the rafli engagements 
of his youth : his liberal fenfe and knowledge 
taught him to defpife the phantoms of fuperui- 
tion and the crowns of Afia: he no longer 
entertained the fame reverence for the fucceffors 
of Innocent; and his ambition was occupied 
by tlie reftoration of the Italian monarchy from 
Sicily to the Alps. But the fuccefs of this pro-, 
jeft would have reduced the popes to their 
primitive fimplicity ; and, after the delays and 
excufes of twelve years, they urged the em- 
peror, with intreaties and threats, to fix the 
time and place of his departure for Paleftine. 
In the harbours of Sicily and Apulia, he pre- 
pared a fleet of one hundred gallies, and of 
cttie hundred veflels, that were framed to 
tratiibort and land two thoufand five hundred 
knights, with their horfes and attendants ; his 
valTals of Naples and Germany formed a pow- 
erful army; and the number of Englifh cru- 
faders was magnified to fixty thoufand by 
the report of fame. But the inevitable, or 
afFefted, flownefs of thefe mighty prepara- 
tions, confumed the flrength and provifions 
of the more indigent pilgrims : the multitude 
was thinned by ficknefs and defertion, and 
the fultry fummer of Calabria anticipated the 
mifchiefs of a Syrian campaign. At length 
the emperor hoifled fail at Brundufium, with 
a fleet and army of forty thoufand men ; but 
he kept the fea no more than three days ; and 
his hafly retreat, which was afcribed by his 
friends to a grievous indifpofition, was accufed 
by his enemies as a voluntary and obflinate 
difobedience. For fufpending his vow, was 

Frederic 
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Frederick excommunicated by Gregory the 
ninth ; for prefuming, the next year, to ac- 
complifh his vow, he was again excommuni- 
cated by the fame pope (89). While heferved 
under the banner of the crofs, a crufade was 
preached againft him in Italy ; and after his 
return he was compelled to aik pardon for the 
injuries which he had fufFered. The clergy 
and military orders of Paleftine were previoufly 
inftruded to renounce his communion and dif- 
pute his commands ; and in his own kingdom, 
the emperor was forced to confent that the 
orders of the camp fliould be iflued in the 
name of God and of the Chriftian republic. 
Frederic entered Jerufalem in triumph ; and 
with his own hands (for no priefl would per- 
form the office) he took the crown from the 
altar of the holy fepulchre. But the patriarch 
caft an interdift on the church which his pre- 
fence had profaned ; and the knights of the 
hofpital and temple informed the fultan how 
eafily he might be furprifed and flain in his 
unguarded vifit to the river Jordan* In fuch 
a ftate of fanaticifm and faftion, viftory was 
hopelefs and defence was difficult ; but the 
conclufion of an advantageous peace may be 
imputed to the difcord of the Mahometans and 
their perfonal efleem for the chara£ter of Fre- 
deric. The enemy of the church is accufed of 
maintaining with the mifcreants an intercourfe 
of hofpitality and friendfhip, unworthy of a 
Chriftian ; of defpifmg the barrennefs of the 
land ; and of indulging a profane thought, that 
if Jehovah had feen the kingdom of Naples, he 
never would have feleded Palefline for the 

inheritance

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inheritance of his chofen people. Yet Frederic 
obtained from the fukan the reftitution of Je- 
rufalem, of Bethlem and Nazareth, of Tyre 
and Sidon : the Latins were allowed to inhabit 
and fortify the city ; an equal code of civil and 
religious freedom was ratified for the feftaries 
of Jefus and thofe of Mahomet ; and, while the 
former worfhipped at the holy fepulchre, the 
latter might pray and preach in the mofch or 
temple (90), from whence the prophet under- 
took his nofturnal journey to heaven. The 
clergy deplored this fcandalous toleration ; and 
the weaker Moflems were gradually expelled ; 
but every rational objeft of the crufades wa« 
accompliflied without bloodfhed ; the churches 
were reftored, the monafteries were replenifli-i 
ed ; and, in the fpace of fifteen years, the 
Latins of Jerufalem exceeded the number of fix 
thoufand. This peace and profperity, for which 
they were ungrateful to their benefador, was 
terminated by the irruption of the ftrange and 
favage hords of Carizmians {91). Flying from invaCon of 
th€ arms of the Moguls, thofe ihepherds of the ^fa^j""^' 
Cafpian rolled headlong on Syria; and theA.D/i24j. 
union of the Franks with the fultans of Aleppo, 
Hems, and Damafcus, was infufRcient to ftem 
the violence of the torrent. Whatever ftood 
againft them,« was cut off by the fword, or 
dragged into captivity ; the military orders 
were almoft exterminated in a fingle battle ; 
and in the pillage of the city, in the profana- 
tion of the holy fepulchre, the Latins confefs

St. Louis; Of the feven crufades, the two laft were 
SSi^^ni- w^dertaken by Louis the ninth, king of France ; 
&de, vrho loft his liberty in Egypt, and his life on 
ia4slu<4 ^^^ ^^^ ^^ Africa. Twenty -eight years after 
his death, he was canonized at Rome; and 
iixty-five miracles were readily found, and 
folemnly attefted, to juftify the claim of the 
royal faint (92). The voice of hiftory renders 
a more honourable teftimony, that he united 
the virtues of a king, an hero, and a man; 
that his martial fpirit was tempered by the love 
of private and public juftice ; and that Louis 
was the father of his people, the friend of his 
neighbours, and the terror of the infidels. 
Superftition alone, in all the extent of her 
baleful influence (93), corrupted his under- 
{landing and his heart ; his devotion ftooped 
to admire and imitate the begging friars of 
Francis and Dominic ; he purfued with blind 
and cruel zeal the enemies of the faith ; and 
the beft of kings twice defcended from his 
throne to feek the adventures of a fpiritual 
knight-errant. A monkifli hiftorian would 
have been content to applaud the moR. defpi- 
cable part of his diaratter ; but the noble and 
gallant Joinville (94), who fhared the friendihip

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and captivity of Louis, has traced with the 
pencil of nature the free portrait of his virtues 
as well as of his failings. From this intimate 
knowledge, we may learn to fufped the politi- 
cal views of depreffing their great vaffals, which 
are fo often imputed to the royal authors of 
the crufades. Above all the princes of the 
middle ages, Louis the ninth fuccefsfuUy la- 
boured to reftore the prerogatives of the crown ; 
but it was at home, and not in the Eaft, that 
he acquired for himfelf and his pofterity ; his 
vow was the refult of enthnfiafm and ficknefs ; 
and if he were the promoter, he was likewife 
the victim, of this holy madnefs. For the in- 
vafion of Egypt, France was exhaufted of her 
troops arid treafures ; he covered the fea of 
Cyprus with eighteen hundred fails; the moft 
modefl: enumeration aniounts to fifty thoufand 
men; and, if we might truft his own con- 
feffion, as it is reported by Oriental vanity, he 
difembarked nine thoufand five hundred horfe, 
and one hundred and thirty thoufand foot, who 
performed their pilgrimage under the fhadow of 
his power (95). 

In complete armour, the oriflamme waving He takes 
before him, Louis leaped foremoft on the ^^^'^^"^^^ 
beach ; amd the ftrong city of Damietta, which 
had coft his predeceffors . a fiege of fixteen 
month3^ was abandoned on the firft affault by 
the trembling Moflems. But Damietta was 
the firft and the laft of his conquefts ; and in 
the fifth and fixth crufades, the fame caufes, 
almoft on the fame ground, were produftive

But a foldier, who afterwards ufurped the 
fceptre, rallied the flying troops: the main' 
body of the Chriftians was far behind their 
van-guard; and Artoi^ was overpowered and 
flain. A fhower of Greek. fire was incefiandy 
poured on the invaders ; the Nile was com- 
manded by the Egyptian galliesy the opeft 
country by the Arabs ; all provifioOS' were in»' 
tercepted; each day aggravated the ficknefs 
and famine ; and about the fame time a- retreat 
was found to be neceflary andamprai6ticabie«^ 
The Oriental writers . conrak, that Louis nright 
have efcaped, if he would have defistted his 
fubjeds ; he was made prifbner,. with the 
greateft part of his nobles ; all who > could noiJ 
redeem their lives by fervice or ranfemyweve 
inhumanly maffacred ; and the walls of €airo 
were decorated with' a chcle of Chriftian;

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vailed over cruelty and zeal; the- treaty was 
accomplifhed ; and the king of France, with 
the relics of his army, was permitted to embark 
for Paleftine. He wafted four years within 
the walls of Acre, unable to vifit Jerufalem, 
and unwilling to return without glory to his 
native country. . 

The memory of his defeat excited Louis, 
after fixteen years of wifdom and repofe, to 
undertake the feventhand laft of the crufades. 
His finances were reftored, his kingdom was 
enlarged ; a new generation of warriors had 
arifen, and he embarked with frefh confidence 
at the head of fix thoiifand horfe and thirty 
thoufand foot. The lofs of Antioch had pro- 
voked the enterprife : a wild hope of baptifing 
the king of Tunis, tempted him to fteer for 
the African coaft; and the report of an im- 
menfe treafure reconciled his droops to the de- 
Hi* death lay of their voyage to the Holy Land. Inftead 
nis^hiThc o^ 21 profelyte, he found a fiege ; the French 
fevcnthcru« panted aud died on the burning fands; St. 
AD. 1 170, Louis expired in his tent; and no fooner had 
Auguft aj. he clofed his eyes, than his fon and fucceffor 
gave the fignal of the retreat (100). " It is 
" thus,*' fays a lively writer, " that a Chrif- 
'' tian king died near the ruins of Carthage, 
" waging war againft the feftaries of Mahomet,

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aid of fixty-fix thoufand Antbs (.105). Princes 
of fuch power and fpirit could not long endure 
on their coaft an hoftile and independent na- 
tion ; and if the ruin of the Franks was pofi- 
poned about forty years, they vere indebted to 
the cares of an ui^ettjed reign, to the invafu>n 
of the Mogols, and to the occafional aid of 
foine warhke pilgrims* Among thcfe, the 
Englifh reader will obferve the n^me of our 
firft Edward, who afilimed the crofs in the life^ 
time of his father Henry. At the head of a 
thoufand foldiers, the future conqueror of 
Wales and Scotland delivered Acre from a 
fiege ; marched as far as Nazareth with an army 
of nine thoufand men ; emulated the fame of 
his uncle Richard ; ^c^torted, by his valour, a 
ten years truce ; and efcaped, with a dangerous 
i/)f.of An-wound, from the dagger of a fanatic affaf-s 
^A!D\i^Jin{io6). Antioch(io7), whofe iituation nad 
June I a. been Ijcfs expofed to the calamities of the holy 
war, was finally occupied and ruined by Bon- 
docdar, or Bibars, fultan of Egypt and Syria ; 
the Latin principality wa^ extinguiflied ; and 
the firft feat of the Chriftian name was dif- 
peopled by the flaughter of feventeen, and the 
captivity of one hundred, thoufand of her in-t 
habitants. The maritime towns of Laodicea, 
Gabala, Tripoli, Berytus, Siclon, Tyre, and

iAfter the lofs of Jerufiileiia, Acre (io8), 
which is diftant about tfevenfy miles, became 
<the metrppolis of the Latin Cteiftians, and was 
^adorned with ftjong and ftaltely buildings, with 
•aqueduds, an artificial p^rt, and a doubie wall. 
l$ie .population was leHcr^eafed by the inceflant 
flrearas of pi^ims a^nd fugitives ; in the paufes 
•of hoilility, the frade of the Eaft and Weft 
was att^aded to thjis .convt^ment ftation; and 
^he market could offer the produce of every 
cjime and the interpreters of every tongue. 
But in this conflux of nj»cioHS, evqry vice was 
propagated and prafliifed: of all the difeiples of 
jefus and Mahomet, the m&ie and .femalie in- 
habitants of Acre were efteemed the moft cor- 
rupt ; nor could the abuf<? of relkion be cor- 
Teded by the difciplinj? of law. The city had 
many fovereigns, and no goverement. The 
kii^g* of Jerufalem and Cyprus^ of the houfe of 
Lufignan, the princes of Antioch, the counts 
of Tripoli and Sidon, the great mafters of the 
holpital, the temple, and the Teutonic order, 
the republics of Venicci Ganoa, an^d Bife, the 
pope's legate^ the kiijgs of France and England, 
affumed an independent pomm^nd : feventcen 
tribunals exercifed the poM^er of life and death; 
every criminal w^ protefted in the adjacent 
xjuarterj and the pefpetual jedloufy 6f the 

nations

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nations often burft forth in afts of violence 
and blood. Some adventurers, who difgraced 
the enfign of the crofs, compenfated their want 
of pay by the plunder of the Mahometan vil- 
lages : nineteen Syrian merchants, who traded 
xxndtx the public faith, were defpoiled and 
hanged by the Chriftians ; and the denial of 
fatisfaftion juftified the arms of the fultan 
Khalil. He marched againft Acre, at the head 
of fixty thoufand horfe and one hundred and 
forty thoufand foot : his train of artillery (if I 
may ufe the word) was numerous and weighty ; 
the feparate timbers of a fingle engine were 
tranfported in one hundred waggons ; and the 
royal hiftorian Abulfeda, who ferved with the 
troops of Hamah, was himfelf a fpeftator of 
the holy war. Whatever might be the vices of 
the Franks, their courage was rekindled by 
enthufiafm and defpair ; but they were torn by 
the difcord of feventeen chiefs, and overwhelm- 
ed on all fides by the powers of the fultan. 
The lofe of After a fiege of thirty-three days, the double 
th^Hoiy wall was forced by the Moflems ; the principal' 
Land. tower yielded to their engines ; the Mamaluke^ 
May 18?^- Hiadc a general affault ; the city was ftormed ; 
and death or flavery was the lot of fixty thou., 
fand Chriftians. The convent, or rather for- 
trefs, of the Templars refifted three days 
longer ; but the gre^t mafter was pierced with 
an arrow;, and, of five hundred knights, only 
ten were left alive, lefs happy than the viftims 
of the fword, if they lived to fuffer on a 
fcaffold in the unjuft and cruel profcription of 
the whole order. The king of Jerufalem, the 
patriarch, and the great mafter of the hofpital, 
eiFefted their retreat to the fliore ; but the fea 
was rough j the vefTels were infufEcient j and 

great 
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great numbers of the fugitives were drowned 
before they could reach the ifle of Cyprus, 
which might comfort Lufignan for the lofs of 
Paleftine. By the command of the fultan, the 
churches and fortifications of the Latin cities 
were demoliflied : a motive of avarice or fear 
ftill opened the holy fepulchre to fome devout 
and defencelefs pilgrims ; and a mournful 
and folitaty filence prevailed along the coaft 
which had fo long refounded with the w o r l d*s

sAifmof 'TT^HE reftoration of the Weftern empire 
tiicGrcekf. J^ jjy Charlemagne, was fpeediiy followed 
by the feparation of the Greek and Latin 
churches ( I )• A religious and national animo- 
fity ftill divides the two largeft communions of 
the Chriftian world ; and the fchifm of Con- 
ftantinople, by alienating her moft ufefiil allies 
and provoking her moft dangerous enemies, 
has precipitated the decline and fall of the Ro- 
man empire in the Eaft. 
Thch: avcf. In the courfe of the prefent hiftory, the aver- 
LttinsV^*" fion of the Greeks for the Latins has been often 
vifible and confpicuous. It was originally de- 
rived from the difdain of fervitude, inflamed, 
after the time of Conftantine, by the pride of 
equality or dominion j and finally exadTperated 
by the preference which their rebellious fub- 
jeds had given to the alliance of the Franks. 
In every age, the Greeks were proud of their 
fuperiority in profane and religious knowledge:

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tl^y had ^rft received dje light of Chriftianity ; 
they h^ prpn^unced the decrees of the feven 
general councils : they alone poffefled the lan- 
guage of fcripture and philofophy ; nor fliould 
the Barbarians, immerfed in the darjgiefs of the 
Wjefl;(2), prefume to argu€ on the high and 
myftenous queftions of theological icience. 
Thofe Barbarians defpifed in their turn the reft- 
lefs and fubtle levity of the Orientals, the au- 
thors of every herefy j and blefled their own 
fimplicity, which was content to hold the tradi- 
tioA of the apoftolic church. Yet in the fe- 
veiith century, the fynods of Spain, and after- 
wards of France, improyed or corrupted the 
Nicene cr,eed, on the myfterious fubjeft of the 
third peribn of the Trinity (3). In the long Pi***«^"» 
coptroverfies of the Eaft, the nature and genq-Ghoi{ ^^ 
ration pf :the Chrift had been fcrupulouily de- 
fined ; and the well-known relation pf father 
iand fon feemed to convey a faint image to the 
human mind. The i»dea of birth was lef$ ana- 
Ipgpus to the Holy Spirit, who, inftead of ^ 
divine gift or attribute, v^a§ cpnfidered by thp 
Catholics, as a fubftance, a perfpn, a god ; he 
was npt begotten, but in the orthodox ftyle h^ 
proceeded^ Did he proceed from the father 
alone, perhaps hy the Son ? or from the Father 
and the Son ? The ftrft of tjiefe opinions wa^ 
afferted by the Greeks, the fecond by the Latins; 
and the addition to the Nicene creed of the

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word Jllioquej kindled the flame of difcord be- 
tween the Oriental and the Gallic churches. 
In the origin of the difpute, the Roman pon- 
tiffs affeftcd a character of neutrality and mo- 
deration (4) : they condemned the innovation, 
but they acquiefced in the fentiment, of their 
Tranfalpine brethren : they feemed defirous of 
calling a veil of filence and charity over the 
'fupernuous refearch ; and in the correfpondence 
of Charlemagne and Leo the third, the pope 
aflumes the liberality of a ftatefman^ and the 
prince defcends to the paflions and prejudices 
of a prieft (5). But the orthodoxy of Rome 
fpontaneoufly obeyed the inipulfe of her tem- 
poral policy ; and the^Iioquej which Leo wiflied 
to erafe, was tranfcribed in the fymbol and 
chaunted in the liturgy of the Vatican. The 
Nicene and Athanafian creeds are held as the 
Catholic faith, without which none can be 
faved ; and both Papifts and Proteftants muft 
now fuflain and return the anathems^ of the 
Greeks, who deny the procelTion of the Holy 
Ghoft from the Son, as well as from the Fa- 
variety of ther. Siich articles of faith are not fufceptible 
difd^liae*'''^^^ treaty; but the rules of difcipline will vary 
in remote and independent churches ; and the 
reafon, even of divines, might allow, that the 
difference is inevitable and harmlefs. The craft

potuerit, ct non voluerit, falvus effe non poteft (Colled. Concil. torn. 
IX. p. «77 — a86.). The fotuerit would leave a large loop-hole of 
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or fuperftition of Rome has impofed on her 
priefb and deacons the rigid obligation of celi- 
bacy ; among the Greeks, it is confined to the 
bifhops ; the lofs is compenfated by dignity or 
annihilated by age ; and the parochial clergy, 
the papas, enjoy the conjugal fociety of the 
wives whom they have married before their 
entrance into holy orders. A queftion con- 
cerning the Azyms was fiercely debated in the 
eleventh century, and the effence of the Eu- 
charift was fuppofed in the Eaft and Weft, to 
depend on the ufe of leavened or unleavened 
bread. Shall I mention in a ferious hiftory the 
furious reproaches that were urged againft the 
Latins, who, for a long while remained on the 
defenfive ? They neglefted to abftain, accord- 
ing to the apoftolical decree, from things 
ftrangled, and from blood : they fafted, a Jew- 
ifh obfervance ! on the Saturday of each week : 
during the firft week of Lent they permitted the 
ufe of milk. and cheefe (6) ; their infirm monks 
were indulged in the tafte of flefh ; and animal 
greafe was fubftituted for the want of vegetable 
oil : the holy chrifm or unftion in baptifm, was 
referved to the epifcopal order : the bifaops, as 
the bridegrooms of their churches, were deco- 
rated with rings ; their priells fhaved their faces, 
and baptized by a fingle immerficn. Such 
were the crimes which provoked the zeal of the 
patriarchs of Conftantinople ; and which were 
juftified with equal zeal by the dodors of the 
Latin church (7)*

About the middle of the ninth cerrfury, 
Photius (8), an ambitious layman, the captain 
of the guards and principal fecretary, was pro- 
rtoted by merit and favour to the more defira- 
ble office of patriarch of Conftantinople. In 
fcience, even ecclefiaftical fcience, he furpaffcd 
the clergy of the age ; and the purity of his 
morals has never been impeached : but his or- 
dination was hafty, his rile was irregular ; and 
Ignatius, his abdicated predeceffor, was yet fup- 
ported by the public companion aftd the obfti- 
riacy of his adherents. They appealed to thie 
tribunal of Nicholas the firff, one of thie 
proudeft and moft afpiring of the Romain pon- 
tiffs, who embraced riie welcome opportunity 
of judging and condemning his rival of the 
Eaft. Their quarrel was embittered by a con- 
flid: of jurifdiftion over the king and natiolk of 
the Bulgarians ; nor was their recent converfioil' 
to Chriltianity of much avail to either prelate, 
unlefs he could number the profelytes atnong 
the fubjeds of his power. With thfe aid of his? 
court the Greek patriarch was viftorious ; but 
in the furious conteft he depofed ill his turn the' 
fucceffor of St. Peter, and invblved the Latin 

church

From his mo- 
nafteryy or prifon, Photius folitited the favour 
o£ the emperor by pathetic complaints and arf- 
ful flattiary; and the eyes of hi»^ rival wefe 
foarcely ctefed^ when he was- again reftored to 
the thuone of Confentinople. After the death 
of !ltofil', he experienced the viciflitudes of courts 
amd the^ ingi^atitude of a royal pupil : the patri* 
arch was again depofed, and in hi^ laft folitary 
BxMWs he might regret the freedom^ of a fecular 
and; ftudious life. In each revolution, the breathy 
the nod, of the fovereign had been accepted by 
a fubmiffive clergy ; and a fynod* of three hun^^ 
drdd biflsc^pa was always prepared to hail the 
triomph^ or to ftigmatize the fall, of the holy,' 
or the execrable^ Photius (9), By a delufive 
^romifd of fuccour or reward, thfe popes were 
tempted to countenance thrfe various proceed^ 
iilgs ^ and the fynods of Gonftantinople were 
raidfidd by thdi* epiftles or legates. But the 
courts and the people, Ignatius and Photius^ 
were equally adverfe to their claims ; their mi- 
nifters were infulted or iniprifoned^ the pro- 
ceffion of the Holy Ghbft wa« forgotten ; BuU 
garia was for ever- 2«A)exed id the Byzantine 
throne ; and the fchifm was prolonged by their 
rigid cexifure of all the multiplied ordinations 

of

Shaking the 
nopic amd duft from their feet, they depofited on the altar 
A'D.7o54.of St. Sophia a direful anathema ( i o), which 
July 16. enumerates the feven mortal herefies of the 
Greeks, and devotes the guilty teachers, and 
their unhappy feftaries, to the eternal fociety 
of the devil and his angels. According to the 
emergencies of the church and ftate, a friend- 
ly correfpondence was fometimes refumed ; the 
language of charity and concord was fometimes 
aflfeded ; but the Greeks have never recanted 
their errors j the popes have never repealed 
their fentence : and from this thunderbolt we 
may .date the confummation of the fchifm. It 
was enlarged by each ambitious ftep of the Ro« 
man pontiffs : the emperors blulhed and trem- 
bled at the ignominious fate of their royal bre- 
thren of Germany ; and the people was fcan- 
dalized by the temporal power and military 
life of the Latin clergy (11).

The averfion of the Greeks and Latins was Enmity of 
nouriflied and manifefted in the three firft expew^'a Lat£ 
ditions tc^ the Holy Land!. Alexius Gomnenus a.d. 
cdntnved the.abfence at leaft of the formidable ''''^"*^' 
pilgrims : his fucceffors, Manuel and Ilaac An*- 
gelus, conlpired with the Moflenis for ^he ruin 
of the greateft princes of the Franks ; and their 
crooked and malignant policy was fecohded by 
the aftive and voluntary obedience of every 
orider of their fubjedSr Of tl>is hoftileltemper, 
a large portion may doubtlefs be afcribed to the 
diflferenee of language, ■ drefs^ and* 'manners, 
which fevers and atienlt6s the nations of the 
globe. The pride, as -well as the priideiioe, of 
the fovereign, was deeply wounded by 'the in* 
triiiiof^ of foreign armies,' that claimed a right 
of traverfmg hi& ddftfi^iofi^ and pkflTmg' under 
the walls of his^ caif^tal i^im feibjefti wiet fc in- 
fulted and plundered by the rude'^r^ngci*s of /" ' , .' 
th^Weftj and the hatted 6f %he ^ii0B4»ibbus> : . 
Greeks was (harpleittd^by tecret^tnify^'^fihei 
boki and pious ent^)^i£^d o^ the l|>^&ks.^ But 
thefe profane caufe» of 'Rational diikiity^^wefa 
fortified and itiflamfed by the venofh of religi: 
ous Keal. Ihftead of^a'*kt]6id embra<^^^ anh(^^ 
table receptk>n from theit Chriftiai^ brethl-en cif 
the Eafty ^ery tongue^was talught to sepeat the 
names of fchifmatic and heretic, ^^]!n6r6 odious 
to an orthodox ear than thofe of pagan and in- 
fidel : inftead of being loved for the general 
conformity of faith arid worlhip, they were ab- 
horred for fome rules of difcipline^ ibme quef- 
tions of theology, in w;hich themfelves or their 
teachers might differ from- the Oriental church. 
In the crufade of Lquis rthe feventhj. the Greek 
clergy, waihed and purified the altars which had 
been defiled by the iacijifice of a French prieft.

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the capital of the empire : their fervices were 
rewarded with honours and immunides ; they 
acquired the polTeiiion of lands and houfes ; 
their fiamiiies were multiplied by marriages, with 
die natives ; and, after the toleration of a.Ma« 
hometan mofch, it was impoffible to interdict 
the churches of the Roman rite (13). The two 
wives of Manuel Comnenu8(i4) were of the 
race of the Franks ; the firft, a^ fifter-in-law of 
the emperor Conrad ^ the fecond, a daughter 
of the prince of Antioch : he obtained for his 
fon Alexius a daughter of Philip Auguflus king 
of France ;. and he beftoWed his own daughter 
oa a msurquis of Montferrat, who was educated 
and dignified in the palace of Conftantinople. 
The Greek encountered the arms, and afpired 
to the empire,. of the Weft; he efteemcd the 
vSdbur, and trufted the •- fidelity, of the 
Franks (15) \ their military talents were unfitly 
recompenfed by the lu<trative offices of judges 
and treafarbrt ; the policy of Manuel had foil* 
cited the.aiiiance of the pope ; and the popular 
voice accufed him of/ a ^tial bias to the nation 
and rehgson of the Latins ( 1 6v; During his 
reign, and that of his fuccdOFor Ale^tius, they

1183. in arms ; from the Aiiatic fhore the tyrant dif- 
patched his. troops and gailies to aflift thie natio- 
nal revenge ; and the hopelefs refiftance of the 
ftrangers ferved only to juftify the rage, and 
fliarpen the daggers, of die affaffins. Neither 
age, nor fex, nor the ties of friendfhip or 
kindred, could fave the viftims of national ha- 
tred, and avarice, and religious zeal : the La- 
tins were flaughtered in their houfes and in the 
ftreets ; their quarter was reduced to aflies ; the 
clergy was burnt in their churches, and the fick 
in their hofpitals ; and fome eftimate may be 
formed of the flain from the clemency which 
fold above four thouiand Chriftians in perpetual 
flavery to the Turks* The priefts and monks 
were the loudeft and moft a^ive in the deftruc- 
tion of the fchifmatics ; and they chaunted a 
thankfgiving to the Lord,., when the head of a 
Roman cardinal, the pope^s legate, was levered 
from his body, faftened to the tail of a dog^ 
and dragged, with favage mockery, through the 
city. The mbre diligent of the ftrangers had 
retreated, on the firft alarm, to their vefTels, 
and efcaped through the Hellefpont from the 
fcene of blood. In their flight, they burnt and 
ravaged two hundred miles of the fea-coaft ; 
inflifted a fevere revenge on the guiltlefs fub- 
jefts of the empire; marked the priefts and 
monks as their peculiar enemies ; and compen- 

fated,

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fated, by the accumulation of plunder, the lofs 
of their property and friends. On their return, 
they expofed to Italy and Europe the wealth an4 
weakneft, the perfidy and malice, of the Greeks^ 
whofe vices were painted as the genuine cha- 
rafliers of herefy and fchifm. The fcruples of 
the firft crufaders had negleded the faireft op- 
portunities of fecuring, by the poffeffion of 
Conftantinople, the way to the Holy Land : a 
domeftic revolution invited, and almoft com- 
pelled, the French and Venetians to atchieve 
the conqueft of the Roman empire of the 
Eaft. 

In the feries of the Byzantine princes, I have Rcigp* and 
exhibited the hypocrify and ambition, the ty- ff^a? Ange^ 
ranny and fall, of Andrpnicus, the laft malei"8> 
of the Gomnenian family who reigned at Con* 1,85., 195^ 
ftantinopie. The revolution, which caft him^^P^-^*- 
headlong from the throne, faved and exalted 
Ifaac Angelus(i8), who defcended by the fe- 
males from the fame Imperial dynafty. The 
fucceffgr of a fecond Nero might have found it 
an eafy talk to deferve the efteem and afFefkion 
of his fubjefts : they fometimes had reafon to 
regret the adrainiftration of Andronicus. The 
found and vigorous mind of the tyrant was ca- 
pable of difcerning the connedion between his 
own and the public intereft ; and while he was 
feared by all who could infpire him with fear, 
the unfufpefted people, and the remote pro- 
vinces, might blefs the inexorable juftice of _ 
their niafter. But his fucceflbr was vain and 
jealous of the fupreme power, which he wanted

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courage and abilitierto exercife ; his vices were 
pernicious, his virtues (if he poffeffed any vir- 
tues) were ufelefs, to mankind ; and the Greeks, 
who imputed their calamities to his ne|;ligence, 
denied him the merit of any tranfient or acci- 
dental benefits of the times. Ifaac flept on the 
throne, and was awakened only by the found 
of pleafure : his vacant hours were amufed by 
comedians and buffoons, and even to thefe buf- 
foons the emperor was an objeft of contempt ; 
his feafts and buildings exceeded the examples 
of royal luxury ; the number of his eunuchs 
and domeftics amounted . to twenty thoufand ; 
arid a daily fum of four thoufand pounds of 
filver would fwell to four millions fterling the 
annual expence of his houfehold and table. 
His poverty was relieved by oppreffion ; and 
the public difcontent was inflamed by equal 
abufes in the colleftion, and the application^ 
of the revenue. While the Greeks numbered 
the days of their fervitude, a flattering prophet, 
whom he rewarded with the dignity of patri- 
arch, affured him of a long and viftorious reign 
of thirty-two years ; during which he (hould 
extend his fway to mount Libanus, and hisTcon- 
quefts beyond the Euphrates. But his only ftep 
towards the accomplilhment of the predidion, 
was a fplendid and fcandalous embafly to Sala- 
din (19), to demand the reftitutioh of the holy 
fepulchre, and to propofe an offenfive and de- 
fenfive league with the enemy of the Chriftian 
name. In thefe unworthy hands, of Ifaac and 
his brother, the remains of the Greek empire

and the national freedom : their daemoniac iiii- 
poftbi-s prbclaimed to the crbwd, that their glo- 
ribu« patron St. Dehlietriiis had foi- ever deferted 
thb <:2[(ife bJF the Gfeeks ; ^hd tlie conflagration 
ipread -from the banks- isif the Daiibbe to tile 
hills of Macedonia and Thrace. After fome 
faint efforts, Ifaac Angelus and his brother ac- 
ijuierccd in their independetice j and the Impe- 
rial troops were foon difcouraged by the bones 
of their fellbw-foldierS, that were fcattered along

of Rome in defcent and religion (21) ; and 
humbly received from the pope, the licence of 
coining money, the royal title, and a Latin arch- 
bifliop or patriarch. The Vatican exulted in 
the fpiritual conqueft of Bulgaria, the firft ob- 
jeft of the ichifm ; and if the Greeks could 
have preferved the prerogatives of the church, 
they would gladly have refigned the rights of 
the monarchy, 
ufarpation The Bulgarians were malicious enough to pray 
J^r'^of^Xkxlfor the long life, of Ifaac Angelus, the furell 
iusAngeiiw, pledge of their freedom and profperity. Yet 
,,9^11403^ their chiefs could involve in the fame indifcri- 
Aprii 8. minate contempt, the family and nation of the 
emperor, ** In all the Greeks,'* faid Afan to 
his troops, " the fame climate, and charafter, 
*• and education, will be productive of the fame 
" fruits. Behold my lance,'* continued the 
warrior, ** and the long ftreamers that float in 
*' the wind. They differ only in colour ; they 
" are formed of the fame filk apd feftioned by 
*' the fame workman; nor has the ftripe that 
** is ftained in ^purple, any fup^rjor pric? or

who had repelled the fleets of Sicily, was driven 
to revolt and ruia by the ingratitude of the 
prince ; and his luxurious repofe was difturbed 
by fecret confpiracies and popular infurred:ions. 
The emperor was faved by accident, or the 
nierit of his fervants : he was at length oppreff- 
ed by an ambitious brother, who, for the hope 
of a precarious diadem, forgot the obligations 
of nature, of loyalty, and of friendfliip (23). 
While Ifaac in the Thracian vallies purfued the 
idle and folitary pleafures of the chace, his 
brother, Alexius Angelus, was inverted with 
the purple, by the unanimous fuffrage of the 
camp : the capital and the clergy fubfcribed to 
their choice ; and the vanity of the new fove- 
reign rejeded the name of his fathers, for the 
lofty and royal appellation of the Gomnenian 
race. On the defpicable charafter of Uaac, I 
have exhaufted the language of contempt ; and 
can only add, that in a reign of eight years, 
the bafer Alexius (24) was fupported by the 
mafculine vices of his wife Euphrofyne. The 
firfl intelligence of his fall was conveyed to the 
late emperor by the hoftile afpefl: and purfuit of 
the guards, no longer his own : he fled before 
them above fifty miles as far as Stagyra in Ma- 
cedoliia ; but the fugitive, without an objed or 
a follower, wa3 arrefted, brought back to Con- 
ftantinople, deprived of his eyes, and confined 
jp a loneipi^e iowef , on a fcajity allowance of

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bread and water. At the ifttoment oF the revo- 
lution, his fon Alexius, whoni he educated ift 
the hope of empire, was twelve years of age. 
.He was fpared by the ufurj^r, and reduc^ to 
attend his triumph both in peace and war ; but 
as the army was encamped on the fea-ftiore, ah 
Italian veffel facilitated the efcapc of the royal 
youth ; and, ih the difguife of a commbii iai- 
lor, he eluded the fearch of his enemies, palled 
the Hellefpont, and found a fccure refuge in 
the ifle of Sicily. After faluting the threftold 
of the apoftles, and imploring the protedion of 
pope Innocent the third, Alexius accepted the 
kind invitation of his lifter Irene, the wife of 
Philip of Swabia, king of the Romans. But 
in his paffage through Italy, he heard that the 
flower of Weftcrn chivalry was aflembted it 
Venice for the deliverance of the Holy Land ; 
and a ray of hope was kindled in his bofom, 
that their invincible fwords mig'ht be employeid 
in his father's reftoration. 
Tkc foTirth About ten or twelve years after the loft of 
A.D/ii'98.J^rufalem^ the nobles of France Were again 
fummoned to the holy war by the voice of a 
third prophet, lefs extravagant, perhaps^ than 
Peter the hermit, but far below St. Bernard in 
the merit cf aft orator and a ftfetefman. An 
illiterate prieft of the neighboorbood of Paris, 
Tulk of Neuilly (25'), forfook his parochial du- 
ty, to affume the more flattering chara^et ^f 
a popular ind itinerant riiiffionary^ * The hjxic 
of his fandtity and fnitacles was l^^d otet the 
land ; he declaimed, with feverity and vehe- 
mence, againft the vices of the age ; and his

proititutes, and even the dodors and fcholar^ 
of the univerfity* No fooner did Innocent thfc 
third afcend the chair of St. Peter, than he pro- 
claimed in Italy^ Germany, and France, the 
obligation of a new crufade (26). The eloquent 
pontiflF defcribed the ruin of' Jerufaiem, the 
triumph of the Pagans, and the ihame of 
Chriftendom: his liberality propofed the re* 
demption of fins, a plenary indulgence to all 
who fhould ferve in Palefline^ either a year in 
perfon, or two. years by a fubftitute (27) ; and 
among his legates and orators who blew the fa- 
cred trumpet, Fulk of Neuilly was the loudeft 
and moft fuccefsful. The fituation of the prin- 
cipal monarchs was averfe to the pious fummons* 
The emperor Frederic the fecond was a child ; 
arid his kingdom of Germany was difputed by 
the rival houfes of Brunfwick and Swabia, the 
memorable factions of the Guelphs and Ghi- 
belines. Philip Auguftus of France had per* 
formed, and could not be perfuaded to renew, 
the perilous vow ; but as he was not lefs ambi- 
tious of praife than of power, he chearfuUy 
inftituted a perpetual fund for the defence of the 
Holy Land. Richard of England was fatiated 
with the glory and misfortunes of his fitft ad* 
venture, and he prefumed to deride the exhpr^ 
tations of Fulk of Neuilly, who was not abaih-

•* me," faid Plantagenet, '* to difmiis my three 
** daughters, pride, avarice, and incontinence: 
*' I bequeath them to the moft dcferving j my 
*' pride to the knights-templars, my avarice to 
** the monks of Cifteaux, and my incontinence 
*' to the prelates.'* But the preacher was heard 
and obeyed by the great vaiTals, the princes of 
the fecond order ; and Theobald, 'or Thibaut, 
count of Champagne, was the forcmoft in the 
holy race. The valiant youth, at the age of 
twenty-two years, was encouraged by the do- 
meftic examples of his father, who marched in 
cmbrawd the fecond cnifade, and of his elder brother, 
»Jd?*o/*" who had ended his days in Paleftine with the 
France, title of king of Jerufalem : two thoufand two 
hundred knights owed fervice and homage to 
his peerage (a8) : the nobles of Champagne ex- 
celled in all the cxercifes of war (29) ; and, by 
his marriage with the heirefs of Navarre, Thi- 
baut could draw a band of hardy Gafcons from 
jeither fide of the Pyrenacan mountains. His 
companion in arans was Louis, count of Blois 
and Chartres •, like himfelf of regal lineage, 
for both the princes were nephews, at the fame 
time, of the kings of France and England. 
In a crowd of prelates and barons, who imi- 
tated their zeal, I diftinguifli the birth and me- 
rit of Matthew of Montmorency ; the famous 
Simon of Montfort, the fcourge of the Albi- 
g^oisj and a valiant noble, Jeffrey of Ville-

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hardouin (30), marfhal of Champagne (31), who 
has condefcended, in the rude idiom of his age 
and country (32), to write or diftate (33) an 
original narrative of the councils and aftions, 
in which he bore a memorable part. Af the 
fame time, Baldwin count of Flanders, who 
had married the fifter of Thibaut, affumed the 
crofs at Bruges, with his brother Henry and the 
principal knights and citizens of that rich and 
induftrious province (34). The vow which the 
chiefs had pronounced in cTitirches, they rati- 
fied in tournaments : the operations of the war 
were debated in full and frequent affemblies ; 
and it was refolved to feek the deliverance of 
Paleftine in Egypt, a country, fmce Saladin*s 
death, which was almoft ruined by famine and 
civil war. But the fete of fo many royal armies 
difplayed the toils and perils of a land expedi- 
xion; and, if the Flemings dwelt along the 
43cean> the French barons \ were deftitute of

State of the In the invafion of Italy by Attila, I have 
^T^LL** mentioned (35) the flight of the Venetians from 
697—1100. the fallen cities of the continent, and tbeii* ph- 
fcure ihelter in the chain of iflands that line the 
extremity of the Adriatic gulf. In the midft 
of the waters^ free, indigent, laborious, a»d in- 
acceflible, they gradually coalefced into a re- 
public : the firf^ foundations of Venice vere 
hud in the ifland of Rialto; and the annual 
ele&ion of the twelve tribunes was fuperfeded 
by the permanent office of a duke or doge. 
Qn the verge of the two empires the Venetians 
exult in the belief of primitive and perpetual 
independence (36)* Againft the Latins, their 
antique freedom has been afTerted by the fword, 
and may be juftified by the pen. Charlemagne 
himfelf refigned all claims of fovereignty to the 
iflands of the Adriatic gulf ; his fon Pepin was 
rcpulfed in the attacks of the lagunas or canals, 
too deep for the cavalry, and too (hallow for 
the vcffels ; and in every age, under the Ger-

merous and unqueftionable ; and the vain titles, 
the fcrvile honours of the Byzantine court, fo 
ambitioufly iblicited by their dukes, would have 
degraded the magiftrates- of a free people. -But 
tb^bands. of this dependence, wh^ch was ne* 
ver abfolute or rigid, were imperceptibly re- 
laxed by the ambition of Venice, and the weak-: 
nef& of Conftantinople. Obedience .was io&^ 
ened'imto re^d;, privilege ripened into prero- 
gative, and the freedom of domeftic govern^ 
ment l^as fortified .by the independence of fo- 
i;eign domibionc..

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weftem parts of the Mediterranean, from Tof- 
cany to Gibraltar, were indeed abandoned to 
their rivals of Pifa and Genoa ; but the Vene- 
tians acquired an early and lucrative fhare of 
the commerce of Greece and Egypt. Their 
riches encreafed with thp encreaiing demand of 
Enrope : their manufa&ures of filk and glafs, 
perh^s the inilitution of their bank, are of 
high antiquity ; and they enjoyed the fruits of 
their induftry in the magnificence of public and 
private life. To alTert her flag, to avenge her 
injuries, to proted the freedom of nwigation, 
the republic could launch and man a fleet of 
an hundred gallies ; and the Greeks, the Sara- 
cens, and the Normans, were encountered by 
her naval arms. The Franks o^ Syria were 
afliftcd by the Venetians in the rcdudion.of the 
iea-coaft ; but their zeal was neither blind nor 
difmterefted ; and in the conqueft of Tyi;e, they 
ftared the fovereignty of a city, the firfl feat of 
the commerce of the world.. The policy of Ve- 
nice was marked by the avarice of a trading, 
and the infblence. of a maritime, power: yet 
her ambition was prudent ; nor did (he often 
forget that if armed gallies> were the effed and 
jEafeguard, merchant veflels were the caufe and 
• fupply, of her greatnefs. In her religion, flie 
avoided the fchifin of the Greeks, without yiteld- 
mg a fervile obedience to the Roman pontiff" ; 
and a free intercourfe with the infidels of every 
clime appears to have allayed betimes the fever 
of fuperftition. Her primitive government was 
a loofe mixture of democracy and monarchy : 
the doge was eleded by the votes of the gene- 
ral aflfembly ; as long as he was popular and 
fuccefsful, he reigned with the pomp and au- 
thority of a prince ; but in the frequent revo- 
lutions 
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lurioils of the ftate, he was depofed, or ba- 
Aiflied, or flain, by the mftice or injuftice of 
' the multitude. The twelfth century produced 
the firft rudiments of the wife and jealous arif- 
tocracy, which has reduced the doge to a pa- 
geant and the people to a cypher (39). 

When the fix aihbaffadors of the French pil- Alliance of 
gririis arrived at Venice, they were hofpitably^^VcDc!^ 
entertained in the palace of St. Mark, by thetians, 
reigning duke : his name Vas Henry Dando- * ' ^*^'* 
lo (40; J arid he fhone in the laft period of hu* 
man life as one of the moft illuftrious charac- 
ters of the times. Under the weight of years^ 
arid after (he lofs of his eyes (41), Dandolo re- 
tained a (bund undefftanding and a manly cou- 
rage ; the fpirit of an hero, ambitious to fig* 
rialize his reign by fome memorable exploits, 
and the wifdom of a piatriot, anxious to build 
his fame on the glory and advantage of his 
country. He praifed the bold enthufiafm and 
liberal confidence of the barons and their de-

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puties ; in fuch a caufe, and with fuch aiToci- 
ates, he fliould afpire, were he a private man, 
.to terminate his life ; but he was the fervant of 
the republic, and fome delay was requifite to 
confult, on this arduous bufmefs, the judgment 
of his colleagues. The propofal of the French 
was firft debated by the fix fages who had been 
recently appointed to control the adminiftration 
of the doge : it was next difclofed to the forty 
members of the council of ftate •, and finally 
communicated to the legiflative affembly of four 
hundred and fifty reprefentatives, who were 
annually chofen in the fix quarters of the city. 
In peace and war, the doge was ftill the chief 
of the republic ; his legal authority was fup- 
ported by the perfonal reputation or Dandalo : 
his arguments of public intereft were balanced 
and approved ; and he was authorifed to inform 
the ambaffadors of the following conditions of 
the treaty (42). It was propofed that the cru- 
faders fliould aflemble at Venice, on the feafl 
of St. John of the enfuing year : that flat-bot- 
tomed ^eflfels fliould be prepared for four thou^ 
fand five hundred horfes, and nine thoufand 
fquires^ with a number of fliips fufiicient for 
the etnbatkation of four thoufand five hundred 
knights, and twenty thoufand foot : that during 
a term of nine months they fliould be fupplied 
With provifions, and tranfported to whatfoever 
coaft: the fervice of God and Chrifl:endom 
fliould require; and that the republic fliould 
join the armament with a fquadron of fifty gal- 
lies.

laid the marfhal of Champagne, " we are fent

their fucccfs, while their four companions made 
a fruitlefs trial of the zeal and emulation of 
the republics of Genoa and Pifa. 
Aflcmbiy The execution of the treaty was ftill oppofcd 
tur1-t?^c ^y unforefeen difficulties and delays. The mar- 
cruCidc fhal, on his return to Troyes, was embraced 
vkT, ^^' ^iid approved by Thibaut count of Champagne, 
A D i2o2,who had been unanitnoufly chofen general of 
oaobcr 8. ^j^^ confederates. But the health of that valiant 
youth already declined, and fopn became hopc- 
lefs ; and he deplored the untimely fete, which 
condemned him to expire, not in a field of 
battle, but on a bed of ficknefs. To his brave 
and numerous vaffals, the dying prince diftri- 
buted his treafures : Aey fwore in his prefence 
to accomplifli his vow and their own ; but fome 
there Were, fays the marlhal, who accepted his 
gifts and forfeited their word. The more tiefo- 
lute champions of the crofs held a parliament 
at Soiflbns for the tsleftion of a new general ; 
but fuch was the incapacity, or jealoufy, or re- 
luftance, of the princes of France, that none 
could be found both able and willing to afftime 
the condud of the enterprife. They acquiefced 
in the choice of a ftranger, t)f Bonifece mar- 
quis of Montferrat, defcended of a race of her 
roes, and himfelf of confpicuous fame in -the 
\vars and negociations of the times (44) ; nor 
could the piety or ambition of the Italian chief 
decline this honourable invitation. After vifit- 
ing the French court, where he was received as 
a friend and kinfman, the marquis, in the 
church of SoifTons, was inverted with the crofs

But that price far* e^^ceeded t-hie wealth of the 
crufad^s who were affembled at Venice, The 
FkmiAg$, whofe obedience to their co^nt was 
voluntary and precarious, had embar^:ed in 
thdr vefleU for the long navigation of the ocean 
and Mediterranean ; aad many of the French 
ludd Italians had preferred a cheaper s^nd more 
conveeient paflage frofn Marfeilles i^nd Apulia 
to the Holy Land. Each pUgrim m^ht com- 
plin, that after he had furniflied his own con- 
tribution, he was made refponfible for the defi- 
ciency of his abfent brethren : the gold and 
filver plate of the chiefs, which they frcely.de- 
fivered to the treafury of St. Mark, was a ge-

grimage of his abbot Martin, one of the preaching rivals of FoBc of 
NeiiiHy. His monastery, of the Cxftercian order, was fituate in the 
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their efforts, thirty-four thoufand marks were 
ftill wanting to complete the ftipulated fum. 
The obftacle was removed by the policy and 
patriotiftn of the doge, who propofed to the 
barons., that if they would join their arms in 
reducing Tome revolted cities of Dalniatia, he 
would expofe his perfon in the holy war, and 
obtain from the republic a long indulgence, till 
fome wealthy conqueft fhould afford Ae means 
of fatisfying the debt. After much fcruple and 
hefitation they chbfe rather to accept the offer 
Siege of than to relitiquifll the cnterprife ; and the firft 
§w!'io. hoftilities of the fleet and army were directed 
againft Zara(46), a ftrong city of the Sclavo- 
nian coaft; which had renounced its allegiance 
to Venice, and implored the projeftion of the 
king of Hungary (47). The crufaders burft 
the chain or boom oJF the harbour ; landed their 
horfes, troops, and military engines ; and com- 
pelled the inhabitants', after sC defence of five 
days, to furrender at difctetion; their lives 
were fpared, biit the revolt was puhifhed by the 
pillage of their houfes, and the demolition of 
their walls. The feafon was far advanced ; the 
French and Venetians refolved to pafs the win- 
ter in a fecure harbour and plentiful country ; 
\)\it their repofe was difturbed by iiational and

ners. The conqueft of Zara had fcattered the 
feeds of difcord and fcandal : the arms df the 
allies- had been ftained in their outfet, with the 
blood, not' of infidels, but of Chriftians : the 
king . of Hungary and his new fubjefts were 
themfelves enlifted under the banner of the 
crofs; and the fcruples of the devout, were 
magnified by the fear or laflitude of the reluft- 
ant, pilgrims. The pope had excommunicated 
the falfe crufaders who had pillaged and maf- 
facred their brethren (48), and only the mar- 
quis Boniface and Simon of Montfort efcaped 
thefe fpirituatl thunders ; the one by his abfence 
from the fiege, the otlier by his final departure 
from the caiiip. Innocent might abfolye the 
fimple ind'fubrfiiffive penitents of Fraiice 5 but 
he was provoked by tJfie ftubborn reafon of the 
Venetians, who refofe^-to confefs their guilt, 
to accept -their pardon, or to allow, in their 
temporal concerns, the interpofition of a 
prieft. 

The affembly of fuch formidable powers by Alliance of 
fea and land, had revived the hopes of young (49) faderrwkh 
Alexius ; and, both at Venice and Zara, he fo- the Greek 
licited the arms of the cnifaders, for his own ^""n^' ^ * 
reftoration and his fether's (50) deliverance.

(52,) NicecaS' (in Aletio Comneno, 1. lii. e.g.) accoles the. doge and 
Venetians as the firft authors of the ^^r a^nfb 6onftantiiiople, and 
confiden only a^ a ftv/Mt ^iT'tf x»fM7iy the anrival and ihameful offisrs 
of the royal exile. - > - \ 
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and, during his life, fire hundred knights, for 
the fervice of the Holy Land. Thcfe tempting 
conditions were accepted by the republic of Ve-» 
nice ; and the eloquence of the doge and mar* 
quis perfujided the counts of Flanders, Blois, 
and ot. Pol, with eight barons of France, to 
join in the glorious enterprife. A treaty of 
offenfive and defenfive alliance was confirmed 
by their oaths and feals ; and each individual, 
according to his fuuation and character, waa ^ 
fwayed by the hope of public or private advan*- 
tage ; by the honour of reftoring an exiled mo- 
narch ; or by the fincere and probable opinion, 
that cheir efforts in Paleftine would be fruitlefe 
and unavailing, and that the acquifition of Con« 
ftantinople muft precede and prepare the reco- 
very of JeruXalem. But they were the chiefs 
or equals of a valiant band of freemen and vo- 
lunteers, who thought and aQ:ed for themfelves : 
ihe foldiers and clergy were divided ; and, if a 
l^rge majority fubfcribed to tbi alliance, the 
numbers and arguments of the diffidents were 
ftrong and refpe^ble (53). . The boldeft hearts 
'vm'e appalled i>y th« report of the naval power 
and impregnable ftrength of Conftantinople ; 
««d their apprehenfions were dilguifed to the 
world, and perhaps to themfelves, by the more 
decent obje^ions of religion and duty. They 
alkdged the iandity of a vow, which had 
draMrn them from their femilies and homes to 
t&B rdfcue of the holy fepulchrc ; nor Ihduld 
the dark and crooked counfels of human policy

<53J VUtehardotiin and Gwxther x^prt&nt. the fentimcnts of the 
two parties. The abbot Martin left the army at Zara, proceeded 
to Paleftine, wa* fcnt ambaitedor to Conftantinople, and became a 
rcju&a&t witnefs of the fccond fiege. 
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divert them from a purfuit, the event of which 
was in the hands of the Almighty. Their firft 
offence, the attack of Zara, had been feverely 
puniflied by the reproach of their confcicnce 
and the cenfures of the pope ; nor would they 
again imbrue their hands in the blood of their 
fellow-chriftians. The apoftle of Rome had 
pronounced ; nor would they ufurp the right 
of avenging with the fword the fchifm of the 
^ Greeks and the doubtful ufurpation of the By- 

zantine monarch. On thefe principles or pre- 
tences, many pilgrims, the moft diftinguifhed 
for their valour and piety, withdrew from the 
camp ; and their retreat was lefs pernicious 
than thq open or fecret oppofition of a difcon- 
tented party, that laboured, on every occafion, 
to feparate the army and difappoint the enter- 
prife. 
Voyage Notwithftanding this defedion, the departure 

toTo^M- of the fleet and army was vigoroufly prefled by the 
tinopie, Venetians ; whofe zeal for the fervice of the royal 
April 7— ^' youtti concealed a juft refentment to his nation 
June 24' and family. They were mortified by the recent 
preference which had been -given to Pifa the rival 
of their trade ; they had a long arrear of debt 
and injury to liquidate with the Byzantine 
court ; and Dandolo might not difcourage the 
popular tale, that he had been deprived of his 
eyes by the emperor Manuel, Who perfidioufly 
violated the fanftity of an * ambaflfador. A fi- 
milar armament, lor ages, had not rode the 
Adriatic : it was compofed of one hundred and 
twenty flat -bottomed veflTels or palanders for the 
horfes ; two hundred and forty tranfports filled 
with men and arms ; feventy ftore-fhips laden 
with provifions ; and fifty flout gallies, well 

prepared 
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prepared for the encounter of an] 
While the wind was favourable, t 
and the water fmooth, every eye v 
wonder and delight on the fcen 
and naval pomp which overfpread 
fhields of the knights and lquire( 
ornament and a defence, were arranged' on 
either fide of the fhips ; the banners of the na- 
tions and families were difplayed from the ftern ; 
our modern artijlery was fupplied by three hun- 
dred engines for cafting ftpnes and darts: 
the fatigues of the way were cheered with the 
found of mufic ; and the fpirits of the adven- 
turers were raifed by the mutual affurance, that 
forty thoufand chriftian heroes were equal to 
the coiiqueft of the world (55). In the navi- 
gation (56) from Venice and Zara, the fleet was 
fuccefsfuUy fleered by the {kill and experience 
of the Venetian pilots : at Durazzo, the confe- 
derates firft landed oh the territories of the 
Greek empire: the ifle of Corfu afforded a 
ftation and repofe ; they doubled without acci- 
dent the perilous cape of Malea, the fouthern 
point of Peloponefus or the Morea ; made a 
defcent in the iflands of Negropont and An- 
dros ; and caft anchor at Abydus on the Afiatic 
fide of the Hellefpont. Thefe preludes of con-

queft were eafy and bloodlefe ; the Greeks of 
the provinces, without patriotiim or courage, 
were cruflied by an irrefiftible force ; the pre- 
fence of the lawful heir might juftiiy their obe- 
dience ; and it was rewarded by the modefty 
and difcipline of the Latins. As they pene- 
trated through the HcUefpont, the magnitude 
of their navy was comprefled in a narrow chanh 
nel ; and the face of the waters was darkened 
with innumerable fails. They again expanded 
in the bafon pf the Propontis, and traverfed 
that placid fea, till they approached the Euro^ 
pean Ihore, at the abbey of St. Stephen, three 
leagues to the weft of Conilantinople. The 
prudent doge diffuaded them from dilpcrfing 
themfelves in a populous and ho&ile land ; and, 
a$. their (lock of provifions was reduced, it was 
refoived, in the feafon of harveft, to replenifh 
their (lorefeips in the fertile iflands of the Pro- 
pontis. With this refolution, they dire&ed 
their courfe ; but a ftrong gale, and their own 
impatience, drove them to the eaftward; and 
fo near did they run to the fljore and the city, 
that fome vollies of ftones and darts were ex- 
changed betv^^een the fhips ami the rampart. 
As they paffed along, tliey gazed with admira- 
tion on the capital of the Eaft, or, as it flioukl 
feem, of the earth ; rifing from her feven hills, 
and towering ovet the continents of Europe and 
Afia. The fwelling domes and lofty fpires of 
five hundred palaces and churches, were gilded 
by the fun and reflefted in the waters ; the walls 
were crowded with foldiers and fpeftators, whofe 
numbers they beheld, of whofe temper they 
were ignorant ; and each heart was chilled by 
the rcfleftion, that, fince the beginning of the 
world, fuch an enterprife had never been un- 
dertaken 
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dertaken by fuch an handful of warriors. But 
the momentary apprehenfion was difpelled by 
hope and valour ; and every man, fays the mar- 
flial of Champagne, glanced his eye on the 
fword or lance which he muft fpeedily ufe in the 
glorious conflict (57). The Latins caft anchor 
before Chalcedon ; the mariners only were left 
in the veffels ; the foldiers, horfes, and arms, 
were fafely landed ; and, in the luxury of an 
Itnperial palace, .the barons tafted the firfl: fruits 
of their fuccefs. On the third day, the fleet 
and army moved towards Scutari, the Afiatic 
iuburb of Conftantinople ; a detachment of 
five hundred Greek horfe was furprifed and de- 
feated by fourfcore French knights j and in a 
halt of iline days, the camp was plentifully 
fupplied with forage and provifions. 

In relating the invafion of a great empire, it Fnijtiefsne- 
mav feem ftrange that I have not defcribed the fhcTm^- 
obliacles which fhould have checked the progrefs ^°^' 
of the ftrangers. The Greeks, in truth, were 
an unwarlike people ; but they were rich, in*, 
duftrious, and fubjeflt to the will of a fmgle 
man ; had that man been capable of fear, when 
his enemies were at a diftance, or of courage^ 
when they approached his perfon* The firfi 
rumour or his nephew's alliance with the French 
and Venetians was defpifed by the ufurper 
Alexius ; his flatterers perfuaded him, that in 
this contempt he was bold and fmcere ; and 
each evening in the clofe of the banquet, he 
thrice difcomfited the Barbarians of the Weft. 
Thefe Barbarians had been juftly terrified by 
the report of his naval power i and the fixteen 

hundred

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hundred fiihing-boats of Gonftantinoplc (58) 
could have manned a fleet, to fink them in the 
Adriatic, or flop their entrance in the mouth of 
the Hellefpont. But all force may be anni- 
hilated by the negligence of the prince and the 
venality of his miniflers. The great duke, of 
admiral, made a fcandalous, almoft a public^ 
auftion of the fails, the mafts, and the rigging : 
the royal forefls were referved for the more im- 
portant purpofe of the chace ; and the trees, 
lays Nicetas, were guarded bv the eunuchs', 
like the groves of religious worfnip (59). From 
his dream of pride, Alexius was awakened by 
the fiege of Zara and the rapid advances of the 
Latins ; as foon as he faw the danger was real, 
he thought it inevitable; and his vain pre- 
fumption was loft in abjefl: defpondency and 
defpair. He fufFered thefe contemptible Barba- 
rians to pitch their camp in the fight of the pa- 
lace ; and his apprehenfions were thinly dif- 
guifed by the pomp and menace of a fuppliant 
embalTy. The fovereign of the Romans was 
aftonifhed (his ambafTadors were inftrufted to 
fay) at the hoftile appearance of the ftrangers. 
If thefe pilgrims were fincere in their vow fof 
the deliverance of Jerufalem, his voice muft 
applaud, and his treafures fhoiild affift, their 
pious defign ; but fhould they dare to invade 
the fanftuary of empire, their numbers, were 
they ten times more confiderable, fhould not 
protect them from his juft refentment. The 
anfwer of the doge and barons was fimple and 

magnanimous.

^' of Greece, his threats, and his offers. Our 
** friendfliip and hh allegiance are due to the 
*' lawful heir, to the young prince who is feat- 
** ed among us, and to his father, the emperor 
*' Ifaac, who has been deprived of his.fceptre, 
** his freedom, and his eyes, by the crime of 
*' an ungrateful brother. Let that brother con- 
'* fefs his guilt, and implore forgivenefs, and 
** we ourfelves will intercede, that he may be 
** permitted to live in affluence and fecurity. 
*' But let him not infult us by a fecond mef- 
*' fage : our reply will be made in arms, in 
** the palace of Conftantinople.** 

On the tenth day of their encampment at^^^^^^^^^ 
Scutari, the crufaders prepared themfelves, asms, °^"^ 
foldiers and as catholics, for the paflage of the J^^^ ^' 
Bofphorus. Perilous indeed was the adven- 
ture ; the ftream was broad and rapid ; in^ a 
calm the current of the Euxine might drive 
down the liquid and unextinguifiiable fires of 
the Greeks ; and the oppofite fhores of Europe 
were defended by feventy thoufand horfe and 
foot in formidable array. On tliis memorable 
day, which happened to be bright and pleafant, 
the Latins were diflributed in fix battles or 
divifions ; the firll, or vanguard, was led by 
the count of Flanders, one of the mofl power- 
ful of the Chriftian princes in the fkill and 
number of his crofs-bovvs. The four fuccefTive 
battles of the French were commanded by his 
brother Henry, the counts of St. Pol and Blois, 
and Matthew of Montmorency, the lafl of 
whom was honoured by the voluntary fervice 
of the marfhal and nobles of Champagne. " The 
fixth divifion, the rear-guard and referve of 

the 
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the army, was conduced by the marquir of 
Montferrat, at the head of the Germaas and 
Lombards. The chargers, faddled, with their 
long caparifons dragging on the ground, were 
embarked in the flat palanders (60) ; and the 
knights ftood by. the fide of their horfes,.in 
complete armour, their helmets laced, and their 
lances in their hands. Their numerous train 
of y^/yVtf«/j(6i)'and archers occupied the tran* 
foorts ; and each tranfport was towed by the 
irrength and fwiftnefs of a galley. The ii^ 
divifions traverfed the Bofphoriis,. without en- 
countering an enemy or an obftacle ; to land 
the foremoft was the wi(b, to conquer of die; 
was the refolution, of every divifion and of 
every foldier. Jealous of the pre-emitience of" 
danger, the knights in their heavy armour 
leaped into the fea, wheti it rofe as high as their 
girdle ; the ferjeants and archers were aniriiated 
by their valour \ and the fquires, letting dowii 
the draw -bridges of the palanders, led the 
horfes to the fhore. Before the fquadrons could 
inount, and form, and couch their lances, the 
feventy thoufand Greeks had vaniflled from 
their fight J the timid Alexius gave the ex- 
ample to his troops ; and it was only by the 
flundei" of his rich pavillions that the Latins

The Latins, by the mouth of the mar(hal, 
fpoke liker men, xdiifcibus of their merifs,'i)ttt 
who Tefpefted the work of their btm batn^s-; 
and thd emperor clearly undcrftck>d, 'thiil 'his 
fon's engagements with Venice arid *the "j^itgrims 
muft be ratified without' heiitatio)i or Sthy. 
Withdrawing into a private cbambei* wkii^ the

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fiatttiriofJe to the city and palace: bis youth 
auid marvellous adventures engaged every heart 
in his favour,' and Alexius was folemnly 
crowned with his father in the dome 'Of St. 
Sophia, in the firll days of his reign, the 
people, already blelled with the reftoration of 
plenty and^^ peace, was delighted by the joyful 
eataftrophe of the tragedy ; < and the difcontent 
of the nobles, their regret, and their fears, 
ivere covered by the pplimed furfacc of picafure 
and loyalty. The mixture of two difcordant 
nations in the fame capital, might have been 
pregnant with mifchief and danger; and the 
£ubuTb of Galata, Off Pera, was affigned for 
this quarters nf the French and Venetians. JBut 
the' liberty of trade and : familiar • intercoiirfe 
was:aUowcd between- the friendly nations ; and 
each day the pilgrims were tempted by devotion 
of cuiiofity to vifit the churches and palaces of 
Conftantfuopk;. Their rude minds, infenfible 
perhaps gf the finer atta^ were aftoniihed.by 
the magnificent fcenery: and the poverty of 
their native towns .enhanced the populoufnefs 
and riches. of ,theiirft metropolis of Chriften- 
doHk(68). *Defcending from his ftate, young 
Alexius was prompted by iriterelt and gratitude 
to repeat his frequent and familiar vifits to his 
Latin allies; and in the freedom of the table, 
the;gay' petulance of theTrench fometimes for- 
ged: the emperor of the Eaft ^69).

the city, md bcftoWed the fc^re, of Con- 
ftahlin'e :' their Imperial clients foon became as 
UnpdfhAsff as then^felve* : the '*ai-kriown vices 
of Ifaac were rendered ftill more contemptible 
by Mk infirmities; arid ifhe yoimg Alexitrs 
was hiaied a$ aft apoftate who had renannced 
the .«itfrW(V^rs aAd i^eligion of his cotiritry.

of the rich excited a more dangerous and per- 
fonal refentment ; and if ttie emperor melted 
the plate j and defpoiled the images, of' the 
fanftuary, he feemed to juftify. the conlplaiiLt3 
of herefy and facrilege. During the abfeace 
of marquis Boniface and his Imperial pupil, 
Conftantinople ' was vifited with a cals^ity 
which might be juftly imputed to the zeal and 
indifcretion of the Flemift pilgrims (73). In 
one of their vifits to the city, they were fcan- 
dalized by the afpeft of a mofch or fynagoguc, 
in which one God was worshipped, without, a 
partner or a fon. Their eflfedual mode ,of can- 
troverfy was to attack; the infidels with the 
fword, and their habitatign with fire : hut the 
infidels, and fome Chriftian neighbours, pre-, 
fumed to defend their lives and properties : 

' and the flames which bigotry had kindled, .con- 
fumed the moft orthodox and innocent ilruc- 
tures, : During eight days and nights, the con* 
flagration fpread above a league in fronts, from 
the harbour to the Propontis^ over the tbiekefl;

At the dead 
iof lUgbt he jruihed iQto die bed-chamber with 
an affi%hjted afpeSk, exclaiming, that the palace 
^M attacked by the people and betrayed by the 
guards. Stating from his couch, tbe unfuf- 
pe&ing prince threw himfelf into the arms of 
Jbis £nemy, who had contrived his efcape by a 
{Hsivate ftaircale. But that ftaircafe terminated 
inapriHata; Alexius was feized, Gripped, and Alexius and 
loaded with daains; and, after tailing ^^'^e a^pofeu^y 
4aya the )hittemefs of death, he was poifoned, Mourzou- 
or ftcangkd, or beaten with clubs, at the com- fry If"^" 
PBOipdj and ia the prefence, of the tyrant. The 
£mp^QF Ifaac Angelas £bon follow^ his fon 
4o. the grave, and Mourzoufle, peii^ps, might 
i^^^e the fup^rSuous crime of haftening the ex- 
tinction of impotence and blindnefs. 

The death of the emperors, and the ufiarpa- second 
tiqa of Mouxzoufie, had changed the nature of jafuLry^ 
the quarcel. It was no longer the difjstgJ'ecment ^p"!- 
of aUies who over ^valued their fiwvkes, ^or. ne- 
glected their <^ligations : the French and Ve- 
netians forgot their complaints againft Alexius, 
drpjpt a tear on the unt;irri^ly f^ie of their com- 
panion, and fwore revenge againft the perfidi- 
ous nation who had crowned his affaffin. Yet 
the pr^udent doge> was fliU inclined to negociate ; 
l^e ^Ifeed as a de:b^, a fubfidy, or ;^ fii:ie, fifty 
ihoufand pounds of gold, about two millions 
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flerling ; nor would the conference have bdett 
abruptly broken, if the zeal, or poKcy, of 
Mourzoufle had not refufed to facrifice tht 
Greek church to the l^ety of the ftate(7*^). 
Amidft the invedives of his foreign and ^- 
medic enemies, we may difcem, that 'he x^ais 
not unworthy of the chara&er which ' he imd 
aiTumed, of the public champion : the f^ci^fkd 
fiege of Conftantinople was rar more labotibus 
than the firft ; the treafury was replenifhed, and 
difcipUne was reftored, by a fevere inquifitiite 
into the abufes of the former reign ; and Mouf- 
zoufle, an iron mace in his hand, vifiting the 
pofts, and affeding the port and afpe6k df a 
warrior, was an objeft of terror, to his foldiers, 
at leaft, and to his kinfmen. Before and after 
the death of Alexius, the Greeks made tw€^ vi- 
gorous and weU-conduded attempts toburnihe 
navy in the harbour ; but the ikill and courage 
of the Venetians repulfed the fire-fhips; and the 
vagrant flames wafted themfelves without injtiry 
in the fea (78). In a no&urnal faily, ' the 
Greek emperor was vanquilhed by Hefary, *'bfo- 
iher of the count of Flanders ; the advantages 
of number and furprife aggravated the fhamc^of 
his defeat'; his buckler was found on ' the field 
of battle; and the Imperial ftandard(79)/ a 
divine image of the Virgin, was prefented,^ ^ a 
trophy and a relic, to the .Ciftercian monks,

Near three months, 
withoui excepting the holy feafou of Lent, were 
coafumed in fkirmiilies and preparations, be- 
fore the Latins were re^y or'refolved for a ge- 
neral ai9ault. The land-fortificatioiis had been 
fc^nd impregnable ; and the Venetian pilots re- 
prcfcaated^ that, on the ihore of the Propontis, 
the aachoxage was unfafe, and the fhips mull be 
drivctt.by the current far away to the ftreights 
of the Hellrfpont ; a profpeft not unpleafing to 
the reluftant pilgriitia, who fought eveary oppor- 
tunity of breaking the army. From the har- 
bour^ therefore, the affault was determined by 
the. affailants, and expcfbed by the befieged; 
and the emperor had placed his fcaxlet pavilli* 
ons on a neighbouring height,- to direft and 
animate the eflForts of his troops. A fcarlefs 
fpeftator, whofe mind could entertain. the ideas 
of pomp and pleafurc, might have admired the 
long array of two embattled armiesy which ex- 
tended- ibove half a league, the one on the 
(hips, and galUest, the other on the . walls and 
: towers raifed above the ordinary level by feveral 
ftages of wooden turrets. Their fiiA fory was 
fpent in the difcharge of darts, ftoncs,: and fire, 
from tbe.exigines ; but the water was deep ; the 
French iirere bold ^ :tbe Venetians wwe flcilful ; 
they approachedJthe wall* ; and a de^erate con-» 
ilia of, fwor^te^.fp^s, .and battleraxes, was 
fought 00 the trembling bridges ihat grappled 
the floatiiig, tO; the fteible, batteries, in more 
than; an hundred places^ the affault was urged, 
and the defence was fuftained ; till the fupcrio- 
rity of ground ^n4^ numbers finally prevailed^ 
and the Latin trumpets founded a retreats On 
the enfmng days^ the attack was renewed with 
equal vigour and' a fimilar even;.j afid, in the 

night, 
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jiighi, the doge and the barons held a council^ 
appreheniiye only for the pubjk d^gerx not a 
voice pronounced the words of escape or treaty i 
and each warrior, according to his temper, em- 
braced the hope of vi&ory or the afinrance of a 
glorious deaiii (8o)« By tfa^ eacpericqice of Ae 
former fiege, the Greeks wepe inftrndted^ hxix 
the Ladna were animated ; and the icaoivlcd^gie^ 
that Conftantioopie migU be taken, was of mors 
avail than the tocul precautions which &at know<» 
ledge had infpired for its defei^e. in the third 
affault, two ihips were linked together to dou-» 
ble their ftrength ; a ftron^ no^ wind drove 
them on the fhoxe ; the timops of Troyet and 
SeSffons led the iran ; and the an^dons^ names 
of the pilgrim and the taradife refounded along 
the line (8i). The epucopai banners were iit^ 
played on the walls ; an hundred marJKr^f fid* 
ver had been promifed to the firft adventurers ; 
and if their reward was intercepted by destb^ 
their names have been immortalired by £une«

open ; and the French fcnagbts, who might 
tremble on the waves, feit themfelves invinel* 
Ue on horfeback on the foUd ground* Shsdl I 
relate that the thonfands who guarded the em<> 
pecor's perfon fled on' the approach aaid before 
the lance of a fingle waniof ? Their igaomi^ 
ntous flight is attefted by thMr countvynuux 
Nicetas ; an amy of j^antoms marched iidtfa 
the French hero, and he was magnified to a

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giant in the eyes of the Greeks (82). Wliile 
the fugitives deferted their pofts and caft away 
their arms, the Latins entered the city under 
the banners of their leaders ; the ftreets and 
gates opened for their p^ffage ; tod either de- 
fign or accident kindled a third conflagration^ 
"Which confuftied in a few hours the meafure of 
three of the largeft cities of France (83). In 
the clofe of evening, the barons checked their 
troops and fortified their ftations j they were 
kwed b)^ the extent and populoufnefs of the ca- 
pital, which might yet require the labour of a 
month, if the churches and palaces were con- 
fcious of their intetnal ftrength. But in the 
morning, i ftippliant ptoceffiori, with crofles 
and images, announced the fubmiffion of the 
Greeks, and deprecated the ^rath of the con- 
querors ; the ilfurper efcaped through the golderi 
gate ; the paUces of Blachernae and Boucoleori 
were occupied by the count of Flanders and thd 
marquis of Mdntferrat-; and the empire which 
ftill bore the name of Conftantine, and the title 
of Roman, was fubverted by th^ arms of the 
Latin pilgrims (84)*

^pk!"^ and no reftraints, except thofe of religion and 
humanity, were impofed on the conquerors by 
the laws of war. Boniface marquis of Mont- 
ferrat ftill aded as their general; and the 
Greeks, who revered his name as that of their 
future fovereign, were heard to exclaim in a 
lamentable tone, " Holy marquis-king, have 
*' mercy upon us!" ICs prudence or com* 
paffion opened the gates of the city to the fu- 
gitives ; and he exhorted the foldicrs of the 
crofs to fpare the lives of their fellow-chriftians. 
The ftreams of blood that flow down the pages 
of Nicetas, may be reduced to thie flaughtcr of 
two thoufand of his unrefifting countrymen (85); 
and the greater part was maffisicred, not by the 
ftrangers, but by the Latins, who had been 
driven from the city, and who cx^rcifed the re- 
venge of a triumphant faftion. Yet of thefe 
exiles, feme were lefs mindful of injuries than 
of benefits ; and Nicetas himfelf was indebted 
for his fafety to the generofity of a Venetian 
itterchant. rope Innocent the third accufes the 
pilgrims of refpefting, in their luft, neither age 
nor fex, nor religious profeffioh : and bitterly 
laments that the deeds of darknefs^ fornication, 
adultery^ and inceft, were perpetrated in open 
day; and that noble matrons and holy nuns 
were polluted by the grooms and peafants of the 
Catholic camp (86). It is indeed probable that

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the Koehce of viftory prompted and covered a 
multitude of fins : but it is certain j that the ca* 
pital of the Eaft contained a ftock of veaal or 
wiHing beauty, fufEcient to fatiatje the defires of 
twenty thoufand pilgrims ; and female prifon£r$ 
were no longer fubjeft to the right or abufe of 
domeftic flavery. The marquis of Mbntferrat 
vms die patron of difciplinis and decency ; the 
coiunt of Flanders was the mirrour of chaftity : 
they had forblddea, under pain of death, thti 
rape jof married womei^ or virgins, or nuns ; 
and the proclamation was fometimes invoked by 
the yanquiihed (87) and refpe^fted by the vic- 
tors. Their cruelty and luft were moderated 
by thue authority of the diiefs, and feelings of 
the foldiers ; fin* we are no longer defcribing aa 
krru|xbon of tJhe northern lavages ; and howe^ 
ver fctocious ihey mi^t ftill appear, time, po* 
Ucy, and celigion, had civilized the manners of 
die FreiK:h, smd ftill more of the Italians. But 
a ibee fcope was allowed to their avarice, which 
1n& glutted, <eviea in die holy week, by die pil* 
lage ©f Cobftantinople* The right of vi&ory^ 
unfhacldieid by any prostiiiie or treaty, had con- 
fifcated thie public and private wealth of the 
Gi^elos ;/ aad every hand, according to its fize 
and fbrcngCh, mi^t lawfuJiy execute the fen- 
tence and feisie the forfeiture. A portable and 
imiverfal fliandard of exchange was found in the 
coiaad ind unccdned mcuh of gold and filver, 
winch each captor at. home or abroad might 
convert into the poffeffions moft fuitable to his 
temper and fituation. Of the treafweSj which 
trade aad luxury had accumulated, the filks, 
P 2 velvets,

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DmGon of VcIvcts, furs, the gems, fpices, and rich move- 
thcfpoii- ables, were the moft precious, as they could 
not be procured for money in the ruder coun- 
tries of Edrope. An order of rapine was in- 
ilitiited ; nor was the (bare of each individual 
abandoned to induftry or chance. Under the 
trem«idous penalties of perjury, excommuni- 
cation and death, the Latins were bound to de- 
liver their plunder into the common, ftock : three 
churches were felefted for the depofit and dif- 
tribution of the fpoil : a fingle (hare was allotted 
to a foot foldier ; two for a ferjeant on horfe- 
back ; four to a knight ; and larger proportions 
according to the rank and merit of the barons 
and princes. For violating this facred engage- 
ment, a knight belonging to the count of St. 
Paul was hanged with his Ihield and coat of 
arms rotind his neck : hi$ example might render 
fimilar oiTendel-s more artful and difcreet ; but 
avarice was more powerful than fear : and it is 
g^iierally believed, that the fecret far exceeded 
the acknowledged plunder. Yet the magnitude 
of the prize furpafffed the largeft fcale or expe- 
rience or expeaation(88); After the whole 
had been equally divided between the French 
and Venetians, fifty thoufand marks were de- 
ducted to fatisfy the debts of the former and 
the demands of the latter. The refidue of the 
French amounted to four hundred thoufand 
marks of filver (89), about eight hundred thou-

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fand pounds fterling ; nor can I better appre- 
ciate the value of that fum in the public and 
private tranfaftions of the age, than by defining 
it as feven times the annual revenue of the 
kingdom of England (90). 

In this great revolution we enjoy the Angular Mifcry of 
felicity of comparing the narratives of Villehar- ^^^ ^r^^«- 
douin and Nicetas, the oppofite feelings of the 
mar(hal pf Champagne and the Byzantine fena- 
tor (91). At the firft view it fhould feem that 
the wealth of Conftantinople was only trans- 
ferred from one nation to another ; and that 
the lofs and forrow of the Greeks is exaftly ba- 
lanced by the joy and advantage of the Latins. 
But in the miferable account of war, the gain 
is never equivalent to the lofs, the pleafure to 
the pain : the fmiles of the Latins were tran- 
fient and fallacious ; the Greeks for ever wept 
over the ruins of their country ; and their real 
calamities were aggravated by facrilege and 
mockery. What benefits accrued to the con- 
querors from the three fires which annihilated 
fo vaft a portion of the buildings and riches of 
the city? What a ftock of fuch things, as 
could neither be ufed nor tranfported, was ma- 
licioufly or wantonly deftroyed? How much 
treafure was idly wafted in gaming, debauchery, 
and riot ? And what precious obj^fts were bar- 
tered

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€0red for a vile price' by the impatience or ig- 
norance of the ibldiers^ whofe reward i^ras 
ftolen by the bafe induftry of the laft of the 
Greeks ? Thefe alone, who had nothing to 
Jofe, might derive fpme profit from the revo- 
lution ; but the mifery of the upper ranks of 
fociety is flrongly painted in the perfonal ad- 
ventures of Nicetas himfelf. His uately palace 
had been reduced to aihes iu the fecond conf- 
lagration ; and the fenator, with his family and 
friends, found an obfcure ftielter in another 
houfe which he ppife0ed near the church of St, 
Sophia. It was the door of this mean habita- 
tion that his friend the Venetian merchant 
guarded in the difguife of a foldier, till Nicetas 
could fave, by a precipitate flight, the relics of 
his fortune and the chaflity of his daughter. 
In a cold wintry feafon, thefe fugitives, nurfed 
in thfe lap of profperity, departed on foot ; his 
wife was with child ; the defertipn of their 
ilaves compelled them to carry their baggage on 
their own fhoulders ; and their women, whom 
they placed in the centre, were exhorted to con- 
ceal their beauty with dirt, inftead of adorning it 
with paint and jewels. Every ftep was expofed 
to infult and danger : the threats of the ilrangers 
were lefs painful than the taunts of the plebei- 
ans, with whom they were now levelled ; nor 
did the exiles breathe in fafety till their mourn- 
ful pilgrimage was concluded at Selymbria, 
above forty miles from the capital. On the 
\ray they overtook the patriarch, without at- 
tendance and almoft without apparel, riding on 
an afs, and reduced to a ftatc of apoftolical 
poverty^ which, had it been voluntary, might 
perhaps have been meritorious. In the n^ean 
while, his defolate churches were profaned by 
« the 
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the licemioufnefs and parly zeal of the Latins. Sacrilege 
After ftripping the gems and pearls, they con- ^JJ^ °^o^- • 
verted the chalices into drinking-cups ; their 
tables, on which they gamed and fearted, were 
coyered with the pictures of Chrift and the 
faints ; and they trampled under foot the mod 
venerable objeits of the Chriftian worftiip. In 
the cathedral of St. Sophia, the ample veil of 
the fanftuary was rent afunder for the fake of 
the golden fringe ; and the altar, a monument 
of art and riches, was broken in pieces and 
ihared among the captors. Their mules and 
horfes were laden with the wrought filver and 
gilt carvings, which they tore down from the 
doors and pulpit ; and if the beafts ftumbled 
under the burthen, they were ftabbed by their 
impatient drivers, and the holy pavement 
ftreamed with their impure blood. A proftitute 
was fcated on the throne of the patriarclp ; and 
that daughter of Belial, as flie is ftyled, fung 
and danced in the church, to ridicule the hymns 
and proceiSons of the Orientals. Nor were 
the repofitories of the royal dead fecure from 
violation : in the church of the apoftles, the 
tombs of the emperors were rifled ; and it is 
faid, that after fix centuries the corpfe of Jufti- 
nian was found without any figns of decay ox 
putrefaftion. In the ftreets, the French and 
Flemings clothed themfelves and their horfes im 
painted robes and flowing head^dreffes of linen ^ 
and the coarfe intemperance of their feafts (92) 
infulted the fplendid fobriety of the Eaft. To 
expofe the arms of a people of fcribes and 
fcholars, they affefted to difplay a pen, an ink- 
born,

Deftniaipn Their reputation apd their language encou- 
tu<^^ ^"' raged them, however, to defpife the ignorance, 
and to overlook theprogrefs, of the Latins (93). 
In the love pf the arts, the national difference 
was flill morfs obvious and real ; the Greeki; 
preferved with reyerence" the works of theiij 
anceftors, which jhey could not imitate ; and, 
in the deftrudipn pf the ftatues of Cpnftanti- 
nople, we aire provqked Jo join in. the com- 
plaints and inveftives of the Byzantine hifto- 
rian (94). We have ieen how the rifing city 
was adorned by the vanity apd defpotifm of 
the Imperial founder :' in the ruins of pagan- 
ifm, fome gods and heroes were faved from the 
axe of fuperftition ; and the forum and hippo- 
drome were dignified wijh the relics of a better 
age. Several of thfefe are defcribed by Nice- 
tast (95), in a florid and affefted ftyle; and, 
from his defcriptions, I fhall feled: fome inte-

might have been tranfported from the Olympic 
ftadium. 2. The fphynx, river-horfe, and cro- 
codile, denote the climate and manufa61ure of 
Egypt, and the fpoils of that ancient province, 
3* The (he-wolf fuckling Romulus and Remus ; 
a fubjeft alike pleafing to the aid and the new 
Romans ; but which could rarely be treated 
before the decline of the Greek fculpture. 4, An 
eagle holding and tearing a ferpent in his ta- 
lons ; a domeftic monument pf the Byzantines, 
which they afcribed, not to a human artift, but 
to the magic power of the philofopher Apollo- 
nius, who, by this talifman, delivered the city 
from fuch venomous reptiles. 5, An afs and 
his driver ; which were ereded by Auguftus in 
Jiis colony of Nicopolis, to commemorate a 
verbal omen of the vidory of Aftium. 6. An 
equeftrian ftatue ; which paffed, in the vulgar 
opinion, for Jofhua, th(2 Jewifh conqueror^ 
ftretching out his hand to ftop the courfe of the 
defcending fun, A more clafiical tradition re- 
cognifed the figures of Bellerophon and Pega- 
fus ; and the free attitude pf the fteed feemed 
to mark that he trod on air, rather than on the 
parth. 7* A fquare and lofty obelifl^ of brafs ; 
the fides were emboffed with a variety of pic- 
turefque and rural fcen^s : birds finging ; ruf- 
tics labouring, or playing on' their pipes ; flieep 
bleating ; lambs fkippirig ; thfe fea, and a fcene 
of fifh and fifliing ; little naked cupids laugh- 
ing, phying, and pqlting eacji other with ap- 
ples; - 
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pies; and, on the fummit, a female figure 
turning with the ilighteft breath, and thence 
denominated the wind's attendant. 8. The 
Phrygian ihepherd prefenting to Venus the prize 
of beauty, the apple of difcord. 9. The in- 
comparable ftatue of Helen ; which is delineated 
by Nicetas in the words of admiration and 
love : her well-turned feet, fnowy arms, rofy 
lips, bewitching fmiles, fwimming eyes, arched 
eye-brows, the harmony of her fhape, the light- 
nefs of her drapery, and her flowing locks that 
wared in the wind : a beauty that might have 
moved her Barbarian deftroyers to pity and re- 
morfe* 10. The manly or divine form of Her* 
cule* (96), as he was reftored to life by the 
mafter-hand of Lyfippus ; of fuch magnitude, 
that his thumb was equal to the waiil, his leg 
to the ftature, of a commoh man (97) ; his 
cbeft ample, his flioulders broad, his limbs 
ftrong and mufcular, his hair curled, his £^pe£t 
commanding. Without his bow, or quiver, or 
club, his lion's fkin carelefsly thrown over him, 
he was feated on an olier balket, his right leg 
and arm ftretched to the utmoft, his left knee 
bent, and fupporting his elbow, his head re- 
clining on his left hand, his countenance indig* 
nant and penfive. 1 1 . A coloflal ftatue of 
Juno, which had once adorned her temple of 
Samos ; the enormous head by four yoke of 
oxen was laborioufly drawn to the palace.

the martial maid. Before we accufe the Latins, 
it is juft to remark, that this Pallas was d&r 
ftroyed after the firft fiege, by the fear and fu- 
perltition of the Greeks themfelves (98). The 
other ftatues of brafs which I have enumerated, 
were broken and melted by the unfeeling ava- 
rice of the crufaders : the coft and lal?our were 
confumed in a moment : the foul of genius 
evaporated in fmoke ; and the rempant of bafe 
metal was coined into money for the payment 
of the troops. Bronze is not the moft durable 
of monuments : from the marble forms of Phi- 
dias and Praxiteles, the Latins might turn afide 
with ftupid contempt (99) } but unlefs they 
were crufhed bv fome accidental injury, thofe 
ufelefs ftones itood fecure on their pedef- 
tals (100). Thf moft enlightened of the ftran- 
gers, above the grofs and fenfual purfuits of 
their countrymen, more pioufly exercifed the 
right of conqueft in the fearch and feizure of 
the relics of the faints (101). Immenfe was 
the fupply of heads and bones, crofles and 
images, that were fcattered by this revolution 
pver the churches of Europe ; and fuch was 
the encreafe of pilgrimage and oblation, that

Ramuiio, or 
Khamnufus, tranfcribes and tranflates, fequitur ad unguem, a MS. of 
Villehardouin, which he poffeffcd; but he enriches his narrative with 
Greek and Latin materials, and we are indebted to him for a corre^ 
ftate of the fleet, the names of the fifty Venetian noliles who com- 
inandcd the gallies of the republic, and the patriot oppofitioH of Pan- 
%a]eon Sarbus to the choice of th( doge for emperor. 



CHAP. 
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C H A P. LXI. 

Partition of the Empire by the French and Vene- 
-^ftans. — Five Latin Emperors of the Houfes of 
Flanders and Courtenay. — Their Wars agaityi 
the Bulgarians and Greeks. — Weaknefs and 
Poverty of the Latin Empire. — Recovery of 
X2onflantimple by the Greeks. — General Confe* 
-quences of the Crufades. 

AFTER the death of the lawful princes, Eiciaion ©r 
the French and Venetians, confident of ^^^*j^P^ 
juftice and viftory, iagreed to divide and regu-A.D. iao4, 
late their future ^ffeffions(i). It was ftipu-^*y^'^- 
lated by treaty, that twelve eleftors, fix of 
either hatibn, ihould be nominated ; that a 
majority fhould chufe the emperor of the Eaft ; 
jand that, if the votes were equal, the decifion 
of chance fhould afcertain the luccefsful caridi- 
<late. To him, with all the titles and preroga- 
tives of the Byzantine throne, they afligned 
the ^ two palaces of Boucoleon and Blachernas, 
with a fourth part of the Greek monarchy. It 
^as defined that th^ three remaining portions 
Should be equally fhafed between the republic 
of Venice and the barons of France ; that each 
feudatory, with an honourable exception for 
the doge, fhould acknowledge and perform the 
duties of homage and military fervice to the 
fupreme head of the empire : that the nation

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\¥hich gave an emperor, fhould refign to their 
brethren the choice of a patriarch ; and that 
the pilgrims^ whatever niight be their impa- 
tience to vifit the Holy Land, fliould devote 
another year to the conqueft and defence of the 
Greek provinces. After the conqueft of Con- 
ftantinople by the Latins, the treaty was con- 
firmed and executed ; and the firic and moft 
important ftep was the creation of an emperor. 
The fix eleftors of the French nation were ail 
ecclefiaftics, the abbot of Loces, the archbifhop 
ele£l of Acre in Paleftine, and the bifliops df 
Troyes, Soiffons, Halberftadt, and Bethlehem, 
the laft of whom exercifed ia the camp the 
office of pope's legate: their profeflipn juid 
knowledge were refpeftabie ; and as they could 
not be the objefts, they were befl: qualified to 
be the authors, of the choice. The fix Vene- 
tians were the principal fervants of the ftate* 
and in this lift the noble families of Queriiji 
and Contarini are ftill proud to difcdyer their 
anceftors. The twelve affembled in the chapel 
of the palace ; and after the folemn invocation 
of the Holy Ghoft, they proceeded to deliberate 
and vote. A juft impulfe of refpedt and gra- 
titude prompted them to ^ crown the virtues of 
the doge ; his wifdom had infpired their center- 
prife ; and the moft youthful knights might 
envy and applaud the exploits of blindnefs and 
age- But the patriot Dandolo was devoid of 
all perfonal ambition, and fully fatisfied that be 
had been judged worthy to reign. His nomi- 
nation was over-ruled by the Venetians them- 
felves : his countrymen, and perhaps his 
friends (2), reprefented, with the eloquence of 

truth,

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truth, the mifchiefs that might arife to national 
fheedom and the common caufe, from the union 
of two incompatible charaders, of the firft 
magiftrate of a republic, and the emperor of 
the Eaft. The exclufion of the doge left room 
for the more equal merits of Boniface and 
Baldwin ; and at their names all meaner candi- 
dates refpedfully withdrew. The marquis of 
Montferrat was recommended by his mature 
age and fait reputation, by the choice of the 
adventurers and the wiflies of the Greeks ; nor 
can I believe that Venice, the miftrefs of the • 
fea, could be ferioufly apprehenlive of a petty 
lord at the foot of the Alps (3). But the cdunt 
of Flanders was the chief of a wealthy and 
^varlike people; he was valiant, pious, and 
chafte ; in the prime of life, fmce he was only 
thirty-two years of age ; a defcendant of Char- 
lemagne, a coufin of the king of France, and 
a compeer of the prelates and barons who had 
yielded with reludance to the command of a 
foreigner. Without the chapel, thefe barons, 
with the doge and marquis at their head, ex- 
pe£l:ed the decifion of the twelve ekSors. It 
was announced by.th« bifhop of Soiflbns, in 
the ©ame of his colleagues : " Ye have fwora 
*' to obey the^ prince whom we (hould chufe ; 
*' by our unanimous fufFnage, Baldwin count 
*^ of Flanders and Hainault is now your fove- 
** reign, and the emperor of the Eaft.** He 
was ialuted with loud applauf^, and the procla^ 

mation 

Vciictorum 6dcli« et nobilis fenet, ufus oratione fatis probabiii, &c. 
which has been embroidered by modern writers from Blondus Co

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ination was re-echoed through the city by thd 
joy of the Latins and the trembling adulation 
of the Greeks, Boniface was the firft to kils 
the hand of his riyaU and to raife him on the 
buckler ; and Baldwin was tranfported to the 
cathedral, and folemnly invefted with the ptirple 
buikins. At the end of three weeks he was 
crowned by the legate, ill. the vacancy of a 
patriarch j but the Venetian clergy foon filled 
the chapter of St, Sophia, feated Thomas Mo- 
toiini on the ecclefiaijLical throne, and employed 
every art to perpetuate in their own nation the 
honours and benefices of the Greek church (4). 
Without delay, the fucceffor of Conftantiiie 
inftrufted Paleftine, France, and Rome, of this 
memorable revolution. To Paleftine he fent, 
as a trophy, the gates of Conftantinople, and 
the chain of the harbour (5) ; and adopted, from 
the Aflife of Jerufalem, the laws or cuftoms 
beft adapted to a French cdlony and conqueft 
in the Eaftl In his epiftles, the natives of 
France are encouraged to fwell that colony, 
and to fecure that conqueft, to people a mag- 
nificent city and a fertile land, which will re- 
ward the labours both of the prieft and the foU 
dier. He congratulates the Roman pontiff on 
the reftoration of his authority in the Eaft: ; 
invites him to extinguifh the Greek fchifm by 
his prefence in a general council ; and implores 
his blefling and forgivenefs for the difobedient 
pilgrims • Prudence and dignity are blended iti

In the fubverfion 
of the Byzantine empire, he arraigns the vices 
of masij and adores the providence of God : 
the conquerors will be abfolved or condemned 
by their future conduft ; the validity of iheir 
treaty depends on the judgment of St. Peter ; 
but he inculcates their moft facred duty of efta- 
blifhing a jufl fubordination of obedience and 
tribute, from the Greeks to the Latins, from 
the magiftrate to the clergy, and from the 
clergy to the pope. 

In the divifion of the Greek provinces (7), Divifion of

than that of the Latm emperor. No more 
than one fourth was appropriated to his do- 
main ; a clear moiety of the remainder was 
referved for Venice j and the other moiety was 
diftributed among the adventurers of France 
and Lombardy. The venerable Dandolo was 
proclaimed defpot of Romania, and invefted 
after the Greek fafhion with the purple buikins. 
He ended at Conftantinople his long and glorious 
life ; and if the prerogative was perfonal, the 
title was ufed by his fucceiTors till the middle of 
the fourteenth century, with the Angular though 
true addition of lords of one fourth and a half 
of the Roman empire (8). The doge, ^ flave 
of ftate, was feldom permitted to depart from

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the helm ol the republic ; But his pl^e was 
fupplied by the bail or tegent, who exercifed a 
fupretne jui^i^on aver the cdiohy of Vene- 
tians : they poflRsffed three of the eight quarters 
of the city ; and his independent tribunal was 
compofed of fix judges, foiir caunfellors^ two 
chamberlains, two fifcal advocates,, and a con- 
ftable. Their long experience of the Eaftem 
trade enabled them to feleft their portion with 
difcerament r they had-raflity accepted the do«> 
minion and defence of Adrianople;. but it was 
(he more feafonable aim o^ their policy to form 
a chain of fadories, and cities, and iflands, 
along thd maritime eoift, /rom the neighbour^ 
hood of Ragufa to the Hellifpont and me Bof- 
phorus. The labour and coft of fuch exienfiye 
conquefts exhaufted their treafury : they^ aban- 
doned- their maxims of govermnettt, adopted* a 
feudal fyftem, and contented themfclvesf with 
the homage of their nobles (9), for the • poffeC- 
fions which thefe private vafials undertook to 
reduce ^nd maintain. And thus it was, tftat 
the family of Sanut iacquited the dutchy of 
Naxos, which involved the greate^ part of the 
Archipelago. For the price^ of ten thoufand 
marks, the republic pUi-chaftd of the marquis 
of MoHtffeirat the fertile' iBietnd of Crete or 
Candia with the ruins of an hundred cities ( i a) ; 
but its improvement was dinted by the'proud 
and narrow fpirit of an ariftocracy (11); and the

In 
the moiety of the adventurers, the marquis 
Bonifaee might claim the moft liberal reward } 
and, befides the ifle of Crete, his exclufion 
from the throne was compenfated by the royal 
title and the provin*6s beyond the Hellefpont. 
But he prudently Exchanged that diftant and 
difficult conqueft for the kingdom of Thef&lo- 
nica or Macedonia, twelve days journey from ' 
the capital, where he mighr bC; fupported by 
(he neighbouring powers 6{ his brother-ih-faw 
the king of Hungary. His progrefs was hailed 
by iht voluntary ot reluQrant acclamations of 
the natives ; and Greec6, the proper and an- 
cient Greece, again received a Latin conque- 
foi^ (i?), who trod with indifference that claffi<j 
ground. He viewed #fth a catefefs eye the 
beauties of the valley of Tcmpe ; traverfed 
with a cautious ftep the ffreights of Thermo- 
pylae^ occupied the unknown cities of Thebes, 
Athens, and Argos j and affaulted the fortifi- 
cations of Corinth and NapoU( 13),^ which re- 
fifted his arms. The lots of the Latin. pilgrim^ 
were regulated by chance, or choice*, of lubfe- 
quent exchange ; a^d they abufed, >trith ihtem-

J)erate joy, theit triumph over the lives and 
brtunes of a great people. After a minute 
furvey of the provinces, they weighed in the 
fcales of avarice the revenue of each diftrid, 
the advantage of the fituation, and the ample or 
fcanty fupphes for the maintenance of foldiers and 
horfes. Their prefumption claimed and divided 
the long-loft dependencies of the Roman fcep- 
tre : the Nile and Euphrates rolled through 
their imaginary realms; and happy was the 
warrior who drew for his prize the palace of 
the Turkifh fultan of Iconium (14). I (hall not 
defcend to the pedigree of families and the rent- 
roll of eftates, but I wifh to fpecify that the 
counts of Blois and St. Pol were inverted with 
the dutchy of Nice and the lordfhip of Demo- 
tica (15) : the principal fiefs were held by the 
fervice of conftablc, chamberlain, cup-bearer, 
butler, and chief cook ; and our hiftorian, 
Jeffrey of Yillehardouin, obtained a fair efta- 
bli(hm<;nt on the banks of the Hebrus, and 
united the double office of marfhal of Cham- 
agne and Romania. At the head of his 
nights and archers, each baron mounted on 
horfeback to fecure the pofleffion of his fhare, 
and their firft efforts were generally fuccefsful. 
But the public force was weakened by their dif- 
perfion ; and a thoufand quarrels muft arife 
under a law^ and among men, whofe fole um- 
pire was the fword. Within three months

Two fugitive^ who had reigned at Conftan- Revolt of 
tinople, dill affert^d the title of emperor; and ^^.*^''^^'^ 
the fubjefts of their fallen throne might be &c. 
moved to pity by the misfortunes of the elder 
Alexius, or excited to revenge by the fpirit of. 
Mourzoufle. A domeftic alliance, a common 
intereft, a fimilar guilt, and the merit of ex- 
tinguilhing his enemies, a brother and a ne< 
phew, induced the more recent ufurper to unite 
with the former the relics of his power. Mour- 
zoufle was received widi fmiles and honours in 
the camp of his father Alexius ; but the wicked 
can never love, and fhould rarely truft, their 
fellow-criminals*': he was feized in the bath, 
deprived of his eyes, flripped of his troops and 
tr^ures, a&d turned out to wander an objed 
of horror and contempt to thofe who with more 
propriety could hate, and with more juftice 
could punifli, the aflaffin of the emperor Ifaac, 
and his fon. As the tyrant, purfued by fear or 
remorfe, was ftealing over to Afia, he was 
leized by the Latins of Conftantinople, and 
condemned, after an open trial, to an ignomini- 
ous death. His judges debated the mode of his 
execution, the axe, the wheel, or the ftake;

tragical : he was fent by the marquis 2^ captive 
to Italy, and a gift to the king c^ the Romans ; 
but he bad not much to applaud his fortune, 
if the fentence of imprifonment and exile were 
changed from a fortrefs in the Alps to a mo^ 
naftery in Afia* But his daughter, before the 
national calamity, bad been given in marriage 
' to a young hero who continued the fucceffion, 
and reftored the throne, of the Greek princes

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out changing his title, he reigned in peact 
from Sinope to the Phafis, along the coaft of 
the Black Sea, His namelefs fon and fucceflbr 
is defcribed as the vaflal of the fultan, whom 
he ferved with two hundred lances ; that Com-- 
nenian prince was no more than duke c^ Tre** 
bizond, and the title of emperor was firft 
afiumed by the pride and envy of the grandfon 
^defpotiQf Alexius. In the Weft, a third fragment 
'^*"™* was faved from the common ihipwreck by 
Michael, a baftard of the Houfe of Angeli, 
who, before the revolution, had been known 
as an hoftage, a foldier, and a rebel. His 
flight from the camp of the marquis Boniface 
fecured his freedom ; by his marriage with the 
governor's daughter, he commanded the im** 
portant place of Durazzo, aflumed the title of 
defpot, and founded a ftrong and confpicuous 
principality in Epirus, JStolia, and Theflaly, 
which have ever been peopled by a warlike 
race. The Greeks, who had offered their fer« 
vice to their new fovereigns, were excluded 
by the haughty Latins (22) from all civil and 
military honours, as a nation born to tremble 
and obey. Their refentment prompted them to 
fliew that they might have been ufeful friends, 
fince they could be dangerous enemies : their 
nerves were braced by adverfity : whatever was 
learned or holy, whatever was noble or valiant, 
rolled away into the independent ftates of Tre* 
bizond, Epirus, and Nicq; axid a fingk pa*

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trician is marlced by the ambiguous praife of 
attachment and loyalty to the Franks. The 
vulgar herd of the cities and the country, would 
have gladly fubmitted to a mild and regular 
fervitude; and the tranfient diforders of war 
would have been obliterated by fome years of 
induftry and peace. But peace was banifhed, 
and induftry was crulhed, in the diforders of 
the feudal fyftem. The Roman emperors of 
Conftantinople, if they were endowed with abi- 
lities, were armed with power for the pro- 
f edion of their fubje£ts : their laws were wife, 
and their adminiftration was fimple. The Latin 
throne was filled by a titular prince, the chief, 
and often the fervant, of his licentious con- 
federates ; the fiefs of ^the empire, from, a king- 
dom to a caille, were held and ruled by the 
fword of the barons: and their difcord, po- 
verty, and ignorance, extended the ramifica- 
tions of tyranny to the mod fequeftered villages. 
The Greeks were opprefled by the double weight 
pf the prieft, who was levelled with temporal 
power, and of the foldier, who was inflamed by 
ianatic hatred ; and the infuperable bar of reli- 
gion and language for ever feparated the ftranger 
and the native. As long as the crufaders were 
united at Conftantinople, the memory of their 
conquefl, and the terror of their arms, impofed 
filence on the captive land: their difperfion 
betrayed the fmallnefs of their numbers and the 
defe&s of. their difcipline; and fome failures 
and mifchances revealed the fecret, that they 
were not invincible. As the fear of the Greeks 
abated, their hatred encreafed. They mur- 
mured ; they confpired ; and before a year of 
ilavery had elapfed, they implored, or accepted, 
the fuccour of a Barbarian, whole power they

The Boiga- xi|^ I^AtiB ccmqueTors had been fidated widi 
xD^TIoi.a folemn and early embaffy firmn John, or 
Joannke, or Calo-John, the rcYolted chief of 
the Bulgarians and Walachians. He deemed 
himfelf their brother, as the votvy df the Rev 
man pontiff, from whom he hadreceiYed the 
regal title and an holy banner ; and in the fub* 
yerfion of the Greek monarchy, he mi^it a^ire 
to the name of their friend and accomplicer 
But Calo-Jolm was aftonifhed to find, that th^ 
count of Flanders had aflumed the pomp and 
pride of the fucceflbrs of Conftamine ; and his 
ambafladors were diimifled with an haughty 
mefTage, that the rebd muft deferve a pardon, 
by touching with his forehead die footfkool of 
the Imperial throne. His refentment (24} 
would have exhaled in ads of violence and 
blood ; his cooler policy watched the rifing dis- 
content of the Greeks ; affeded a tender con- 
cern for their fufferin^; and promifed, that 
their firft ftruggles for freedom fliould be fup- 
ported by his perfon and kingdom. The con- 
(piracy was propagated by national hatred, the 
firmeft band of aiTociation and fecrecy : the 
Greeks were impatient to (heath their daggers 
in the breafts of the vidorious (trangers ; but 
the execution was prudently delayed, till Henry, 
the emperor's brother, had tranfported the 
Bower of his troops beyond the Helldpoiit.

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Mod of the tawm and vilbges of Thrace were 
true to the moment and the fignal : and the 
Latins^ without arms or fufpickm, were flaugh^ 
tered by the vile and mercilefs revenge of their 
ilaves. From Demotica, the firft fcene of the 
inaflacre» the furviving vaflals oi the count of 
St. Pol efcaped to Adrianople ; but At French 
BBd Venetians, who occupied that city, were 
ilain or expelled by the furious multitude ; the 

garrifons that could effed their retreat, fell 
ack on each other towards the metropolis; 
and the fortre&s, that feparately flood againft 
the rebels, were ignorant of each other's and 
of their fovereign's fate. The voice of fame 
»ftd fear announced the revolt of the Greeks 
and the rapid approach of their Bulgarian ally ; 
and Calo-John, not depending on the forces of 
bis own kingdom, had drawn from the Scythian 
ivildernefs a body of fourteen tboufand Comans, 
who drank, as it was faid, the blood of their 
eaptives, and facrificed the Chriftians on the 
altars of their gods (25). . 
. Alarmed by this fudden and growing danger, 
the emperor diipatched a fwift mefienger to 
recall count Henry and his troo^ ; and had 
Baldwin expeded the return of his gallant 
brother, with a fupply of twenty thouiand Ar- 
meniana, he might have encountered the in* 
vader with equal numbers and a decifive fupe- 
iriority of arms and difcipline. But the fpirit 
of chivalry cpuld feldom difcriminate caution 
from cowardice; and the emperor took the March 
^Id with aA hundred and forty knights, tufid

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their train of archers and ferjeants. The mar« 
flialy who difluaded and obeyed, led the van* 
guard in their march to Adrianople ; the main 
body was commanded by the count of Blois ; 
the aged doge of Venice followed with the rear ; 
and their fcanty numbers were encreafed from 
all fides by the fugitive Latins. They under- 
took to befiege the rebels of Adrianople ; and 
fuchwas the pious tendency of the crufades, 
that they employed the holy week in pillaging 
the country for their fubfiftence, and in fram- 
ing engines for the deftrudion of their fellow* 
chriflians. But the Latins were foon inter- 
rupted and alarmed by the light cavalry of the 
Comans, who boldly (kirmilhed to the edge of 
their imperfedk lines : and a proclamation was 
iifued by the marihal of Romania, that, on the 
trumpet's found, the cavalry ihould mount and 
form; but that none, under pain of death, 
ihould abandon themfelves to a defultory and 
dangerous purfuit. , This wife iniundion was 
firft difobeyed by the count of Blois, who in* 
volved the emperor in his raflmefs and ruin. 
The Comans, of the Parthian or Tartar fchool, 
fled before their firft charge ; but after a career 
of two leagues, when the knights and their 
horfes were almoft breathlefs, they fuddenly 
turned, rallied^ and encompaffcd the heavy 
Eefcat and fquadrous of the Franks. The count was flain 
Ba^d^'^**^ on the field ; the emperor was made prifoner ; 
A. 071405, and if the one difdained to Sfi, if the other 
April ij. refufed to yield, their perfonal bravery made a 
poor atonement for their ignorance, or negled, 
of the duties of a general (26).

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Proud of his viftory and his royal prize, the 
Bulgarian advanced to relieve Adrianople and 
atchieve the deftruftion of the Latins. They 
muft inevitably have been deftroyed, if the 
marfhal of Romania had not difplayed a cool 
courage and confummate (kill ; uncommon in 
all ages, but mod uncommon in thofe times, 
when war was a paffion, rather than a fcience. 
His grief and fears were poured into the firm Retf^at of 
and faithfiil bofom of the doge; but in the"^'^^*^ 
canGip he diffufed an aiTurance of fafety, which 
could only be realized by the general belief. 
All day he maintained his perilous ftation be- 
tween the city and the Barbarians: Villehar- 
douin decamped in filence, at the dead of 
night ; and his mafterly retreat of three days 
would have deferved the praife of Xenophon 
and the ten thoufand. In the rear, the marfhal 
fupported the weight of the purfuit ; in the 
front, he moderated the impatience of the fu- 
gitives J and wherever the Comans approached, 
they were repelled by a line of impenetrable 
fpears. On the third day, the weary troops 
beheld the fea,*the folitary town of Rodofto 
(27), and their friends, who had landed from 
the Afiatic fhore. They embraced, they wept ; 
but they united their arms and counfek ; and, 
in his brother's abfence, count Henry affumed 
the regency of the empire, at once in a ftate 
of childhood and caducity (28). If the Comans 
withdrew from the fummer heats, fev^n thou- 
fand

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fand Latins, in the hour of danger, deferted 
Conftantinople, their brethren, and their vow^ 
Some partiad fuccefs was overbalanced by the 
loffi of one hundred and twenty knights in the 
ikid of Rufium j and of the Imperial domaiii, 
no more was left, than the capital, with two or 
three adjacent fortreffes on the fliores of Europe 
and Afia. The king of Bfiilgaria was refiftlefi 
and inexorable; and Calo*John re^£tfully 
eluded the demands of the pope, who conjured 
his new profelyte to reftore peace and the em- 
Dcathof the p^toT to the aifliaed Latins. The deliverance 
emperor, of Baldwin was no longer, he faid, in the 
power of man : that prince had died in prifon j 
and the manner of his death is varioufly related 
by ignorance and credulity. The lovers of a 
tragic legend will be pleafed to hear, that the 
toyal captive was tenipted by the amorous 
queen of the Bulgarkns; that his chafte re^ 
fufal expofed him to the falfehood of a wo- 
man and the jealoufy of a favage ; that his 
hands and feet were fevered from hi^ body; 
that his bleeding trunk was caft aitiong the 
carcafes of dogs and horfes ; and that he breath- 
ed thi*ee days, before he was devoured by the 
birds of prey (29). Aboiit twenty yeats after- 
wards, in a wood of the Nether liands, an hermit 
announced himfelf as die true Baldwin, the 
emperor of Conftantinople, and kwfiit fove:- 
reign of Flanders. He related the wonders of 
his efcapcy his adventures, and bis penance,

But the &vage Bulgarian was a (Iranger to the 
laws of war ; his prifons were involved in dark- 
nefs and filence ; arid above a year elapfed be- 
fore the Latins could be aflfured of the death of 
Baldyan,. before his brother, the regent Henry, 
would coirfent to affume the title of emperor. 
KKs moderatioa was applauded by the Greeks as 
toi ad of raise and inimitable virtue. Their 
iigfat and perfidious ambition was eager to feize 
or anticipate the moment of a vacancy, while a 
law of fucceflion^ the guardian both of the 
prince and people, waa gr^^dually defined and 
condRrmed in the hereditary monarchies of Eu- 
iK>pe» In tfce fupport of the Eaftern empire, 
Henry was ^[radually toft> without a» affociate, 
as the heroes of the crufade retired from the 
world or from the war. The doge of Venice, 
the venerable Dandolo, in the fulnefs of years

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and glory^ funk into the grave. The marqoU 
of Montierrat was flowly recalled from the Pe- 
loponnefian war to the revenge of Baldwin and 
the defence of Theflalonica. Some nice dif- 
putes of feudal homage and fervice, were re- 
conciled in a perfonal interview between the 
emperor and the kine : they were firmly united 
by mutual efteem and the common danger ; and 
their alliance was fealed by the nuptial of Hen* 
ry with the daughter of the Italian prince. He 
foon deploxtd the lofs of his friend and father. 
At the perfuafion of fome faithful Greeks^ 
Boniface made a bold and fuccefsfiil inroad 
among the hills of Rhodope : the Bulgarians 
fledjon his approach ; they affembled to harrafs 
his retreat. On the intelligence that his rear 
was attacked, without waiting for any defeniive 
armour, he leaped on horfeback, couched his 
lance, and drove the enemies before him ; but 
in the raih purfuit he was pierced with a mortal 
wound ; and the head of the king of Thefialo- 
nica was prefented to Calo*John, who enjoyed 
the honours, without the merit, of vidory^ It 
is here, at this melancholv event, that the pen 
or the voice of Jeffrey of Villehardouin feems 
to drop or to expire (31); and if he ftill ex- 
ercifed his military office of marihal of Roma- 
nia, his fubfequent exploits are buried in obli- 
vion (32). The charader of Henry was not 
unequal to his arduous fituation i in the fiege of

The 
fi^e of Theflalonica was me lail of tb^ evils 
which Calo-John inflided or fuflfered : he was 
{tabbed in the night in his tent j and the gene- 
ral, perhaps die aflailin, who found him wd* 
tering in his blood) aicribed the bl6w with ge- 
neral applaule to the lance of St, Demetrius (33). 
After feveral vidories, the prudence of Henry 
concluded an honourable peace with the fuccefibr 
of the tyrant, and with the Greek princes of 
Nice and Epirus* If he ceded fome doubtful 
limuts, an ample kingdom was referved for him* 
ielf and his feudatories ; and his reign, which 
lafUd only ten years, afforded a ifaort ^iterval 
of prpfperity and pem:e« Far above the narrow 
policy of Baldwin and Boniface, he freely en- 
traded to the Greeks the moil important offices 
of the flate and army : and this liberality of 
fentiment and pra£lice, was the more feafonable> 
as the prwces of Nice and f^pirus had already 
learned to feduce and employ the mercenary 
valour of the Latins. It waif the aim of Henry 
to unite and reward his deferving fubje^ of 
every nation and language ; but he appeared 
lefs fplicitous to accom{di{h the impra^cable 
union of the two churches. iPelagius, the pope's 
legate, who a£led as the ibvereign of Coziflan- 
tinople, had interdicted the worlhip of the 
Greeks, and flemly impofed the payment of 
tithes, the double proceffion of the Holy Gboft,

her huiband. Peter of Courtenaj^ count of 
Auierre, was invi^d by t^e Latins to afliime 
die empire of .the Eail; The royal birth of his 
hihttj the nob)e origin bf his mother, recom- 
mended to the barons of France the firft eoufin 
of ^tfaeir king. His reputation was fur, his 
pofleilioqs were ainpje^iand, in the bloiody cm- 
fade agiunft.die AJQ>igeois, the foldiers. and the 
priefts had bee^ abi^danUy fatis^ed of his zetl 
and tajoiirw. Va^ty mi^ht app)aud the eleva- 
tioif^f a Ffehch tipperor of Conftantinople ; 
but pr^d^eft muft pit^, rather than envy, his 
trteacherous and imaginary greatnefs. To afiert 
and adom his title, he was reduced to fell or 
mon^ethebeft of his patrimony; By thefe 
f xp^ieiits, the liberality of ^ royal unfman 
Philip Auguftus, and th^ national fpirit of chi- 
valry, he.was enabli^d to pafs the Alps at the 
head of one hu|i4r^ and forty knights, and 
five thoufand five hut^^red ff^rjeants.and archers. 
After fomie.hefitation, popj? Honorius the third 
was perfuaded to crpwn the fucceffor of Con- 
ftantin^ ; but he performed the ceremony in a 
church without the walls, left he fiiould feem 
to imply or to beftow any right of fovereignty 
over the ancient capital of the empire. The 
Venetians had engaged to tranfport Peter and 

his 
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hts forces beyond the Adriatic, and the ^n^t 
prefs, with her four pbildren, to theByzantine 
palace ; but they requii-ed, as the price uf thei^ 
iervice, that he fliouid recover Durazzo froni 
the Defpot of Epirus. Michael Aiigeltis, or 
Comnenus, the firft of his dynafty,. had be- 
queathed the fucce/fion of his power and am<« 
bition to Theodore, his legitimate broither, who 
already threatened and Invaded the eftabli(h« 
ments of the Latins. After difcharging his 
debt by a fruitlefs aifault, die emperor raifed 
the fiege to profecute, a long and perilous jour- 
ney oyer land from Dufazzo to Tlieffalonica* 
He was foon lof^ in ti^ie mountains of Epirus : 
the pafTes were fortified ; his prqvifions exhauft- 
ed: he was delayed and deceived'by a treache- 
rous negociatiori ; an4* after Peter of Courte- Hia captivi. 
nay and the Roman legate had been aitefted in a^^thf 
a banquet, the French troops, witnout leaders a/d. 
or hopes, were eager to exchange their arms***^'"*'* 
for the delufive promife of mercy and bread'. 
The Vatican thundered; and the impious Theo- 
dore was threatened with the vengeance of earth 
and heaven; but the captive emperor- and his 
fofdiers . were forgotten, and the reproaches of 
the pope are confined to the inipriionrilent pf 
his legate. No foonet ^as he fatisfied by the 
deliverance pf the pijeft'and a promife of fpiri- 
tual .obedience, than h^ pardoned and protected 
the ' defpot ' of Epirus." His peremptory com- 
mands frffperided the ' ardoiir ' of the Venetians 
and the king of Hungary ; and ifwas only by 
a natural dr untimely death (36) that Peter of

The relics of the 
Aiiatic i»:oyince were fwept away by John Va;- 
taces, the fos-in-law andfucceflor of Theodore 
La&aria, and who, in a triumphant reign of 
t}urty*three years, difplaved the virtues both bf 
peace and war. Under ni&difcipline the iwords 
of the French mercenaries were the moft effec-^ 
tual iflibrument of his conquefts, and their de« 
fertion from the fervice of their country was at 
^nejt a fymptom and a caufe of the rUtng af- 
cendant of the Greeks. By the con0:ru£Uoa 
of a fleets he obtained the command of the 
HeUe4>ont, reduced the iflands of Leibo^ and 
Rhodes, attaeked the Venetians of Candia, and 
imesceptiid the ndre and parfim<Hiiou$ fuccours 
oi the Weft. Once, and once only, the Latin 
emperor fent an army againft Vataces ; and isi: 
the defeat of that army, the veteran knkht&y 
tbc^ laft oS the original conquerors^ were left o» 
die £ydLd of battle. But the fucceis of a foreign 
enemy wa» kfs painful to the puftUanimdus Ro« 
ben tj^ the infolence of his Latin fubjefts, 
who confounded the w^siknefsr of the etaperor 
aad of tlie empire. His perfonal misfortunea 
wiUi prove t]^anar<;hy of Uie government and 
the* ferocioufnefs of the times. The amorous 
youth had negleded his Greek bride, the daugh- 
ter of Vataces, to introduce into the palace a 
beaulifid Qiaid, of a private, though noble, 
family of Artois ; and her mother had been 
tempted by the luftre of the purple to forfeit 
her eng^ments with a gendeman of Burgun- 
dy. Bis k>ve was converted into rage ^ he

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affembled his friends, forced fba pa^e gates^ 
threw the mother into th^ fea, and inhumanly 
cut off thie nofe and lip^ of the wife or eoncuV 
bine of the emperor.

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4eiic the feccmd C41), he iras provoked by Ae 
emperor's ingradtude to accept the command 
of the army of jthe church ; and though ad- 
vanced in life and defpoiled of royi^ty^ the 
Iword and ipirit of John of Br^enne w^re ftiil 
ready for the Teryice of Chnftendom. In the 
£ey€pL years of ISs brother's reira, Baldwin of 
Gourtehay had not emergfsd frcnn a ftate of 
childhood, and the barons pf Romania felt the 
ftrong neceffity of placing the feeptre in the 
hands of a man and ai^ hero. The veteran 
king jdf Jerufalem might have difdained the 
name md office pf i^^ent ; they agreed to in- 
veft hini for his liife with the title and prerogar 
tiv^ of emperor, on the fole condition, that 
Baldwin ihould marry his fecond daughter, and 
fiicceed at a mature agp to the throne of Con- 
ftantinople. ' The exudation, both of the 
Gteeki'and La^ms,' Ws kindled by the re- 
nown, the choice, and the prefence of John of 
Brienne ; and they admired his martial afpeS^ 
his green and vigorous age of more than four- 
fcore years, and his fize and ftature, which 
iurpaited the common meafure of mankind (42) . 
But avarice, and the love of eafe, appear to 
have chilled the ardour of enterprife : hi^ troops 
were diAanded, and two years rolled away 
without a£tion or honour, till he was awakened 
by the dangerous alliance of Vataces emperor 
tfi Nice, and pf A^an kin^ of Ilulgaria. They

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tained with cold civility, and thankfully 
dq>arted with a prefent cf feyen hui^dred 
marks (46). From the avarice of Rome^ he 
could only obtain the proclamation of a cru- 
fade and a treafure of indulgences ; a cqin, 
whofe currency was depreciated by too frequent 
and mdifcriminate abufe. His birth and mif- 
fortunes recommended him to the generofity of 
bis coufin Louis the ninth ; but the martial 
zeal of the faint was diverted from ^onilanti- 
nople to Egypt and Paleftine ; and the public 
and private poverty of Baldwin was alleviated^ 
' for a moment, by the alienation of the mar- 
quifate of Namur, and the lordfhip of Courte- 
nay, the laft remains of his inheritance (47). 
By fuch fhamefirt or ruinous expedients^ he 
once more retume*d to Romania, with an army 
of thirty thoufand foldiers, whofe numbers 
were doubled in the apprehenfion of the Greeks. 
His firft difpatches to France and England an- 
nounced his vidories and his hopes : he had 
reduced the country round the capital to the 
diftance of three days journey ; and if he fuc- 
ceeded aeainft an important, though namelefs, 
city (molt probably Chiorli), the frontier would 
be fafe and the paflage acceflible. But thefe 
expe^tions (if Baldwin was fincere) quickly 
vaniihed like a dream ; the troops and treafures 
of France melted away in his linikilful hands ;

In the pa- 
lace or prifon of Conftantinople, the fucceilbr 
df Auguftus demolifhed the vacant houfes for 
winter-fuel, and flripped the lead from the 
churches for the daily expence of his family; 
Sonj^ ufUrious loans were dealt with a fcanty 
h^d by th^ merchants 6f Italy ; and Philips 
his fdtt aiid heir, was pawned at Venice as the 
fcciirity for a debt (49). Thirft^ hunger, and 
nakedneis, lure pofitive evils ; but wealth is re- 
lative ; and a prince, who would be rich in a 
private ftation, may be expofed by the encreafe 
of his wants to all the anxiety and bitterneft of 
pov^ty. 

Sat in this abjed diftrefs, the emperor and The boiy 
empire werfe ftill poflefled of an ideal treafure,'^*^"^ 
which drew its fantaftic value from the fuper^ 
ftition of the Chriftian world. The merit of 
the true crofs was fomewhat impaired by its 
frequent divifion ; and a long captivity among' 
the infidels might fiied fome fufpicion on the 
frs^ments that were produced in the Eaft and 
Weft. But another relic of the paffion was 
preferved in the Imperial chapel of Conftanti- 
nople ; and the crown of thorns which had

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been phced on the head of Chrift iras e^idly 
precious and authentic. It hud formetly been 
the pra£kice of the Egyptian debtors to depofit, 
as a fecurity, the mummies of their psir^its ; 
and both their honour and religion ifi^cre bound 
for the redemption of the pledge* In the fame 
manner^ and in the abfence of the emperor^ 
the barons of Romania borrowed the fum of 
thirteen thoufand one hundred and thirty-feur 
pieces of gold (50)5 on the crecUt of the holy 
crown : they failed in the performance of &eir 
contrad ; and a rich Venetian, Nicholas Que^ 
rini, undertook to latisfy their impatient cre^ 
ditorS) on condition that the relic fhonld bd 
lodged at Venice, to become his abfdlute pro^ 
perty, if it were not redeemed withiir a uiort 
and definite term. The barons apprifed their 
fovereign of the hard treaty and impending 
lofs ; and as the empire could not affcH'd a 
ranfom of feven thcm&nd pounds fteriing, 
Baldwin was anxious to fhatch the prize froin 
the Venetians, and to veil it with more honour 
and emolument in the hands of the moft Qirif- 
tian king (51). Yet the negociatlon was ikU 
tended with fome delicacy. In the purchafe 
of relics, the faint would have ftatted at the 
guilt of fimony ; but if the mode of e^efBon 
were changed, he might lawfully repay the 
debt, accept the gift, and acknowledge the ob^ 
ligation. His ambaffadors, two Dominicans^ 
were difpatched to Venice, to redeem and re-

win to his lofs. The fuccefs of this tranfadion 
tempted the Latin emperor to offer with the 
£ime generofity the remaining futniture of hit 
chapel (5a) } a large and authentic portion of 
the true crofs ; tt^ b^y-linen of the Son of 
God ; the lance, the fi>unge^ and the chain^ of 
bis Pailiqn $ the rod or Mofes, and part of the 
ikuU of St. John the baptift. For the recep^ 
tion of.thefe fpirituai trcafures, twenty thou«- 
fand marks were expended by St. Louis on a 
(lately foundation, the holy chapel of Paris, on 
which the mufe of Boileau has beftowed a 
comic immortality. The truth of fuch remote 
and ancient relics, which cannot be proved by 
any human teftimony^ mufl be admitted by 
thofe who believe in the miracles which thej 
have performed. About the middle of the lait 
age, an inveterate ulcer was touched and cured

tion, thd Caefar was ftimulated to difobey the

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colony, had £uled away vifh thirtj gaUies, and 
the b^ of tbe French knights, on a wild ex- 
pedition to Dai^ttfia, a town oa the Black 
Sea» gt the dift^mce cf forty leagues ; and the 
remaining Latins were without flre&gth or fiif- 
picion. They were informed that ^exius had 
pafled the Hdlei^pont ; but thdir apprehenAons 
were lulled by the fmallnefs of his origiiial 
numbers ; and theor imprudence had not 
watched the fubfequent encreafe of his army. 
If he left his nsain body to ifecond and iupport 
his opear^tions, he might advanoe unpcrceivGd^ 
in the night with a chcfen detachment. While 
fame applied fcalingJadders to the loweft part 
of the wfiUs, they were fectu^ of an old Greek, 
who would intix>duce their cosnpanions dicough 
a fubternp:^eous pafi^ into hjis houfe^ they 
could foon on the in£de ixredk an entrance 
through the golden gate^ which had been iong 
obftru&ed.; and the conqueror would be in l&e 
heart oi the cky, before die Latins were con- 
fcipus c^ their danger. After fome desbate, the 
C^f;^^' refigned himfdf to the iaith of the ro- 
lun^^es^ ; they were trufty, bold, «nd focoefe- 
ful ( and tn defcribing the plan, I have already 
related the execution aiad iuccefs (6i).

and the threats of fire and piHage €omj>eUed 
the citizens to a decifive refolution. The 
Greeks of ConAafitinople reiwertibered their 
ndtive fovcreigns ; the Genoefe merchants theii^ 
tecenr alliande and Venetian fo68 ; every qimr-^ 
ter was in arms ; and the air refounded with al 
general acclamation of ** Long life and viftory 
** to Michael and John, the auguft emperors 
" of the Romans !*' Their rival, Baldwin, was 
awakened by the found ; but the moft preffing 
danger could not prompt Ijira to draw his 
fwotd in the defence of a city which he de- 
fSerted, perhaps, with more plelfure than re- 
gret : he fied from the palace to the fea ftiore, 
where he deferied the welcome fail^ of the fleet 
.rettrrning from the vain and fruitlefs attempt 
onlfephnufia. Conflantinople was irrecover* 
ably loft ; birt the Latin emperor and the prin- 
cipal femilics embarked on board the Venetian 
gallie*, and' fteered for the ifle of Euboea, and 
afterwards for Raly, where the royal fugitive 
was entertained by the Pope and Sicilian king 
with a mixture of contempt and pity. From 
tile lofs of Conftantinople to his death, he 
confumed thirteen years, foliciting the Catholic 
powers to- join in his reftoration ; the leflbn 
had been famHiar to his yiEmth ; nor was his 
laft exile more indigent or fliameful than his 
three former pilgrimages to the courts of Eu- 
rope. His fon Philip was the heir of an ideal 
empire : and the pretenfions of his daughter 
Catherine were tran^rted by her marriage to 
Charles of Valois, the brother of Philip the 
Fair king of France. The houfe of Courtenay 
was reprefented in the female line by fucceffive 
alliances, till the title of Emperor of Conftan^ '

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tinople, too bulky and fonorous for a private 
^ name, modeilly e:;pire4 i^ filenc^ and oblif

ocnenii After this narrative of the expeditions pf the 
cJTd^Ae' Latins to Paleftine and Conftantinople, I caiir 
cnU»dcf. not difmifs th(? futjgft yrithout revolving the 
general cpnfequences on the countries that 
were thp fcene, and on the nations that were 
the aftors, of thefe memorable crufades (63). 
As fopn as the arms of the Franks ^ere with-* 
drawn* the impreifion, though not the memory, 
was erazed in the Mahometan realms of Egypt 
and Syria. The faithful difcipl^s of the pro- 
phet were never tempted by a prpph^ne defire 
to ftudy the laws or language of the idolators j 
nor did the fimplicity of their primitive manners 
receive the flighteft alter?itipn frpm their inter7 
courfe in pe^ce and war with the unknown 
ftrangers of the Weft, Th^ Greeks, who 
thought themfelves proud, but who were only 
vain, fhew^d ^ difpofitipn fomewh^t lefs in- 
flexible. In the efforts for the recovery of 
their empire, they emulated th? valour, difci-^ 
, pline, and taOiics, of their i^ntagonifts. The 
modern literature of the W# they ro^ght juftly 
defpife ; but its free fpirit would iiiftruft then^ 
in the rights of man ; and fome iniilitutions of 
publig aud private Ijfe wfre adopted from, the

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French. The cqrrefpondence of Cpnftantinp- 
ple and Italy difFufed the knowleiige of the 
Latin tongue; and feveral of the fathers and 
claffics were at length honoured with a Greek 
verfiQn(64). But the national and religious 
prejudices of the Orientals were inflamed by 
perfecution ; and the reign of the Latins con- 
firmed the feparation of the two churches. 

If we compare, at the aera of the crufades, 
the ]Latins of Europe with the Greeks and 
Arabians, their refpeftive degrees of know- 
ledge, induftry, ana art, our rude anceftors 
muft be content with the third rank in the fcate 
of nations. Their fucceflive improvement and 
prefent fuperiority may be afcribed to a pecu- 
liar energy of charader,' to an aftiye and imi- 
tative fpirit, unknown to their niore poliflied 
rivals, whp at that time were in a ftationary 
or retrograde ftate. With fiich a difpofition, 
the Latins fliould have derived the mod early 
and eflenti^l benefits from a feries of events 
which opeijjed to their eyes the prqfpeft of the 
world, and introduced them to a long and fre- 
quent intercourfe with the more cultivated re- 
gions of the Eaft. The firft and moft obvious 
progrefs was in trade and manufaAures, in the 
arts which are (Irongly prompted by the third 
of wealth, the calls of neceflity, and the grati- 
fication of the fenfe pr vanity. Among the 
crowd of unthinking fanatics, a captive or a 
pilgrim might fometimes obferve the fuperior 
refinements of Cairo and Conftantinople : the

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firft importer of wind-mills (65) was the bene*

hiftory has condefceflded to notice the more 
apparent luxuries of filk and fugar, which were 
tranfported into Italy from Greece and Egypt, 
But the intellectual wants of the Latins were 
more flowly felt and fuppUedj the ardour of 
ftudious curiofity was awakened in Europe by 
different caufes and more recent events ; andj^ 
in the age of the crufades, they viewed with 
carelefs indifference the literature of the Greeks 
and Arabians. Some rudiments of mathema- 
tical and medicinal knowledge might be im- 
parted in practice and in figures; neceffity 
might produce fome interpreters for the groffer 
bufinefs of merchants and foldiers; but the 
commerce of the Orientals had not diffufed the 
ftudy and knowledge of their languages in the 
fchools of Europe (66). If a fimilar principle 
of religion repulfed the idiom of the Koran, it 
fhould have excited their patience and curiofity 
to underftand the original text of the Go^el ; 
and the fame grammar would have unfolded 
the fenfe of Plato and the beautiesof Homer. 
Yet in a reign of fixty years the Latins of 
Conftantinople difdained the fpeech and learn., 
ing of their fubjefts ; and the manufcripts were 
the only treafures which the natives might enjoy 
without rapine or envy, Ariftotle was indeed 
the oracle of the Weftern univerfities ; but it

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^was a barbarous Ariftotle ; and, inftcad of 
afcending to the fountain-head, his Latin vo** 
taries humbly accepted a corrupt and remote 
verfion from the Jews and Moor* of Andalufia, 
The principle of the crufades was a favage fe- 
naticifm ; and the moft important effefb were 
analogous ta the caufe. Each pilgrim was 
ambitious to return with his facred fpoils, the 
relics of Greece and Paleftine (67) ; and each 
relic was preceded and followed bv a train of 
miracles and viflons. The belier of the Ca- 
tholics was corrupted by new legends, their 
praftice by new fuperftitions ; smd the eftabltfli* 
ment of the inquifition, the mendicant orders 
of pionks and friars, the laft abufe of indul- 

feiices, and the final progrefs of idolatry, 
owed from the baleful fountain of the holy 
war. The aftive fpirit of the Latins preyed on 
the vitals of their reafon and religion ; and if 
the ninth and tenth centuries were the times of 
darknefe, the thirteenth and fourteenth were 
the age of abfurdity and fable- 
In the profeffion of Chriftianity, in the cul- 
tivation of a fertile land, the northern con- 
querors of the Roman empire mfenfibly mingled 
with the provincials, and rekindled the embers 
of the arts of antiquity. Their fettlements 
about the age of Charlemagne had acquired 
fome degree of order and (lability, when they 
were overwhelmed by new fwarms of invaders, 
the Normans, Saracens (68), and Hungarians^

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'who replunged the weftem countries of Europe 
into their former ftate of anarchy and bar- 
barifm* About the eleventh century, the fe- 
cond temped had fubfided by the expulfion or 
converfion of the enemies of Chriftendom : the 
tide of civilization, which had fo long ebbed^ 
began to flow with a fteady and accelerated 
courfe; and a fairer profpe£t wa$ opened to 
the hopes and eiForts of the rifing generations. 
Great was the increafe, and rapid &e progpefs, 
during the two hundred years of the crufades ; 
and fome philofophers have applauded the pro- 
pitious influence of thefe holy wars, which 
appear to me to have checked rather than for- 
warded the maturity of Europe (69). The 
lives and labours of millions, which were buried 
in the Eaft, would have been mor^ profitably 
employed in the improvement of their native 
country : the accumulated (lock of indufliry and 
wealth would have overflowed in navigation 
and trade; ai>d the Latins would have been 
enriched and enlightened by a pure and friend- 
ly correfpondence with the climates of the Eafl:. 
In one refped I can indeed perceive the acci- 
dental operation of the crufades, not fo much 
in producing a benefit as in removing an evil* 
The larger portion of the inhabitants of Eu- 
rope was chained to the foil, without freedom, 
or property, or knowledge ; and the two orders 
of ecclefiaftics and nobles, whqfe numbers were 
comparatively fmall, alone d^ferVed the name 
of citizens and men.

The authority of the 
priefts operated in the darker ages as a falutary 
antidote: they prevented the total extinftion 
of letters, mitigated the fiercenefs of the times, 
flickered th(3 poor and defencelefs, and pre- 
ferved or revived the peace and order of civil 
fociety. But the independence, rapine, and 
difcord, of the feudal lords were unmixed with 
any femblance of good ; and every hope of 
induftry and improvement was cruflied by the 
iron weight of the martial ariftocracy. Ampng 
the caufes that undermined that Gothic edifice, 
% confpieuous place mufl: be allowed to the 
crufades. The eftates of the borons were dit 
fipated, and their race was often extinguiihed, 
in thefe coftly and perilous expeditions. Their 
poverty extorted from their pride thofe charter* 
of freedom which unlocked the fetters of the 
ilave, fecured the-farm of the peafant and the 
fliop of the artificer, and gradually reftored a 
fubftance and ^ foul to the moil numerous and 
ufefui part pf th^ community. The conflagra- 
tion which deftroyed the tall and barren trees 
of ttie foreft, gave air and fcope to the vegeta- 
tion of the fqialler and nutritive plants qf tl^d 
foil.

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lame arts. He challenged the hoftility of the 
TtirkSy without fecttring the friendfliip of the 
pxince of Antioch ; and, amidft the peaceful 
luxury of Turbeffel,^ in Syria (72), Jofcelin 
neglefted thedefencle of the Chriftian frontier 
beyond the Euphrates. In his abfence, Zenghi, 
the firfl of the Atabeks, befieged and (lormed 
his capital, Edeila, which was feebly defended 
by a timorous and diiloyal crowd of Orientals : 
the Franks were opprefled in a bold atteiftpt for 
its recovery, and Courtenay ended his days in 
the prifon of Aleppo. He ftill left a fair and 
ample patrimony. But the vidorious Turks 
opprefled on all fides the weaknefs of a widow 
and orphan ;rand^ for the equivalent of an 
annual penfion; they religned to the Greek 
emperor the charge of defending^ and the fhame 
<)f tofing, the laft relics of the Latin conqueft. 
, The countefs- dowager of Edeifa retired to Je- 
rufalem with her two children : the daughter, 
Agnes, became the wife and mother of a king ; 
thefon, Jofcelin the third, accepted the oflice 
of fenechal^ the firfi of tlie kingdom; and held 
•his new eflates in Paleftind by the fertice of 
fifty knights. His name appears with honour 
in all the tran&dions of peace and war ; but 
he finally vaniihes in the fall of Jerufalem ; and 
the name of Courtenay, in this branch of 
Edefla, was Ipft by the marriage of his two 
daughters with a French and a German ba- 
. ron(73).

Ex- 
amples of genius or virtue muft be rare in the 
annals of the oldeft families ; and, in a remote, 
age, their pride will embrace a deed of rapine 
and violence ; fuch, hoivever, as could not be 
Jierpettated without fome fuperiority of courage, 
or, at lead, of power. A defccndant of Re- 
ginald of Courtenay may blufli fbr the public 
robber, who ftripped and imprifoned feveral 
merchants, after they had fatisfied the king's 
duties, at Sens and Orleans; He will glory in 
th^ offence, fmce the bold offender could iiot 
be compelled to obedience and reftitutioh till 
the regent and the count of Chaitipagne pre- 
pared to march againft him at the head qi all 
army (74). Reginald beftowed. his eftaies dn - 
his eldeft daughter, and his daughter on .the 
feventh fon of king Louis the Fat; and their rbdr aiii- 
marriage was crowned with a niimetous ^^^^"^"^ 
fpring. We might estpeft that a private fhbuld kmiiy, 
have merged in* a royal name; and that the ^-^-^^s*' 
defcendants of Peter of France and Elizabeth 
of Courtenay would have enjoyed the title and 
honoui^s of princes of the blood. But this 
legitimate tlaim was long negle£ted and finally 
denied ; and the caufes of their difgrace will 
repr^ferlt the ftdry of this fecond branch.

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iame throne above eight huiKked ycStf^, and 
defcends, ih a dear and lineal ieries of nukles^ 
from the middle of the ninth century (75}. In 
the age of the cruiades^ it was abready revered 
both in theEaft and Weft. But from Hugh 
Capet to the marriage of Peter^ no more than 
five reigns or generations had elapfed ; and fo 
precarious was their title, that the eideft fens, 
as a neceiTary precaution^ were previoufly 
crowned during the lifetime of their fathers. 
The peers of France have long maintained their 
precedency before the younger branches of the 
royal line ; nor had the princes of the blood, 
in the twelfth century, acquired that hereditary 
luftre which is now diffu&d over the moil 
remote candidates for the fucceffion* a. The 
barons of Courtenay muft have flood high in 
their own eftimation, and in that of the world, 
iince they could impofe on the fon of a king 
the obligation of adopting for himfelf and 
all his defendants the name and arms of their 
daughter and his wife. In the malti^ge of an 
heireis with her inferior or her equal, foch 
exchange was often required and flowed *. but 
as they continued to diverge from^ the regal 
ftem> the Tons of Louis the Fat were infenfibly

In his perfoi>, the fplendovr of 
birth was digmfied by the-merit of tbe foldier 
and ilatefman : in his early yoiith he was pro- 
tnoted • to the office of ccmftable ox commander 
of the French mq|H?naries^ t}ie private ex- 
pepce of a day nevj^r exceeded three pieces of 
gold i but his ambition was rapacious .and pro- 
tufe.; and his gifts were dguWed by ihe graces 
of his converfation and manners. The. love of 
the foldiers and people excited the jealaufy of 
the court j and Michael thrice efcaped from 
the dangers in which he was involved by his 
own imprudence or that of his^ frien4s. I. Un- 
4er the reign of Juttice andr,Vataces, a difpute 
arofe (12) between two officers, -one of whom 
accuied the other 01 maintaining the hereditary 
right of ^e Paifaeologi.

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the fcfafe of a civiKzid{i7), and the temper of 
an uR^adike^ people. For the future main<- 
tenance of their wives and children, the vete- 
rans were grateful : Ae prieft and the philo- 
fbpher applauded his ardent zeal for the ad- 
vancement of religion and learning ; and his 
vague priDmife of rewarding merit, was applied 
by everj candidate to his own hopes. Con- 
fcious of the influence of the clergy, Michael 
fuccefsfully laboured to fecure the fuffrage of 
that powerful ordtJf . Their expeniive journey 
frotti Nice to Magnefia, afforded' a dec tot and 
ample pretence : the leading prelates were 
temfrted by the liberaHty of his nbfturtial vi- 
fits; and the tncorriiptible patriarch was 'flat- 
tered by the homage of his new colleague, who 
led his mule by the bridle into the town, and 
removed to a rd^ftful diftance tht importu- 
nity of *he crowd. Without renouncing his 
title by royal defcent, Palaeolbgus' ettCouraged 
a free difcuflionlnto the advantages of eleftive 
monarchy ; ind Jiis adherents a&edi with the 
infoieficc <rf triumph, what patient would truft 
his health, or what merchant would abandon 
his veffel, to the hereditary (kill of a phyfician 
or a pilot ? The youth of the emperor, and the 
impenditig danglers of a minority, required the 
fupport Of a mtoire and experienced guardian ;

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equals, and invefled with the. nainb^ and prero- 
gatives of royalty* For the intereft of the 
prince and people, without any felfifli views for 
himfelf or his family, the great duke confented 
to guard and inilruft the fon of Theodore ^ 
but he fighed for the happy nioment when he 
might reftore to his firmer hands the admini-* 
ftration of his patrimony^ and enjoy the blef- 
(ings of a private ftation. He was firft inveft'^ 
ed with the title and prerogatives of dejpot^ 
which bellowed the purple ornaments, and the 
fecond place in the Roman monarchy. It was 
afterwards agreed that John and Michael fliould 
be proclaimed as joint emperors, and raiied on 
the buckler, but that the pre-eminence ihould 
be referved for the Inrth-right of the former. 
A mutual league of amity was pledged between 
the royal partners ; and in cafe of ^ rupture, 
the fubjeds were bound, by their oath of alle- 
giance, to declare thqmfelves againft the ag« 
greflbr, an ambiguous name, the feed of dif* 
cord and civil war. Palseolqgus was content ; 
but on the day of the coronation, and in the 
cathedral of ^fice, his zealous adherents moft 
vehemently urged the juft priority of his age 
and merit. The unfeafonable difpute was 
eluded by poftponing to a more convenient c^- 
portunity the coronatioin of John Lafcaris ; and 
hfoi'^^l^" he walked with a flight diadem in the train of 
m^r, his guardian, who alone received the Imperial 
A^D.ii5o,^j.Q^,j from tl»e hands of the patriarch. It 
was not without extreme relu&ance that Arfe- 
nius abandoned the caufe of his pupil ; but the 
Varangians brandifhed their battle-axes ; a fign 
of afTent was extorted from the trembling 
youth; and fome voices were heard, that the 
life of a child fhould no longer impede the fet- 

tlement 
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' tlciMftt of the nitioQ. A full harveft of ho- 
nours and employmeiits was diftributed among 
his friends by tl^ grateful Palasologus. in his 
o^irn fomily he; created a defpot and two fd)af<» 
tocrators ; Alexius Strategopulus was decprated 
with the tide of Csi^ar } and that veteran com- 
maadier ^n repaid the obiigation, by reftoring 
Conftantinople to the Greek emperor. 

It was in th^ fecond year of his reign, while^^j^^®^ 
2^e refided in the palace and gardens of Nym- nopi^^* 
phacum(i8) near Smyrna^ that the firft mef-^j^;»*^'« 
fenger arrived at the dead of night $ and the "^ *^' 
ftupendoiis intdligence was imparted to Michael, 
after he had been gently waked by the tender 
precaution of his iilter Eulogia. The man Was 
unknown or ob£cur^ ; he produced no letters 
from the vi>£l;orious Caefar ; nor could it eafily 
be cre(Hted ^fter the defeat of Vataces and the 
recent fa^ure of Pal^i<>^u$ himfelf, that the 
capital had been furpri^ed by a detachment of 
eight hundred foldiers. As an hoftage, the 
doubtful author was confined, with the aflu- 
rahce of death or an ample recompenfe ; and 
the court was left fbme hours in the anxiety of - 
hope and fear, till the meflengers of Alexius 
arrived with the authentic intelligence, and 
difplayed the trophies of the conqueil, the 
fword and fceptre(i9), the bu&ins and bon* 
net (20), of the ufurper Baldwin, which he

His pious limplicity wa^ long de- 
xeived by die arts of Palaeologus *, and his pa<r 
tience and fubmiffion might footh^ the ufurper 
and prqtei^ the fafety of the young prince^ 
On jthe news of his inhuman treatment, th^ 
patrisuxh un&eathed the fpiritual fword ; and 
fuperftition, on this occaiion, was enlifted in 
the caufe of humanity and juftict?. In a fynod >> excom^ 
of Wfhops, who were ftimulated by the exam-^X^a- 
pie of his zeal, the patriarch pronounced ztriuchM^ 
fentence of ezcommupication ; though his pru-^*^i>. 
dence ftill repeated the name of Michael in ih^ti6i*ii6$, 
public prayers.

Michael himfelf, 
had he 'died in a private ftation, would have 
been thought more worthy of the empire : and 
the ai&ults of his temporal and fpiritual ene- 
mies, left him few moments to labour for his 
own fame or the hapj^lnefs of his fubje^ls. He 
wrefted from the Franks feveral of the nobleft 
iflands of the Archipelago, Le{bos, Chios, 
and Rhodes : his 4>rother Conftantine was fent 
to command in Malvafia and Sparta ; and the 
eaftem fide of the Morea^' from -^^os and 
Napoli- to Cape Tsenarua, was repoueffed by 
the Greeks. This effufion of Chriftian blood 
was loudly condemned by the patriarch; and 
Uie infolent pr^efl prefumed to interpofe his 
fears and-fcruples between the arms of princes. 
But in the profecution of thefe itr^ftern con« 
quefts, the countries beyond the Hellefpont 
were left naked to the Turks ; and their depre- 
dations verified the prophecy of d dying fena- 
tor,, that the recovery of Conftantinople would 
be the ruin of Afia.

The fubtle Greek, who 
watched the rifing tempeft of the Weft, at- 
tempted to fufpend or foodidriie hoftility of the 
pope, byJEippuant embaifies and refpefirol let- 
ters ; but he infmtt^ted that the eftatdifluneiit of 
peace rnuft prepare the reconciliation and obe« 
dience of the^Eaftern churclu The Rdman 
court could notl>e deceived by £> groft aa arti* 
fice; and Michael was admonifiied, that the 
repentance of the fon fiK>uld precede the for- 
givenefs of the father ; axid that faitJb (aa am* 
biguous word) was the only bafis of friendfiiip 
and alUai^ce. After a long and affeded 4clay, 
the approach of danger, and the importusiity 
of Gregory the tenths compelled him to enter

An embafly was compofed ot 
fome trufty minifters and prelates ; they cih- 
barked for Italy, with rich onu^nents and rare 
perfumes, for the altar of St. Peter ; and their 
fecret orders authorifed axid recommended a 
boundlefs compliance. They were received in 
the general council of Lyons, by pope Giregory 
the tenth, at the head of ^ve hmidr^d bi« 
ihops (32)^ He embraced with tears his long- 
loft and repentant . children ; accepted the oath 
of the ambafladors, who abjured the fchifm in 
the name of the two emperors $ adorned the 
prelates with ttte rin? and mitre } chaunted in 
Greek and Latin the Nicene creed with the ad* 
dition oi filioque ; and rejoiced in the union 
of the Eaft and Weft, which had been refefved 
for his reign. To confunimate this pious work, 
the Byzantine deputies were fpeedily followed 
by the pope's nuncios ; and their inftruftion 
difclofes the policy of the Vatican,. which could 
not be fatisfied with the vain title of fupre^ 
macy. ' After viewing the temper of the prince 
and people, they were enjoined to abfolve the 
ichifmatic clergy, who fhould fuhfcrib^ and 
fwear their abjuratipn and <)bedi«nce ; to efta- 
bliih in all the churches the ufe ,of the. perfed 
creed; to prepare the entmnce of a cardinal 
legate, with the fuy powers and dignity of bis 
office ; and to in^u£t the emperor in die ad- 
vantages which he might derive front the tern* 
poral protedion of the Romaa pontiff (33).

His fifter Eulogia, a niece, 
and two female coufms, confpired againit him ^ 
another niece, Mary qiieen of Bulgaria, ne- 
gociated his ruin with the fultan of Egypt; 
and, in the public eye, their treafon was con- 
fecrated as the moil fublime virtue (34)- To 
the pope's liuncios^-who urged the confumma- 
tion of the work, Palaeologus expofed a naked 
recital of all that he had done and fufiered for 
their fake. They were affured that the guilty 
fedaries, of both fexes and every rank, had 
been deprived of their honours, their fortunes, 
and their liberty ; a fpreading lift of confifca- 
tion and punifliment, which involved many 
perfons, the deareft to the emperor, or the beft 
defetving of his favoun They were conduced 
to the prifon, to behold four princes of the 
royal blood chained in the four comers, and 
fliaking their fetters in an agony of grief and 
rage. Two of thefe captives were afterwards 
releafed ; the one by fubmiffioA, the other by 
death: but the obftinacy of • their two compa- 
nions was chaftifed by the lofs of their eyes ; 
and the Greeks, the leaft adverfe to the union, 
deplore that cruel and inaufpicious tragedy (35). 
Perfecutors muft expect the hatred of thofe 
whom they opprefs ; but they commonly find 
fome confolation in the teftimony of their con- 
fcience, the applaufe of their party, and, per- 
haps, the fuccefs of their undertaking. But

the hypocrify of Michael, which was prompted 
only by political ftiotives,' muft have forced him 
to hate himfelf, to defpife his followers, and 
to efteem and envy the rebel champions by 
whom he was detefted and defpifed. While 
his violence was abhorred at Conftantinople, 
at Rome his flownefs was arraigned and his 
fincerity fufpeded 5 till at length pope Martin 
the fourth excluded the Greek emperor from 
the paleoiFa church, into which he was ftriving 
to reduce a fchifmatic people. No fooner had The union 
the tyrant expired, than the union was dif-^^Jltsj. 
folved, and abjured by unanimous confent ; the 
churches were purified ; the penitents were re- 
conciled ; and his fon Andronicus, after weep- 
ing the fins and errors of his youth, moft 
pioufly denied his father the burial of a prince 
and a Chriftian (36)*

|>ire. A treaty zoifi a marriage united his in^ 

tereft with the houfe of Courtenay ; his daughter 

Beatrice Wis promifed to Philip^ fon and heir 

of tbe emperor fialdwm ; a penfioa of fix hun* 

dred ounces of gold ^as allowed for his main- 

cenance; and his generous father didributed 

ampoitg his allies the kingdoms and provinces of 

the Eafl, rdferving only Conftantinople, and 

one day's journey ^ound the city, for tbe Im« 

^rial 4omain (38 ). In this perilous moment, 

Palasologus was the moft eager to fubfcribe the 

o^eed, and imjJksre die prot^bn, of tbe Ro«^ 

man

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man pontiff, who affumed, with propriety and 
weight, the charader of an angel of peace, 
the common father of the Chriftians. By his 
voice, the fword of Charles was chained in the 
fcabbard ; and the Greek ambaffadors beheld 
him, in the pope's antichamber, biting his 
ivory fceptre in a tranfport of fury, and deeply 
refenting the refiifal to enfranchife and con- 
fecrate his arms. He appears to have refpefted 
the difinterefted mediation of Gregory the 
tenth ; but Charles was infenfibly difgufted by 
the pride and partiality of Nicholas the third ; 
and his attachment to his kindred, the Urfini 
family, alienated the moft ftrenuous champion 
from the flervice of the church. The hoftile 
league againft the Greeks, of Philip the Latin 
emperor, the king of the two Sicilies, and the 
republic of Venice, was ripened into execution ; 
and the ele&ion of Martin the fourth, a French 
pope, gave a fanftion to the caufe. Of the 
allies, Philip fupplied his name, Martin, a bull 
of excommunication, the Venetians, a fqua- 
dron of forty gallies ; and the formidable 
powers of Charles confifted of forty counts, ten 
thoufand men at arms, a numerous body of 
infantry, and a fleet of more than three hundred 
ihips and tranfports. A diflant day was ap* 
pointed for affembling this mighty force in the 
harbour of Brindifi : and a previous attempt 
was rilked with a detachment of three hundred 
knights, who invaded Albania and befieged the 
fortrefs of Belgrade. Their defeat might aihufe 
with a triumph the vanity of Conftantinople ; 
but the more fagacious Michael, defpairing of 
his arms, depended on the effeds of a con- 
fpiracy ; on the fecret workings of a rat, who 

gnawed 
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gnawed the bow-ftring {39) of the Siciliatt ty- 
rant. 

AmcHig the profcribed adherents of the houfe Paieoiogus 
of Swabia, John of Prqcida forfeited a fmallJESuof 
ifland of that name in the bay of Naples. HisSicUy, 
birth was noble, but his education was learn- ^* ^' '*^° 
ed ; and in the poverty of exile, he was re- 
lieved by the praftice of phyfic, which he had 
ftudied in the fchool of Salerno. Fortune had 
left him nothing to lofe, except life ; and to 
defpife life is the firft qualification of a rebel. 
Procida was endowed with the art of negocia- 
tion, to enforce his reafons, and difguife his 
motives ; and in his various tranfa£lions with 
nations and men, he could perfuade each party 
that he laboured folely for their intereft. The 
new kingdoms of Charles were afflifted by 
every fpecies of fifcal and military oppreflion 
^40) ; and the lives and fortunes of his Italian 
fubjefts were facrificed to the greatnefs of their 
mafter and the licentioufnefs of his followers. 
The hatred of Naples was reprefled by his pre- 
fence ; but the loofer government of his vice- 
gerents excited the contempt, as well as the 
averfion, of the Sicilians : the ifland was roufed 
to a fenfe of freedom by the eloquence of 
Procida ; and he difplayed to every baron his 
private intereft in the common caiife. In the 
confidence of foreign aid, he fucceffively vifited 
the courts of the Greek emperor, and of Peter

Pakedogus 
was eafily perfuaded to divert his enemy from 
k foreign war by a k'ebellion ii home ; aoid a 
Greek fubfidy of. twenty-five thoulknd ounces 
of gold was moft profitably applied to arm ^ 
Catalan |lee(, which failed' under an holy ban- 
ner to the fpecious attack of the Saracens of 
Africa* In the difguife of k tAonk or beggar, 
the indefatigable mifiionary of revolt flew front 
Conftantinople to Rome, and from Sicily to 
Saragofia : the treaty was fealed with the fignet 
pf pope Nicholas hiihfelf, the eftemy of Charles j 
and his deed of gift transferred the fiefe of St. 
Peter from the hoirfe of Anjpu to that of Ar- 
ragon. So widely diffufed and fp freely cir^ 
fulated, the fecret was preferved abpve two 
years with impenetrable difcrfetidh ; and each 
of the confpirators imbibed the ihax'im of Peter, 
who declared that he would cut off his leftrhand 
if it were confcious of the intentions of his 
right. The mine was prepared with deep and 
dangerous artifice ; but it may be .queftioned, 
whether the inftant explofioh pf Palermo Were 
the efFefk of accident or defign. 
ThcSiciUan On the vigil pf Eafter, a pro<^fIion of the 
a^d!728*. difarined citizen^ yifited a church withput the 
March 30. walls ; and a noble damfel wa^ rudely infulted

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hy a Frenth foldiejr (42). The raviflier was 
mftantly puniihed with death ; and if the peo- 
ple was it firft fcattered by a military force, 
their numbers and fury prevaUied : the confpi- 
rators feized the oj^portunity ; the flame, fpread 
ever the ifland; and eight thoufand French 
wtre exterminated in a promi&uous maflacre, 
%i^hich has obtsuned the name of the Siciliak 
VtsPERS (43). From every city the banners 
of freedom and the church were difplayed: 
the revolt was inspired by the prefetice of thd 
foul of Procida.; arid Peter of Artagon, who 
iailed from the African coaft to Palermo, was 
fduted as the king arid feviour of the ifte. 
Sy the rebellion of a people on Whorii he hzid 
ib long trampled with impunity, Charles wa$ 
idfto^ifaed and corifourided; and in the firfi 
Ikgony of grief and devotiopchc Vas heard to 
exclaim, •* O Gcd ! f thou haft decreed to 
f * humble me, grant riie at leaft a geritle and 
^* gradual defcent from the pinnacle of grcat- 
f^ nds !'* His fleet and ailny, '\^bich already 
filled the fea-ports of Italy, were haftily recafled 
from the fer?ice of the Gt'^ian war ; and the 
iituation of Meflina expofed that town to th& 
firft ftorm of his revenge. J'eeble in them- 
felves, and yej hopelefs gf foreign fuccour, the 
citizens would have repented, alid fubmitti^d 
on the aflurance of full pardon and their an- 
cient privileges* But the pride of the mo- 
narch

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narch was already rekindled ; and the mofl 
fervent intreaties of the legate could extort no 
more than a promife, that he would forgive the 
remainder, after a chofen lift of eight hundred 
rebels had been yielded to his difcretion. The 
defpair of the Meflinefe renewed their courage : 
Peter of Arragon approached to their relief (44); 
and his rival was driven back by the failure of 
provifion and the terrors of the equinox to the 
Dcfettof Calabrian fhore. At the fame moment, the 
odobcra. Catalan admiral, the famous Roger de Loria, 
fwept the channel with an invincible fquadron : 
the French fleet, more numerous in tranfports 
than in gallies, was either burnt or deftroyed ; 
and the fame blow aflured the independence of 
Sicily and the fafety of the Greek empire. A 
few days before his death, the emperor Michael 
rejoiced in the fall of an enemy whom he hated 
and efteemed ; and perhaps he might be con- 
tent with the popular judgment, that had they 
not been matched with each other, Conftanti- 
nople and Italy muft fpcedily have obeyed the 
fame matter (45). From this ^ difaftrous mo- 
ment, the life of Charles was a feries of mis- 
fortunes ; his capital was infulted, his fon was 
made prifoner, and he funk into the grave 
without recovering the ifle of Sicily, which, 
after a war of twenty years, was finally fevered 

from

The /^hricc 
but i muft remark, that, even in this world, the clui^, 
the natural order of events will fometimes*" the Greek 
afford the ftrong appearances of moral retribu- *""a!^d. 
tion. The firft Palasologus had faved his em- 'a^a-ijoy- 
pire by involving the kingdoms of the Weft in 
rebellion and blood ; and from thefe feeds of 
difcord, uprofe a generation of iron men, who 
aflaulted and endangered the empire of his fon. 
In modem times, our debts and taxes are the 
fecret poifon, which ftill corrodes the bofom 
of peace ; but in the weak and diforderly go- 
vernment of the middle ages, it was agitated 
by the prefent evil of the difbanded armies. 
Too idle to work, too proud to beg, the mer- 
cenaries were accuftomed to a life of rapine : 
they could rob with more dignity and effeft 
under a banner and a chief; and the fovereign, 
to whom their fervice was ujfelefs and their pre- 
fence importunate, endeavoured to difcharge 
the torrent on fome neighbouring countries. 
After the peace of Sicily, many thoufands of 
Genoefe, Catalans (47), &c. who had fought, 
by fea and land, under the ftandard of Anjou 
or Arragon, were blended into one nation by 
the refemblance of their manners and intereft. 
They heard that the Greek provinces of Afia 
were invaded by the Turks : they refolved to

In a warfare of 
twenty years, a fliip, or a camp, wa3 befcome 
their country ; arms were their fole profeilion 
and property ; valow was the only virtue which 
they knew ; their women had imbibed the fear* 
lefs temper of their lovers and huibands : it 
was reported, that, tvith a ftroke of their bt-oad* 
fword, the Catalans could tleave a horfeman 
and an horfc ; and the report itfelf was a power- 
ful weapon. Roger de F^or wafe the moft 
popular of their chiefs ; and his perfonal merit 
©vcrfhadowed the dignity of his jH^ouder rivals 
of Arragon^ The offspring of a marriage be- 
tween a German gentleman of the court of 
Frederic the fecond and a damfel of Brindiii, 
Roger was fucceffively a templar, an apoftate, 
a pirate, and at length the richeft and moft 
powerful admiral of the Mediterranean, He 
failed from MefTma to Conftantinoplet^ with 
eighteen gallies, four great (hips, and eight 
thoufand adventurers ; and his previous treaty 
was faithfuHy accompliflied by Andronicus the 
ielder, who accepted with joy and terror thii 
formidable fuccour. A palace was allotted for 
his reception, and a niece b( the eihperor Wa« 
given in marriage to the valiant ftranger, who 
wa^ immediately created great duke or admkdl 
of Romania. After a decent repofe, h^ trati- 
fported his troops over the Propbntis, aad 
boldly led them againft the Turks : in two 
bloody battles thirty thoufand of the Moflems 
were (lain : he raifed the fiege of Philadelphili, 
and (Jeferved the name of the deliverer of Afia. 
But after a fhort feafon of profperlty, the cloud 
of flavery and ruin again burft on that unhappy 

provmte.

A cruel tax had 
been impofed on the com of the hulbandman : 
one third was retrenched from the falaries of 
the public officers; and the ftandard of the 
coin was fo (hamefuUy debafed, that of the 
four-and-twenty parts only five were of pure 
gold (49). At the fummons of the emperor, 
Roger evacuated a province which no longer 
fupplied the materials of rapine; but he re- 
fufed to difperfe his troops ; and while his 
ftyle was refpedful, his condud was indepen- 
dent and hoftile. He protefted, that if the 
emperor ihould march againft him, he would 
advance forty paces to kifs the ground before 
him, but in rifing from^ this proftrate attitude 
Roger had a life and fword at the fervice of 
his friends. The great duke of Romania con- 
defcended to accept the title and ornaments of 
Csdar; but he rejefted the new propofal of 
the government of Afia with a fubfidy of corn 
and money, on condition that he ihould re- 
duce his troops to the harmlefs number of three 
thoufand men. Afiaffination is the lad refource 
of cowards. The Cacfar was tempted to vifit 
the royal refidence of Adrianople : in the apart- 
ment, and before the eyes, of the emprefs, he 
was ftabbed by the Alani guards ; and, though 
the deed was imputed to their private revenge, 

his

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liis countrymen, who dwelt at Conflantinople 
in the fecurity of peace, were involved in the 
fame profcription by the prince or people. 
The lofs of their leader intimidated the crowd 
of adventurers, who hoifted the fails of flight, 
and were foon fcattered round the coafts of the 
Mediterranean. But a veteran band of fifteen 
hundred Catalans or French flood firtn in the 
ftrong fortrefs of Gallipoli on the Hellefpont, 
difplayed the banners of Arragon, and offered 
to revenge and juflify their chief by an equal 
combat of ten or an hundred warriors. In- 
ilead of accepting this bold defiance, the em- 
peror Michael, the fon and colleague of An* 
dronicus, refolved to opprefs them with the 
weight of multitudes : every nerve was flrained 
to form an army of thirteen thoufand horfe 
-and thirty thoufand foot; and the Propontis 
^¥38 covered with the fhips of the Greeks and 
Genoefe. In two battles by fea and land, thefe 
mighty forces were encountered and over- 
thrown by the defpair and difcipline of the 
Catalans ; the young emperor fled to the pa- 
lace; and an infufficient guard of light -horfe 
was left for the protection of the open country. 
Viftory renewed the hopes and numbers of the 
adventurers: every nation was blended under 
the name and flandard of the great company ; 
and three thoufand Turkifh profelytes deferted 
from the Imperial fervice to join this military 
affociation. In the ppffefSon of Gallipoli, the 
Catalans intercepted the Trade of Conflantino- 
ple and the Black Sea, while they fpread their 
devaflations on either fide of the Hellefpont 
over the confines of Europe and Afia. To pre- 
vent their approach, the greatefl part of the 
Byzantine territory was laid wafte by the

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fate of Athens (51),. would argue a ftrange 
ingratitude to the nrft and pureft ichool of. libe- 
ral fcience and amufement. In the partition of 
the empire, the principality of Athens and 
Thebes was affigned to Otho de la Roche, a no- 
ble warrior of Bifl"guiidy (52), with the title of 
great duke (53), which the Latins underftood 
in their own fenfe, and the Greeks more fool- 
iflily derived from the age of Conftantine (54). 
Otho followed the ftandard of the marquis of 
Montferrat ; the ample ftate which he acquired 
by, a miracle of conduft or fortune (^5)^ was 
peaceably inherited by his fou and two grand- 
fons, till the family, though not the nation, 
was changed, by the marriage of an heirefs, 
into the elder branch of the hbule of Brienne. 
The fon of that marriage; Walter de Brienne, 
fucceeded to the dutchy of Athens ; and, with 
the aid of fome Catalan mercenaries, whom he 
xnvefted with fiefs, reduced above thirty caftles 
of the • vaflal or neighbouring lords.

forctf of (even hundred kn^hts, fuc thoufand 
four hundred horfe, and eight thoufend foot, 
a^id boldljr met them oii the banks of the river 
Cephifus in.BcBotia. The Catalans amounted 
to no more^than three th9uiand five hundral 
horfe/ and four thoufand foot: but the' defi- 
ciency of numbers .was cpjnpenfate^ by . ftrata- 
gem and order^ They ^rined^ rou^d their 
camp an artificial inundation ; the duke and his. 
knights advanced without fear or precaution oa 
the verdant meadpw : thdir horfes plunged mto 
the bog; aftd he was cut in pieces, with the 
greateft part of the FriencK cavalry.

Athens (56), though no more thaca the ftia-Prcfcnt 
dow of her former felf, ftfll contains about Athens. 
d^t or ten thoufend inhabitants ; of thefe,. 
thrce-fburths are Greeks in religion and lan- 
guage ; and the Turks, who compofe the re- 
mainder, have relaxed, in their intercourfe 
wrA the citizens, fomewhat of the pride and 
^vity of their national qharaifter. The olive- 
tree, the gift of Minerva, flouriflie$ in Attica t 
not has the honey of mount Hymettus loft any 
part of its exquifite flavour (57) : but the ian- 
^id trade is monopoiifed by ftrangera ; and the 
agricuhure of a barren land is abandoned to 
the vagwmt Walachians. The Athenians are 
ftill fimnguifted by the fubtlety and acutendi 
of their underftandings : but thefe ()uaUties> 
anlefs exmobled by freedom and enli^tened bv 
ftudy, will degenerate into a low and felfifn ^■^''^ 
cimnbig: and It is a proverbial %iag of the

pedigree above three hundred years ; but thar 
principal members are diftinguiflied by a grale 
demeanour, a fur-cap, and the lofty appellation 
of archmim By fome, ' who delight in the con- 
trail, the modern language of Athens is repre- 
fented as the moft corrupt" arid barbarous* of 
the' fevcnty dialeds of the vulgar tjreek (58) : 
this pidure is too darkly coloured j but it would 
not be eaiy, in the country of Pfato aixd De- 
mollhenes, to. find a reader, or a copy, of tli^ir^ 
^ works. The Athenians walk Syith fiipine . in-' 
^ difference among the glorious ruins of antiqui- 
ty; and fuch is the debafement of tKeir '^laj- • 
rafter, that they are incapable of , admiring' tKe.

Or* HE long reign of Andronicus (i) the superftition 
X ^Wec is chiefly memorable, by the dif.°[^^^- 
putes of the Greek church, the invafion of the the times, 
Catalaos, and the rife of the Ottoman power, nj^ll^jo. 
He is celebrated as the mod learned and virtu- 
ous prince : of the age^; biit fuch virtue, and 
fiich learning contributed neither to the per- 
fcQion of the individual, nor to the happincfs of 
fociety. A flave of the moff abjeft fuperftition, 
he was furrounded on all fides by vifible and 
irivifible enemies ; nor were, the flames of hell 
lefs dreadful to his fancy, than thofe of a Cata- 
lan or Turkifh war. Under the reign of the 
Pat^ologi, the choice of the patriarch was the 
mod important bufinefs of the (late ; the heads 
of the Greek church were ambitious and fana^ 
tic monks; and their vices or virtues, their 
learning qv ignpraiice, were equally mifchie- 
vous or coatetoptible. By his intemperate dif- 

cipline,

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cipline, the patriarch Athanafius (2) expited the 
hatred of the clergy and the people : he was 
heard to declare, diat the finoer fliould fwailow 
the laft dregs of die^ cup of penance ; and the 
foolifh tale n^as propagated, of his punifliing a 
iacrilegioiis ab that had tafted the lettiice of a 
convent garden* Driven from the throne by 
the univerial clamour, Adaanafius compofed be- 
fore his retreat two papers of a very oppofite 
call. His public teftament was in the tone of 
charity and refignatkm; the private codicil 
breathed the direft anatb^nas ggainft the nu- 
thors of his difgrace, whom he excluded for 
ever from the communion of the holy trinity, 
the angeb, and the faims. This laft paper he 
indofed in an eardien pot, which was placed, 
by his order, on die top of one of the pillars 
in tile dome of St. Sophia^ in the diftant hope 
Tjf difcovcry and revenge. At the end of four 
years, fome youths, cumbing by a bdder in 
fearch of pigeons nefts, deteSed &e fatal fe- 
cret ; and, as Atidronicus felt Mmfelf touched 
and bound by the ex?cpmmunication, he trem- 
bled on the brink of the abyfs which had been 
fo treacheroufly dug under his feet. A fjnoi. 
of biihops was inftantly <x>nvened to debate thi$ 
important queftion : the raflmefs of thcfe tchtn- 
deftine anatbemais was generally condemned; 
but as the knot could be untied only by the 
iame hand, as that hand was now deprived of 
the crofier, it appeared Aat this pofthrnnons de- 
cree was irrevocable by any earthly power.

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*S(>me faint teftfmonies of repentance and par- 
don Y^'ere extorted from the author of the mif- 
chief ; but the confcience of the emperor was ^ 
ftill wounded, and he defired, with no lefs ar- 
dour than Athanafius himfelf, the reftoratiort of 
a patriarch, by whom alone he could be healed. 
At the dead of night, a monk rudely knocked 
at the door of the royal bed-chamber, an- 
nouncing a revelation of plague and famine, of 
inundations and earthquakes. Andronicus 
ftartcd from his bed, and fpent the night in 
prayer, till he felt, or thought that he felt, a flight 
motion of the earth. The emperor on foot led 
the bifliops and monks to the cell of Athana-^ 
fius; and, after a proper refiftance, the faint, 
from whom this meffage had been fent, con- 
fented to abfolve the prince, and govern the 
church, of Conftantinople. Untamed by dif- 
grace, and hardened by folitude, the Oiepherd 
was again odious to the flock ; and his enemies 
contrived a fmgular, and as it proved a fuc- 
cefsful, mode of revenge. In the night, they 
dole away the footftool or foot-cloth of his 
. throne, which they fecretly replaced with the 
decoration of a fatirical pidure. The emperor 
was painted with a bridle in his mouth, and 
Athanafius leading the tradable beaft to the 
feet of Chrift. The authors of the libel were 
detected and punifhed ; but as their lives had 
been fpared, the Chriftian prieft in fuUeA indig- 
nation retired to his cell ; and the eye* of An- 
dronicus, which had . been opened for ^ mo- 
tnent, were again ciofed by his fucceffon 

If this trajafa£lion be one of the moil curious 
and important of a reign of fifty years, I can- 
not^t leail accuCs the brevity of my materi^U, 
firice I Iredtice itt«> fomc fern pages the enor- 

mous 
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tnoiis /olios of ^Pachytncr (3), Cantacuaenc.{4>t 
an^ $»Tic€phoru$ Gregoras (5), who haYe q^pm-' 
pofe^ the prolix aii^d languid . ftory, €)f the 
times. . ITie name and fituation of the emperor 
John pantacuzene might infpire the moft lively 
curiofity. His memorials of forty years cac- 
tend from the revolt of the younger Andro- 
nicus to his oWn abdication of the empire ; and 
it is obfervedj that, like Mofes and Caefar, he 
was the principal ador in the fcenes which he 
defcribes. But in this eloquent work, we 
ihould vainly feek the fincerity of an hero or a 
penitent. Retired in a cloyfter from the vices 
and paffions of. the world, he prefents not a 
confeffion, but an apology, of the life o£ an 
ambitious ftatefman^ . Inftead of unfolding, the 
true cpunfels and charafters of men, fe^^if- 
plays the fmooth jmd fpecious furface of events, 
highly varnifhed with his ownpraifes and thofe 
of his friends. Thei^ motives are always pur^ ; 
their ends always legitimate : they confpire.and 
rebel without any views of intereft; jandithe 
violence which tjiey inflifl; oi; fuffer is celebrated 
as the Spontaneous effect of xeafon and vir-

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]^^XicbaEei to die tumours of the purple ; and from * 
the age of eighteen to his premature death, that 
prince was acknowledged, above twenty :fivc 
years, as the fecond emperor of the Greeks (6), 
At the head of an army, he excited neither 'the 
fears of the enemy nor the jealoufy of .the 
court: his modefty and patience were never 
^tempted to compute the years of his father; 
nor was that father compelled to repent of his 
liberality either by the virtues or vices of his 
fon. The fon of Michael was named Andro- 
nicus from his grandfather, to whofe early fa- 
vour he was introduced by that nominal re- 
femblance. The bloffoms of wit and beauty 
encreafed the fondnefs of the elder Androni- 
cus ; and, with the common vanity of age, he 
expected to realize in the fecond, the hope 
which had been difappoihted in the firft, gene- 
ration. The boy was educated in the palace as 
an heir and a favourite j and, in the oaths and 
acclamations of the people, the auguji triad 
was formed by the names of the father^ the fon, 
and the grandfon^ But the younger Andro- 
nicus was fpeedily corrupted by his infant great- 
nefs, while he beheld with puerile impatience 
the double obilacle that hung, and might long 
hang^.ovser ius-rifing ambition. It was not to

ADdrontcus, troops, his immediate coronation, and an ade.- 
Febni^*i' 3**^^^ (hare of the power and revenue of the 
(late. The third civil war was terminated by 
the furprife of Conftantinople, the final retreat . 
- of the old emperor, and the fble reign of his 
victorious grandfon. I'he reafons of this tielay 
may be found in the charafters of the men and 
of the times. When the heir- of the monatchy 
firft pleadfd his wrongs, and his apprehenfions, 
^e was heard with pity and applaufe : and his 
adherents repeated oti all Ades the incohfiftent 
promife, that he would increafe the pay.of/the^, 
fpldiers and alleviate the burthens of the" ppp- . 
pie. Thie grievances of forty years were, min- , 
gled in his revolt ; and the riling generatioii 
was fatigued by the endlefs profped of a reign 
whofe favourites and maxims were of other 
. time^ The yovith of Andromcus badvibeen 
.without fpifit; hi§ age was without ifevertftice:* ' ' 
his lances produced an annual revenue of five 
hundred thoufand pounds ; yet the richeft of 
thefover^gns^ofXhriftendom-was incapabla of 
maintaining three thoufand horfe and twenty • 

galiies, 
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gallies^. to refill the dcftrudive progreft of the. 
Tiiife (0). **'How different/' faLd the younger ^ 
Aharonlcus, ^* xs iny ifituation from, that of the * 
*• fon of Philip ! Alexaiiider might complain^ 
*• that his father would leave him nothing tp. 
*^ conquer : alas ! my grandfire will leave me, 
** nothing to Iqfe/* But the Greeks w6re^

their young favourite was not deftined to be 
the fayiour of a felling empire. On the firft 
repulfet.his party wa$ broken by his own le- 
vity, their inteftine difcord, and the intrigues 
of the ancient courts which tempted each male- 
content to defert or. betray the cauTe of rebel- 
lion.

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His principal ccHtimander fcorned th6 r^>eated 
varnings of danger; and retirbig to reft In 
die Tain fecority of ignortnce, abandoned the 
feeble monarch, with ibme pri^ and pages, 
to the terrors of a fieeplefs night. Thefe ter- 
rors were quickly realised by the hoftile fhouts, 
which proclaimed the titles and in&xyrf ot 
Andronicus the yoiiiiger ( and the aged empe- 
TOTy fiiUing proftrate htf^fe an image of the 
Virgin^ di^atcfaed a fiipptiant meflage to re- 
fign the fceptre, and t^ obcaiii his life at the 
hands of the conquercn*. The anfwer of his 
grandfon was decent and pious ; at the prayer 
of his friends, the yoanger Andr^Hiicus af- 
fumed the fole adminiftratiim j but the elder 
dill enjoyed the name and pr6*eminence of the 
firil emperor, the ufe of tli4 great palace, and 
a penfion of twenty *fbiit thoufimd pieced of 
gold, one half of which wacf aifigned oh the 
royal treafure, and the other on die fifhety of 
Conftandnople. But hh impotence was foon 
expofed to contempt and oblivion ; the vaft 
iilence of the palace was difhirbed only by the

Andronicns was old 
before his time: the intanperance of yooth 
had accelerated the infirmities of age; and 
after being refcued from a dangerous malady 
by nature; or j^yfic, or the Virgin, he was 
fnatched away before he had accomplifiied his 
Hwtwo fortv-fifth year. He was twice married; and 
as the progrels of the Latins in arms and arcs 
had foftened the prejudices of the Byzantine 
court, his two wives were chofen in the prince- 
ly houfes of Gerniany and Italy. The firft, 
Agnes at home, Irene in Greece, was daughter 
of the duke of Brunfwick. Her father (14) 
was a petty lord (15) in the poor and favage 
regions of the north of Germany (16) : yet he

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the fir ft and moft deferving of the Greeks. 
Fortune of The long and cordial friendflrip of his father 
tTcMcmir ^^^ J°^^ Cantacuzene. i$ alike honourable to 
the prince and the fubj^d. ^ It had been formed 
amidft the pleafures of their youth : their fa- 
milies were almoft equally noble (21) ; and the 
recent luftre of the purple was amply compen- 
fated by the energy of a private education. 
W^ have feen that the young emperor was faved 
by Cantacuzene from the power of his grand- 
father ; and, after fix years of civil ^ar,, the 
fame favourite brought him back in triumph 
to the palace of Conftantinople. Under the 
reign of Andronicus the ypunger, the great 
domeftic ruled the emperor and the empire; 
and it was by his valour and condufl: that the 
ifle of Lefbos and . the principality qf -^tolia 
were reftored to their ancient allegiance. His 
enemies confefs, that among the public robbers, 
Cantacuzene alone w?ts moderate .and abfte- 
mious ; and the free and voluntary account 
which he produces of his own wealth (22) may 
fuftain the prefumption that it was devolved by 
inheritance, and not accumulated by rapine. 
He does not indeed fpecify the value of his 
money, plate and jewels ; yet, after a volun- 
tary gift of two hundred vafes of filver, after 
much had been fecreted by his friends and 
plundered by his foes, his forfeit treafures were 
lufEcient for the equipment of a fleet of fe- 
venty gallies; He does not^ meafure the fize 
and number of his eftates ; but his granaries

His paf- 
tures were flocked with two thoufand five hun- 
dred brood mares, two hundred camels, three 
hundred mules, five hundred afTes, five thou- 
fand horned cattle, fifty thoufand hogs, and 
feventy thoufand fheep (24) : a precious record 
of rural opulence, in the lafl period of the 
empire, and in si land, mofl probably in Thrace, 
fo repeatedly wafled by foreijgn and domeftic 
hoftility. The favour of Cantacuzene was 
above his fortune. In the moments of fami- 
liarity, in the hour of ficknefs, the emperor 
was defirous to level the diflance between them, 
and prefTed hi& friend to accept the diadem 
and purple- . The virtue of the great do-Heiaieftre- 
meflic, which is attefted by his own pen, re- fmpi^/. ^^ 
fifled the dangerous propofal; but the lafl tef- 
iament of Andronicus the younger named him 
the guardian of his foji, and the regent of the 
empire. 

Had the regent found a fuitable return of hIs regency 
obedience and gratitude j perhaps he would have ^^D^'f *!fi 
SiGted with pure and zealous fidelity in the fer-

cus ; and to exfigg^fate kU perfidy, the Impe* 
rial hiftorian is pleaftd to ftiagnily his own im« 
prudence, in raifing him to th^tt office againft 
the advice of his more fagadoas foverei^. 
bf Ap^cra- Bold and fubt)^ ritpacious and profbfe, the 
*"•* avarice and fimbition of Apoc&ucus were by 
turns fubfervient to each other 9 and his tafents 
were applied to the ruin of his dountry. His 
itrrogance was heightened by the command of 
a naval iorte and an iMpregnabte caftle, and 
unddr the mstfk of oatlis and fiatttry he fecretly 
by the em. confp&ed ogainft ioB beiDtefadot^ The female 
STsli^? court of the emprefs wais bribed aaid dit'eded t 
he encouraged Anne of SaYd]^ to affert, by the 
law of nature, the tutelage of her fon ; die 
love of power was diignifed by the aii^ety of 
maternal tendernefs ; and dse founder of the 
Palaeologi had inftruAed his poftef^ty to dread 
the example of a perfidious guardian. The 
b]r the pa- patriarch John of Apri was a proud and feeble 
triwch. ^y man, encompaffed by a numerous and hun- 
gry kincb'ed. He produced an obfolete epiftle 
of Andronicus, which bequeathed the prince

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and people to his pious care: the fate of his 
predeeelfor Arfenius prompted him to prevent, 
rather than punifli, the crimes of an ufurper ; 
aiul Apocaucus fmiled at the fuccefs of his own 
flattery, when he beheld the Byzantine prieft 
afluming the ftate and temporal claims of the 
Roman pontiff (26). Between three perfons fo 
different in their fituation and charafter, a pri- 
vate league was concluded : a fliadow of au- 
thority was reftored to the fenate; and the 
people was tempted by the name of freedom. 
By this powerful confederacy, the great do- ' 
meftic was d&uked at firft with clandeftine, at 
length with open, arms. His prerogatives 
vrere difputed ; his opinions (lighted ; his 
friends perfecuted ; and his fafety was threat- 
ened both in Ae camp and city. In his abfence 
on the pubUc fervice, he was accufed of trea- 
fon ; proiciibed as an enemy of the church and 
ftate ; and delivered, with all his adherents, to 
the fword of juftice, the vengeance of the peo- 
ple, and the power of the devil ; his fortunes 
were confifcated; his aged mother was caft 
into prifon ; all his paft fervices were buried in 
oblivion; and he was driven by injuftice to 
perpetrate the crime of which he was ac- 
cufed (27). From the review of his preceding 
condu^, Cantacuzene appears to have been 
guiltlefs of any treafonable defigns ; and the

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only fufpicion • of _ his innocence muft arife 
from the vehemence of his proteftations, and 
the fublime purity which he afcribes to his 
own virtue. While the emprefs and the pa- 
triarch ftill aflfefted the appearances of har- 
mony, he repeatedly folicited the permiffiorr of 
retiring to a private, and even a monadic, 
life. After he had been declared a public ene- 
my, it was his fervent wifli to throw himfelf 
at the feet of the young emperor, and to re- 
ceive without a murmur the ftroke of the exe- 
cutioner : it was not without reludance that he 
liftened to the voice ^ of reafon, which incul- 
cated the facred duty of faving his family and 
friends, and proved that he could only fave 
them by drawing the fword and affuming the 
Imperial title. 

In the ftrong city of Demotica, his peculiar 
Caa^cu*e. domain, the eniperor John Cantacuzenus was 
the pur"Te. inv^ftcd \^^ith the purple bufkins : his right-leg 
^^^j^J34i,was clothed by his noble kinfmen, the left by 
the Latin chiefs, on whom he conferred the 
order of knighthood. But even in this aft of 
revolt, he was ftill ftudious of loyalty; and 
the titles of John Palaeologus and Anne of 
Savoy were proclaimed before his own name 
and that of his wife Irene. Such vain cere- 
mony is a thin difguife^ of rebellion, nor are 
there perhaps any perfonal wrongs that can au- 
thorife a fubjeft to take arms againft his fo- 
vereign : but the want of preparation and fuc- 
cefs may confirm the aflurance of the ufurper, 
that this decifive ftep was the effefl: of neceffity 
rather than of choice. Conftantinople adhered 
to the young emperor : the king of Bulgaria 
was invited to the relief of Adrianople : the 
principal cities of Thrace and M^^cedonia, after 

fome 
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fome hefitation, renounced their obedience to 
the great domeftic ; and the leaders of the 
troops and provinces were induced, by their pri- 
vate interefl, to prefer the loofe dominion of a 
woman and a prieft* The army of Cantacu- 
zene, in fixteen divifions, was ftationed on the 
banks of the Melas to tempt or intimidate the 
capital : it was difperfed by treachery or fear ; 
and the officers, more efpecially the mercenary 
Latins, accepted the bribes, and embraced the 
fervice, of the Byzantine court. After this 
lofs, the rebel emperor (he fluftuared between 
the two charafters) took the road of ThefTalo- 
nica with a chofen remnant ; but he failed in 
his enterprife on that important place ; and 
he wa« clofely purfued by the great duke, his 
enemy Apocaucus, at the head of a fuperior 
power by fea and land. Driven from the 
coaft, in his march, or rather flight, into the 
mountains of Servia, Cantacuzene affembled 
his troops to fcrutinize thofe who were worthy 
and willing to accompany his broken fortunes. 
A bafe majority bowed and retired ; and his 
trufty band was diminiflied to two thoufand, 
and at laft to five hundred, volunteers. The 
cral{2%\ or defpot of the Servians, received 
him with generous hofpitality ; but the ally was 
infenfibly degraded to a fuppliant, an hoftage, 
a captive ; and, in this miserable dependence, 
he waited at the door of the Barbarian, who

not perluade the cral to violate his tnift ; but 
he (oon inclined to the ftronger fide ; and his 
friend was difmiffed without injury to a new 
The eiva yiciffitude of hopes and perils. Near fix years 
^''a.d. the flame of difcord burnt with various fuccels 
134^-1347 nod unabated rage: the cities were diftra£ked 
by the fa&ion of the nobles and the jdebdans ; 
the Cantacuzeni and Palaeologi : and the Bui* 
garians, the Servians^ and the Turks, were in^ 
voked on both fides as the inftruments of pri* 
vate ambition and the common ruin. The rea- 
gent deplored the calamities, of which he was 
the author amd vi&im : and his own experience 
might didate a juft and lively remark on the 
different nature of foreign and civil war. 
** The former," faid he, '* is the external 
'^ warmth of fummer, always tolerable, and 
^^ often beneficial ; the latter is the deadly 
^' heat of a fever, which confumes without a 
" remedy the vitals of the conftiiution (29)." 
viaory of The introduftion of barbarians and favages 
z^^^"' into the contefts of civilized nations, is a mea^ 
fure pregnant with fliame and mifchief ; which 
the iatereft of the moment may compel, but 
which is reprobated by the bed principles of 
Jiumanity and reafon. It is the pradice of 
both fides to accufe their enemies of the guilt 
of the firft alliances ; and thofe who fail in 
their negociations, are loudeft in their cenfure 
of the example which they envy, and would 
gladly imitate. The Turks of Afia were lefs 
barbarous perhaps than the ihq>herds of Bul- 
garia

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garia and 3ervia ; but their religion rendered 
them the implacable foes of Rome and Chrif^ 
lianity. To acquire the friendihip of their 
emirs, the two fadions vied with each other iii 
bafenef^ and profufion: the dexterity of Can- 
tacuzene obtained the preference : but the fuc- 
cour and viftory were dearly purchafed by the 
marriage of his daughter with an infidel, the 
captivity of many thoufand Chriftians, and the 
paffage of the Ottomans into Europe, the laft 
and fatal flroke in the fall of the Roman em- 
pire. The inclining fcale was decided in his 
favour by the death of Apocaucus, the juft, 
though fingular, retribution of his crimes. A 
crowd of nobles or plebeians, whom he feared 
or hated, had been leized by his orders in the 
capital and the provinces ; and the old palace 
of Conftantine was affigned for the plac« of 
their confinement. Some alterations in railing 
the walls, and narrowing the cells, had been 
ingenioufly contrived to prevent their eftape, 
and aggravate their mifery ; and the work was 
inccflantly prefled by the daily vifits of the ty- 
rant. His guards watched at the gate, and as 
he flood in the inner -court to overlook the 
architeds, without fear or fufpicion, he was af- 
faulted and laid breathlefs on the ground, 
by two refolute prifoners of the Palaeologian 
race (30), who were armed with fticks, and 
animated by defpair. On the rumour of re- 
venge and liberty, the captive multitude broke 
their fetters, fortified their prifon, and expofed 
from the battlements the tyrant's head, pre- 

fuming

The tragedy of 
Apocaucus may deferve a peculiar reference to ^aatacuze^e (1. iii.

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fuming on the favour of the people and the 
clemency of the emprefs. Anne of Savoy 
might rejoice in the fall of an haughty and 
ambitious minifter, but while fhe delayed to 
refolve or to aft, the populace, more efpecially 
the mariners, were excited by the widow of 
the great duke to a fedition, an aifault, and a 
maffacre. The prifoners (of whom the far 
greater part were guiltlefs or inglorious of the 
deed) efcaped to a neighbouring church : they 
were flaughtered at the foot of the altar ; and 
in his death the monfter was not lefs bloody 
and venomous than in his life. Yet his talents 
alone upheld the caufe of the young emperor ; 
and his furviving affociates, fufpicious of each 
other, abandoned the condud of the war, and 
rejeded the faireft terms of accommodation. 
In the beginning of the difpute, the emprefs 
felt and complainedj that fhe was deceived by 
the enemies of Cantacuzene : the patriarch was 
employed to preach againft the forgivenefs of 
injuries ; and her promife of immortal hatred 
was fealed by an oath, under the penalty of 
excommunication (3 1 ). But Anne foon learned 
to hate without a teacher ; fhe beheld the mif- 
fortunes of the empire with the indifference of 
a flranger: her jealoufy was exafperated by 
the competition of a rival emprefs ; and on 
the firfl fymptoms of a more yielding temper, 
ihe threatened the patriarch to convene a 
fynod, and degrade him from his office. Their 
incapacity and difcord would have afforded the 
moft decifive advantage.; but the civil war was 

protraded

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protrafted by the weaknefs of both parties ; 
and the moderation of Cantacuzene has not 
efcapcd the reproach of timidity and indolence. 
He fucceffively recovered the provinces and 
cities; and the realm' of his pupil was mea* 
fured by the walls of Conftantinople ; but the 
metropolis alone counterbalanced the reft of the 
empire ; nor could he attempt that important 
conqueft till hfe had fecured in his favour the 
public voice and a private correfpondence. An 
Italian, of the name of Facciolati (32), hadJJ^J^ 
fucceeded to the office of great duke : the fliips, ftantinopic. 
the guards, and the golden gate, were fubjed ^^l^JJ' 
to his command ; but his humble ambition was 
bribed to become the inftruraent of treachery ; . 
and the revolution was accompliflied without 
danger or bloodftied. Deftitute of the powers 
of refiftance, or the hope of relief, the inflexi- 
ble Anne would have ftill defended the palace, 
and have fmiled to behold the capital in flames, 
rather than in the pofleflion of a rival. She 
yielded to the prayers of her friends and ene- 
mies ; and the treaty was diftated by the con- 
queror, who profefled a loyal and zealous at- 
tachment to the fon of his benefafl:or. The 
marriage of his daughter with John Palaeologus 
was at length confummated: the hereditary 
right of the pupil was acknowledged ; but the 
fole adminiftration during ten years was vefted 
in the guardian. Two emperor^ and three em- 
prefles were feated on the Byzantine throne ; 
and a general amnefl:y quieted the apprehen- 
fions, and confirmed the property, of the moft 
guilty fubjefts. The feftivai of the corona-

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tion and nuptials was -celebrated with the ap« 
pearances of concord and magnificence, and 
both were equally fallacious. During the late 
troubles, the treafures of the ftate, and even the 
furniture of the palace, had been alienated or 
embezzled: the royal banquet was ferved in 
pewter or earthen-ware ; and fuch was the 
proud poverty of the times, that the abfenee of 
gold and jewels was fupplied by the paltry 
artifices of glafs and gilt-leather (33). 
i^cign of I haften to conclude the perfonal hiftory of 
^rner'^John Cantacuzene (34). He triumphed and 
A.D. i347» reigned ; but his reign and triumph were cloud- 
a^dTIzsZ^^ ^y ^^^ difcontent of his own and the advcrfe 
jaauary. fa^ion. His followcrs might ftyle the general 
amnefty, an a£l of pardon for his enemies, 
and of oblivion for his friends (35) : in his 
•caufe, their eftates had been forfeited or plun- 
dered ; and as they wandered naked and hun- 
gry through the ftreets, they curfed the felfifli 
generofity of a leader, who, on the throne of 
the empire, might relinquift without merit his 
private inheritance. The adherents of the em- 
prefs blulhed to hold their lives and fortunes 
by the precarious favour of an ufurper ; and 
the tliirft of revenge was concealed by a tender 
concern for the fuccefTion, and even the fafety,

of rebellion. As the fon of Andronlcus ad^ 
Tanced in the years of msmhood, he began to 
feel and to z6t {or himfelf ; and his rifing am* 
bition was rather ftimulated than cbecked by 
the imitation of his> father^s vic^* If we may 
truft his own profeflions, Cahtacuzene laboured 
with honeft induftry to correct tbefe fordid and 
fenfual appetites, and to raife the mind of the 
young prince to a level with his fortune^ In 
the Servian expedition, the two emperors fliew«- 
ed themfelves in cordial harmony to the troops 
and provinces; and the youi^er colidague was 
initiated by the dder im the myileries of war 
and govemmient. After the conclufion of the 
peace, Palaeologtis was left at ThefTaionica, a 
royal refidence, and a frontier Ration, tofecure 
by his abfence the peace of Conftantinople, 
and to withdraw his yoiith from the tempta- 
ticms of a luxurious capital. But the diftance 
weakened the powers of control, and the fon 
of Andronicus was furrounded with artful or 
unthinking coitfipanions, who tai^t him to 
hate his guardian, to deplore his exile, and to 
-vindicate his .rights* A private treaty widi 

the 
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the cral or defpot of Servia, was foon followed 
hy an open revolt ; and Cantacuzene, on the 
throne of the elder Andronicus, defended the 
' canfe of age and prerogative, which in his 
youth he had fo vigorouily attacked. At his 
requeft, the emprefs mother undertook the 
voyage of Theffalonica, and the office of me* 
diation: me returned without fuccefs; and 
unlefs Anne of Savoy was inftrufted by adver- 
fity, we may doubt the finccrity, or at leaft the 
fervour, of her zeal. While the regent grafped 
the fceptfe with a firm and vigorous hand, flie 
had been inftruded to declare, that the teii 
years of his legal adminiftration would foon 
elapfe ; and that after a full trial of the vanity 
of the world, the emperor Cantacuzene fighed 
for the repofe of a cloyfter, and ' was ambitious 
only of a heavenly crown. Had thefe fenti- 
ments been genuine, his voluntary abdication 
would have reftored the peace of the empire, 
and his cdnfcience would have been relieved by 
an aft of jullice*. Palaeologus alone was re- 
fponfible for his future government ; and what- 
ever might be his vices, they v^rere furely lefs 
formidable than the calamities . of a civil war, 
in which the Barbarians and infidels were again 
invited to afliil the Greeks, in their mutual de- 
J^^"^*°-ftruftion. By the arms of the. Turks, who 
up^arms *^* now ftruck a deep and evetlafting root in Eu- 
agamft^him, j.Qpg^ Cantacuzcue- prevailed. in the third con- 
teft in which he had been involved ; and the 
young emperor, driven from* the fea and land, 
was compelled to take flieltcr anjong the Latins 
of the ifle. of Tenedos. His infolence and 
obftinacy provoked the viflbor to a ftep which 
muft render the quarrel irreconcileable : and the 
aflbciatiQn;of.iiis. fon Matthew, whom he in- 

veftcd 
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vefted with the purple, eftablilhed the fucceffion 
in the family of the Cantacuzeni. But Con- 
ftantinople was (till attached to the blood of 
her an4;:ient princes : and this laft injury ac- 
celerated- the reftoration of the rightful heir. 
A noble Genoefe efpoufed the caufe of Palaso* 
logus, obtained a promife of his fifler, and 
atchieved the revolution with two gallies and 
two thoufand five hundred auxiliaries. Under 
the pretence of diftrefs, they were admitted 
into the leffer port ; a gate was opened, and 
the Latin fhout of, <* long life and vi^ory to 
** the emperor, John Palseologus!'*, was an-^ 
fwered by a general rifing in his favour. A 
numerous and loyal party yet adhered to the 
Aandard of Cantacuzene : but he aiTerts in his 
hiftory (does he hope for belief?) that, his 
tender confcience rejected the affurance, of con- 
queft^ that, in free -obedience to the voice of 
religion and philofophy, he defcended from the 
throne, and embraced with pleafure the: mo- 
naftic habit and profeffion (36). So foon as he 
ceafed tp be a pringe, his fucceffor was not 
unwilling that he {hould:be a faint: the! re- 
mainder of his life was devoted to piety and Abdication 
learning ; in the cells of Conftantinople and lineT"^^ 
mount Athos, the monk Joafaph was refpefted a.d. 1355, 
as the temporal and fpiritual father of the*^^"*^^* 
emperor ; and if he iffued from his retreat, it 
was as the minifter of peace, to fubdue the ob- 

ftinacy.

This light, the produftion of a diftempered 
fancy, the creatut-e of an empty ftomach and 
an empty brain, wis adored by the Quietifts as 
the pure and petfe& effence of God himfelf ; 
and as long as the folly was confined to mount 
Athos, the fimple folitaries were not inquifitive 
how the divine effence could be a material 
fubftance^ or how an immatericd fubftance 
'could be perceived by the eyes of the body. 
But in the reign of the younger Andronicus, 
the monafteries were vifited by Bariaam(4i), 
a Calabrian monk, who was equally Ikilled in 
philofophy and theology; who poffeffed the 
languages of the Greeits and Latins ; and 
whofe vetfatile genius could maintain their 
oppofite creeds, according to the intereft of the . 
moment. The indifcretion of an afcetic re- 
veakd to the curious traveller , the fecrets of 
mental priyer ; and Barlaam embraced the 
opportunity of ridiculing the Qiiietifts, who 
placed the foul in the navel ; of accufing the 
monks of mount .Athos of herefy and bkf- 
phemy; His attack compelled the more learn- 
ed to renounce or diffemble the fimple devotion 
of theit brethren; and Gregory Palamas in- 
troduced a fcholaftic diftinftion between the 
effwice and operation of God. His inacceffible 
Vol* XI.

Yet this diftin£kion could not efcape the re- 
proach of polytheifm ; the eternity of the light 
of Thabbr was fiercely denied; and Barlaam 
(lill charged the Palamites with holding two 
eternal fubftances, a vifible and an invifible 
God. From the rage of the monks of mount 
Athos, who threatened his life, the Calabrian 
retired to Conftantinople, where his fmooth 
and fpecious manners introduced him to the 
favour of the great domeftie and the emperor. 
The court and the city were involved in this 
theological difpute, which flamed amidfl the 
civil war ; but the do&rine of Barlaam was dif- 
graced by his flight and apoftacy : the Palamites 
triumphed ; and their advcrfary, the .patriarch 
John of Apri, was depofed by the confent of 
the adverfe factions of the ftate. In the cha- 
rz&tr of emperor and theologian, Cantacuzene 
prefided in the fynod of the Greek church, 
which eidabliflied, as an article of fladth, the 
uncreated light of mount Thabor ; and, after 
fo many infults, the reafon of mankind was 
flightly wounded by the addition of a fingle 
abfurdity. Many rolls of paper or parchment 
have been blotted; and the impenitent feda- 
ries, who refiifed to fubfcribe the orthodox 
creed, were deprived of the honours of Chrif- 
tian burial ; but in the next age the quefliion 
was forgotten ; nor can I learn that the axe or 
the faggot were employed for the extirpation of 
the Barlaamite herefy (42).

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For the conclufion. of this chapter, I haveEftabuih- 
refervcd the Genoefe war, which fhook theoeJ^^fc^at* 
throne of Cantacuzene, and betrayed the de-PefaorGa- 
bility of the Greek empire. The Genoefe, 1'. d. 
who, after the recovery of Conftantinople, were 1^61- 1347- 
feated in the fuburb of Pera or Galata, received 
that honourable fief from the bounty of the 
emperor. They were indulged in the ufe of 
their laws and magiftrates ; but they fubmitted 
to the duties of vaflals and fubjefts : the forci- 
ble word of liegemen (43) was borrowed from 
the Latin jurifprudence ; and their podejia^ or 
chief, before he entered on his of&ce, faluted 
the emperor with loyal acclamations and vows 
of fidelity. Genoa fealed a firm alliance with 
the Greeks ; and, in cafe of a defenfive war, 
a fupply of fifty empty gallies, and a fuccour 
of fifty gallies completely armed and manned, 
was promifed by the republic to the empire. 
In the revival of a naval force, it was the aim 
of Michael Palaeologus to deliver himfelf from 
a foreign aid; and his vigorous government 
contained the Genoefe of Galata within thofe 
limits which the infolence of wealth and freedom 
provoked them to exceed. A failor threatened 
that they ihould foon be matters of Conftanti- 
nople, and flew the Greek who refented this 
national affront; and an armed veffel, after 
refufing to falute the palace, was guilty of fome 
^fts of piracy in the Black Sea. Their coun-

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trymen threatened to fupport th^if ca«fe j biit 
the long and open village of Oalatd, was in- 
ftantly furrounded by the Imperisil troops ; till, 
in the moment of the affault, the pfoftrate 
Genocfe implored the clemency of thei? fo* 
tereigtt. ITie defencelefs fituatiort which fe- 
cured their obedience, cxpofed them to the 
attack of their Venetian rivals, whoj in the 
reign of the elder Andronicus, prefumed to 
violate the majefty of the throne. On the ap- 
proach of their fleets, the Genoefe, with ilieir 
families and effefts, retired into the city ; their 
empty habitations were reduced to aflies j and 
the feebk prince, who had viewed the deftruc* 
tion of his fuburb, expreffed his refentmentj 
not by arms, bttt by aiiibaffadofi. This mis- 
fortune, however, was advantageous to the 
Cenoefe, who obtained, and imperceptibly 
abufed, the dangefous licence of furrounding 
Galata with a ftrong wall ; of introducing into 
the ditch the waters of the fea ; of ere£ting 
lofty turrets ; and of mounting 1 train of mili* 
tary engines on the rampart. The narrow 
bounds in which they had been circumfcribed, 
were infufficient for the growing colony ; each 
day they acquired fome addition of landed 
property ; and the adjacent hills were covered 
with their villas and caftles^ Which they joined 
and protefted by new fortifications (44). The 
navigation and trade of the Euxine was the 
patrimony of the Greek emperors, who com- 
manded the narrow entrance, the gates, as it

Genocife engaged with fuperior advantage in 
the lucrative trade of the Black Sea ; wd their 
induftry fupplied the Greeks with fi& and corn ; 
two articles of food almbft iequaUy importiuSLt 
to a fuperflitious people. The ipoxttaueous 
bounty of nature appears to have bdlowed ibe 
harvefts of the Ukraine, the produce of a rude 
and favage huibandry ; and the endlefs expor- 
tation itf fait fiih and caviar i) annually renewed 
by die enormous fturgeons that are caught at 
die mouth of the Don or lanais^ in thm Mi 
ftation of the rich mud and ihallow water of the 
MaBotis(46). The waters of the 0«u3, the 
CSafpian, the Volga, and ihe Don, opened a 
rare and laborious paifage for the genu and 
fpices of bidia ; and, after three months march, 
(he caravans oE Carizme met .the Italian veflTds

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in the harbours of CrimaBa(47). Thcfe va-r 
nous branches of trade were monopolifed by 
the diligence and power of the Genoefe. Their 
rivals of Venice and Pifa were forcibly ex- 
pelled ; the -natives were awed by the caftles 
and cities, which arofe on the foundations of 
their humble factories ; and their principal efta^ 
bliflimeiu of Caffa(48) was belieged without 
eflFed by the Tartar powers. Deftitute of a 
navy, the Greeks were oppreffed by thefe 
haughty merchants, who fed, or famiihed, 
Conftantinople, according to their intereft. 
They proceeded to ufurp the cuftoms, the 
fiihery, and even the toll, of the Bofphorus ; 
and while they derived from thefe obje£ls a 
revenue of two hundred thoufand pieces of 
gold, a remnant of thirty thpufand was rc- 
ludlantly allowed to the emperor (49). The 
colony of Pera or Gs^lata ad:ed, in peace and 
war, as an independent ftate ; and, as it will 
happen in diftant fettlements, the Genoefe po-^ 
defta too often forgot that he was the fervant 
of his own mafters. 
Their war Thefe ufurpations were encouraged by the 
^t«ror weaknefs of the elder Andronicus, and by the 
Cantacu- civil warp that afBifted hi^ age and the minority 
j^j).is4B.o{ his grandfon. ^ The talents of Cantacuzene 
were employed to the ruin, rather than the ref^

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tic viftory, he was condemned to an ignomi- 
nious trial, vliether the Greeks or the Genoefc 
fhould reign in Conftantinople. The mer- 
chants of Pera were offended by his tefiifal of 
feme contiguous lands, fome commanding 
heights, which they propofed t*i cover with new 
fortifications ; and in the absence of the em- 
peror, who was detained at Demotica by fick- 
ncfs, they ventured to brave the debility of a 
female reign. A Byzantine veifel, which had 
prefumed to fifh at the mouth of the harbour, 
was funk by thefe audacious ftrangers ; the 
fifhermen were murdered. Inftead of fuing for 
pardon, the Oenoefe demanded fatisfa£iion ; 
required in an haughty flrain, that the Greeks 
fhould renounce the exercife of* navigation ; 
and encountered with regular arms the firft 
fallies of the popular indignation. . They in- 
flantly occupied the debateable land ; and by 
the labour of a whole people, of either fex and 
of every age, the wall was raifed, and the 
ditch ^as funk, with incredible fpeed. At the 
fame time, they attacked and burnt two By- 
zantine gallies ; while the three others, the . 
remainder of the Imperial navy, efcaped from 
their. hands: the habitations without the gates, 
or along the fliore, were pillaged and deftroy- 
ed ; and the cafe of the regent, or the emprefs 
Irene, was confined to. the prefer vation of the 
city. The return of Cantacuzene difpelled the 
public confternation : the emperor inclined to 
peaceful counfels ; but he yielded to the obfti- 
nacy of his enemies, who rejefted all reafon- 
able terms, and to the ardour of his fubjefts, 
^ho threatened, in the flyle of fcripture, to 
break them in pieces like a potter's veffel. Yet 
they reludantly paid the taxes, that he im- 

pofed 
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pofcd for the conftrudion of ihips^ and AJt 
expences of the war ; and as the two natkuis 
were mafters, the one of the land, the other of 
idle fea, Conilantmdple and Pera vtetc priced 
by the evils of a mutvial fiege* The merchants 
of the colony, who had believed that a few 
days would terminate the vi^r, already mur- 
mured at their lofles ; the fuccours from their 
mother-country were delayed by the faftions of 
Genoa ; and the mbft cautious embraced the 
opportunity of a Rhodian veifd to remove th^ 
families and effe&s from the fcene of hoflility. 
Deftru<ftion In the fpring, the By^zsmtine fleet, ieven gallies 
laSj.*^^ a train of fmaller. veflfeis, iffued from the 
mouth of the harbout-, and fleered in a fingte 
line along the ffaore of Pera ; unfkilfully pre- 
fenting their fides to the beaks of the adverfe 
fquadron. The crews^ were compbfed of pear 
faints and mechanics ; nor was their ignorance 
compenfated by the native courage o{ Barba- 
rians : the wind was flrong, the waves were 
rough ; and no foon^ did the Greeks perc'dve 
a diilant and inactive enem^tfaan they leaped 
headlong into the fea, from a doubtful, to an 
inevitable, peril. The troops that marched to 
the attack of the lines of Pera were ftruck at 
the fame moment with a fimilar panic ; and the 
Genoefe were aftoniihed, ^nd almolt aihamed, 
at their double viftory. Their trium^ant veC? 
fels, crowned with flowers, and . dragging. aft«r 
them the captive gallies, repeatedly pai&d and . 
repaffed before the palace : the o»Iy virtue of 
the emperor was p^ience ; and the nope of re- 
venge his fole (xmfolation. Yet the diftrels of 
both parties interpofed a temporary agreement ; 
and the flian&e of the empire was liif^ifed by

a diin veil of dignity and po^er. Summon* 
ing the chiefs of the colony, Cantacuzene af- 
feded tt> defpife the trivial objaft of the dei- 
bate; and, after a -mild reproof, moft libe- 
Tally granted the lands, which had been pre- 
Yioufly refigned to the feeming cuftody of his 
fiffi€er&(5o). 

But the emperor was foon folicited to violate viaorj of 
the treaty, and to join his arms with the Vene-^^^^^^" v^! 
tbans, the perpetual enemies of Genoa and her netians and 
coJonies. While he compared the reafons of a'^oZ/jsi, 
peace and war, his moderation was provoked ^cb. 13. 
by a wanton iniuit of the inhabitants of Peta, 
"wbo difcfaarged from their rampart a large 
ftohe that fi^l in the midft of Omftantinople. 
On his juft complaint, they coldly blamed the 
imprudence of their engineer ; but the next 
day the infuit was repeated, and they exulted 
in a fecond proof that the royal city was not 
beyond the reach of their aftillery* Canta- 
cuzene inftandy figned his treaty with the 
Venetians ; but the weight of the Roman em- 
pire i«^as fcarcdy felt in the balance of thefe 
opulent and powerful republics (5 1), From 
the ftreights of Gibraltar to the mouth of the 
Tansiis^ theif fleets encouniiered each other 
viiih various fucpels ; and a memorable battle 
^KHs fought in Ihe narrow fea, under the walls 
of Conftantinople. It would not be an ^afy 
ta& to reconcile the accoimts of the Greeks,

the Venetians, * and the Genoefe (52) ; and 
while I depend on ihe narrative of an impar- 
tial hiftorian (53), I (hall borrow from each 
nation the fads that redound to their own dif- 
grace, and the honour of their foes. The 
Venetians, with their allies the Catalans, had 
the advantage of number ; and their fleet, with 
the poor addition of eight Byzantine gallies, 
amounted to feventy-five fail : the Genoefe 
did not exceed fixty-four ; but in thofe times 
their (hips of war were diftinguiflied by the 
fuperiority of their fize and ftrength. The 
names and families of their naval commanders, 
Pifani and Doria, are illuftrious in the annals 
of their country ; but thie perfonal merit of 
the former was eclipfed by the fame and abili- 
ties o£ his rival. They engaged in tempef- 
tuous weather ; and the tumultuary conflid was 
continued from the dawn to the extinflion of 
light* The enemies of the Genoefe applaud 
their prowefs : the friends of the Venetians 
are difTatisfied with their behaviour; but all 
parties agree iii praifing the ikill and boldnefs 
\ of the Catalans, who, with many wounds, fuf- 
tained the brunt of the a&ion. On the fepa- 
ration of the fleets, the event might appear 
doubtful ; but the thirteen Genode gallies, 
that had been funk or taken, were compen- 
- fated by a double lofs of the allies ; of four- 
. teen Venetians, ten Catalans, and two Greeks;

the foyeteignty of the fea. In a public epif- 
tle (54), addreifed to the doge and fenate, Pe- 
trarch employs his eloquence to reconcile the 
maritime powers, the two luminaries of Italy. 
The orator celebrates the valour and viftory 
of the Genoefe, the firft of men in the exer- 
cife of naval war : he drops a tear on the 
misfortunes of their Venetian brethren ; but 
he exhorts them to purfue with $re and fword 
che bafe and perfidious Greeks ; to purge the 
metropolis of the Eaft from the herefy with 
ivhich it was infefted. Deferted by their Their treaty 
friends, the Greeks were incapable of refift- ^^pj^^^* 
ance ; and three months after the battle, the May si 
emperor Cantacuzene folicited and fubfcribed 
a treaty, which for ever banifhed the Vene- 
tians and Catalans, and granted to the Genoefe 
a monopoly of trade, ^d almofl a right of 
dominion. The Ronlan empire (I fmile in 
tranfcribing the name) might foon have funk 
into a province of Genoa, if the ambition of 
the republic had not been checked by the ruin 
of her freedom and naval power. A long 
conteft of one hundred and thirty years was 
determined by the triumph of Venice ; and the

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CHAP. LXIV.

FROM the petty quarrels of a city and 
her futrarbs, from the cowardice and dif- 
cord of the falling Greeks, I fliall now afcend 
to the vidorious Turks ; whofe domeftic flave* 
ly was ennobled by martial drfcipline, religious ^ 
enthufiafm, and the energy of the national cha- 
racter. The rife a^d progrefs of the Ottomans, 
the prefcnt fovereigns of Gonftahtinople, are 
conneded with the moft important fcenes of 
modem hiftory: but they are founded . on . a 
previous knowledge of the gi-eat eruption of the 
Moguls and Tartars ; whofe- rapid conquefts 
may be compared with the primitive convul- 
lions of nature, which have agitated and altered 
the furface of the globe. 1 have long fince 
afferted my claim to introduce the nations, the 
immediate or remote authors of the fell of the 
Roman empire ; nor can I refufe myfelf to 
thofe events, which, frotn their uncommon mag- 
nitude, will intereft a philofophic piind in the 
hiftory of blood ( i ).

"^^^"••Thefe ancient feats of the Huns and Turks 
itotf-iaa7.were occupied in the twelfth century by many 
paftoral tribes, of the fame defcent and fimilar 
manners, which were united and led to con- 
queft by the formidable Zingis. In his afcent 
to greatnefs, that Barbarian (whofe private ap- 
pellation was Temugin) had trampled on the 
necks of his equals. His birth was noble : but 
it was in the pride of viftory," that the prince 
or people deduced his feventh anceftor from the 
immaculate conception of a virgin. His father 
had reigned over thirteen hords, which com- 
pofed about thirty or forty thoufand families : 
above two-thirds refiifed to pay tithes or obe- 
dience to his infant fon ; and at the age of thir- 
teen, Temugin fought a battle againft his rebel- 
lious fubjeds. The future conqueror of Aiia 
was reduced to fly and to obey : but he rc^e 
fuperior to his fortune, and in his fortieth year 
he had efUbliihed his fame and dominion over 
the circumjacent tribes. In a itate of fociety, 
in which policy is rude and valour is univerfal, 
the afcendant of one man muft be founded on 
lis power and refolution to pujiifli his enemies 
and recompenfe his friends. His firft military 
league was ratified by the fimple rites of facri- 
ficing an horfe and tailing of a running flream : 
Temugin pledged himfelf to divide with his 
followers the fweets and the bitters of life; 
and, when he had fhared among them his horfes 
and apparel, he was rich in their gratitude and 
his own hopes. After his firft vidboyy, he 

placed

placed feventy chaldrons on the fire, and feven- 
ty of die moft guilty rebels were caft headlong 
into the boiling water. The fphere of his at- 
traction was continually enlarged by the ruin of 
the proud and the fubmiffion of the prudent ; 
and the boldeft chieftains might tremble, when 
they beheld, enchafed in filver, the IkuU of 
the khan of the Keraites (2) ; who, under the 
name of Prefter John, had correfponded with 
the Roman pontiff and the princes of Europe. 
The ambition of Temugin condefcended to em- 
ploy the arts of fuperftition ; and it was from 
a naked prophet, who could afcend to heaven 
on a white horfe, that he accepted the title of 
Zingis (3), the moji great ; and a divine right 
to the conqueft and dominion of the earth. In 
zgcncTTil couroultaij or diet, he was feated on 
a felt, which was long afterwards revered as 
a relic, and folemaly proclaimed great khan, or 
emperor, of the Moguls (4) and Tartars (,5). 
Of thefe kindred, though rival, names, the

Hit bwB. The code of laws which Zingis didated to 
his fubjeds^ was adapted to the prefervation of 
domeftic peace, and the ezercife of foreign 
hoftiiity. The punifhment of death was in- 
fli£ked on the crimes of adultery, murder, per- 
jury, and the capital thefts of an horfe or oX ; 
and the fierceft of men were mild and juft in 
their intercourfe with each other. The fiiture 
eledion of the great khan was vefted in the 
princes of his family and the heads of the tribes ; 
and the regulations of the chace were efiential 
to the pleafures and plenty of a Tartar camp. 
The vidorious nation was held facred from all 
fervile labours, which were abandoned to ilaves 
aiid flrangers ; and every labour was fervile ex- 
cept the profeflion of arms. The fervice and 
difcipline of the troops, who were armed with 
bows, fcymetars, and iron maces, and divided 
by hundreds, thoufands, and ten thoufands, 
' were the inftitutions of a veteran commander. 
Each ofHcer and foldier was made refponfible, 
under pain of death, for the fafety and honour 
of his companions j and the fpirit of conqueft 
breathed in the law, that peace fhould never be 
granted unlefs to a vanquifhed and fuppliant 
enemy. But it is the religion of Zingis that 
bed deferves our wonder and applaufe. , The 
Catholic inquilitors of Europe, who defended 
nonfenfe by cruelty, might have been confound- 
ed by the example of a Barbarian, who antici- 
pated the leflfons of philofephy (6), and efta-

The Tartars and Moguls were addifted 
to the idols of theif peculiar tribes j and many 
of them had been converted by the foreign 
miffionaries to the religions of Mofes, of Ala- 
homet, and of Chrift. Thefe various fyftems in 
freedom and concord, were taught and pradUfed 
within the precin&s of the fame camp ; and 
the Bonze, the Imahi, the Rabbi, the Neftorian 
and the Latin pricft, enjoyed the fame honour- 
able exemption from fervice and tribute: in 
the mofch of Bochara, die infolent vidor might 
trample the koran under his liorfes feet, but 
the calm legiflator refpeftcd the prophets and 
pontic of the mod hoftile fe£b. The reafon 
of Zingis was not informed by books; the , 
khan could neither read nor write ; and, ex- 
cept the tribe of the Igours, the greateft part 
of the Moguls and Tartars were as illiterate as 
their fovereign. The memory of their exploits 
was preferved by tradition : fixty-eight years 
after the death or Zingis, thefe traditions were 
coflefted and tranfcribed (7) ; the brevity of

The arms of Zingis and his lieutenants flic- His invafion 
ceffively reduced the hords of the defert, who**^^**^*' 
pitched their tents between the wall of China 1^x0-1214. 
and the Volga ; and the Mogul emperor became 
the monarch of the part oral world, the lord of 
many millions of Ihepherds and foldiers, who 
felt dieir united ftrength, and were impatient to 
rufh on the mild and wealthy climates of the 
fouth. His anceftors had been the tributaries 
of the Chinefe femperors 5 and Temugin him* 
felf had been difgraced by a title of honour 
and fervitude. The court of Pekin was afto- 
niihed by an embaffy from its former vaffal, 
who, in the tone of the king of nations, ex- 
{idled the tribute and obedience which he had 
paid, and who afFeded to treat the fon of hea-^ 
^en as the moft contemptible of mankind. An 
haughty anfwer difguifed their fecret apprehen- 
(ions ; and their fears were foon juftified by the 
march of innumerable fquadrons, who pierced 
on all fides the feeble rampart of the great 
B b 2 wall.

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wall. Ninety cities were ftormed, or ftarved, 
by the Moguls ; tea only efcaped ; and Zingis, 
from a knowledge of the filial piety of the 
Chinefe, covered bis vanguard with their cap- 
tive parents; an unworthy, and by degrees a 
fruitlefs, ;ibufe of the virtue of his enemies. 
His invafion was fupported by the revolt of an 
hundred thoufand Khitans, who guarded the 
frontier: yet he liftened to a treaty; and a 
princefs of China, three thoufand horfes, five 
hundred youths and as many virgins, and a 
tribute of gold and filk, were the price of his 
retreat. Iii his fecond expedition, he com- 
pelled the Chinefe emperor to retire beyond 
the yellow river to a more fouthem refidence-

ous : the inhabitants were reduced by famine to 
decimate and devour their fellow citizens;

A caravan of three ambafladors 
and one hundred and fifty merchants, was ar*- 
refted and murdered at Otrar, by the command 
of Mohammed ; nor was it till after a demand 
and denial of juftice, till he had prayed and 
fafted three nights on a mountain, that the 
Mogul emperor appealed to the judgment of 
God and his fword. Our European battles, 
fays a philofophic writer (20), are petty Ikir- 
miihes, if compared to the numbers that have 
fought and fallen in the fields of Afia. Seven 
hundred thoufand Moguls and Tartars are faid 
to have marched under the ftandard of Zingis 
and his four fons. In the vad plains that ex- 
tend to the north of the Sihon or Jaxartes, they 
were encountered by four hundred thoufand 
foldiers of the fultan ; and in the firft battle, 
which was fufpended by the night, one hundred 
and fixty thoufand Carizmians were flain, Mo- 
hammed was aftoniftied by the multitude and 
valour of his enemies : he withdrew from the 
fcene of danger, and diftributed his troops in 
the frontier towns, trufting that the Barbarians, 
invincible in the field, would be repulfed by 
the length and difficulty of fo many regular 
fieges. But the prudence of Zingis had formed

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a body of Chinefe engineers, {killed in the fne<f 
chanic arts, informed perhaps of the fecret of 
gunpowder, and capable, under his difcipline, 
of attacking a foreign country with more vi- 
gour and fuccefs than they had defended their 
own. The Perfian hiftprians will relate the 
fieges ajid reduftion of Otrar, Cogei^de, Bo- 
chara, Samarcand, Carizme, Herat, Merou, 
Nifabour, Balch, and Candahar ; and the con- 
qyeft pf the rich and populous countries of 
Tranfoxiana, Carizme, and Chprafan. The 
deftrudive hoftilities of Attila and the Huns 
have long iince been elucidated by the example 
of Zingis and the Moguls ; and in this more 
proper place I ihall be content to obferve, that, 
from the Cafpian to the Indus, they ruined a 
trail of many hundred miles, v^hich was adorn- 
ed with the habitations and labours of mankind, 
and that five centuries have not been fufficient 
to repair the ravages of four years, The Mo- 
gul emperor encouraged or indulged the fury of 
his troops : the hope of future poifeflion was 
loft in the ardour of rapine and flaughter ; and 
the caufe of the war exafperated their native 
fiercenefs by the pretence of juftice and revenge. 
The downfal and death of the fultan Moham- 
med, who expired u^pitied and alone, in a dcr 
fert ifland of the Cafpi^in 5ea, is a poor atone- 
ment for the calamities of which he was the 
author. Could the Carizmian empire have been 
iaved by a fingle hero, it would have been 
faved by his fon Gelaleddip, whofe jiftive valour 
repeatedly checked the Moguls in the career of 
Vidtory. Retreating, as he fought, to the banks 
of the Indus, he was opprefled by their innu- 
merable hoft, till, in the laft moment of defpair, 
Gelaleddin fpurred his horfe ijitp the waves, 

fwam 
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fwain one of the broadeft and mod rapid fivers 
of Afia, and extorted the admiration and ap«» 
plaiife of Zingis himfelf* :^It.was in this camp 
that the Mogul conqueror yielded with reluft- 
ance to the murmurs of his weary and wealthy 
troops, who fighed for the.enjoyment of their 
native land, bicumber^d with the fpoils of 
A(ia> he flowly meafured back his footfteps, 
betrayed fome pity for the mifery of the van» 
quiflied, and declared his- intention of rebuilds 
ing the cities which had been fwept away by 
the tempeft of his arms* After he had repaffed 
the OjcUs and Jaxartesv he was joined by two 
generals, whom he had • detached with thif ty 
thoufand horfe, to fubdue the weflern provinces 
of Perfia* They had trampled on the nations 
which oppofed their pafiage, penetrated through 
the gates of I>erbend, traverfed the Volga and 
the Defert, and accomplifhcd the circuit :of the 
Cafpian Sea« by an expedition which had. ne- 
ver been attempted, and has never been re- 
peated. The return of Zingis was fignalized 
by the overthrow of the rebellious or indepen^ 
dent kingdoms of Tartalry j and he died in the His death, 
fulnefs of years and glory, with his laft breath ^-^^ '**7- 
exhorting and inftruding his fons to atchieve 
the conqueft of the Chinefe empire.

But when the fleet 
of the Song was iurrounded and opprefled by 
a fuperior armament, their laft champion leaped 
into the waves with his infant emperor in his 
arms. " It is more glorious,**, he cried, '^ to 
" die a prince, than to live a flave.** An 
hundred thoufand Chinefe imitated his example ; 
and the whole empire, from Tonkin to the 
great wail, fubmitted to the dominion of Cublai. 
His boundlejls ambition afpired to the conqueft 
of Japan : his fleet was twice ihipwrecked ; and 
'the lives of an hundred thoufand Moguls and 
Chinefe were facrificed in the iruitlefs expedi- 
tion. But the circumjacent kingdoms, Corea, 
Tonkin, Cochinchina, Pegu, Beng[al^ and Thi» 
.bet, were reductid in different degrees of tribjjtfe 
and obedience by the effort or terror of his 
arms.

Among the hills to the fouth of 

the Cafpian, thefe odious fe£tarie$ had reigned 

with impunity above an hundred and fixty 

years ; and their prince, or Imam, eftabliflied 

his lieutenant to lead and govern the colony 

of mount Libanus, fo famous and formidable 

in the hiftory of the crufades (25). With the 

fana(icifn> ot the Koran, the Ifmaelians had 

blended the Indian tranfmigration, and the 

vifions of their own prophets : and it was their 

ftrft duty xp devote their fouls and bodies in 

blind obedience tp the vicar pf God, The 

daggers of 4iis miflionaries were felt both in the 

Eaft and Weft : the Chriftians and the Moflems 

enumerate, and perhaps multiply, the illuftri- 

jous viftims that were' facrificed to the zeal, 

avarice, or r^fentment of the old man (as he 

was corruptly ftyled) cf thf mountain. But 

thefe daggers, his only arms, were broken by 

the fword of Holagou, and not a veftige is left 

of the enemies of mankind, except the word 

ajfajfin^ which, in the moft odious fenfe, has 

been adopted in the languages of Europe* Th^

ferent to the fpe&aitors of tlieir greatnefs and 
decline. Since the fall of their Seljnkian 
tyrants, the caliphs had recovered their lawful 
dominion of Bagdad and the Arabian Irak; 
but the citr n^s dxftra£led by theological 
factions, and the commander of the faithful was 
loft in a haram of fcvcn hundred concubines. 
The invafion of the Moguls he encountered 
with feeble arms and haughty embafSes. ** On 
^ the divine decree," faid the caliph Moflafem, 
** is founded the throne of the fons of Abbas : 
•* and their foes fliall furely be deftroyed in 
*♦ this world and in the next. Who is this 
** Holagou that dares to arife againft them ? If 
** he be deiirous of peace, let him inftantly 
** depart from the facred territory ; and per- 
** haps he may obtain from our clemency the 
** pardon of his fault." This prefumption was 
chcriflied by a perfidious vizir, who aflured 
his mafter, that, e\^en if the Barbarians had 
entered the city, the women and children, from 
the terraces, would be fufBcient to overwhelm 
them with ftones. But when Holagou touched 
the phantom, it inftantly vaniftied into fmoke. 
After a fiege of two months, Bagdad was 
ftormed and fackcd by the Moguls : and their 
favage commander pronounced the death of 
the caliph Moftafem, the laft of the temporal 
fucceflbrs of Mahomet ; whofe noble kinfmen, 
of the race of Abbas, had reigned in Afia above 
five hundred years. Whatever might be the 
defigns of the conqueror, the holy cities of 
Mecca and Medina (26) were protefted by the 

Arabian

to the Mogul arms, till Azzadin fought a re- 
fuge among the Greeks of Conftantinople, and 
his feeble fuccelTors, the laft of the Seljukian 
dynafty, were finally extirpated by the khans of 
Perfia, 

IIL No fooner had Odai fubverted' the nor- of Kipzak, 
thern empire of China, than he refolved to vilii i^nd! Hun." 
with his arms, the moft remote countries of the %^n> &=• 
WefL Fifteen hundred thoufand Moguls and 123^-1345. 
Tartars were infcribed on the military roll ; of 
thefe the great khan felefbed a third, which he 
cntrufted to the command of his nephew Batou, 
the fon of Tuli ; who reigned over his father's 
conquefts to the north of the Cafpian Sea. 
After a feftival of forty days, Batou fet forwards 
on this great expedition ; and fuch was the 
fpeed and ardour of his innumerable fquadrons, 
that in lefs than fix years they had meafured a 
line of ninety degrees of longitude, a fourth 
part of the circumference of the globe. The 
great rivers of Afia and Europe, the Volga and 
Kama, the Don and Boryfthenes, the Viflula 

and 
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and Danube, they either fwam with their horfes^ 
or pafied on the ice, or traverfed in leathern 
boats, which followed the camp, and tranfport- 
ed their waggons and artillej-y^ By the firft 
yi£tories of Baton, the remains of national free- > 
dom were eradicated in the immenfe. plains ef 
Turkeftan and Kipzak (27). In his rapid pro- 
grefs, he overran the kingdoms, as they are 
now ilyled, of Aftracan and Cazaii ; and the 
troops which he detached towards mount Cau- 
cafus, explored the moft fecret recefles of 
Georgia and Circaffiai The civil difcord of the 
great dukes, or princesj of RuiTia, betrayed 
their country to the Tartars. They fpread from 
Livonia to the Black Sea, and both Mofcow 
and Kiow, the modern and the ancient capitals^ 
were reduced to afhes } a temporary ruin, lefs 
fatal than the deep, and perhaps indelible, 
mark, which a fervitude of two hundred years ^ 
has imprinted on the character of the Ruffians^ 
The Tartars ravaged with equal fury the coun- 
tries which they hoped to pofTefs, and thofe 
which they were battening to leave. From the 
permanent conquett of Ruilia, they made a 
deadly, though tranfient, inroad into the heart 
of Poland, and as far as the borders of Ger* 
many. The cities of Lublin and Cracow were 
obliterated : they approached the Ihores of the 
Baltic ; and in the battle of Lignitz, they de- 
feated the dukes of Silefia, the Polifh palatines, 
and the great matter of the Teutonic order, 
and filled nine facks with the right-ears of the 
flain. From Lignitz, the extreme point of

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their ^eftern march, they turned afide to the 
invaiion of Hungary; and the prefence or 
fpirlt of Batou infpircd the hoft of five hundred 
thoufand men : the Carpathian hills could not 
be long impervious to their divided columns ; 
and their approach had been fondly difbelieved 
till it was irrefiftibly felt. The king, Bela the 
fourth, affembled the military force of his 
counts and biihops : but he had alienated the 
nation by adopting a vagrant hord of forty 
thoufand families of Comans, and thefe favage 
guefts were provoked to revolt by the fufpicion 
of treachery and the murder of their prince. 
The whole country north of the Danube was 
loft in a day, and depopulated in a fummer ; 
and the ruins of cities and churches were over- 
fpread with the bones of the natives, who ex- 
piated the fins of their Turkifli anceftors. An 
ecclefiaftic, who fled from the fack of Waradin, 
defcribes the calamities which he had feen or 
fuflfered ; and the fanguinary rage of fieges and 
battles is far lefs atrocious than the treatment 
of the fugitives, who "had been allured from the 
woods under a promife of peace and pardon, 
and who were coolly flaughtered as foon as 
they had performed the labours- of the harveft 
and vintage. In the winter, the Tartars pafled 
the Danube on the ice, and advanced to Gran 
or Strigonium, a German colony, and the 
metropolis of the kingdom. Thirty engines 
were planted againft the walls ; the ditches 
were filled with facks of earth and dead bodies ; 
and after a promifcuous maflacre, three hun- 
dred noble matrons were flain in the prefence 
of the khan. Of air the cities and fortrefles of 
Hungary, three alone furvived the Tartar in- 

vafion. 
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Tafion, and the unfortu&ate Bel& hid hiis h^iul 
among the iHands of the Adriatic. 

The Latiti wdrid wad darkes^d bj this cloud 
of favage hoftiliry: a Ruffian &ghiv^ carried 
the alarm to Sweden ; and the remote nations 
of the Baltic and the ocean trembled at *the 
approach of the Tartars (28X whdm their feat 
and ignorance vrere inclined to feparate from 
the human ^ecies. ^ Since the invafioa ^f the 
Arabs in the eighth century, Eur<:^e hud never 
been expofed to a fimilar calamity ; and if tht 
difciples of Mahomet would hav« opprelTed her 
religion and liberty, it might be apprehended 
that the fhepherds of Scythia would e»ifigui& 
her cities, her aits, and ali her inftitutions of 
civil fociety. The Romsm pontiff attempted to 
appeafe and convert thefe invincible Pag^^i; by 
a miffion of Fr^ncifcan and Dominican Mars ; 
hxtt he was aftonifiied by the tq)ly of the kh^6, 
that the fbts of God and c^T^is were iftveft- 
ed with a divine power to fubdue w esstirpate 
the nations ; and that the pope would he in- 
volved in the univeifal deftfuStibn, utile^ he 
vifited in perfon, and as a fuppliant> ^e royal 
hord. The empisni^r Frederic)^ the Ibei^nd em- 
braced a more gen^r^us Mode of defence ; and 
his letters to the k^ng^ of fValite and £llg;land, 
and the priaice^ of G^isismy, reprefented the 
common danger^ and urg^d them to arm theh-

The Tartars themfelves were awed by the fame 
and valour of the Franks : the town of New- 
ftadt in Auftria was bravely defended againft 
them by fifty knights and twenty crofs-bows ; 
and they raifed the fiege on the appearance of 
a German army. After wafting the adjacent 
kingdoms of Servia, Bofnia, and Bulgaria, 
Batou flowly retreated from the Danube to the 
Volga to enjoy the rewards of viftory in the city 
and palace of Serai, which ftarted at his com- 
mand from the midft of the defert. 

IV. Even the poor and frozen regions of the of Siberia, 
North attrafted the arms of the Moguls: Shei- ^^- **^*- 
banlKhan, the brother of the ereat Batou, led 
an hord of fifteen thoufand ramilies into the 
wilds of Siberia ; and his defendants reigned 
at Tobolikoy above three centuries, till the 
Ruffian^ conqueft. The fpirit of enterprife 
which, purfued the courfe of the- Oby and 
Yeni&i mufl hav6 led to the difcovery of the 
icy fea. After brufhing away the monftrous 
fables,' of men with dogs heads and cloven feet, 
we (hall find, that, fifteen years after the death 
af Zingis, the Moguls were informed of the 
name and manners of the Samoyedes in the 
neighbourhood of the polar circle, who dwelt 
in fubterraneous huts, and derived their furs

Inftead of the boundlefs ^oTeft:, the In- 
clofure of a park adbrded the more indolent 
pleafures of the chace ; their new habitations 
were decorated with painting and fculpture ; 
their fuperfluous treafures were caft in foun- 
tains, and bafons, and ftatues of mafiy filver ; 
and the artifts of China and Paris vied with 
each other in the fervicc of the great khan (32). 
Caracorum contained two itreets, the one of 
Chinefe mechanics, the other of Mahometan 
traders ; and the places of religious worfhip, 
one Neftorian church, two mofdis, and twelve 
temples of various idols, may reprefent in 
fome degree the number and divifion of inha- 
bitants. Tet a French miffionary declares, 
that the town of St. Denys, near Paris, was 
more considerable than the Tartar capital; 
and that the whole palace of Mangou was 
Scarcely e^ual to a tenth part of that Benedic- 
tine abbey. The cbaquefts of. Ruffia and 
Syria ittight amufe the vanity of the great 
Mitos ; but they were feated on the borders 
of China ; the acquifition of that empire was 
the neareil and mdft interefting objefk ; and 
they might learn from their paftoral oeconomy, 
that it is for the advantage of the fliepherd to 
protefl: and propagate his flock.

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war; to fitye die monuments, and, to rekindle 
the flame, of fdence ; to reftrain the military 
commander by the reftoration of civil magii- 
trates ; and to inftil the love of peace and 
juftice into the minds of the Moguls* He 
ftruggled with the barbarifm of the firft con- 
querors ^ but his falutary leflbns produced a 
rich harveft in the fecond generation. The 
northern, and by degrees the fouthern, emn 
pire, acquiefced in the government of Cublai, 
the lieutenant, and afterwards the fucceflbr, of 
Mangou } and the nation was loyal to a prince 
who had been educated in the manners of 
China. He reftored the forms of her vener- 
able conftitution ; and the vidors fubmitted to 
the laws, the &fhions, and even the preju- 
dices, of the vanquiihed people. This peaceful 
tHumph, which has been more than once t^e- 
peated, may be afcribed in a great meafure to 
the numbers and fervitude of me Chinefe. The 
Mogul army was diflblved in a vaft and popu- 
lous country ; and their emperors adopted with 
pleafure a political fyftem, which gives to the 
prince the folid fubftance of defpotifm, and 
leaves to the fubjeft the empty names of jdri- 
lofophy, freedom, and filial obedience, tin- 
der the reign of Cublai, letters and commerce, 
peace and juftice, were reftored; the great 
canal, of five hundred miles, was opened from 
Nankin to the capital ; he fixed his refidence 
at Pekin ; and difplaycd in his court the mag- 
nificence of the greateft monarch of Afia. Yet 
this learned prince declined from the pure and 
fimple religion of his great anceftor ; he facri- 
ficed to the idol Fo ; and his blind attachment 
^ to the lamas of Thibet and the bonzes of 

China 
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China (33) provoked the cenfure of the dif- 
ciples of Confucius. His fuccefTors polluted 
the palace v^ith a crowd of eunuchs, phyficians, 
and allrologers, while thirteen millions of their 
fubjeds were confumed in the provinces by fa- 
mine. One hundred and forty years after the 
death of Zing^s, his degenerate race, the dy- 
nafty of the Yuen, was expelled by a revolt of 
the native Chinefe ; and the Mogul emperors 
were loft in the oblivion of the defert. Before Dmfion of 
this revolution, they had forfeited jheir fupre^'p^^j;^^ 
macy over the dependent branches of their a.d. 
houfe, the khans of Kipzak and Ruffia, the"59-»3oo. 
khans of Zagatai or Tranfoxiana, and the 
khans of Iran or P^rfia. By their diftance and 
power thefe royal lieutenants had foon been 
releafed from the duties of obedience ; and, 
after the death of Cublai, they fcorned to ac- 
cept a fceptre or a title from his unworthy fuc- 
Qe&Ts. According to their refpeftive fituation 
they maintained the fimplicity of the paftoral 
life, or aiTumed the luxury of the cities of 
Afia; but the princes and their hords were 
alike difpofed for the reception of a foreign 
worlhip. After fome hefitation between the 
Gofpel and the Koran, they conformed to the 
religion of Mahomet ; and while tbey adopted 
forlheir brethren the Arabs and Perfians, they 
renounced all intercourfe with the ancient Mo- 
guls, the idolaters of China.

AD. 'and Latins. Lefs potent than Alexander, they 
1440- 1304. ^gj.g pYefftdj like the Macedonian, both in 
Europe and Afia, by the ihepherds of Scythia ; 
and had the Tartars undertaken the fiege, Con- 
ftantinople muft have yielded to the fate of 
Pekin, Samarcand, and Bagdad. The glorious 
and voluntary retreat of Batou from the Danube 
was infulted by the vain triumph of the Franks 
and Greeks (34) ; and in a fecpnd, expedition 
death furprifed him in full march to attack the 
capital of the Caefars, His -brother Borga car- 
ried the Tartar arms into Bulgaria and TTirace ; 
but he was diverted from the Byzantine war by 
a vifit to Novogorod, in the fifty -feventh degree 
of latitude, where he numbered the inhabitants 
and regulated the tributes of Ruffia. ITie Mo- 
gul khan formed an alliance with the Mama- 
lukes againft his brethren of Perfia : three 
hundred thoufand horfe penetrated through the 
gates of Derbend ; and the Greeks might re- 
joice in the firft example of domeftic war. 
After the recovery of Conftantinople, Michael 
Palaeologus (35),* at a diftance from his court 
and army, was furprifed and furrounded in a 
Thracian caftle by twenty thoufand Tartars. 
But the objedk of their march was a private 

intereft :

Their general Noga, whofe name is perpetuated 
in the hords of Aftracan, raifed a formidable 
rebellion againft Mengo Timour, the third of 
the khans of Kipzak ; obtained in marriage 
Maria the natural daughter of Palaeologus ; and 
guarded the dominions of his friend and fa- 
ther. The fubfequenf invafions of a Seythiail 
call were thofe of outlaws and fugitives ; and 
fome thoufands of Alani and Comans, who 
had been driven from their native feats^, were 
reclaimed from a vagrant life, and enlifted iii 
the fervice of the empire. Such was the in- 
fluence in Europfe of the invafion of the Mo- 
guls. The firft terror of their arms feciired, 
rather than difturbed, the peace of the Roman 
Afia. ITie fultan of Iconium folicitcd a per- 
fonal interview with John Vataces : and his art- 
ful policy encouraged the Turks to defend 
their barrier againft the common enemy (36). 
That barrier indeed was foon overthrown j 
and the fervitude and ruin of the Seljukians 
cxpofed the nakednefs of the Greeks. The 
forniidable Holagou threatened to march to 
Conftantinople at the head of four hundred 
thoufand men ; ajid the* groundlefs panic of 
the citizens of Nice will prefent an image of 
the terror which he had infpired. The acci- 
dent of a proceflion, and the found of a dole- 
ful litany, " Froqi the fury of the Tartars, 
** eood Lord deliver us,** had fcattered the 
hafty report of an aflault and maffacre. In 
the blind credulity of fear, the ftreets of Nice

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. were crowded with thoufands of both fexes^ 
who knew not from what or to whom they 
fled } and fome hours elapfed before die firm- 
nefs of the military officers could relieve the 
city from this imaginary foe. But the ambi* 
tion of Holagou and his /fucceflbrs was fortu« 
nately diverted by the conqueft of Bs^dad, and 
a long viciffitude of Syrian wars : their hoftility 
to the Moflems inclined them to unite with th^ 
Greeks and Franks (37) ; and their generofity 
or contempt had offered the kingdom of Ana- 
tolia as the reward of an Armenian vaflaL 
The fragments of the Seljukian monarchy were 
difputed by the emirs who had occupied the 
cities or the mountains; but they all confefled 
the fupremacy of the khans of Perfia ; and he 
often interpofed his authority, and fometimes 
his arms, to check their depredations, a&d to 
preferve the peace and balance of his Turkifh 
Decline of frontier. "Die death of Cazan(38), one of 
uILm 3^* the greateft and moll accomplifhed princes of 
Perfia, the fioufc of Zuigis, removcd this falutary con- 
May'j'i!^^*^^! ; 2ind the decline of the Moguls gave a free 
fcope to the rife and progrefs of the Ottoman

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After the retreat of Zingis, the fultan Gela-Ori«« of 
leddin of Carizine had returned from India to mlm!^ 
the pofleilion and defence of his Perfian king- a. d. 1140, 
doms. In the fpace of eleven years, that hero 
fought in perfon fourteen battles; and fuch 
-was his adivity, that he led his cavalry in fe- 
venteen days from Tefiis to Kerman, a march 
of a thoufand miles. Yet he was opprefled 
by -the jealoufy of the Moflem princes, and 
the innumerable armies of the Moguls ; and 
after his lait defeat, Galaleddin perifhed ignobly 
in the mountains of Curdiftan. His death 
diflfolved a veteran and adventurous army, 
which included under the name of Carizmians 
or Corafmins many Turkman hords, that had 
attached themfelves to the fultan*s fortune. 
The bolder and more powerful chiefs invaded 
Syria, and violated the holy fepulchre of Jeru- 
faJem : the more humble engaged in the feryice 
of Aladin, fultan of Iconium ; and among 
thefe were the obfcure fathers of the Ottoman 
line. They had formerly pitched their tents 
near the fouthern banks of the Oxus, in the 
plains of Mahan and Nefa ; and it is fomqwhat 
remarkable, that the fame fpot ihould have pro- 
duced the firft authors of the Parthian and 
Turkifh empires. At the head, or in the rear, 
of a Carizmian army, Soliman Shah was 
drownedr in the paifage of the Euphrates : his 
fan Orthogrul became the foldier and fubjeft of 
Aladin, and eftablilhed at Surgut, on the banks 
of the Sangar, a camp of four hundred fami- 
lies or tents, whom he governed fifty^two 
years both in peace and war. He waji the fa- Rdgn of 
ther of Thaman, or Athman, whofe Turkifh ^^^* 
name has been nielted into the appellation of 1299 -1326. 
the caliph Ochman ; and if we defcribe that 

pafloral 
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paftoral chief as a fhepherd and a robber, vre 
muft feparate from thofe charafters all idea of 
ignominy and bafenefs. Othman pofTeflfed, and 
perhaps furpaflfed, the ordinary virtues of a 
foldier ; and the circumftances of time and 
place were propitious to his independence and 
fuccefs. The feljukian dynafty was no more ; 
and the diftance and decline of the Mogul 
khans foon enfranchifed him from the control 
of a fuperior. He was .iituate on the verge of 
the Greek empire: the Koran fandified his 
ga%i, or holy war, againft the infidels ; and 
their political errors unlocked the pafles of 
mount Olympus, and invited him to defcend 
into the plains of Bithynia. Till the reign of 
Palseologus, thefe paifes had been vigilantly 
guarded by the militia of the country, who 
were repaid by their own fafety and an ex- 
emption from taxes. The emperor abolKhed 
their privilege and affumed their office ; but the 
tribute was rigoroufly collefted, the cuftody of 
the pafles was neglected, and the hardy moun- 
taineers degenerated into a trembling crowd of 
peafants without fpirit or difcipline. It was 
on the twenty -feventh of July, • in the year 
twelve hundred and ninety-nine of the Chrif- 
tian sera, that Othman firft invaded the terri- 
tory of Nicomedia (40) ; and the Angular ac- 
curacy of the date feems to difclofe fome fore^ 
fight of the rapid and deftruftive growth of 
the monfter. The annals of the twenty-feven 
years of his reign would exhibit a repetition 
of the fame inroads j and his hereditary troops

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ixrere multiplied in each campaign by the- accef- 
fian ef captives and volunteers. Inftead of re- 
treating to the hills, he maintained the mod 
uieful.and defenfible pofts ; fortified the towns 
and cafUes which he had firfl pillaged ; and 
renounced the paftoral life for the baths and 
palaces of his infant capitals. But it was not 
till Othman was opprefTed by age and infirmi- 
ties, that he received the welcome news of the 
conqueil of Prufa', which had been furrendered 
by famine or treachery to the arms of his fon 
Orchan. The glory of Othman is chiefly 
founded on that of his defendants ; but the 
Turks have tranfcribed or compofed a royal 
teftament of his laft counfels of juftice and mo- 
deration (41). 

From the conqueft of Prufa, we may date Reign 6f 
the true aera of the Ottoman empire. The^^'^^Jj^ 
lives and pofleflions of the Chriftian fubjefts 1316- 135*. 
were redeemed by a tribute or ranfom of thirty 
thoufand crowns of gold ; and the city, by the 
labours of Orchan, affumed the afpeft of a, 
Mahometan capital ; Prufa was decorated with 

a mofdi,

London, 1603) as the firft of hifrorian*, unhappy only 
in the choice of his fubjetft. Yet I much doubt whether a partial • 
and verbofc compilation from Latin writers, thirteen hundred folio 
pages of fpceches and battles, can either inftrudt or amufe an enlighb- 
cned age, which requires from the hlftorian fomc tindurc of philo- 
sophy and chticiim. 
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a mofch, a college^, and an hofpital, of royal 
foundation ; the Seljukian coin was changed 
for the name and impreflion of the new dy- 
nally : and the moft ikilful profeffors, of hu- 
f man and divine knowledge, attra&ed the Per« 
fian and Arabian ftudents from the ancient 
fchooU of Oriental learning. The office of vi- 
zir was inftituted for Aladin, the brother of 
Orchan ; and a different habit diftinguiflied the 
citizens from the peafants, the Moflems from 
the infidels. AH the troops of Othman had 
confiiled of loofe fquadrons of Turkman ca- 
valry 'y who ferved without pay and fought 
without difcipline : but a regular body of in- 
famry was firft eftabliflied and trained by the 
prudence of his fon.. A great number of vo- 
lunteers was enrolled with a fmall ftipend, but 
with the permiflion of living at home, unlefs 
they were fummoned to the field : their rude 
manners, and feditious temper, difpofed Orchan 
to educate his young captives as his foldiers and 
thofe of the prophet ; but the Turkifh peafants 
were ftiil allowed to mount on horfeback, and 
follow his ftandard, with the appellation and 
the hopes of freebooters. By thefe arts he 
formed an army of twenty-five thoufand Mof- 
lems : a train of battering engines was framed 
for the ufe of fieges ; and the fi^rft fuccefsful 
His con- experiment was made on the cities of Nice and 
^«^. ®^ ^*' Nicomedia. Orchan granted a fafe-conduft to 
^A*b. all who were defirous of departing with their 
i3»6-i339 feniilies and effefts ; but the widows of the 
flain were given in marriage to the conque- 
rors ; and the facrilegious plunder, the books, 
the vafes, and the images, were fold or ran- 
fomed at Conftantinople. Th^ emperof An- 
dronicus the younger was vanquifhed and 

wounded 
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¥^ounded by the fon of Othman (42) : he fub- 
dued the whole province or kingdom of Bithy- 
nia, as hx as the ihores of the Bofphorus and 
Hellefpont; and the Chriftians confeffed the 
juftice and clemency of a reign, which claimed 
the voluntary attachment of the Turks of Afia. 
Yet Orchan was content with the modeft title Divifion of 
of emir; and in the lift of his compeers, the^^*^*"^^ 
princes of Roum or Anatolia (43), his military Turkifli 
forces were furpafled by the emirs of Ghermian^^',^^ 
and Caramania, each of whom could bring &c. 
into the field an army of forty thoufand men. 
Their dominions were fituate in the heart of 
the Seljukian kingdom : but the holy warriors, 
though of inferior note, who formed new 
principalities on the Greek empire, are more 
confpicuous in the light of hiftory. The mari- 
time country from the Propontis to the Maean- 
der and the ifle of Rhodes, fo long threatened 
and fo often pillaged, was finally loft about 
the thirtieth year of Andronicus the elder (44). 
Two Turkiih chieftains, Sarukhan and Aidin, 
left their names to their conquefts, and their 
conquefts to their pofterity. The captivity orLofsofthe 
ruin of the /ev^n churches of Afia was eon-^^^*^^'^P^^" 
fummated; and the barbarous lords of Ionia a. d. '1312, 
and Lydia ftill trample on the monuments of *^' 
claffic and Chriftian antiquity. In the lofs of 
Ephefus, the Chriftians deplored the fieill of

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the firft angel, the extindion of the firft can- 
dieftick, of the revelations (45) : the defolation 
is complete ; and the temple of Diana, or the 
church of Mary, will equally elude the fearch 
of the curious traveller. The circus and three 
ftately theatres of Laodicea are now peopled 
vith wolves and foxes ; Sardes is reduced to a 
miferable village ; the God of Mahomet, with- 
out a rival or a fon, is invoked in the moichs 
of Thyatira and Pergamus ; and the populouf- 
nefs of Smyrna is fupported by the fi3reign 
trade of the Franks and Armenians. I%iladeU 
phia alone has been faved by prophecy, or cou- 
rage. At a diftance from the fea, forgotten 
by the emperors, encompaffed on all fides by 
the Turks, her valiant citizens defended their 
religion and freedom above fourfcore years ; 
and at length capitulated with the proudeft of 
the Ottomans. Among the Greek colonies ^md 
churches of Afia, Philadelphia is (till ereSt ; a 
column in a fcene of ruins ; a pleafing exam- 
ple^ that the paths of honour and fa&ty may 
Thcknighttfometimes be the fame. The fervitude of 
A d'^iuo '^'^^^^ "^^^ delayed above two centuries by 
Aiigiik i5--the eftablifhment of the knights of St. John of 
^•^^^'•^^^fjerufalem (46) : under the . difcipline of the 
order, that ifland emerged, into fame and opu- 
lence ; the noble and warlike monks were re- 
nowned by land and fea ; and the bulw^^rk of
